The  Illinois  Classis  requests  Svnod  to  make  Chicago  an  ex* 
eeption  to  its  action,  in  giving  the  whole  State  of  Illinois  as  territory 
to  the  Illinois  Classis. 

6.  The  same  Classis  reiterates  its  former  request  to  be  relieved 
from  the  encroachments  made  on  its  territory  by  the  Classis  of 
Mihnukee. 

7.  The  same  Classis  directs  the  attention  of  this  Synod  to  the  fiMt 
ibtit  prefers  charges  against  the  Rev  William  Kuntsel. 

8.  Tuscarawas  Classis  requests  this  Synod  to  send  down  to  the 
ehsrches  a  pastoral  letter  in  reference  to  ministerial  support 

9.  The  Grerman  Iowa  Classis  wishes  to  be  exonerated  from  eol- 
leeting  contributions  for  beneficiary  purposes  on  the  ground  of 
fintDcial  inability. 

10.  The  same  Classis  requests  to  be  permitted  to  spend  its 
moneys  for  missionary  purposes  within  its  own  bounds. 

11.  The  same  Classis  requests  Synod  to  furnish  them  with 
raitible  ministers  to  fill  the  vacant  charges  of  Marengo  and  Boone. 

12.  The  same  Classis  asks  Synod  to  change  their  name  from 
Oensan  Iowa  to  Ursinus  Classis. 

13  This  Classis  also  requests  Synod  to  dismiss  them  to  the 
Northwestern  Synod. 

14.  The  St.  John's  Classis  requests  Synod  to  dismiss  them  to  the 
Synod  of  thi  Northwest. 

15.  The  English  Iowa  Classis  asks  Synod  to  equalize  the 
trsTeling  expenses  of  its  delegates. 

16.  The  same  Classis  asks  not  to  be  required  to  repeal  its  action 
io  reference  to  licensing  candidates. 

17.  This  Classis  asks  permission  to  form  a  new  Synod. 

18.  Miami  Classis  requests  Synod  to  add  two  new  columns  to 
tie  statistical  report— excommunicated  and  contingent. 

19.  The  Eastern  Ohio  Classis  requests  Synod  to  amend  the  3d 
tnd  4th  resolutions  of  the  Synod  of  Shelbyville,  as  recorded  on  page 
25  of  the  Minutes  of  Synod.

III.      COMPLAINTS 

23.  St.  John's  Classis  complains  of  being  unjustly  censured  by 
Synod,  for  recording  the  name  of  the  Rot.  F.  Strassner  only  as  Mn 
advisory  member. 

24.  The  same  Classis  complains  of  the  action  of  Synod  in  setting 
aside  the  protest  of  one  of  its  delegates  in  treating  the  Louisville 
congregation  of  Stark  County,  Ohio*  as  having  been  unconditionally 
dismissed  by  St.  John's  Classis  to  the  Classis  of  Eastern  Ohio.

ARTICLE  XIII. 

RELIGION  AND  MORALS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  and  Statistical 
Reports,  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  received  and 
adopted : 

Keoerend  Father*  and  Brethren:  In  reporting  the  state  of  religion 
and  morals  of  this  Syf^  we  are  conscious,  that  while  there  is  that 
vhich  will  ui  some  measure  portray   the  visible  development  of 
Christian  activity,  there  is  an  unwritten  history  in  the  continuous 
process  of  redemption  which  we  are  unable  to  record.    We  know  not, 
neither  can  we  tell,  of  the  hidden  springs  of  evil,  together  with  the 
^eeret  forces  of  truth,  as  these  lie  back  of  all  intelligent  apprehen- 
sion    We  cuty  record  many  events,  as  seen  by  the  outer  eye,  and 
may  count  the  number  added  to  the  Church,  but  no  arithmetic  of 
ours  can  estimate  the  true  value  of  the  priceless  grace  of  redemp- 
tion,  effectually  working  in  them  that  are  saved.     The  inner  life, 
the  divine  presence  in  the  Church,  is  indescribable. 
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We  must,  therefore,  glean  our  report  from  docnmenta  placed  be- 
fore as,  written  by  men  in  recounting  the  Lord's  work  in  the  use  of 
human  instrumentalities,  within  the  bounds  of  the  Classes  compos- 
ing the  Synod. 

These  reports  indicate  that  our  ministers  have  diligently  and  faith' 

/ulfy  proclaimed  the  Ward  of  God  as  the  efficient  means,  blessed  by 

the  Holy  Ohost,  in  the  salvation  of  believers.     So,  too,  has  there 

been  a  faithful  administration  and  reception  of  the  sacraments,  the 

aealing  ordinances  of  the  Church. 

As  near  allied  to  the  preaching  of  the  Word,  there  has  been 
progress  in  the  caiechisation  of  the  youth  of  the  Church,  and  others 
an  their  preparation  for  confirmation,  and  complete  service  to  God, 
thus  imparting  a  healthy  religious  culture  so  very  essential  in  the 
|>eculiar  tendencies  of  our  times. 

An  additional  auxiliary  in  a  proper  religious  culture  is  the  Sun- 
day-tchool^  that  very  interesting  part  of  Church  service  so  rapidly 
rising  in  public  favor  and  efficiency  This  Synod,  or  parties  respon- 
sible to  this  body,  is  nobly  furnishing  the  necessary  equipment  in 
this  field  of  Christian  toil,  in  the  publication  and  introduction  of  the 
Jjeavea  of  Light,  Heidelberg  TeacJier  and  Lesson  Leaven^  accompanied 
with  the  Lord's  day  portion  of  the  Catechism,  together  with  that 

fem  of  sacred  song,  The  Companion  of  Praise,  These  publications 
eing  known  as  our  own,  and  thus  used,  beget  a  consciousness  of 
power  in  this  that  they  are  ours^  which  can  not  be  when  we  run  the 
literature  of  our  schools  on  borrowed  capital.  Though  advanced 
ground  has  been  taken,  we  can  yet  much  more  enlarge  our  useful- 
ness, and  ought  to,  in  the  publication,  to  some  extent,  of  our  Sun- 
day-school library,  and  the  more  universal  introduction  of  the 
publications  named.  There  ought  to  be  a  just,  a  righteous  pride 
in  using  our  own  Church  literature,  including  our  various  periodi- 
cals and  books,  in  our  Sunday-schools  and  families. 

The  benevolent  objects  of  Synod  do  not,  it  is  to  be  regretted,  re- 
ceive the  attention  they  so  well  merit.  Yet  when  we  consider  the 
financial  condition  of  our  territory  during  the  last  year,  there  is  even 
here  some  progress ;  yet  not  by  any  means  that  which  should  be  re- 
corded during  this  semi-centennial  celebration.  This  to  us  ought  to 
be  truly  a  year  of  jubilee,  in  which  liberal  offerings  should  declare 
cur  gratitude  to  Ood  for  the  unnumbered  bestowments  of  his  grace 
ever  the  churches,  planted  by  the  fathers  and  watered  by  their  sons, 
while  the  gracious  increase  is  in  faith  and  sincere  gratitude  ascribed 
to  God. 

The  misaioMiry  and  church  erection  enterprises  are  receiving  in- 
creased, but  not  the  adequate  attention  imperatively  demanded. 
43everal  promising  missions  have  been  established  in  the  far  West 
«ince  the  last  Synod — Hiawatha,  Kansas,  and  Denver  City,  Colorado. 
The  success  so  speedily  attained  is  sigoificantly  prophetic  of  that 
-  which  can  and  ought  to  be  done  with  all  possible  energy.  The  dis- 
tant West  is  before  us  with  its  teeming  millions,  so  that  to  us,  as  to 
Others,  the  Master's  voice  announces  the  authoritative  words,  **  Occupy 
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till  I  oome."  To  be  true  to  oaraelves  and  to  Ood,  we  must  be  more 
•ggreasive  in  our  mlssionarj  work.  Our  reports  also  repeatedly 
refer  to  the  erection  of  costly,  commodious  and  beautiful  cburon 
edifices. 

The  Hterary  and  theological  inxtitationt  under  the  supervision  of 
Sped  are,  to  the  encouragement  of  their  friends,  gradually  rising 
io  importance  and  efficiency  filling  up  many  places  otherwise  for- 
ever vacant,  with  usually  well  qualified  young  ministers,  to  carry  on 
the  work  so  well  begun  by  the  venerable  fathers  of  our  Cburch  in 
the  West.  The  endowment  of  these  centers  of  learning  is  contin* 
aallj  increasing,  tbus  securing  permanency  and  enlarged  success  in 
their  various  departments  of  sy nodical  service. 

Id  this  record  on  the  state  of  the  Church  we  have  reported  some 
of  the  most  worthy  characteristics  of  this  Synod.  Iti  reference  to 
that  which  evinces  error  and  imperfections,  we  adopt  the  language 
of  one  of  the  classical  reports :  *'  The  reports  of  the  brethren  all 
bear  testimony  to  the  existence  of  many  things  in  our  congregations 
which  are  not  as  they  should  be.  The  Church,  although  prosper- 
iog,  has  much  to  contend  against.  Many  false  notions  and  prac- 
tices still  prevail,  which  greatly  retard  the  progress  of  the  Lord's 
work."  We  may  add,  that  in  order  properly  to  fulfill  our  mission 
we  must,  in  a  prayerful  way,  devise  more  liberal  things  in  the  adop- 
tion of  more  enlarged  views  of  Church  polity.  We  live  in  a  pro- 
gressive age.  This  spirit  of  progress  must  be  sanctified  to  the 
honor  and  glory  of  God  in  Christian  liberality  and  energetic  action, 
directed  by  an  intelligent  and  awakened  consciousness  of  the  many, 
many  wants  of  the  Church.  As  a  Synod,  we  have  yet  many  things 
to  learn,  and  to  practice,  to  fully  exemplify  to  ourselves  and  to  the 
world  that  we  are  not  our  own,  but  that  we  belong  to  our  faithful 
Lor<l  and  Savior,  Jesus  Christ. 

One  of  the  classical  reports  refers  to  the  Eev.  Father  Charles 
Zwisler,  who  for  fifty  years  labored  actively  in  the  vineyard  of  the 
Lord,  who,  on  account  of  bodily  infirmity,  was  necessitated  to  dis- 
continue the  regular  service  of  the  ministry.  Another  refers  to  the 
death  of  the  Rev.  Conrad  Saure,  of  Cincinnati,  who  departed  this 
life  but  two  days  after  the  adjournment  of  Synod,  at  Shelbyville. 
He  was  an  earnest  and  eminently  successful  minister  of  the  Word. 
The  Salem  Reformed  Church,  of  Cincinnati,  is  the  work  of  his  life, 
and  the  imperishable  monument,  reared  by  the  grace  of  Ood,  to  his 
memory. 

To  dose. — The  Ohio  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  is  just  fifty 
years  of  age.  We  are  standing  on  the  half-century  summit  of  its 
written  and  unwritten  history,  occupying  an  outlook  of  solemn  in* 
terestand  responsibility.  Much  noble  and  self-sacrificing  work  has 
been  done  by  the  pioneers  of  our  Church  in  the  West,  the  fruits  of 
which,  we,  their  successors,  are  now  happily  gathering  in.  The 
churches  they  founded,  the  souls  they  saved,  are  the  ever-enduring 
monuments  whereon  their  names  and  their  life-work  are  recorded, 
never  to  be  e&ced.     Half  a  century  ago  eleven  men  of  Ood,  with 
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their  elders,  coDstitnted  this  Synod^  wBieb  has  grown  not  only  U> 
what  we  are  to  day,  but  gave  being  to  the  Synod  of  the  Northwest, 
and  part  of  the  lately  constituted  Pittsburg  Synod.  Since  then 
how  many  changes !  Two  only,  who  were  present  as  candidates  for 
the  ministry  when  this  Synod  was  organized — the  President  and 
Vice-President  of  this  body,  Rev.  David  Winters,  D.  D.,  and  Rev. 
John  Pence — are  with  us  on  this  interesting,  this  jubilee  convoca- 
tion. They,  with  their  venerable  presence,  and  others  of  advanced 
age,  grace  this  assembly  with  becoming  dignity  and  honor,  being  to 
us  young  men  fathers  whom  we  greatly  venerate,  and  for  whom  we 
will  ever  cherish  sentiments  worthy  of  their  honorable  names  and 
faithful  service  to  the  Church. 

On  this  anniversary  occasion  we  are  naturally  brought  to  the  fol- 
lowing reflections:  Few  who  compose  this  Synod  will  be  alive  on 
the  earth  fifty  years  hence.  Will  any  of  our  number  proclaim  the 
goppel  of  the  Son  of  God  for  that  period  of  time,  as  a  few  of  our 
fathers,  now  venerable  with  age  and  faithful  service,  have  done? 
Will  this  Synod  then  exist;  or  will  there  be  a  necessity  then  for 
ours,  as  well  as  other  churches,  to  continue  separately  organized  as 
now?  These,  as  well  as  others,  are  questions  full  of  living  interest 
to  every  member  of  this  Synod.  .Little  do  we  know  of  that  which 
shall  be,  but  of  this  we  are  fully  conscious,  that  whatever  the  con- 
flicts of  the  Church  of  the  future  may  be,  "That  all  things  work 
together  for  good  to  them  that  love  God."  **  Glory  be  to  the 
Father,  and  to  the  Son,  and  to  the  Holy  Ghost;  as  it  was  in  the 
beginning,  is  now,  and  ever  shall  be,  world  without  end.     Amen."

ARTICLE  XIV. 

THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 

I.  The  Annual  Reports. 

1.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  would  hereby 
present  to  Synod  their  annual  report: 

The  Board  convened  in  Dayton,  Ohio*,  November  21,  1873,  and 
effected  an  organization  by  the  election  of  Rev  Isaac  H.  Reiter, 
President,  Rev.  David  Van  Home,  Secretary^  and  Rev.  David  Win- 
ters, D.  D.,  T}reasureT;  and  held  three  meetings  during  the  year. 
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During  the  past  year  very  little  has  transpired,  in  regard  to  the 
Theological  Seminary,  that  properly  comes  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Board,  or  that  demanded  the  attention  of  the  Board,  and 
hence  we  have  but  a  brief  report  to  submit. 

The  Theological  Seminary  has  now  an  endowment  fund  of  about 
(28,000,  including  bonds  and  notes,  as  well  afi  invested  money.  The 
^neral  financial  condition  of  the  Seminary  has  been  gradually  im- 
proving during  the  last  few  years,  and  has  never  been  better  than 
ftt  present.  The  outlook  is  good,  and  if  the  sympathy  and  patron- 
age of  the  Church  are  continued  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  we 
maj  expect  the  most  cheering  and  happy  results. 

There  are  several  things  that  the  Church  need  to  be  deeply  im- 
pressed with  and  to  keep  constantly  in  view: 

1.  The  steady  and  substantial  increase  of  the  endowment  fund  of 
the  Theological  Seminary,  either  by  individual  contributions,  direct 
gifts  or  legacies  well  secured  in  the  legal  aspect. 

2.  The  need  of  a  full  corps  of  professors,  with,  the  view  of  in- 
ereasing  the  teaching  force  by  manning  each  of  the  four  depart- 
ments, ai^  thus  raise  the  Seminary  to  a  full  equality  witll^  the  best 
theological  institutions  of  the  land. 

3.  The  increase  of  the  number  of  theological  students,  from  five 
to  tenfold,  gathered  from  among  the  young  men  of  the  Church, 
whose  moral  character  ajid  piety,  as  well  as  their  mental  capacity, 
would  indicate  a  proper  susceptibility  of  culture  and  training,  and 
of  usefulness  in  the  practical  work  of  the  gospel  ministry,  to  the 
glory  of  God  and  the  salvation  of  souls. 

Will  the  Church,  in  the  consciousness  of  her  moral  responsibility 
and  Christian  duty,  properly  consider  these  matters;  and,  with  a 
belie?ing  heart  an  earnest  spirit  and  a  liberal  hand,  unitedly  aid  and 
co-operate  in  the  consummation  of  the  work?  The  attempt  should 
he  made  on  the  part  of  all.  The  accomplishment  of  the  desired 
end  is  possible.     The  results  a^e  foreshadowed  as  good  and  blessed. 

The  efficient  Treasurer  of  the  Board  has  been  untiring  in  his  ef- 
forts to  promote  the  financial  interests  of  the  Seminary  during  the 
year. 

For  a  detailed  account  of  the  condition  of  the  finances,  the  Synod 
is  referred  to  the  Treasurer's  report,  which  is  herewith  submitted.

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XT.  Report  of  €knnfniUee  on  Theoioffieai  Seminary, 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Theological  Seminary,  to  whom 
the  preceding  reports  had  heen  referred,  presented  their  report, 
which  was  received,  amended  and  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 

Yonr  Committee  on  the  Theological  Seminary  would  beg  leave  to 
offer  the  following  report: 

The  papers  placed  in  our  hands  are  the  reports  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  the  Treasurer,  Board  of  Visitors  and  Beneficiary  Educa- 
tion 

From  the  Board  of  Trustees  we  learn  that  they  have  held  three 
meetings  during  the  year,  with  but  little  of  special  interest  trans- 
piring to  demand  their  attention.  The  Board  reports  that  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  Seminary  is  improving,  and  that  the  prospects 
for  the  future  are  encouraging. 

The  endowment  amounts  to  about  $28,000.00.  It  is  urged  that 
the  Church  should  take  a  more  lively  interest  in  the  endowment  of 
our  Seminary,  and  a  larger  increase  of  students. 

That  the  endowment  fund  is  far  too  small  need  not  be  argued 
here.  The  teaching  force  of  the  Seminary  ought  to  be  increased. 
The  true  wants  of  the  Institution  ought  to  be  more  earnestly  pre- 
sented to  our  people,  and  they  would  do  in  the  future  even  more 
liberally  than  they  have  done  in  the  past. 

From  the  Treasurer's  report  we  learn  that  the  whole  amount 
placed  in  his  hands  from  the  various  sources  aggregate  the  sum  of 
$2,503.30,  from  which  he  paid  out  for  salaries  for  professors  and 
necessary  contingencies,  '2,245.73,  leaving  a  balance  in  his  hands  of 
$257.57.  That  the  Seminary  is  not  in  debt  is  certainly  great  cause 
for  congratulation. 

From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Seminary  we 
learn  that  there  have  been  eighteen  students  in  connection  with  the 
Seminary  during  the  year  Of  this  number  nine  have  been  regu- 
larly dismissed;  but  we  are  sorry  to  learn  that  many  of  the  students 
are  dismissed  from  the  Seminary  before  the  completion  of  the 
course  prescribed  by  the  Synod.  The  Board  complain  of  this 
matter  and  desire  a  remedy  to  prevent  the  evil  They  also  recom- 
mend that  the  course  in  the  Seminary  now  covering  three  years  be 
changed  to  two  years,  and  students  be  required  to  complete  the 
entire  course. 

The  Board  of  Beneficiary  Education  had  twelve  students  under 
its  care  during  the  past  year,  at  an  annual  appropriation  of  $100.00. 
The  students  have  been  diligent  and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties,  and  bid  fair  to  become  worthy  ministers  of  the  Church. 
The  treasury  is  in  a  healthy  condition  ~  having  a  balance  in  the 
treasury — which  is  certainly  great  cause  for  congratulation. 

In  view  of  the  facts  presented  to  your  Committee,  they  would 
offer  the  following  recommendations  for  your  consideration  : 

Rnolved^  That  the  Synod  urge  upon  the  ministry  and  member- 
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ihip  of  the  Clmrcli  tbe  neceBsitj  of  securing  the  full  endowment  of 
the  Theological  Seminary. 

Raohed^  That  the  Synod  recommend  the  increase  of  the  teaching 
force  of  the  Sendnary  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible. 

Retolved,  That,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Synod,  it  is  not  expedient 
to  accede  to  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  in  regard  to  cur- 
tailing the  time  of  the  course  of  study  in  the  Theological  Seminary. 

Rnolvedy  That  the  Board  of  Visitors  be  instructed  to  unite  with 
the  Faculty  of  the  Theological  Seminary  in  adopting  and  introduc- 
ing proper  graduating  exercises  at  the  close  of  the  course  of  study 
of  each  theological  class. 

Raolved,  That  Classes  be  requested  to  refuse  all  applications  for 
licensure  unless  a  dismissal  from  the  Seminary  be  accompanied  with 
the  application  of  the  candidate. 

Raolved,  That,  in  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Board  of 
VifittoTB  of  the  Seminary,  we  recommend  that  said  Board  be  made  to 
consist  of  seyen  members  who  live  in  or  in  immediate  vicinity  of  Tiffin.

The  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Classes,  during  the  morning  ses- 
sion of  the  sixth  day  of  the  sessions,  reported,  in  item  4,  that  Tiffin 
uid  Illinois  Classes  requested  Synod  to  reconsider  its  action  respect- 
ing Article  III.  of  the  Constitution,  contained  in  Minutes,  1873,  page 
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25;  and  that  Eastern  Ohio  Classis,  item  19,  requested  Synod  to 
amend  the  third  and  fourth  resolutions  adopted  at  its  last  annual 
meeting,  Minutes,  1873,  page  25. 

Thereupon,  on  motion,  the  Synod  reconsidered  its  action,  em- 
bodied in  said  two  resolutions,  recorded  on  the  twenty- fifth  page  of 
said  Synod ical  Minutes,  and,  after  some  discussion,  the  following 
action,  as  a  substitute  for  said  two  resolutions,  was  adopted,  namely : 

Reaolved^  That  every  student  for  the  holy  ministry  be  required  to

HEIDELBERG   COLLEGE. 

T.  The  AnnutU  Ueports, 

1,  The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Tru$te€s, 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Heidelberg  College  take  pleasure  in 
reporting  to  this  Synod  that  the  College  is  in  a  sound  and  healthy 
condition.  The  attendance  of  students  for  the  year,  as  will  be  seen 
from  the  catalogue  just  published,  has  been  larger  than  for  a  num- 
ber of  years  past.  The  students  are  reported  by  the  Faculty  as 
having  made  good  progress  in  their  studies,  and  to  have  conducted 
themselves  so  as  to  merit  general  approval.  There  were  no  cases 
of  discipline  of  any  importance  during  the  entire  year. 

Five  gentlemen  were  graduated  in  the  Classical,  and  two  ladies  in 
the  Scientific  Department,  on  the  10th  inst.,  having  stood  an  ap- 
proved examination  in  the  studies  laid  down  in  the  curriculum. 

The  Boarding  Hall,  erected  under  the  supervision  of  the  Faculty, 
has  been  completed  and  is  a  decided  success.  It  has  met  a  felt 
want,  and  has  been  a  great  accommodation  to  the  students  in  fur- 
nishing them  boarding  near  the  College  at  the  low  rate  of  S2.50  per 
week.  The  average  number  of  students  boarding  in  the  Hall  for  the 
year  was  thirty-five,  which  of  itself  shows  how  much  it  was  needed. 
It  is  indeed  hard  to  see  how  we  could  have  gotten  along  without  it. 

The  cost  incurred  in  the  erection  of  the  hall,  including  furniture, 
out-buildings,  drainage,  etc.,  was  about  $7,800.00,  showing  a  great 
deal  of  economy  on  the  part  of  the  Faculty.  The  building  is  well 
planned  and  arranged  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  has  been  erected. 
There  are  rooms  enough  in  the  building  to  accommodate  twenty-six 
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ladies,  besides  tlie  large  dining  ball,  and  rooms  necessary  for  the 
hmjlj  running  the  establishment.  The  Hall  was  condaoted  under 
the  direction  of  the  Faculty,  and  has  been  a  financial  success  as 
veil  IS  an  accommodation. 

The  Board  take  great  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  financial  con* 
dition  of  the  College  is  better  than  it  has  ever  been.  The  entire 
eost  of  running  the  College  for  the  last  <year  has  been  85,318.58, 
letTing  a  balance  from  the  receipts  of  the  year  of  t853.64,  to  be 
applied  on  the  debt  of  last  year,  which  is  now  reduced  to  t386.02. 
It  should  be  a  matter  of  gratification  to  the  Synod,  as  it  is  to  the 
Board,  to  know  that  the  entire  cost  of  running  the  College  for  the 
last  eight  years  has  been  met  without  appropriating  a  cent  of  the 
endowment  to  current  expenses. 

The  endowment  fund  has  been  increased  during  the  past  year 
throagh  the  persevering  labors  of  our  agent,  H.  Leonard,  and  sub- 
fiexiptions  otherwise  obtained.  The  Board  gratefully  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  15,000.00,  secured  by  the  President  of  the  College 
from  an  esteemed  brother,  who  has  already  done  much  for  the  College. 

Warm  and  liberal -hearted  friends  seem  to  be  coming  to  the  help 
of  the  College  from  every  part  of  the  Church,  which  affords  much 
eDcoaragement. 

We  are  also  pleased  to  report  that  the  Alumni  Association  has 
adopted,  at  its  late  meeting,  such  measures  as  will  greatly  help  for- 
ward, if  not  complete,  the  endowment  of  its  professorship  during  the 
present  year. 

Upon  the  whole  the  Church  has  great  reason  to  rejoice  in  the 
prosperity  of  our  Institutions  at  Tiffin.  Their  growth  for  the  last 
few  years  has  been  healthful,  and  certainly  faster  than  there  was 
i^uon  to  expect  with  the  resources  at  hand.  The  Faculty  has  la- 
bored hard  and  perseveringly  amid  many  self-denials,  and  deserve 
the  respect  and  approval  of  the  Church. 

With  the  basis  we  now  have  to  work  upon,  there  is  much  to  in- 
ipire  hope  for  the  future.  If  the  Church  will  only  continue  her 
rapport,  and  co-operate  heartily  with  the  Board  and  Faculty  in  car- 
Tyiog  forward  such  measures  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  success  of 
our  Institutions,  there  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  they  will  soon  reach 
laeh  a  commanding  position  as  will  not  only  greatly  increase  their 
paefolneas,  but  be  an  honor  to  all  concerned.  To  secure  this  there 
is  much  that  is  yet  to  be  done,  which  will  require  united  and  per- 
•erering  effort

I  have  the  pleasure  ODce  more  to  report  the  result  of  my  labor 
during  the  past  sjnodical  year. 

•  1.  Thanks  be  to  the  Lord  for  his  continued  goodness  and  mercies 
in  preserving  my  life  and  health. 

2.  I  am  glad  to  state  that  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  our  In- 
stitutions at  Tiffin,  Ohio,  are  from  year  to  year  growing  in  power 
and  influence  for  good,  not  only  to  our  branch  of  the  Church,  but 
to  the  Church  and  the  world  at  large. 

3.  We  may  well  be  assured  that  every  faithful  student  who  grad- 
uates at  Heidelberg  College  and  enters  the  arena  of  public  life  in 
earnest,  to  discharge  his  or  her  duty,  will  bear  additional  testimony 
that  the  gifts  and  contributions  so  freely  given  by  the  members  and 
friends  of  the  Church  have  not  been  in  vain. 

Then  we  all  rejoice  to  see  so  many  young  men  enter  the  gospel 
ministry.     (But  we  still  need  more.) 

4.  This  year,  as  in  former  years,  I  have  again  found  new  friends, 
who  not  only  received  the  Agent  with  kind  words,  and  a  hearty  shake 
by  the  hand,  but  have  responded  to  the  Fisherman's  call  in  a  sub- 
stantial way,  by  contributing  of  their  means. 

5.  Then,  what  is  still  more  encouraging,  some  of  the  old  contrib- 
utors, who  have  subscribed  in  former  years,  have  now  increased 
their  subscriptions,  so  as  to  secure  to  themselves  and  their  posterity 
a  perpetual  scholarship. 

6.  This  year  I  have  spent  considerable  time  in  hunting  up  delin- 
quents ;  that  is,  there  are  still  some  persons  who  forget  or  neglect 
to  pay  their  interest,  which  is  payable  annually.  Such  negligence 
will  naturally  cripple  our  finances.  Be  it  remembered  that  our 
worthy  professors'  salaries  must  be  met. 

Then,  to  hunt  up  and  visit  these  delinquents  it  requires  time, 
while  at  the  same  time  it  is  attended  with  additional  expenses.  True, 
I  wrote  many  letters,  and  in  this  way  I  expected  to  accomplish  the 
object,  but  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  in  too  many  instances  I  failed  to 
realise  my  expectations.  Now  I  do  not  wish  to  implicate  such 
brethren  who  have  a  disposition  to  pay  but  have  not  the  means; 
only  such  who  treat  the  matter  with  silent  contempt.  I  am,  how- 
ever, glad  to  say  there  are  honorable  exceptions,  who  have  our 
hearty  thanks,  not  only  for  their  kind  feelings  toward  our  Insti tui- 
tions, but  for  their  prompt  attention  in  paying  their  interest  due  on 
notes.

3.    Report  of  Board  of  VUitors, 

The  Board  of  Yisitont  of  Heidelberg  College  met  in  the  college 
Voilding,  at  Tiffin,  June  18,  1873,  at  which  time  the  ezamiDations 
of  the  Btudente  were  in  progress.  The  members  present  were  Revs. 
N.  fl.  Loose,  S.  G.  Goss,  Wm.  H.  Fenneman  and  I.  H.  Reitcr.  *  The 
fioard  organized  by  the  election  of  Rev.  Isaac  H.  Reiter,  Prttideni^ 
and  Bey.  Nathaniel  H   Loose,  Secrttary, 

The  Board  attended  the  exercises  of  the  examinations  which,  be- 
ing oral,  continued  several  days.  The  examinations  gave  a  fair 
iod  full  exhibit  of  the  capabilities,  acquirements  and  suggestive* 
Bess  of  the  students,  as  well  as  of  the  ability,  methods  and  success 
of  the  professors.  The  students  acquitted  themselves  with  credit^ 
osoilly  answering  with  promptness  and  a  clear  comprehension  of 
the  subject.  Tne  examinations  were  possessed  of  interest  and 
proved  satisfactory  to  the  members  of  the  Board.  The  general  con- 
duct and  stadiousness  of  the  students  are  represented  as  commend- 
ftbie. 

The  Go -lege  has  a  full  corps  of  professors ,  the  course  of  instruc- 
tion is  well  arranged  and  thorough,  and  the  internal  condition  and 
working  appear  to  be  good. 

As  the  exercises  of  examinations  and  commencement  were  last 
jear  afttr^  and  this  year  before  the  annual  meeting  of  Synod,  there 
were,  therefore,  two  annual  examinations  and  commencements  dur- 
ing the  last  synodical  year.  Though  the  Board  as  a  whole  were  not 
present  at  the  second  examinations,  it  is  represented  that  they  very 
favorably  compared  with  the  first.  This  evinces  the  continued 
prosperity  and  permanent  success  of  the  institution,  and  also  oom- 
Bends  it  to  the  continued  and  liberal  patronage  of  the  Church  and 
the  friends  of  sound  and  thorough  culture. 

As  some  ground  upon  which  this  Synod  may  base  its  judgment 
respecting  the  condition  of  Heidelberg  Golleee  during  the  past 
jear,  it  may  be  stated  that  the  number  of  students  in  attendance 
was  196.    Of  this  number  the  Senior  Class  had  8,  the  Junior  Class 
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11,  the  Sophomore  Class  22,  the  Freshman  Class  31,  and  the  re- 
mainder, 124,  were  Preparatorians. 

The  Board,  in  conclusion,  would  direct  attention  to  the  import- 
ance of  cherinhing  the  institution  with  fresh  interest  and  increased 
fostering  care.  It  has  alrestdy  subserved  a  good  end  in  the  sphere 
of  intellectual  and  moral  culture,  and  proved  a  great  benefit  to  the 
Church ;  and  in  its  success  and  usefulness  in  the  past  we  have  a 
sure  guarantee  for  greater  results  in  the  future,  if  properly  regard- 
ed and  nourished  by  the  Synod  and  the  Church,  whose  real  ofispring 
it  is,  and  to  whose  affection  and  support  it  is  entitled.

The  StJinding  Committee  on  Heidelberg  College  submitted  their 
report,  which  was  received  and  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

Three  documents  have  been  xeferred  to  the  Committee  viz  :  (1) 
The  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors.  (2)  Report  of  the  Agent. 
(3)  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Board  of  Visitors  attended  tioo  annual  examinations  of  the 
College  during  the  year,  and  report  favorably  as  to  the  literary  and 
classical  advancement  of  the  students.  The  faculty  and  students 
are  laboring  earnestly  to  raise  the  standard  of  the  institution  and 
to  make  it  worthy  in  every  way  of  the  confidence  of  the  Church 
and  the  community  at  large. 

The  Agent  of  the  College,  Elder  H.  Leonard,  has  b6en  energet- 
ically engaged  in  the  work  of  canvassing  the  Church  for  the  endow- 
ment fund,  as  his  report  plainly  shows.  The  available  funds  are 
increasing,  and  we  may  reasonably  hope  that  erelong  the  College 
will  be  on  a  firm  financial  basis. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  are  very  much  encouraged  in  their  work, 
and  report  very  favorably.  They  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  $5,000 
secured  by  the  President  of  the  Colbge.  This  example  is  one 
worthy  of  being  imitated  by  our  wealthy  members.  A  few  such 
donations  would  go  far  toward  giving  the  College  the  means  it 
absolutely  requires  if  it  shall  meet  the  demands  of  the  Church  in 
imparting  a  sound  classical  training.  The  trustees  compliment 
highly  the  earnestness  of  the  students,  and  the  thoroughness  and 
Christian  self-denial  of  the  members  of  the  faculty. 

We  have  indeed  reason  to  be  heartily  glad  over  these  reports 
concerning  our  College.  It  is  meeting  more  and  more  the  necessi- 
ties of  the  Church  that  called  it  into  existence  As  the  College  of 
this  Synod  it  is  indeed  worthy  of  the  support  and  confidence  of  the

/•    Home  Missions, 

1.  Report  of  Board  of  Missions  of  Ohio  Synod. 

In  preparing  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  to  the 
Ohio  Synod,  our  gratitude  is  due,  first  of  all,  to  the  living  Head  of 
^e  Church  for  the  measure  of  the  success  that  has  attended  our 
operations  during  the  past  year.  Although  it  has  been  a  year  of 
financial  embarrassment  throughout  the  country,  yet  the  work  has 
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erowQ  and  widened,  and  the  Synod  needs  only  to  contiDue  persever^ 
ingly  in  the  course  thus  far  pursued  by  the  Board  to  make  it  a 
blessed  instrument  in  the  spread  of  our  neformed  Zion.  Good  and 
reliable  men  have  been  found,  who  are  willing  to  labor  upon  the 
frontiers.  The  missions  have  all  become  more  promising  of  good 
and  speedy  results.  New  sources  of  contributions  have  been  opened, 
and  in  every  respect  the  whole  work  wears  a  very  encouraging  as- 
pect. 

I.  CONTRIBUTIONS. 

The  receipts  for  the  year,  from  all  sources,  have  been  $2,295.40^ 
the  details  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Treasurer* 

Since  the  reorganization  of  the  Board  in  1870,  the  annual  con- 
tributions reported  have  been  as  follows: 

1870-71 $381  44 

1871-72 :  867  50 

1872-73 2050  50 

1873-74 2295  40 

This  amount  could  be  largely  increased,  and  ought  to  be,  if  the 
Classes  would  take  measures,  at  their  annual  meetings,  not  merely 
to  pass  resolutions,  but  to  see  to  it  that  the  cause  is  presented,  every 
successive  year,  to  each  congregation  within  its  bounds.  There 
ought  to  be  no  difficultv  in  securing  this  result.  When  we  think  of 
the  large  work  our  Church  is  able  to  accomplish  with  moderate 
means,  and  the  very  many  places  still  calling  to  us  for  aid  for  only 
a  brief  period,  we  have  every  inducement  to  do  our  whole  duty  in 
the  case. 

II.  THE  MISSIONS. 

1.  Denver  City,  Gfforado. — Rev.  Jos.  A.  Keller.  At  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Synod  in  Shelbyville,  Rev.  F.  P.  Hartmetz  was  or- 
dained to  t^ike  charge  of  this  important  mission  After  laboring 
some  six  months  in  the  field,  he  became  convinced  that  a  minister  of 
more  experience,  and  especially  one  able  to  officiate  in  both  Ian 
guages,  would  be  better  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  place,  and  with  the 
consent  of  the  Board  he  resigned  his  situation.  But  who  now  could 
be  found  to  lay  hold  of  this  difficult  field?  After  searching  for 
months,  and  making  every  possible  effort,  we  were  compelled  at  last 
to  turn  again  to  Rev.  Keller,  and  beg  him,  for  the  sake  of  the 
cause,  to  sacrifice  every  consideration  and  to  devote  himself  to  the 
mission  permanently.  After  very  great  trouble  we  secured  his  ser 
vices,  and  he  is  now  in  Denver  gathering  together  the  scattered 
members.  The  prospects  are  still  good.  The  neat  brick  church  is 
DOW  completed  and  dedicated.  An  immense  tide  of  immigration  is 
pouring  into  the  city.  The  Church  at  large  extended  far  too  little 
aid  toward  this  church  building,  and  something  more  should  yet  be 
done.  The  missionary  ought  to  have  a  support  of  at  least  $500  for 
the  first  year.     It  will  not  be  needed  long.     Some  wpecial  collections 
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ought  to  be  taken  up  by  tbe  bretbren  for  tbis  field.     On  bis  way  to 
DenTcr  Rev.  Keller  visited  tbe  Kansas  field  and  reports  enoourag- 

2.  niawatha,  in  Brown  and  Nemaha  Counties^  Kansas. — Rev. 
John  IJ.  ^eck  took  obarge  of  tbis  mission  one  year  ago.  He  re- 
ports three  congregations  witb  tbirty-eigbt  members.  He  bas 
labored  faithfully,  zealously,  and  witb  great  self-denial.  Like  a  true 
ffiifflionary,  be  bas  visited  asd  explored  a  number  of  fields  in  Kansas, 
HuBouri  and  Nebraska,  and  thus  bas  been  tbe  means  of  preparing  tbe 
way  for  several  other  missionaries,  who  are  now  actively  at  work.  He 
ku  been  one  of  tbe  most  successful  missionary  superintenifenU  we 
iuTe  ever  bad,  and  that  without  any  expense  to  tbe  Cburcb  His 
self  denying  labors  deserve  to  be  beld  in  grateful  remembrance  by 
the  Church 

3.  Ravenna,  Mercer  County^  Missouri. — Rev,  J.  V.  Lercb.  In 
this  place,  not  far  from  tbe  Iowa  line,  a  church  was  organized  nearly 
a  year  ago  by  Rev.  J.  II.  Beck,  who  visited  tbe  place  at  tbe  request 
of  the  Board  for  tbe  purpose  of  exploring  tbe  field.  About  three 
months  ago  the  Board  commissioned  Rev.  J.  V.  Lercb,  of  Illinois, 
to  take  charge  of  it,  witb  an  appropriation  of  1 150.  At  our  sugges- 
tion, Mr.  Lercb  made  an  effort  in  Princeton,  tbe  county-seat,  and 
this  has  been  very  successful.  The  main  difficulty  here  lies  in  tbe 
amount  of  appropriation.  It  ought  to  be  materially  increased,  'else 
the  missionary  can  not  maintain  his  ground.  It  must  be  remembered 
that  money  is  very  scarce  in  these  newer  States ;  yet  tbe  Ravenna 
congregation  makes  up  S200,  which  is  certainly  doing  very  well  for 
a  small  cburcb  not  yet  one  year  old. 

4.  Wathena^  Doniphan  County,  Kansas — Rev.  Charles  Wieser. 
Appropriation,  $100.  This  mission  was  founded  originally  by  Rev. 
John  Biery,  but  almost  forgotten  by  the  Cburcb.  Mr.  Beck  visited 
the  people  and  encouraged  them,  and  about  three  months  ago  tbe 
Board  succeeded  in  obtaining  a  pastor  for  them,  in  tbe  person  of 
Bev.  Charles  Wieser,  of  Tiffin  Classis.  He  bas  thus  far  labored 
irith  good  success.  In  addition  to  the  two  congregations  already  in 
existence,  be  has  organized  a  new  one,  in  the  town  of  Wathena, 
thus  making  the  mission  consist  of  three,  as  yet  exclusively  German. 
As  one  of  these  congregations  lies  across  the  Missouri  River,  in  the 
State  of  Missouri,  and  anotber  promising  point  is  not  far  off,  it  may 
be  judicious,  at  an  early  day,  to  divide  the  field  into  two  separate 
'Charges. 

5  Alnlene^  Kansas. — Rev.  J.  A.  Nicolai.  Within  twelve  miles  of 
Abilene,  on  the  Kansas  Pacific,  lies  a  Swiss  and  German  settlement 
irhere  Rev.  Elias  Bauman  bad  been  laboring  gratuitously  for  sev- 
eral years.  The  people  have  a  good  cburcb,  but  were  split  into 
two  camps,  one  of  which  bad  forsaken  tbe  Cburcb,  and  the  whole 
interest  seemed  in  danger  of  perishing.  About  three  months  ago 
Bev.  J.  A.  Nicolai,  of  Indiana,  took  charge  of  tbe  field;  succeeded 
partly  in  reconciling  the  two  parties,  and  is  now  encouraged  in  bis 
labors.     Appropriation,  9150. 
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6.  Galion^^Ohio, — Rev.  H.  Williard.  Unexpected  obstacles  have 
developed  themselves  in  the  wav  of  this  mission.  The  congrega- 
tion is  a  good  one,  but  has  no  house  of  worship,  and  the  financial 
difficulties  of  the  last  six  months  have  been  a  great  embarrassment. 
The  missionary,  however,  expects  to  make  a  forward  movement  in 
this  direction  before  the  present  year  closes. 

7  Freeport^  lUinou, —  Rev.  A.  Schrocder  Considerable  progress 
has  been  made  in  this  mission  during  the  past  year.  But  the  9gei 
father  in  charge  of  it  recently  lost  his  wife,  and  desires  to  be  re- 
lieved. From  all  that  we  can  ascertain,  this  mission  is  now  in  a 
much  better  condition  than  ever  before. 

8  Center  Charge,  Illinois  (near  Shelbyville).  Rev.  8.  P.  Myers. 
This  mission  has  been  materially  strengthened  during  the  past  year, 
although  it  is  still  weak.  The  appropriation  has  been  reduced  to 
t250  for  the  present  year. 

9.  Altarriont,  Illinois. — Rev.  L.  M.  Kerschner.  This  mission 
seems  to  have  grown  rapidly  under  the  energetic  administration  of 
Bro.  Kerschner.  The  church  at  Altamont  has  been  completed. 
The  appropriation  has  been  only  $100,  and  it  will  now  endeavor  to 
get  along  without  further  help  from  the  Board. 

10.  Sycamore  Mission^  Illinois. — D.  K.  Fulcason.  Our  missionary 
at  this  point  concluded  to  follow  an  invitation  to  a  very  encouraginz 
field  in  McLean  County,  Illinois,  which  had  been  previously  explored 
by  Rev.  J.  V.  Lerch,  and  which  will  be  self-supporting  from  the 
start,  or  very  nearly  so.  In  the  meantime  the  congregations  com- 
posing the  Sycamore  Mission  are  not  neglected,  but  supplied  by  the 
brethren  from  Shelbyville,  without  charge  to  the  Board. 

11.  Heidelberg  Charge^  Hancock  County,  Ohio.  This  mission  be- 
came self-supporting  a  year  ago.  It  may  encourage  the  friends  of 
missions  to  learn  that  it  has  now  been  divided  into  two  self-support- 
ing charges,  each  about  being  supplied  with  a  pastor. 

12.  Brown  County^  Ohio*  (Miami  Classis  Board.)  Rev.  Wm. 
Stechow.  This  field  is  in  a  prosperous  condkion,  and  about  to  be- 
come self-supporting. 

13.  Church  of  the  Gross,  Cincinnati.  (Miami  Board.)  Rev,  P. 
C.  Prugh.  This  old  mission  of  the  Church,  the  scene  of  such  long 
labors  and  many  sacrifices  on  the  part  of  its  founder,  is  coming  to 
see  brighter  days.  It  is  really  moving  forward  and  now  bids  fair 
to  get  beyond  its  pecuniary  difficulties  at  an  early  day.  It  has  dur- 
ing the  past  year  refitted  it§  neat  house  of  worship,  completed  its 
tower,  purchased  a  bell,  and  made  very  encouraging  growth.  Ap- 
propriation, $500,  which  will  soon  be  reduced. 

14.  Hamilton,  Ohio.  ^Miami  Board.)  Rev.  G.  Z  Mechling.  This 
mission,  after  being  under  a  cloud  for  a  time,  is  becoming  more 
prosperous.  Encouraging  additions  to  the  membership  have  becD 
made.     Appropriatfon,  $200. 

15.  Bradford,  Darke  County,  Ohio.  (Miami  Board.)  This  mis- 
sion has  been  vacant  during  the  year. 

16.  Greenville,  D trke  County,  Ohio.     (Miami  Board.)    Rev.Wm. 
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MeCanghey*  The  missionaTy  was  prostrated  by  illness  for  a  large 
portion  of  the  year.  Peoaniary  embarrassments  were  also  very 
grett.  Since  bis  recovery,  material  additions  to  the  strength  of  the 
eharcli  have  been  made,  and  the  prospects  are  now  much  better 
than  ever  before.     Appropr  ation,  $200. 

17.  YoungUown^  Ohio.  (Eastern  Ohio  Classis  Board.)  Be  v.  John 
Biery.  This  mission  was  greatly  neglected  for  many  years,  and 
ctme  near  being  disbanded  altogether;  bat  through  the  untiring 
efforts  of  its  present  pastor  it  is  looking  up,  and  the  prospects  for 
iQccess  are  very  promising.  This  city  has  about  25,000  inhabitants, 
asd  being  the  largest  iron  manufacturing  place  in  the  State,  should 
receive  the  attention  of  the  Church  until  able  to  support  itself.  II 
is  probable  that  within  a  year  it  will  become  self-supporting. 

18.  Leetonta^Ohio.  (Eastern  Ohio  Classis  Board  )  Bev.  J.  M.  Ken- 
dig.  This  place  is  on  the  Fort  Wayne  Boad,  four  miles  east  of  Colum- 
bitoa.  The  mission  was  commenced  a  little  over  a  year  ago  by  the 
Classical  Board,  and  Bro.  Kendig  was  employed  to  give  it  as  much 
attention  as  possible.  During  the  winter  a  congregation  was  organ- 
iied  with  about  eighteen  members.  Prospects  for  the  future  very 
iattering  indeed. 

19.  Ironton,  Ohio,  (Lancaster  Classis  Board.)  Bev.  G.  H.  Mei- 
boom.  A  German  mission,  receiving  tl50  last  year,  tlOO  this  year, 
and  be  self-supporting  thereafter.  Has  a  valuable  church  property 
and  is  in  a  prosperous  condition. 

20.  Lancaster,  Ohio,  (Lancaster  Board.)  Bev.  Wm.  A.  Hale. 
This  is  also  in  a  prosperous  condition,  receiving  $250  last  year,  9100 
this  year,  and  be  self-supporting  thereafter.  This  mission  has  two 
▼ory  valuable  church  properties. 

21.  Rochester ^  Induina,  A  new  mission,  recommended  by  St. 
Joseph's  Classis,  needing  probably  $200  for  a  year  or  two.  Pros- 
pects exceedingly  good. '  The  Board  proposes  to  commission  a  mis- 
■ionarj  at  once. 

This  is  a  very  encouraging  list  of  mission  stations.  May  the 
Spirit  of  God  work  abundantly  in  the  brethren  to  whom  these  mis- 
sions have  been  intru&ted. 

III.   SUPERINTENDENT  OF  HISSIONS. 

The  Board  has  not  been  able  to  find  a  suitable  man  to  take  hold 
of  this  important  work.  The  matter  has  not  been  forgotten  or 
neglected  however.  It  has  been  the  subject  of  consideration  and 
correspondence  during  the  year.  It  is  not  well  to  act  hastily  in  this 
matter,  and,  until  the  right  man  for  the  place  can  be  found,  it  will 
be  better  to  delay  a  little  longer. 

IV.  THE  DEBT  OF  THE  BOARD. 

At  our  last  report  the  debt  of  the  Board  was  about  $^00.  It  is 
now  $1,150,  and  should  not  only  not  be  increased,  but  it  should  be  di- 
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mimshed  as  rapidly  as  possible.  To  this  end  we  shall  have  to  stop  tak- 
ing new  missions  on  the  Board,  except  in  very  rare  cases.  There  are 
several  very  excellent  openings  known  to  the  Board,  but  we  can 
take  no  farther  steps  until  the  Church  supplies  us  with  the  neces- 
sary means  to  support  them. 

y.  THE  WORK  ON  THE  FRONTIER. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  we  have  this  year  taken  very  decided  steps 
forward  in  the  way  of  planting  our  Church  on  the  Western  frontiers. 
Within  a  year  Messrs.  Beck,  Keller,  Lcrch,  Wieser  and  Nicolai 
have  been  sent  out.  They  were  not  sent  out  any  too  soon.  The 
mission  in  Denver,  e,  g.y  would  have  been  much  easier  if  we  could 
have  commenced  only  one  year  earlier.  It  is  very  important  that 
these  frontier  ministers  be  at  once  organized  into  a  Classis,  so  that 
vacant  fields  may  be  looked  after,  new  fields  be  supplied,  the  breth- 
ren mutually  encourage  and  support  each  other,  and  a  live  interest 
be  maintained  in  the  work  of  the  Church.  Simultaneously  with  our 
efforts  in  Kansas,  the  Northwestern  Board  entered  upon  a  similar 
movement  in  Nebraska,  and  having  now  three  or  four  ministers  in 
that  State,  a  German  Classis  has  been  organized  at  once.  We  rec- 
ommend, therefore,  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  by 
Synod : 

Mesolvedj  That  the  ministers  and  congregations  in  Kansas,  Mis- 
souri and  Colorado  be  authorized  to  organize  a  Classis,  embracing 
those  States,  to  be  known  as  the  Classis  of  Kansas,  with  the  right 
of  subdividing  so  as  to  organize  separate  Classes  in  Missouri,  Kan- 
sas and  Colorado,  or  portions  of  those  States,  whenever  the  way  is 
open ;  and  that  the  first  meeting  take  place  in  the  Hiawatha  Mis- 
sion, Kansas,  on  Wednesday,  the  fourth  of  November,  1874,  at  10 
A.  M. 

VI.   CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion  the  undersigned  begs  to  say  that  the  labor  connected 
with  the  correspondence  of  the  Board  has  become  so  onerous  that 
he  would  be  very  glad  to  be  relieved  from  the  presidency  of  the 
Board.  He  would  also  suggest  that  if  the  Stated  Clerks  receive  a 
compensation,  as  is  just  and  proper,  there  is  no  reason  why  a  small 
salary  should  not  be  given  to  this  office,  seeing  that  the  amount  of 
writing  and  labor  is  at  least  treble  that  of  any  Stated  Clerk.

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J/.  Report  of  Comtnittee  on  Home  MtsHons* 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Home  Missions  submitted  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  received,  amended  and  adopted : 

The  Committee  on  Home  Missions  would  respectfully  report  that 
two  documents  were  referred  to  them,  yic:  the  annual  report  of  the 
Board  of  Home  Amissions  of  this  Synod,  the  report  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Board,  and  also  an  item  of  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Home 
Missions  of  our  General  Synod,  having  reference  to  an  indebtedness 
of  the  Board  of  the  General  Synod. 

We  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  enter  into  a  discussion  of  the 
vital  importance  of  this  work  for  our  Reformed  Zion,  nor  of  the 
holy  and  imperative  duty  of  the  Church  with  regard  to  the  cause  of 
Home  Missions.  This  has  been  done  in  many  former  reports  to 
this  Synod.  We  shall,  therefore,  not  repeat  what  has  often  been  so 
tbly  Bet  forth,  and  moreover  what  the  whole  Church  knows  to  be 
its  legitimate  work,  which  it  can  not  neglect  without  sinning  igainst 
God;  yea,  without  betraying  a  most  precious  trust,  and  crippling 
and  endangering  its  very  existence.  If  we  have  the  Spirit  of  Christ, 
we  have  the  spirit  of  missions;  but  if  we  have  not  the  Spirit  of  our 
Lord  tnd  Savior,  no  report  on  missions  will  make  us  faithful  in  this 
holy  work  of  Christian  love,  which  Christ  has  commended  not  to 
the  world,  but  to  those  who  are  imbued  and  regenerated  by  his 
Spirit. 

In  examining  the  annual  report  of  your  Board,  and  also  that  of 
its  Treasurer,  we  find  some  facts  which  are  really  encouraging,  whilst 
some  other  things  are  rather  of  a  depressing  and  humiliating  char- 
acter It  is  certainly  encouraging  to  find  the  statement  in  the  re- 
port of  the  Board  that  the  contributions  for  the  cause  have  been 
steadily  increasing  from  9381.44,  in  1871,  to  S2,295.40,  in  1874. 
Another  pleasing  feature  is  the  fact  that  the  Board  succeeded  in 
sending  out  a  number  of  efficient  and  self-denying  missionaries  to 
the  Western  frontier,  and  organizing  quite  a  number  of  congrega- 
tions in  Colorado,  Kansas  and  Missouri.  This  is  urging  the  work 
forward  in  the  right  direction,  and  we  ought  to  be  grateful  to  God 
for  permitting  us  to  make  an  encouraging  beginning  in  those  prom- 
ising Western  missionary  fields. 

Not  so  encouraging  is  the  fact  that  there  are  still  a  number  of 
missions  which  have  been  supported  by  missionary  aid  for  a  consid- 
erable length  of  time  and  are  not  yet  able  to  get  along  without  sup- 
port from  the  Church  at  large.  The  increase  of  the  contribiftions 
is  cheering,  but  it  is  by  far  not  what  it  ought  to  be,  and  what  the 
Cbarch  is  able  to  do.  A  debt  of  91,150  is  resting  on  the  Board, 
about  $1,000  of  which  the  Church  still  owes  to  the  missionaries. 
This  is  certainly  not  as  it  ought  to  be. 

In  addition  the  eleven  missions  under  the  immediate  care  of  your 
Board,  ten  missions  are  reported  under  the  care  of  Classical  Boards. 
While  it  is  commendable  and  important  that  every  Classis  ought  to 
look  aftBrtl#» mission  points  within  its  bounds,  yet  your  Committee 
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think  it  woald  be  more  desirable  if  all  the  misaions  within  the 
bounds  of  Synod  woald  be  placed  under  the  direct  supervision  of 
your  Board. 

The  way  has  liot  yet  opened  for  the  Board  to  employ  a  mission- 
ary superintendent,  but  it  is  making  efforts  to  fill  this  position  as 
soon  as  practicable. 

In  reference  to  the  debt  of  the  General  Synod's  Board  of 
$1,143.66,  reported  on  page  63  in  the  proceedings  of  the  last  Gen- 
•eral  Synod,  at  Cincinnati,  we  would  recommend  that  this  Synod 
assume  of  tha^  amount  S175,  and  apportion  the  same  among  the 
several  Classes,  which  shall  raise  their  respective  portions  and  pay 
the  money  to  the  proper  Treasurer.  The  Committee  would  suggest 
the  following  apportionment,  namely:

Your  Committee  would  further  recommend  the  following  for 
adoption : 

Reiolvedy  That  the  ministers  and  congregations  in  Kansas,  Mis- 
souri and  Colorado  be  authorized  to  organize  a  Classis,  embracing 
those  States,  to  be  known  as  the  Classis  of  Kansas,  with  the  right 
of  subdividing  so  as  to  organize  separate  Classes  in  those  States, 
or  in  portions  thereof,  whenever  the  way  is  open ;  and  that  the  first 
meeting  take  place  in  Hiawatha  Mission,  Kansas,  on 'Wednesday, 
the  fourth  of  November,  1874,  at  10  o'clock  A.  M. 

Resolvedy  That  this  Synod  feels  a  deep  interest  In  the  success  of 
the  Denver  Mission,  under  the  care  of  Rev.  Joseph  A  Keller,  and 
would  recommend  it  to  the  favorable  notice  of  the  Board  of  Church 
Erection  for  such  aid  as  their  circumstances  require  and  the  funds 
of  the  Board  will  admit,  and  request  said  Board  to  make  a  special 
appeal  through  the  papers  of  the  Church  for  such  funds.

of  the  sessions,  and  it  was  received,  amended  and  adopted  :

The  Committee  on  Hiniites  of  Classes,  on  the  afternoon  of  the 
sixth  day  of  the  sessions,  in  item  24,  reported  that  the  St.  John's 
Classis  eomplained  of  the  action  of  Synod  in  disregarding  the  pro- 
test of  one  of  its  delegates  in  treating  the  Louisyille  congregatioQ 
as  having  been  unconditionally  dismissed  by  the  St.  John's  Classis 
to  the  Eastern  Ohio  Classis ;  and  that,  in  item  25,  the  St.  John's 
Classis  appealed  from  a  certain  action  of  this  Synod  to  the 
next  General  Synod,  and  appointed  Revs  P.  Greding  and  J.  Gr. 

This  complaint  and 
appeal  were  referred  to  a  special  committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  J. 
H.  Derr,  J.  H.  Good,  D.  D.,  J.  Vogt,  and  Elders  Wm.  Nieble  and 
J.  Kuhn. 

This  Committee,  on  the  evening  of  the  last  day  of  the  sessions, 
presented  the  following  report,  which  was  received,  and  considered 
item  by  item  : 

Your  Committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the  difficulties  between 
the  St.  John's  and  the  Eastern  Ohio  Classes,  would  respectfully  re- 
port as  follows : 

1.  Your  Committee  examined  the  action  of  this  Synod  on  the 
matter  of  the  Salem  congregation,  and  have  heard  the  ex- 
planations of  the  representatives  of  both  sides,  and  find  that  this 
particular  question  was  definitely  settled  by  the  action  of  the  last 
Synod,  and  requires  no  further  attention  at  our  hands  at  this  time.

The  Committee  on  Charters,  appointed  by  Synod  in  1871,  and 
eootinued  during  1872  and  1873,  reported  to  the  last  Synod  a  series 
of  Forms  of  Charters,  etc.,  which  will  be  found  in  the  Minutes  of 
SjBod,  1873,  on  pages  43  to  51.  The  Committee  have  no  further 
changes  or  modifications  to  suggest  in  regard  to  those  Forms,  and 
recommend  for  adoption  the  following:  resolution  : 

Retoked,  That  the  said  Forms,  as  already  printed,  be  adopted  as

DIRECTIONS. 

It  shall  be  previously  announced  that  the  members  of  the  con- 
gregation will  meet  at  a  designated  time  for  the  purpose  of  adopt- 
ing a  Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  the  government  of  the  church. 
At  the  meeting  the  minister  shall  preside,  and  a  clerk  shall  keep  a 
true  record  of  the  proceedings,  and  the  Constitution  as  adopted 
shall  be  entered  into  the  Church  Book,  certified  to  by  the  President 
and  Clerk.

ARTICLE  I. 

NAMB  AMD  OBJECT. 


Section  1. — The  name  and  title  of  this  congregation  shall  be 
«The  (Trinity)  Reformed  Church  of  (Tiffin,  Seneca  Co  ,  Ohio.)" 

Sec.  2. — Its  object  shall  be  to  provide  its  members  with  the 
preaching  of  the  Word,  the  administration  of  the  Sacraments,  and 
the  exercise  of  Christian  Discipline,  in  accordance  with  the  Con- 
fession of  Faith  known  as  the  Heidelberg  Catechism. 

Sec.  3. — This  congregation  shall  be  an  organic  member  of  tlie 
Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  shall  be  governed  by 
it«  Constitution  and  Laws. 

article  II. 

or  TEIX  OFFICEaS  AXD  THXIft  DUTIK8. 

Sec.  1. — The  officers  shall  be  a  pastor,  (4)  elders,  and  (4)  dea- 
cons,  who  shall  constitute  the  Consistory  and  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  2. — The  duties  of  the  Pastor,  Elders,  Deacons  and  Trustees 
shall  be  such  as  are  laid  down  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States. 

Sec.  3. — The  Consistory  shall,  at  its  annual  meeting,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  possible,  elect  a  treasurer,  clerk,  and  such  other 
officers  as  may  be  necessary. 

Sec.  4. — The  Consistory  shall  meet  annually  on  (Easter  Monday} 
for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  final  settlement  with  the  Treas- 
urer and  other  officers;  and  (quarterly  or  monthly)  on  ;  and 

at  such  other  times  as  may  be  necessary. 
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Sic.  5. — The  members  of  the  Consistory  shall  constitute  the 
Board  of  Trostees,  and  shall  have  the  management  of  all  the  prop- 
erty of  the  congregation,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitutions  of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE  III. 

OF  XLBCTIONI. 

Sic.  1. — Every  member  in  good  standing  (and  who  has  con- 
tributed to  the  support  of  the  congregation,  according  to  his  abil- 
itj,  daring  the  year  preceding  the  election)  shall  be  entitled  to 
Tote  at  all  elections. 

Sic.  2. — An  election  shall  be  held  for  pastor,  whenever  the  Con-* 
eistorj  shall  nominate  one  and  appoint  a  meeting  for  the  purpose 
(according  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Joint  Consistory  of  the 
charge).  At  this  election  a  president,  clerk,  and  three  judges  of 
eleetioD  shall  be  appointed,  who  shall  certify  the  result  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Consistory.  Every  minister  who  may  be  elected  must, 
before  he  can  be  installed  or  inducted  into  office,  be  a  minister  in 
good  standing  in  the  Classis  to  which  the  congregation  belong. 

Sec.  3. — An  election  for  (2)  elders  and  (2)  deacons  shall  be  held 
auDiially  on  (Easter  Monday),  and  those  thus  chosen  shall  serve  two 
jears,  or  until  their  successors  are  chosen  and  installed. 

Sec.  4. —  The  Consistory  shall,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  day  of 
election,  nominate  candidates  ;  but  this  shall  not  prevent  the  con- 
gregation, on  the  day  of  election,  from  nominating  additional 
Dames,  and  no  previous  tenure  of  office  shall  disqualify  any  person 
from  being  such  a  candidate. 

Sec.  5 — In  case  .of  vacancies  by  death,  removal,  or  otherwise, 
the  Consistory  can,  if  so  minded,  appoint  a  day  for  a  special  elec- 
tion to  fill  the  vacancy. 

ARTICLE  lY. 

OP  MKMBXRS  AND  THBIB  DDTIK8. 

Skc.  1. — Every  person  is  a  member  of  this  congregation  who  has 
been  duly  received  into  connection  with  it  by  confirmation,  by  let- 
ter, or  by  renewal  of  profession,  according  to  the  mode  prescribed 
by  the  Constitution  of  the  Reformed  Church. 

Sbc.  2. — Every  member  shall  strive  to  promote  the  general  wel- 
fare of  the  Church,  and  especially  by  a  consistent  life  and  walk,  and 
shall  annually  contribute  according  to  his  ability  toward  its  sup- 
port 

ARTICLE  V. 

AMINDMBNTS  4KD  BY-LAWS. 

8so.  1. — This  Constitution,  or  any  part  of  it,  may  be  altered  or 
amended  hf  %  rote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  at  a  meet- 
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iDg  called  for  the  purpose,  provided  th^t  at  least  ten  days'  notice 
of  the  same  shall  have  been  given. 


FORM   OF  A   CONSTITUTION    OF    THE  JOINT  CON- 

SISTOKY  OF  A  CHARGE. 

DIBCCTI0N8. 

It  shall  be  publicly  announced  that  the  members  of  the  different 
Consistories  of  the  Charge  shall  meet  at  a  designated  time  and 
place  for  the  adoption  of  a  Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  charge.  At  this  meeting  the  pastor,  or  in  his  ab- 
sence an  elder  shall  preside,  and  a  clerk  shall  keep  a  true  record 
of  the  proceedings,  and  shall  certify  the  Constitution  as  adopted  to 
the  different  Consistories,  who  bliall  cause  the  same  to  be  entered 
into  their  respective  Church  Books. 

FORM. 

Art.  1. — This  Association  shall  be  known  as  "  The  Joint  Con- 
sistory of Charge,  in ,"  and  shall  be  composed  of 

the  members  of  the  Consistories  of  the  several  congregations  com- 
posing the  charge,  and  be  subject  to  the  Constitution  and  Rules  of 
the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States. 

Art.  2. — Its  object  shall  be  to  provide  the  charge  with  the 
"Stated  preaching  of  the  gospel,  and  other  means  of  grace,,  and  to 
attend  to  whatever  relates  to  the  general  interest  of  the  charge. 

Art.  3. — It  shall  appoint  all  necessary  officers,  such  as  a 
President,  a  C  erk,  etc.,  who  bhall  be  elected  at  its  annual  meeting, 
and  serve  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

Art.  4  — The  Joint  Consistory  shall  meet  annually  on  (the  Satur* 
day  before  Whitsuntide),  and  as  oPteu  during  the  year,  upon  the 
call  of  the  President,  as  may  be  necessary. 

Art.  5. — In  case  the  office  of  pastor  becomes  vacant  by  death, 
resignation,  or  otherwise,  a  pastor  shali  be  chosen  in  the  following 
manner:  The  Joint  Consistory,  as  such,  or  by  a  committee,  may 
invite  ministers  to  visit  and  preach  in  the  charge.  It  shall  then 
nominate  one  as  a  candidate,  who  shall  preach  in  each  congrega- 
tion. An  election  shall  be  held  in  each  congregation,  of  which  due 
notice  shall  be  given,  and  the  balloting  shall  be  FOR  or  against 
the  nominee.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  in  the  whole  charge  be 
for  him,  a  call  shall  be  made  out  by  the  Joint  Consistory. 

Art.  6. — When  a  pastor  desires  to  resign,  he  shall  hand  in  his 
written  resignation  to  the  Joint  Consistory,  and  ask  that  body  to 
unite  with  him  in  requesting  Classis  to  dissolve  the  pastoral  rela- 
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tion.  The  Joint  Consistory  may  provisionally  accept  his  resigna- 
lion,  or  may  submit  it  to  the  separate  congregations  for  their 
action,  and  shall  do  so  if  requested  by  six  members  in  writing. 

Art.  7. — The  support  of  the  pastor  shall  be  distributed  among 
tlie  coDn:regations  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  agreed  upon  in  the 
Joint  Consistory.  At  its  annual  meeting  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Joint  Consistory  to  see  that  this  obligation  is  punctually  dis- 
clurged. 

Art.  8. — The  Joint  Consistory  may  purchase  and  hold  in  trust 
ground  for  parsonage  and  other  church  purposes,  improve  and 
manage  the  same  ;  and  whenever  any  one  of  the  congregations  shall 
become  separated  from  the  charge  by  the  action  of  the  Classis  li 
ih\\  be  entitled  to  an  equitable  repayment  of  its  share  in  the  same, 
if  dem-mded. 

Art.  9. — The  time  of  the  pastor  shall  be  devoted  to  the  several 
congregations  in  such  ratio  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  agreed 
npon  by  the  Joint  Consistory  and  pastor. 

Art.  10. — To  the  Joint  Consistory  belongs  the  duty  of  electing 
delegates  to  Classis,  Synods,  and  other  meetings,  and  providing  for 
their  traveling  expenses  and  those  of  the  pastor. 

Art.  11. — This  Constitution  can  only  be  altered  and  amended  at 
tn  annual  meeting,  and  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  members. 

{Hote — The  Joint  Consistory,  especially  if  it  holds  real'  estate, 
onjjhtto  become  an  incorporated  body,  and  can  become  such  by 
following  the  directions  prefixed  to  the  "  Incorporation  of  Con- 
gre^tions  "  previously  given.) 

In  this  connection  the  subjoined  resolution  was  also  adopted  : 

R'^aoloed^  That  the  different  Forms  of  Charters  for  Consregation, 
Boards.  Benevo  ent  Societies,  etc.,  as  they  appear  in  the  Minutes  of 
the  Synod,  1873,  on  pages  43  to  51,  and  also  the  Forma  of  a  Con- 
stitation  for  a  Congregation  and  for  a  Joint  Consistory  as  reported 
to  this  Synod,  be  translated  by  Rev.  Peter  Greding  into  the  G-er- 
man  language,  and  published  in  Der  EoangeJUU 


Incorporation  of  the  Ohio  Synod, 

Daring  the  Monday  evening  session,  the  following  action  respect* 
ing  the  incorooration  of  the  Ohio  Synod  was  adopted: 

Rrtolvedf  That  the  Synod  hereby  officially  requests  its  members 
to  meet  in  the  Reformed  Church,  at  Wooster,  on  Tuesday,  June  16, 
1874.  in  the  morning,  at  eleven  o'clock,  for  the  purpose  of  adopt- 
ing measures  to  incorporate  itself  according  to  law. 

The  Synod  accordingly  convened  in  the  Reformed  Church,  at 
Wooster,  Ohio,  June  16.  1874,  at  11  o'clock  a.  m.,  there  being  a 
majority  of  the  members  present,  and  organized  by  the  election  of 
the  Rev.  D^vid  Winters,  D^  D.,  President^  and  the  Rev.  Isaac  H. 
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fieiter,  Clerk.     The  Synod  thereupon  adopted  the  following  action: 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod,  desiring  to  hecome  henceforward  a 
hqdy  politic  and  corporate  in  law,  now  proceed  to  incorporate  itself 
according  to  the  provisions  of  the  General  Statute  of  the  State  of 
Ohio,  and  in  accordance  with  the  Form  proposed  hy  the  Committee 
on  Charters. 

Resolved,  That  we  adopt  the  Articles  of  Incorporation,  as  con- 
tained in  the  said  Form,  and  fill  out  the  blanks  in  the  third  Article 
with  the  names  of  suitable  persons  for  Trustees. 

After  the  adoption  of  the  Articles  of  Incorporation,  hereinafter 
embodied  in  the  Minutes,  the  President  declared  that  the  official 
and  legal  title  of  this  Synod,  according  to  this  action  of  Synod, 
would  henceforth  be  :  "  The  Ohio  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  the  United  States" 

On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  be  instructed  to  furnish  a  cer- 
tified copy  of  the  proceedings,  concerning  the  Incorporation  of  the 
Synod,  to  the  Recorder  of  Wayne  County,  Ohio,  and  secure  a  cer- 
tified transcript  of  the  record  from  the  said  Recorder,  to  be  embodied 
in  the  Minutes  of  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  on 
the  Treasurer  of  Synod,  for  any  expenses  that  may  occur  in  refer- 
ence to  the  Incorporation  of  Synod. 

Th&  Stated  Clerk,  in  accordance  with  instructions,  delivered  to 
the  Recorder  of  Wayne  County,  Ohio,  a  certified  copy  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Ohio  Synod  in  regard  to  its  incorporation,  together 
with  a  certificate  of  acceptance  of  office  under  the  provisions  of  the 
General  Statute  of  the  State  of  Ohio  from  the  Trustees,  and  ob- 
tained a  certified  transcript  thereof  from  said  Recorder,  which  ia 
here  copied  into  the  Minutes  as 

The  Articles  of  Incorporation  of  the  Ohio  Synod, 

At  a  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Reformed  Synod  of  Ohio 
and  Congregations  in  connection  with  it  in  other  States,  held  at 
Wooster,  Wayne  County,  Ohio,  on  Tuesday,  June  16,  1874,  duly 
called,  and  at  which  meeting  a  majority  of  the  membefs  were  pre- 
ent,  Rev.  David  Winters,  D.  D.,  was  elected  President^  and  Rer. 
Isaac  H.  Reiter,  Clerk,  The  Synod  thereupon  resolved,  from  this 
time  forward,  to  become  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  General  Statutes  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  as  fol- 
lows : 

1.  The  name  and  title  of  the  body  shall  be  *'  The  Ohio  Synod  of 
the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States" 

2.  Said  Synod  shall  stand  in  organic  connection  with  the  *'  Re- 
formed Church  in  the  United  States,"  shall  be  governed  in  all  things- 
by  the  **  Constitution  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,*' 
and  shall  administer  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  and  the  Sacra- 
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meotB  according  to  the  Confession  of  Faith  known  as  the  Heidel-* 
beig  Catechism. 

3.  The  folio wingjpersons  are  hereby  elected  as  Trustees  of  th«. 
SjBod:  Rev.  David  Winters,  D.  D.,  and  Mr.  Gideon  O.  Prugh  to  serve 
for  one  year ;  Mr.  Andrew  H.  Baughman  and  Mr.  Benjamin  Kuhns> 
to  serve  for  «two  years ;  and  Rev.  Isaac  H.  Reiter  and  Rev.  David' 
Van  Home  to  serve  for  three  years.  And  these  Trustees  shall  hold 
their  offices  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected.  The  Svnod  shall 
at  each  annual  meeting  elect  two  Trustees,  who  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  three  years. 

4.  All  property,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  that  may  be  obtained 
by  gift,  collection,  bequest,  or  otherwise,  for  charitable,  religious 
and  educational  purposes,  shall  be  managed  by  the  Trustees,  in 
tnwt,  for  the  Synod. 

5.  The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  found  and  organise 
CbriBtian  congregations  in  accordance  with  the  Confession  of  Faith 
knowQ  as  the  Heidelberg  Catechism  ;  to  govern  and  regulate  the 
same ;  to  establish  Theological  Seminaries,  Mission  Houses,  Colleges 
and  other  Institutions ;  to  carry  on  the  work  of  Home  and  Foreign 
Missions,  the  education  of  young  men  for  the  ministry,  and  what* 
ever  may  promote  the  kingdom  of  God  upon  earth. 

6.  The  Trustees  of  this  Synod  shall  also  be  the  Trustees  of 
"  Heidelberg  Theological  Seminary  "  located  at  Tiffin,  Ohio,  founded 
by  this  Synod  under  its  original  Charter  for  the  purpose  of  educa- 
tijig  pious  men  for  the  Gospel  Ministry.  In  administering  the  prop- 
erty of  this  Institution  they  shall  be  governed  by  the  Laws  and 
Begnlations  laid  down  for  their  guidance  by  this  Synod.

Pastoral  Letter  on  Ministerial  Support. 

During  the  afternoon  session  of  the  sixth  day  of  the  sessions,  the 
Committee  on  the  Minutes  of  Classes  reported,  in  item  8,  that  the 
Tuscarawas  Classis  requested  this  Synod  to  send  down  to  the 
churches  a  pastoral  letter  in  regard  to  ministerial  support  The 
item  was  adopted,  and  the  request  was  referred  to  a  special  com- 
mittee consisting  of  Revs.  J.  H.  Good,  D.  D ,  P  C  Pi  ugh,  J.  H. 
Derr,  and  Elders  Barney  Zimmerman  and  John  Bolender. 

This  Committee,  on  the  morning  of  the  last  day  of  the  sessions, 
aubmitted  the  following  report,  which  was  received  and  adopted  : 
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Dearly  Bdoved  in  the  Lord  : 

We  take  tbe  liberty  of  addresBing  you  frankly  witb  respect  to  a 
great  eyil  that  exists  in  many  of  our  churches,  and  to  which  our  at- 
tention has  been  specially  directed.  The  proper  success  of  our  min- 
isters  in  their  labors  is  often  greatly  hindered  by  the  insufficient 
support  which  they  receive,  and  by  the  irregularity  in  the  payment 
of  the  same.  They  thus  often  become  involved  in  debt,  .are  op- 
pressed with  care  and  anxiety  in  respect  to  themselves  and  their 
families,  and  are  less  able  to  labor  with  comfort  and  efficiency  in  the 
fields  to  which  they  have  been  called.  We  strongly  urge  upon  you 
to  provide  liberally  for  them,  because  this  is  right  in  itself;  it  is  en- 
joined upon  us  by  Christ  and  his  inspired  Apostles ;  and  we  are 
persuaded  that  it  will  be  attended  with  many  blessings  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  congregations  themselves.  We  are  free  to  speak  of  these 
things,  precisely  because  the  individual  pastors  do  not  always  feel 
free  to  speak  of  it  themselves.  ^^The  laborer  is  worthy  of  his 
hire/'  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Consistories  and  the  members  to  see 
to  it,  that  material  as  well  as  moral  support  be  afforded  to  those  who 
minister  in  sacred  things. 

It  is  the  Sarnest  wish  and  desire  of  this  Synod  to- say  to  the 
churches  plainly  that  we  have  been  too  negligent  in  this  matter,  and 
that  we  have  allowed  our  churches  to  be  too  careless  in  this  matter 
of  ministers*  salaries.  We  therefore  ask  you  to  lay  this  matter  to 
heart,  and  we  direct  the  Classes  to  inquire  : 

1.  Whether  your  charge  provides  a  proper  and  adequate  support 
for  their  pastor  and  family. 

2.  Whether  you  provide  this  support  'punctually^  i.  c,  whether 
jou  pay  it  up  in  full  every  month,  or  quarter,  or  half-year,  as  the 
ease  may  be. 

3.  Whether  you  provide  them  with  a  suitable  parsonage,  and  such 
other  help,  as  may  be  in  your  power. 

And  in  order  that  the  Classes  may  act  understandingiy  in  this 
matter,  the  Consistories  are  requested  to  investigate  this  subject 
^llj  before  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Classes,  so  that  their  dele- 
gated elders  may  be  enabled  to  report  properly.

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EcelmoBtieal  Relation  of  BapHxed  hut  Unconfirmed  Children. 

The  following  paper  of  inquiry  was  sabmitted  for  the  considera- 
tion of  Synod,  namely : 

What  is  the  ecclesiastical  relation  of  baptized  but  nncoo finned 
children  to  the  particular  congregation  of  which  their  parents  are 
regular  members ;  and  are  they,  and  how  are  they,  to  be  dismissed  to 
another  congregation  if  this  be  desired  ? 

On  motion,  this  paper  waS/ received  and  referred  to  a  special  com- 
mittee, consisting  of  Revs.  J.  H.  Derr,  J.  H.  Good,  D.  D.,  H.  M. 
Herman,  and  Elders  Wm.  Hoff  and  Jos.  F.  Kemp,  to  report  there- 
on. This  Committee  on  the  afternoon  of  the  last  day  of  the  sessioo 
submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  received  and  adopted  : 

Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  certain  interrogatories 
with  reference  to  the  relation  of  baptized  but  UDConfirmed  children 
to  the  particular  congregation  of  which  their  parents  are  members, 
and  in  reference  to  the  digmission  of  such  to  other  congregations, 
would  respectfully  report  as  follows  : 

The  matter  submitted  to  your  Committee  for  consideration  em- 
bodies  two*  distinct,  though  somewhat  closely  connected  subjects,  or 
separate  interrogatories 

1.  <<  What  is  the  relation  of  baptized  but  unconfirmed  children 
to  the  congregation  of  which  their  parents  are  members?'*  This 
question  is  answered  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Church.  Article 
87,  under  the  head  of  Discipline,  says :  "  All  baptized  persons  are 
members  of  the  church,  under  its  care  and  subject  to  its  government 
and  discipline.*'  This  membership  must  hold  through  particular 
congregations,  and  the  care  and  government  and  discipline  must 
be  exercised  by  the  consistories  and  congregations  through  which 
such  membership  holds.  Hence,  according  to  Article  40  of  the 
Constitution,  the  children,  herein  contemplated,  must  hold  their 
membership,  be  subject  to  the  care,  government  and  discipline  of 
the  congregation  to  which  their  parents  belong,  as  long  as  their 
connection  with  such  congregation  has  not  been  dissolved  in  an 
orderly  manner.  As  long  as  the  relation  herein  contemplated  holds- 
it  remains  the  duty  of  ministers  (see  Article  125)  and  of  congrega- 
tions (see  Article  127 j  to  care  for  the  proper  instruction  and  moral 
Christian  conduct  of  such  children,  and  it  is  equally  the  solemn 
duty  of  such  children  to  attend  upon  and  receive  such  instruction, 
as  well  as  to  attend  upon  the  public  services  of  the  sanctuary  and 
to  submit  to  the  care,  government  and  discipline  contemplated  in 
the  Constitution  of  the  Church  It  is,  moreover,  the  duty  of  the 
parents,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  and  especially  in 
view  of  their  solemn  baptismal  vows  and  obligations,  to  enforce,  by 
all  proper  parental  control,  compliance  on  the  part  of  their  children 
with  the  principles  and  duties  herein  stated.  Of  course  any  inter- 
fei^ence,  from  any  source  whatever  with  the  constitutional  relations 
and  duties  here  stated,  is  highly  improper  and  disorderly. 
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The  second  interrogatory  is  this:  *'  Are  these  baptized  bat  uncon- 
iirmed  children  to  be  dismissed,  if  desired,  and  how?"  The  answer  to 
this  interrogatory  is  contained  in  Article  130  of  the  Constitution,  as 
well  as  involved  in  the  principles  and  duties  hereinbefore  stated. 
Members  of  the  Church  (not  only  communicant  members)  removing 
from  one  congregation  to  another,  are  to  be  dismissed  to  the  con- 
gregation to  which  they  remove  by  proper  certificate.  This  applies 
to  baptized  but  unconfirmed  members  as  well  as  to  those  in  full 
eommuoion,  as  must  necessarily  follow  from  the  relations  in  which 
we  have  seen  such  unconfirmed  members  to  stand  to  their  particu- 
lar congregation.  In  case  of  the  removal  of  parents  the  uncon- 
firmed children  should  be  named  in  the  certificate  of  dismission  so 
as  to  be  recorded  for  pastoral  and  congregational  care.  Should 
children  and  parents  desire  a  transfer  of  the  membership  of  such 
children  for  any  proper  cause,  without  the  transfer  of  the  parents, 
their  regular  dismission  should  first  be  obtained  before  such  trans- 
fer is  made,  and  a  certificate  of  such  dismission  designating  their 
degree  of  membership  should  be  granted  to  them  as  in  the  case  of 
communicant  members. 

Your  Committee  would  add  the  following  resolutipn : 
Raolved,  That  we  call  the  attention  of  all  our  pastors,  consisto- 
ries, congregations  and  members  to  the  principles  herein  stated,  and 
earnestly  urge  upon  them  their  careful  observance.

The  Division  of  Illinois  f^lastis. 

The  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Classes,  in  item  22,  reported  that 
the  Illinois  Classis  requested  this  Synod  to  permit  it  to  divide  its 
territory  into  two  Classes.  The  item  was  adopted,  and,  on  motion, 
it  was 
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Resolved^  That  the  action  of  IlHnois  Classis,  respecting  the  di- 
vision of  the  State  of  Illinois  into  two  Glasses,  according  to  a  boan- 
ilary  line  agreed  upon,  be  confirmed  bj  this  Synod. 

The  Logansport,  Peoria  and  Burlington  Railroad,  running  east 
and  west,  forms  the  division  line.  The  territory  north  of  this  line 
shall  be  known  as  the  Illinois  Classis,  to  meet  in  annual  session  at 
Foreston,  October  7,  1874,  at  7  P.  M.;  and  that  south  of  it  as  the 
Shelbyvitle  Classis,  to  meet  in  annual  session  at  Shelby ville,  August 
20,  1874,  at  7  P.  M. 


As  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Classes,  in  item  12, 
the  German  Iowa  Classis  requested  Synod  to  change  its  name  to 
Ursinus  Classis.  In  regard  to  this  request  the  following  action 
was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  German  Iowa  Classis  be  permitted  to  change 
its  name  from  that  of  German  Iowa  to  that  of  Ursinus  Classis. 


During  the  afternoon  of  the  second  day  of  the  sessions,  the  Com- 
mittee on  Overtures,  in  item  1,  reported  a  regular  certificate,  bearing 
the  signatures  of  the  officers  of  the  Synod  of  the  Northwest, 
dismissing  the  St  Joseph's  Classis,  connected  with  that  Synod,  to 
the  Ohio  Synod.     The  item  was  adopted,  and,  on  motion,  it  was 

Reso'vcd,  That,  having  presented  the  evidence  of  an  official 
dismission  from  the  Synod  of  the  Northwest,  the  St.  Joseph's 
Classis  be  received  into  organic  connection  with  the  Ohio  Synod, 
and  that  its  name  be  entered  upon  the  roll  of  Classes  of  this  Synod. 


The  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Classes,  in  item  14,  reported,  on 
Friday  afternoon,  that  the  St.  John's  Classis  requested  Synod  to  be 
dismissed  to  the  Synod  of  the  Northwest.  The  subject  matter  of 
the  request  was  duly  considered,  and,  after  considerable  discussion, 
the  following  action  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  request  of  the  St.  John's  Classis,  for  a  dis- 
mission to  the  Synod  of  the  Northwest,  be  respectfully  referred 
•back  to  the  St.  John's  Classis. 


Diffictdties  Between  Illinois  and  Milwaukee  Classes,  Etc, 

The  Committee  on  Overtures,  on  the  morning  of  the  fourth  day 
of  the  sessions,  in  item  5,  reported  a  paper  from  the  Synod  of  the 
Northwest,  in  regard  to  certain  difficulties  between  the  Illinois 
Classis  of  the  Ohio  Synod  and  the  Milwaukee  Classis  of  that  Synod. 
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Tbe  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Glasses,  daring  tke  afternoon  of 
the  sixth  day  of  the  sessions,  reported,  in  items  5  and  6,  that  Illinois 
Cltesis  requested  Synod  to  except  Chicago  in  its  action,  which 
grants  the  whole  State  of  Illinois  as  territory  to  Illinois  Classis; 
that  it  reiterated  its  former  request  to  he  relieved  from  the  encroach- 
XDents  made  on  its  territory  by  Milwaukee  Classis;  and  that,  in  item 
7,  it  directed  ^he  attention  of  this  Synod  to  the  fact  that  it  preferred 
ekrges  against  the  Rev.  William  Kiintzel. 

The  several  actions  and  requests,  aforesaid,  were  referred  to  a 
ipecial  committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  H.  Williard,  M.  Loucks,  E.^ 
F.  A.Schade,  and  Elders  John  Wilhelm  and   H.  Dillier.     This 
Committee,  daring  the  evening  of  the  last  day  of  the  sessions  stib-' 
mitted  their  report,  which  was  received  and  adopted,  and  is  as  follows; 

* 

The  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  request  and 
complaint  from  the  Synod  of  the  Northwest,  and  items  from  the 
Claflsifl  of  Illinois  involving  the  question  of  geographical  classical 
diyision  between  the  Milwaukee  Classis  and  the  Northern  Illinois 
Classis,  resulting  in  the  troubles  of  the  Loran  charge,  recommend 
the  following  as  an  equitable  and  just  course  for  the  amicable  ad- ' 
JQstmeot  of  the  complicated  difficulties  involved  in  the  case. 

A     While  the  above  charge  lies  within  the  geographical  bounds 
of  the  Illinois  Classis,  it  nevertheless  has  always  been  in  regular  - 
coDoection  vwith   Classes  now   connected   with   the   Synod   of  the ' 
Northwest ;  and  besides  the  General  Synod  has  at  its  last  triennial ' 
meeting  declared  it  constitutional,  that  Classes  and  Synods  maybe  > 
formed  on  the  basis  of  language,  leaving  each  English  and  German 
to  make  its  own  election  in  their  classical  and  synodical  connections. ' 
It  b  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  which  is  hereby  recommended 
for  adoption,  viz:  that  said  charge,  with  all  its  appurtenances,  by 
constitutional  right,  is  under  the  care  and  jurisdiction  of  Milwaukee 
CUssifl  of  the  Synod  of  the  Northwest.  •    ' 

B,  The  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Classis  of  Illinois  apprising 
this  Synod  of  its  action  pertaining  to  the  Rev.  Wm  KUntzelj  your 
Committee  suggest  that  this  Synod  has  no  jurisdiction  in  the  case, ' 
and  being  unacquainted  with  the  facts  involved^  and  it  being  im-  • 
possible  to  form  an  intelligent  and  righteous  decision  without 
hearing  the  testimony  from  both  parties,  refer  IlKnois  'Classis  or 
any  of  its  members,  who  may  have  any  grievances  pertaining  to  the 
interests  of  our  beloved  Zion,  or  any  allegations  agaiti^st  a  member 
of  Milwaukee  Classis,  to  bring  their  action  before  said  Classis  as  the 
proper  tribunal  for  the  adjudication  of  such  matters.^

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Action  lUipecHfig  Knepper'$  ReUoration. 

The  Committee  on  Oyertares,  on  Fridaj'morning,  the  third  day 
of  the  sessions,  in  item  2,  reported  that  they  had  received  certain 
papers  having  reference  to  Henry  Knepper  and  asking  for  his 
restoration  to  the  gospel  ministry.  These  papers  were  referred  to 
a  special  committee,  consisting  of  Revs  Reuhen  Good,  Geo.  M. 
Albright,  Thos.  H.  Winters,  and  Elders  John  Jones  and  George 
Mathes.  This  Committee,  on  the  afternoon  of  the  last  day  of  the 
sessions,  submitted  their  report,  which  was  received  and  put  on  its 
adoption.  The  report  was  discussed  and  amended;  and  finally  a 
substitute  for  the  proposed  resolutions  was  submitted  and  p^vailed. 
The  report  was  then  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 

The  Committee  to  whom  the  documents  relating  to  Henry 
Knepper  were  referred,  beg  leave  to  report : 

That  three  petitions  and  one  printed  document  were  placed  in 
their  hands. 

1.  The  firii  petition  comes  from  the  charge  formerly  served  by 
the  Rev.  Henry  Knepper,  and  at  present  by  the  Rev.  Charles  G.  A. 
HuUhorst.  It  is  signed  by  the  present  pastor,  the  whole  Consistory 
and  nearly  100  members  and  citizens.  « 

The  second  petition  is  signed  by  51  women. 

The  third  petition  is  signed  by  6  clergymen  of  Orangeville  and 
vicinity. 

All  these  petitioners  complain  of  the  irregularities  and  unconstitu- 
tionalities of  the  proceedings  in  the  case  of  Henry  Knepper,  and 
pray  Synod  to  adopt  measures  for  his  restoration  to  the  gospel 
ministry. 

2.  The  printed  ducument  is  a  defense  by  the  accused  himself^ 
reviewing  the  whole  case. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  following  resolutions  for  adoption : 

Resolved^  That,  under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  we  think 
it  inexpedient  to  take  any  further  action  in  this  perplexing  case. 

Retolvedj  That  vthid  Synod  greatly  regrets  the  irregularities 
committed  in  the  course  of  the  trials  of  the  Rev.  Henry  Knepper 
before  the  Classes  and  Synods,  but  we  feel  that  to  reopen  the  case 
would  not  lead  to  any  good  results.

PUBLICATION. 

1 .      Report  of  the  Board  of  Publication. 

The  Board  of  Publication  elected  by  the  Synod  at  its  sessions  in 
Shelbjville,  111.,  1873,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report  as  follows : 

The  Board  met  in  Cincinnati  on  June  2,  1874.  The  members 
present  were  Rev.  D.  Van  Home,  Elders  Andrew  H.  Baughman  and 
Valentine  C.  Tidball.  An  organization  was  effected  with  Rev.  D. 
Van  Home  as  President,  and  V.  C  Tidball  as  Secretary. 

While  the  Board  has  not  enlarged  the  number  of  its  publications 
during  the  past  year,  it  has,  nevertheless,  several  items  of  interest 
and  importance  to  communicate. 

An  assistant  editor  has  been  appointed  during  the  past  year  in  the 
person  of  Rev.  A.  S.  Zerbe,  a  graduate  of  the  College  and  Seminary  at 
TiiBn.  This  appointment,  we  think,  has  given  great  satisfaction  to 
the  friends  and  patrons  of  the  Christian  World,  and  we  bespeak  for 
both  the  editors  the  continued  confidence  and  co-operation  of  the 
puton  and  members  o^  ~" -ongregations. 
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Daring  the  past  ^ear  an  arrangement  has  been  entered  into  bj 
which  an  Eastern  Department  of  the  Christian  World  has  been  pro- 
vided for,  under  the  charge  of  Rev.  S.  H.  Reid,  Milton,  Pa.,  as  Editor. 
This  change  seemed  to  be  called  for  to  supply  a  demand  already 
existing  in  the  East,  which  would  have  resulted  probably  in  the 
origin  of  a  new  journal,  thus  dividing  the  patronage  of  {he  World, 

In  creating  this  department  there  was  no  design  to  trespass  upon 
the  territory  of  any  other  publication,  but  simply  to  supply  a  de- 
mand as  yet  not  provided  for.  The  new  arrangement  secures  a 
great  advantage  to  the  readers  who  are  members  of  the  Reformed 
Church,  by  furnishing  a  large  increase  of  original  and  denomina- 
tional matter,  and  by  giving  the  latest  news  of  the  Church  on  both 
sides  of  the  Alleghenies. 

An  offer  was  made  by  the  Editor  of  the  Chri$tiafi  Worlds  Rev.  S. 
Mease7  that  if  one  thousand  subscribers  should  be  obtained  before 
the  meeting  of  this  body,  that  he  would  donate  fif^y  cents  for  each 
subscriber,  so  obtained,  to  the  founding  of  a  Printing  Establishment 
The  names  of  only  two  hundred  and  thirty-six  subscribers  were 
forwarded  in  answer  to  the  repeated  offers  made,  and,  therefore,  as 
the  conditions  were  not  complied  with,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board 
that  the  Editor  can  not  justly  be  held  accountable  for  any  amount. 

The  Synod  at  its  last  annual  sessions  authorized  the  Board  to 
devise  ways  by  which  a  Printing  Establishment  might  be  founded, 
to  be  reported  at  this  meeting. 

The  Board  has  taken  this  matter  in  careful  consideration  and 
heartily  approves  of  the  idea  of  starting  a  Printing  Etstablishment 
under  the  exclusive  control  of  Synod. 

We  would  therefore  suggest  that  one  of  the  following  plans  be 
adopted  by  Synod  : 

(1)  That  a  lot  and  building  be  purchased  (or  lot  be  purchased 
and  suitable  building  erected)  in  an  approved  location,  and  stocked 
with  machinery  and  materials,  not  to  exceed  in  cost  twenty  thousand 
dollars ;  and  that  a  loan  for  this  amount  be  negotiated  for  with 
wealthy  members  of  the  Church,  offering  the  whole  property  to  them 
as  security.  Further,  that  the  establishment  purchase  the  subscrip- 
tion list  of  the  Christian  World  and  that  all  the  publications  be 
owned  by  Synod,  and  all  the  officers  be  paid  regular  salaries,  and 
the  profits  of  the  establishment  go  into  the  trea<3ury  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Church. 

(2)  Or,  that  the  plan  proposed  to  Synod  at  its  annual  sessiontf  in 
1870,  be  substantially  adopted,  and  a  voluntary  at(^tuciatioQ  be 
formed,  owning  all  the  stock  and  receiving  all  the  moneyed  profits. 
[See  Minutes  of  Synod  for  1870,  pages  73  and  74.]

The  first  plan  proposes  that  the  Synod  own  the  property  and 
receife  the  profits.  The  other,  that  it  be  the  property  of  a  joint 
^tock  company.  The  two  plans  are  fully  set  forth  in  the  report  and 
leed  00  further  description  here. 

The  Committee  have  considered  the  subject  and  heartily  approve 
3f  the^ntiment  expressed  by  the  Board.  No  subject  is  of  more 
|nportaDce  to  the  prosperity  of  the  Church  than  her  publication 
interests.  The  religious  press  exerts  an  influence  which  is  but  little 
inferior  to  that  of  the  pulpit.  How  important,  then,  that  the  Church 
have  her  printing  establishment.  No  more  appropriate  time  could 
^  selected  for  starting  it  than  the  semi-centennial  year. 

The  Committee  therefore  suggest  the  following  action :

That  it  had  two  joint  meetings  with  the  Committee  of  the  Synod 
of  the  Northwest  during  the  last  year — the  one  held  at  Cincinnati! 
and  the  final  meeting  atGalion,  O..  At  these  meetings  the  revision  of' 
the  manuscript  was  completed  and  the  contract  for  printing  the  book 
was  given  to  the  Evangelical  Reformed  Buch-Anstalt  at  Cleveland,; 
Ohio.  One  thousand  copies  of  the  book  were  ordered  to  be  printed.' 
The  Liturgy  will  prove  dot  to  be  a  verbal,  but  a  free  translation  o| 
reproduction  of  tbe  English  book  of  the  two  Western  Synods,  wit) 
the  addition  of  two  weekhr  series  of  family  prayers,  as  also  family 
prayers  for  the  leading  festivals  of  the  Churcb  Year.     The  bo 
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flhoald  have  been  ready  for  sale  last  February  or  Marcb,  but  your 
Committee  was  disappointed  in  this  expectation  by  the  very  slow 
progress  of  the  respective  printing  establishmentp.  It  is  expected, 
however,  that  the  work  will  be  in  the  market  in  about  two  months. 
Hoping  that  this  book  will  give  general  satisfaction  to  our  Germati 
Charches,  and  will  be  ihefiniB  of  the  long  agitated  liturgical  move- 
meot  in  our  Zion,  we  recommend  it  most  heartily  to  the  Ocrmail 
portion  of  onr  Church,  and  trust  it  will,  by  the  grace  of  God,  be  the 
means  of  uniting  and  strengthening  in  true  devotion  and  worship  ih 
the  service  of  the  sanctuary,  aa  also  at  the  family  altar,  those  for 
whom  it  is  intended. 

In  conclusion  your  Committee  would  recommend  to  leave  th% 
whole  pecuniary  responsibility  and  possible  profits,  with  regard 
to  the  printing  and  sale  of  the  Liturgy,  to  the  Buch-AnHtalt  ti\ 
Cleveland,  in  case  it  should  be  willing  to  assume  the  same.

C.  Prugh  and  John  Kuelling.  This  Committee  submitted  their  re- 
port, which  waa  received,  amended  and  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  General  Committee,  appointed  by  Synod  to  carry  out  the 
measures  proposed  respecting  the  Semi-Centennial  Anniversary  #f 
the  Ohio  Synod,  and  to  make  such  suggestions  and  arrangements  as 
inight  be  deemed  necessary  to  give  interest  and  success  to  the  whole 
nravement,  woald  respectfully  report: 
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That  they  have  given  the  general  aabject  dne  consideration,  and 
aimed  to  carry  into  full  effect  the  action  of  the  last  Synod.  To  this 
end  they  published  a  statement  in  the  ChruHan  Worlds  November 
13,  1873,  setting  forth  the  true  idea  and  object  of  the  semi-centen- 
nial movement,  endeavoring  to  bring  the  whole  matter  before  the 
Church  in  intelligent  and  definite  form,  urging  a  hearty  acquiescence 
and  general  co-operation,  and  giving  directions  respecting  the  man- 
fier  ia  which  the  practical  work  was  to  be  accomplished.  Some  pri- 
vate correspondence  was  likewise  carried  on  by  the  Chairman,  who 
also  forwarded  to  the  officers  of  Glasses  and  to  some  individuals 
auitable  blanks,  with  a  special  reference  to  the  semi-centennial  fund. 

In  some  congregations  and  charges  the  subject  has  received  con- 
siderable attention,  both  in  the  way  of  appropriate  services  and  con- 
tributions. As  to  the  extent  of  the  work  accomplished  and  the 
actual  results  reached,  no  extended  nor  definite  statement  can  be 
ffiven  at  this  date,  as  but  few  reports  have  been  received.  It  would, 
however,  seem  that  the  action  of  Synod  has  not  been  as  generally 
and  efficiently  regarded  as  its  importance  and  significance  demand  ; 
and  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  continue  the  practical  operations 
daring  the  remaining  part  of  the  year,  or  at  least  until  the  next  an- 
nual meetings  of  the  Classes,  in  order  to  complete  the  work. 

The  Committee,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  last 
Synod,  would  submit  the  following  suggestions  and  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Synod : 

1.  That  the  Synod  urge  upon  the  several  Classes,  pastors  and 
congcregations  the  importance  of  an  immediate  and  vigorous  prose- 
cution of  the  work,  with  the  view,  if  possible,  of  completing  it  by 
the  next  annual  meetings  of  the  Classes. 

2.  That,  as  far  as  practicable,  some  appropriate  religious  services 
be  held  by  the  several  Classes  during  their  next  annual  meetings. 

3.  That  the  names  of  the  members  both  communicant  and  bap- 
tiied,  and  also  of  the  general  contributors  to  the  semi-centennial 
fund,  and  of  the  amounts  contributed,  shall  be  recorded  in  the 
records  of  each  congregation  respectively ;  and  that  an  accurate  copy 
of  such  records,  together  with  the  historical  material  and  sketches 
of  the  respective  congregations  within  the  bounds  of  Synod,  shall 
be  forwarded,  as  soon  as  completed,  to  the  Chairman  (Rev.  Isaac 
H.  Reiter,  Miamisburg,  Ohio)  of  the  Committee  appointed  for  this 
purpose;  aod  that  these  documents  be  subseouently  properly  ar- 
ranged and  deposited  in  the  Library  of  the  Tneological  Seminary 
at  Tiffin,  Ohio. 

4.  That  the  f\ree-will  offerings  of  congregations  and  individuals, 
contributed  to  the  semi-centennial  fund,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the 
respective  Treasurers  for  the  objecte  specified  in  the  Minutes  of 
Synod,  1873,  page  62,  and  the  amounts  thus  paid  over  shall  be  re- 
ported in  the  records  forwarded  to  the  Chairman. 

6.  That  among  the  persons  appointed  to  prepare  papers  on  des- 
ignated subjectSp  as  found  in  the  Minutes  of  1873,  page  61,  those 
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Dumbered  3,  4,  7  and  9  have  failed  to  prepare  the  papers  requested 
bj  Sjaod. 

6.  That  the  essays  ordered  to  be  prepared  by  the  last  Synod  on 
eertain  benevolent  interests  of  the  Chiiroh,  namely,  Foreign  Mis- 
MODS,  Church  Extension  and  Beneficiary  Education,  be   included  ^ 
imoDg  the  semi-centennial  papers. 

7.  That  the  services  commemorating  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of 
tbeOhio  Synod  shall  commence  on  Thursday  (11th)  instead  of  on 
Friday  evening  (12th),  as  heretofore  proposed  by  Synod,  and  that 
they  be  observed  according  to  the  following  programme  : 

(1.)  Tkunday  Evening. — Address:  "A  history  of  the  Ohio 
Synod,  together  with  brief  historical  sketches  of  the  early  fathers 
and  founders  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  West,"  by  Rev.  Isaac 
H.  Reiter. 

(2.)  Friday^  3  P.  M. — Essays:  (a.)  On  Foreign  ilftmon«,  by  Rev. 
Iwic  H.  Reiter ;  (b.)  Church  Extension^  by  Rev.  David  Van  Borne ; 
and  (c.)  Beneficiary  Education^  by  Rev.  John  M.  Kendig. 

(3.)  Friday  Evening. — Two  papers  :  (a.)  "A  history  of  our  Lit- 
erary and  Theological  Institutions,*'  by  Rev.  Jer.  H.  Good,  D.  D.; 
and  (b.)  "A  historical  sketch  of  the  publication  interests  of  the 
West,"  by  Rev.  Samuel  Mease. 

(4.)  Saturday  Evening, — Two  papers:  (a.)  ^'A  dissertation  on  the 
tnie  idea  and  importance  of  Christian  Benevolence,*'  by  Rev.  Her- 
man Rust,  D.  D. ;  and  (b.)  '^A  concise  history  of  the  several  Classes," 
by  Rev.  Lewis  H.  Kefauver. 

(5.)  Sunday^  June  14,  the  day  commemorating  the  fiftieth  anni- 
versary of  the  organization  of  the  Ohio  Synod,  was  designed  to  be 
observed  with  special  religious  services,  which  were  to  be  opened 
vith  a  sermon  by  Rev.  David  Winters,  D.  D. ;  but,  as  he  is  provi- 
dentially incapacitated  for  the  duty  assigned  him,  it  is  suggested 
that  the  communion  sermons  be  accepted  as  a  substitute,  and  that 
special  prominence  be  given  on  the  occasion  to  the  communion  of 
the  Lord's  Supper. 

8.  That  the  ia/tt  Sunday  in  the  present  year  be  observed  as  a  day 
of  thanksgiving  and  praise,  when  the  semi-centennial  services  shall 
close,  and  all  that  pertains  to  the  whole  movement  shall  be  com- 
pleted and  consummated. 

9.  That  the  two  historical  addresses*  delivered  before  Synod,  aa 
semi-centennial  papers,  by  Revs  Isaac  H.  Reiter  and  Dr.  Jer.  H. 
Good,  be  embodied  in  the  printed  Minutes,  and  that  one  thousand 
copies  thereof  be  published  separately  in  pamphlet  form. 

Id  conclusion,  brethren,  let  us  "  thank  God  and  take  courage." 
Fifty  years  of  our  synodically  organized  existence  have  been  passed 


*The  original  action  proposed  by  the  Committee  was  that  all  the  semi-cen- 
tennial papers  be  published  in  book  form.  Since  the  adjournment  of  Synod, 
in  aoooraance  with  tho  expressed  wishes  of  many,  it  has  been  agreed  to  carry 
iati)  dr«ct  the  original  proposition  by  individual  enterprise,  with  the  addition 
of  some  other  papers  of  interest,  and  hence  the  said  two  addresses  do  not  ap- 
pear 10  the  printed  Minutes.— ^tofecf  (Uerk, 
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away,  and  along  their  course  are  obserred  many  and  varied  changes, 
and  also  marked  progre88and  improvement  Much  has  been  accom- 
plished in  the  past.  Let  us,  therefore,  be  grateful  and  joyous  amid 
» the  present  commemorative  services.  But  let  us  not  forget  that 
there  still  remains  much  to  be  done  for  Chrint  and  human  salvation. 
Hence  let  us  properly  estimate  and  improve  the  privileges  and  op- 
portunities of  this  memorial  year.  Let  the  vital  significance  and 
inspiration  of  the  nemi-centennial  movement  prove  a  happy  prelude 
and  impelling  force  to  great  achievements  and  noble  triumphs  by  the 
Reformed  Church  in  the  future.  Few  of  us  may  live  to  share  in 
the  work  and  the  services  of  the  centfnnial  anniversary  of  the  Ohio 
Synod.  Many  events  and  changes  will  take  place  during  the  inter- 
vening fifty  years  1  But,  whatever  may  transpire,  let  us  be  con- 
stantly impressed  that  we  have  a  work  to  do  in  our  day  and  genera- 
tion ;  and  that  this  work  must  be  accomplisihed  ^^  while  it  is  called 
to-day.*'  Let  us,  therefore,  strive  manfully  and  work  faithfully  unto 
the  end,  ever  looking  unto  Jesus,  who  is  the  true  s^ource  of  ever- 
present  help  and  the  consummating  glory  of  the  endless  years  of 
heavenly  association  and  felicity!

Whereas,  The  sin  of  intemperance,  growing  out  of  the  use  .of 
intoxicating  liquors,  has  assumed  the  form  of  a  widespread,  national 
evil,  and  as  such  is  antagonistic  to  the  interests  of  all  oar  institu- 
tions, which,  in  Church  and  State,  we  hold  near  and  dear;  and, 

WuERKAS,  Every  true  Christian  and  patriot  has  just  cause  for 
fear,  in  view  of  the  growing  evil  of  intemperance,  and  kindred  or 
coDsequeot  sins;  therefore, 

Retolved,  That  we  sympathize  with  the  object  of  the  late  temper- 
iDce  movement  of  our  country,  and  rejoice  at  the  measure  of  success 
attained  in  the  suppression  of  intemperance  in  the  land. 
•  Retolved,  That,  in  the  firm  conviction  that  wholesome  laws  are 
the  powers  ordained  of  God  for  the  punishment  of  evil-doers  and 
ibr  the  praise  of  them  that  do  well,  we  will  not  fail  to  use  our  in- 
ioeace  to  educate  the  people,  and  especially  the  children  and  youth, 
Dp  to  such  standard  of  public  opinion  as  is  necessary  to  first  give 
and  {secondly  enforce  such  laws  as  shall  wholly  free  us  from  this 
great  calamity  of  intemperance. 


InviUUitm  to   Visit  Wooater  Univi-rnty. 

Daring  the  morning  seSHion,  of  the  second  day  of  the  sessions, 
the  Rev.  Archibald  A.  E.  Taylor,  D  D.,  President  of  Wooster 
University,  appeared  in  Synod,  and,  af\er  a  tew  appropriate  remarks, 
which  were  properly  responded  to  by  the  President  of  Synod,  cor- 
dially invited  Synod  to  visit  that  institution  at  such  time  as  might 
prove  convenient.

Taylor,  and  will  make  the  visit  in  a 
body  on  Saturday  afternoon,  immediately  after  the  preparatory  ser- 
vices. 

At  the  appointed  time  the  visit  was  made  by  the  Synod,  in  a 
body,  and  proved  highly  satisfactory  to  its  members. 


On  the  fourth  day  of  the  sessions  the  attention  of  the  Synod  was 
directed  to  the  action  of  the  General  Synod,  contained  in  its  Min- 
utes, 1872,  page  63,  in  regard  to  the  apportionment  of  the  indebt- 
edness of  the  General  Board  of  Home  Missions  among  the  several 
District  Synods,  according  to  the  ratio  of  church -membership. 
This  matter,  having  been  overlooked  by  the  last  Synod,  was,  on 
motion,  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Missions.

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Ohio  S3'nod,  on  the  subject 
^'[  Union  between  the  Reformed  Churches,  to  act  in  the  matter 
*ith  similar  committees  of  the  other  District  Synods,  would 
^pectfuUy  report : 

That  the  General  Committee  on  Union,  authorized  bv  the 
General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  at 
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Cincinnati,  in  1872,  and  composed'  of  three  members  from  each 
of  the  five  District  Synods,  convened  in  Race  street  Reformed 
Chnrch,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  November  17,  1874,  and  organized; 
that,  in  the  same  church,  on  the  18th  and  19th,  it  held  a  joint 
meeting  with  the  Committee  of  the  Grenerai  Synod  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  America;  and  that  the  three  members  of 
the  Ohio  Synod  were  present  and  took  part  in  the  proceedings. 
This  joint  meeting  was,  in  many  respects,  pleasant  and  profita- 
ble, but  no  definite  conclusions  in  regard  to  union  were  reached. 
For  a  detailed  report,  the  Ohio  Synod  is  referred  to  the  Minutes 
of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States  for  1875.

ARTICLE  XIII.  ^ 

RELIGION   AND   MORALS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  and  Statis- 
tical Reports,  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  received 
and  adopted : 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren.-^lt  behooves  us  to  give  thanks 
to  Almighty  God,  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  for  the  privi- 
lege of  again  meeting  together  as  a  Synod.  At  this  annual 
gathering  we  grasp  the  hand  of  friendship,  and  renew  its  former 
feelings,  and  strengthen  its  bonds.  Here,  in  a  free  way,  we  con- 
sult as  to  the  best  interests  of  our  beloved  Zion,  and  le^siate 
for  her  welfare.    And  when  the  time  of  our  departure  comes,  we 
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separate  for  our  fields  of  labor  reluctantly,  and  can  be  recon- 
ciled to  this  only  by  the  thought  that — 

""  We  Bhall  still  be  Joined  in  hearty 
And  hope  to  meet  a^in.^ 

Id  looking  over  the  reports  of  the  different  Classes  on  the 
Btaie  of  religion  within  their  respective  bounds,  it  is  at  once 
eTident  that  the  Lord  is  with  His  ministering  servants,  encoura- 
ging them,  by  his  continual  presence,  in  the  duties  of  their 
responsible  office.  In  His  providence,  with  but  few  exceptions^ 
He  has  vouchsafed  to  them  the  blessing  of  health,  which  has* 
enabled  them  to  prosecute  their  labors  with  but  little  interrup- 
tion. We  have  on  the  records  before  us  but  one  death,  in  the 
person  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Zwisler,  of  the  £astern  Ohio 
Classis.  This  aged  father  was  one  of  the  pioneer  ministers  of 
oar  church  in  the  west,  and  according  to  the  testimony  of  his 
classis,  ^'rendered  himself  dear  and  honorable  to  all  who  became 
acquainted  with  him.'*  And  although  the  St.  Joseph  Classis 
records  the  fact  '*that  their  number  has  not  been  lessened  hy 
death,'^  we  are  pained  to  record  here  that  since  its  last  annual 
meeting  one  of  its  members,  the  Rev.  Jesse  Schlosser,  has  been 
stiieken  down  by  the  relentless  hand  of  death.  This  is  the 
voice  of  God  warning  us  to  be  ready,  not  knowing  when  the  Son 
of  Man  will  come  to  call  us  to  give  an  account  of  our  stewardship. 

There  is  manifest  evidence  in  the  reports  placed  in  our  hands 
that,  as  a  church,  we  are  making  commendable  progress.  If  we 
can  take  them  as  criteria  by  which  to  judge  our  internal  condi- 
tion and  growth,  we  have  abundant  reason  for  rejoicing.  While 
there  are  complaints  coming  from  the  different  Classes,  they  are 
not  of  a  serious  nature,  and  the  mention  of  them  only  proves: 
that  their  causes  are  most  likel}''  to  be  removed,  as  those  wha 
have  the  oversight  of  God's  heritage  are  not  ignorant  of  them. 

The  encouraging  state  of  religion  within  our  bounds,  accord- 
ing to  the  report  of  every  Classis,  is  the  result  Of  a  faithful 
M&inistration  of  the  Divinely-appointed  means  and  adherence 
to  the  time-honored  customs  of  our  Reformed  Church.  And  aa- 
long  as  her  ministers  adhere  to  these  faithfully,  the  encouraging, 
reports  we  have  now,  will  continue  to  come  up  to  this  Synod,  to 
cheer  the  hearts  of  its  members,  at  its  annual  convocations. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  the  religious  instruction  of  the 
youth  of  the  church.  And  it  is  generally  admitted  that  this  is 
the  result  mainly  of  our  Sunday-school  literature  which  circu- 
lates in  the  church.  By  its  aid,  many  have  been  made  efficient 
workers  in  our  Sunday  schools,  who  would  otherwise  have 
remained  indifferent  to  the  interests  of  this  important  branch  of 
einrch  activity. 

The  erection  of  quite  a  numl)er  of  new  churches  and  par- 
sonages, repairing  and  beautifying  old  ones,  forming  new  con- 
gregations and  pastoral  charges,  is  a  hopeful  sign  of  progress. 
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Let  us  feel,  d^ar  brethren,  that  our  labors  have  not  been  in 
rain.  And  with  the  degree  of  success  that  has  attended  them, 
let  us  also  feel  encouraged  to  labor  with  renewed  zeal,  having 
the  blessed  promise  of  the  Master,  "And  lo!  I  am  with  you 
alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world,"

THEOLOQICAL   SEMINARY. 

I.    The  Annual  Reports. 

The  following  reports  were  received  and  adopted: 

1.     Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminarv  of  the 
Ohio  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church,"  would  present  to  Synod 
the  annual  report,  viz: 

1.  The  Board  met  at  Dayton  July  21st,  1875,  and  organized 
under  the  new  charter,  by  electing  Rev.  D.  Winters,  D.  D., 
President;  Rev.  D.  VanHorne,  Secretary;  and  Rev.  I.  H.  Reiter, 
D.  D.,  Treasurer.  The  Board  held  three  meetings  during  the 
3'ear. 

2.  The  Board  would  still  desire  an  increase  of  the  endow- 
ment fund,  so  as  to  enable  it  to  increase  the  Professors'  salaries, 
without  which  the  increase  of  salaries  would  be  inadvisable. 

3.  The  Board  would  call  the  attention  of  Svnod  to  the  last 
year's  report,  on  the  subject  of  increasing  the  number  of  students 
for  the  Gospel  Ministry  in  the  Seminar^',  and  urge  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  whole  church. 

4.  It  is  with  regret  that  the  Board  informs  the  Synod  that  we 
failed  to  realize  the  amount  of  the  $4,000  note  given  by  Rev.  A. 
Helffen stein  to  the  Seminary.  After  having  litigated  the  claim  ii\ 
the  Orphan  and  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania,  the  case  Tvas 
decided  against  us.  We  desire  however,  in  this  matter,  to  express 
our  thanks  to  E.  B.  Chain,  Esq ,  of  Norristown,  Pa,,  for  his 
efficient,  gratuitous,  professional  services  in  both  instances. 

5    As  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  seminary,  we  refer  the 
Synod  to  the  Treasurer's  report.

3.     JReport  of  the  Board  of  Visitors. 

This  Board  attended  to  the  regular  routine  of  business  which 
properly  belongs  to  it  Ten  'students  were  admitted  into  the 
Seminary  during  the  last  3'ear,  and  three  regularly  dismissed 
fW>m  it,  for  the  purpose  of  entering  the  ranks  of  the  ministry. 
The  following  named  persons  are  now  connected  with  this  insti- 
tution:- Messrs.  Lewis  Grosenbaugh  and  Charles  M.  Schaaf,  of 
the  middle  class;  and  Amos  Casselman,  C.  C.  Creeger,  Charles 
P.  Kriete,  Emil  P.  Herbruck,  Scott  P.  Hershey,  D.  J.  Greena- 
wmld,  W.  J.  Peters,  G.  W.  H.  Smith,  A.  K.  Zartman,  and  J.  F. 
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Segler,  of  the  junior  class.  Two  of  these  expect  soon  to  enter 
upon  the  duties  of  the  ministry.  The  progress  made  by  the 
stodents  in  their  studies  is  reported  by  the  Professors  as  being 
commendable. 

This  Board  has  also  under  its  care,  eighteen  beneficiary 
students,  viz:  Charles  M.  Schaaf,  Amos  Casselman,  Charles  F. 
Kriete,  A.  K.  Zartman,  J.  F.  Ziegler,  Milton  Frank,  Jerome  B. 
Henry,  John  S.  Stoner,  Frederick  J.  Sourbier,  Edward  D. 
Wettach,  Frank  C.  Withoff,  Alpheus  E.  Baichley,  Jacob  Ihle, 
David  Scheibenberger,  R.  F.  Oplinger,  0.  Phares,  J.  H.  Al- 
bright, J.  D.  Mease.  Five  of  these  have  been  supported  by  the 
American  Education  Society.  These  all  are  receiving  an 
annoal  appropriation  of  one  hundred  dollars  each.  These 
appropriations  have  been  paid  up  to  the  close  of  the  winter 
term,  with  but  one  exception.  In  order  to  meet  them,  the 
TresBtirer  had  to  advance  ninety-six  dollars  and  ninety-six 
cents,  leaving  an  indebtedness  of  that  amount.  This  deficiency, 
in  connection  with  what  will  be  required  to  pay  the  beneficiary 
students  at  the  clo^e  of  the  present  College  term,  will  amount 
to  fire  hundred  and  forty-six  dollars  and  ninety-six  cents.  If 
greater  efforts  are  not  made,  than  have  been,  to  meet  the  finan- 
cial demands  of  this  cause,  a  considerable  ihdebtedness  will  rest 
on  the  Board  at  the  close  of  the  year.  We  would,  therefore, 
itcommend  increased  activity  in  this  direction,  in  order  to  save 
the  Board  from  embarrassment  in  meeting  its  obligations.

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11.  Report  of  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Theological  Seminary,  to 
whom  the  preceding  reports  had  been  referred,  submitted  the 
following  report,  which  was  received,  amended,  and  adopted : 

The  Committee  on  the  Theological  Seminary  beg  leave  to 

report: 

'  That  the  several  annual  reports  have  been  placed  into  their 
JMinds,  and  that  they  have  examined  them.  From  these  reports 
itappears  that  the  Theological  Seminary  is  in  a  prosperous  con- 
dition, subserving  a  good  end  in  preparing  young  men  for  the 
Gospel  Ministrj',  and  deserving  the  continued  confidence  and 
support  of  the  Church.  For  particulars  the  Synod  is  directed 
to  the  preceding  annual  reports. 

In  view  of  the  statements  and  facts  coming  to  our  notice 
tbroogh  the  accompanjung  reports,  the  following  resolutions  ara 
Commended  for  adoption : 

Mesolved^  That  the  thanks  of  the  Ohio  Synod  are  hereby  heartily 
tendered  to  E.  B.  Chain,  Esq.,  for  his  efficient  and  faithful  pro- 
fessional services  gratuitously  rendered  in  behalf  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Reformed 
Church,  at  Tiffin,  Ohio,  in  the  Helffenstein  case. 

Bciolved,  In  view  of  the  loss  again  sustained  by  the  Church 
hy  a  defect  in  the  note  and  papers  of  the  Rev.  A.  Hellieustein, 
<lecea«ed,  the  case  here  referred  to,  this  Synod  urge  the  impor- 
tance upon  those  who  may  feel  it  their  dut}'  to  give  to  the 
Church,  to  do  so,  if  possible,  during  their  life-time,  or  if  they  do 
it  bj  a  l>equpst,  that  they  see  to  it  that  it  be  done  in  such  a  way 
M  to  prevent  any  loss  to  the  Church. 

Besohed^  That,  as  an  important  means  of  promoting  the  true 
financial  interests  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  the  prompt  pay- 
ment of  all  obligations  on  becoming  due,  whether  bonds,  notes, 
or  interest,  is  hereby  earnestly  urged  upon  all. 

Besolved,  That  the  Synod  earnestly  requests  the  congregations 
within  its  bounds  to  take  up  immediate  collections  for  beneficiary 
education,  in  order  to  enable  the  Board  to  meet  the  demands  at 
the  close  of  the  year.

ARTICLE  XV. 

HEIDELBERG  COLLEGE. 

I.   The  Annaal  Reports. 

The  following  reports  were  received  and  referred  to  the  proper 
committee : 

1.    lieport  of  the  Board  of  Trtistees. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Heidelberg  College,  not  having  had 
any  regular  meeting  since  the  Synod  convened,  in  Wooster,  in 
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Jane,  1874,  our  report  must  be  of  a  general  nature,  and  perhaps 
unsatisfactory  in  some  respects.  There  are,  however,  a  number 
of  things  of  general  interest  to  which  we  paay  properly  refer. 

It  affords  us  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  the  continued  pros- 
perity of  the  College,  and  the  increased  patronage  and  favor 
which  it  enjoys.  According  to  the  catalogue  now  in  the  hands 
of  the  printer,  there  have  been  two  hundred  and  ten  students 
in  attendance  during  the  year,  which  is  the  largest  number  in 
the  history  of  the  College.  The  general  deportment  of  the 
students  has  also  been  commendable. 

The  course  of  study,  as  now  adopted  by  the  Board,  is  as  com- 
plete and  thorough  as  that  of  the  older  Oc>lleges  of  the  State,  so 
that  those  who  may  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunities 
that  are  here  presented  for  obtaining  a  liberal  education,  can  do 
80  with  profit  to  themselves. 

The  present  teaching  force  of  the  College  consists  of  fi^'e 
regular  Professors,  together  with  the  Professor  of  the  German 
Language  and  Literature,  who  is  supplying  a  congregation  in 
connection  with  his  duties  in  the  College,  and  a  tutor  in  the 
Greek  and  Latin  languages. 

The  present  senior  class,  which  expects  to  graduate  in  June, 
numbers  eighteen  members,  which  is  the  largest  we  have  yet  had. 
About  half  of  these,  we  are  glad  to  say,  have  the  ministry  in 
Tiew,  and  will  enter  the  Theological  Seminary. 

We  are  also  pleased  to  report  that  our  representative,  £.  P. 
Herbruck,  took  the  first  honor  in  the  late  contest  which  was 
had  in  Akron,  on  the  5th  of  last  February,  by  the  Colleges  of 
Ohio.  This  was  a  great  honor  to  our  College,  when  we  remem- 
ber that  nine  of  the  Colleges  of  Ohio,  some  of  which  are  among 
the  oldest  and  best  endowed  in  the  State,  took  part  in  the  con- 
test The  honor  thus  achieved  secures  to  us  the  higher  honor 
of  having  Mr.  Herbruck  to  represent  the  State  of  Ohio  as  its 
champion  in  the  States'  contest,  to  be  held  in  a  short  time  in 
Indianapolis,  which  we  hope  may  go  far  to  bring  Heidelberg 
College  into  general  notice  and  favor. 

Very  little  has  been  added  to  the  endowment  of  the  College 
during  the  year.  The  financial  pressure  of  the  times  has  made 
it  impossible  to  do  much  in  this  respect.  We  have,  therefore, 
had  the  agent,  H.  Leonard,  to  devote  his  time  to  the  collection 
of  what  is  due  the  College  in  notes  and  interest,  which  seemed 
to  require  imipediate  attention,  so  as  to  make  what  endowment 
we  have  active  to  as  great  an  extent  as  possible. 

The  outlay  of  the  College  for  the  present  year,  including  the 
salaries  of  Professors  and  Agent,  with  the  necessarj^  incidental 
expenses,  will  amount  to  about  $6,000.  These  expenses  the 
Boiard  expects  to  be  able  to  meet  by  the  close  of  the  year. 

With  these  evidences  of  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  the 
College,  the  Synod  has  much  reason  to  rejoicCi  and  to  extend  to 
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it  the  heartiest  co-operation  for  the  future.  With  the  advan- 
tages we  now  have,  in  the  way  of  endowment,  buildings,  appa- 
ratus, and  general  favor,  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that 
Heidelberg  College  can,  in  a  short  time,  rank  among  the  first 
Colleges  of  Ohio,  if  its  friends  will  only  foster  and  cherish  it  as 
they  should. 

There  are  some  things  which  would  have  an  important  bearing 
upon  the  success  of  the  College,  if  they  could  be  provided  for, 
such  as  more  ample  accommodation  for  students,  and  a  Chapel 
where  we  might  hold  our  religious  services  and  literary  enter- 
tainments. If  some  liberal- hearted  friends  would  contribute  the 
funds  necessary  to  provide  for  these  wants,  they  would  add 
greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  the  College,  and  at  the  same  time 
advance  the  cause  of  education.

2.     Report  of  Financial  Agent. 

Another  Synodical  year  has  rolled  around,"  which  makes  it 
necessarj'  for  me  to  report  in  regard  to  my  operations  for  the 
College. 

I  feel  grateful  to  God  that  my  life  and  health  have  been 
spared,  so  that  I  have  been  able  to  prosecute  the  work  in  which 
1  have  been  engaged  for  a  number  of  years. 

My  report  for  the  present  year  is  comparative!}'  short,  though 
I  have  not  been  inactive.  I  did  little  during  the  year  in  the  way 
of  adding  to  the  endowment  of  our  institutions,  as  most  of  the 
territory  embraced  within  the  bounds  of  this  Svnod  has  been 
canvassed.  It  is,  however,  not  to  be  inferred  from  this,  that  the 
work  is  finished,  or  that  there  are  no  more  fish  to  be  caught. 
W©  believe,  and  know,  that  there  are  still  more  friends  who  will 
take  family  and  perpetual  scholarships  in  our  College.  And 
then  we  tiust,  too,  that  we  will  find  some  large-hearted  friends, 
before  ver}-  long,  who  will  come  forward  and  furnish  means  to 
erect  additional  buildings,  which  are  greatly  needed  both  for  the 
College  and  Seminary. 

In  consulting  with  the  President  of  the  College,  we  have  con- 
cluded that  it  would  be  best  to  give  special  attention,  for  the 
present,  to  the  collection  of  the  notes  and  interest  now  due  the 
College  and  Seminar3^ 

There  is  much  of  the  endowment  that  is  unproductive,  and 
needs  attention.  This  is  nothing  more  than  might  have  been 
expected  under  the  circumstances,  as  those  who  gave  their  notes 
are  scattered  over  a  wide  territory,  and  can  not  be  reached  with- 
out expense  and  trouble.     Many,  it  must  be  said  to  their  praise. 
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haTe  paid  their  interest  regularly,  whilst  others  have  been  yery 
derelict 

The  last  six  weeks  I  have  been  engaged  in  writing  letters  to 
delinquents,  sending  a  statement  of  accounts  to  all  in  arrears,, 
and  endeavoring  to  collect  out-standing  dues.  Some  have  already 
responded,  and  others,  no  doubt,  will  soon.  If  all  the  interest 
now  due  our  institutions  were  paid,  it  would  be  a  great  relief, 
and  add  much  to  their  efficiency.  The  College  has  a  right  to 
expect  that  those  who  have  subscribed  to  its  support  will  at 
least  pay  the  interest  on  their  notes  as  it  becomes  due.  It  is- 
mainly  by  this  means  that  the  current  expenses  can  be  met.  It 
might  be  well  if  the  Synod  would  call  attention  to  this,  and  urge 
all  in  arrears  to  send  ii^  the  amount  of  their  indebtedness  at 
once.  Our  institutions  should  be  warmly  cherished.  God  has 
prospered  them  beyond  our  most  sanguine  expectations,  and 
thejr  have  become  an  honor  as  well  as  a  blessing  to  the  Church. 

At  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  I  have  visited  the 
lands  in  Missouri  donated  to  the  College  by  R.  W.  Shawhan,  of 
Tiffin,  0.  These  lands  are  situated  in  the  southern  portion  of 
the  State  of  Missouri,  which  is  but  thinly  settled.  Much  of  the 
land  is  heavily  timbered,  and  may,  in  the  course  of  time,  be 
i^loable,  but  is  not  much  in  demand  at  the  present,  as  there  are 
other  portions  of  the  country  that  offer  greater  immediate  in- 
ducements. 

I  traveled  during  the  year  three  thousand  five  hundred  and 
thirtj-six  miles.  Total  miles  traveled  since  the  22d  day  of 
January,  1857,  sixty-eight  thousand,  one  hundred  and  thirty 
(68,130)  miles.

When  we  remember  how  greatly  we  need  thoroughly  educated 
and  cultured  ministers,  and  when  we  call  to  mind  what  blessings 
Heidelberg  College  has  already  scattered  over  the  Western 
Church,  we  cannot  too  earnestly  urge  upon  the  membership  at 
large  to  provide  our  institution  with  every  needftil  means  of 
performing  its  speciflc  work  in  tha  most  satisfactory  manner. 
The  special  attention  of  wealthy  and  liberal  men  in  the  Church 
is  called  to  the  necessity  of  the  erection  of  a  College  Chapel,  so 
that  all  in  connection  with  the  institution  could  form  a  College 
Church,  and  a  suitable  hall  be  provided  for  college  exercises. 

Whilst  thanking  Almighty  God  for  the  prosperity  of  the 
College  in  past  years,  we  trust  that  this  is  but  the  bright  assur- 
ance of  better  things  in  the  Aiture. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  the  following  action : 

Besolved^  That  the  Reports  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  of 
the  Agent,  be  adopted. 

Besolved^  That  this  Synod  expresses  its  hearty  satisfaction 
with  the  educational  and  financial  management  of  the  institution, 
and  once  more  takes  pleasure  in  commending  the  College  to  the 
kindly  favors  and  patronage  of  the  Church. 

BeMolvedy  That  we  especially  urge  the  prompt  payment  of  all 
obligations,  whether  of  principal  or  interest,  so  that  the  College 
may  not  be  hampered  in  the  least  in  any  of  its  departments.

ARTICLE  XVL 

MISSIONS. 

I.   Home  Missions. 

1.    Beport  of  Board  qf  Missions  of  Ohio  Synod. 

Another  year  in  the  history  of  our  missionary  operations  has 
passed  around,  and  it  becomes  our  duty  to  lay  before  Synod  a 
synopsis  of  what  has  been  done  in  this  depaitment  of  the  work 
of  the  Church.  It  is  now  five  years  since  the  re-organization  of 
the  Ohio  Board,  and  our  «)perations,  very  small  for  the  first  year 
or  two,  have  gradually  increased.  We  feel  persuaded  that  the 
%nod  has  now  entered  upon  the  right  plan,  and  that  it  needs 
only  a  steady  adherence  to  the  present  methods  to  make  the 
^ork  very  successful  in  the  end. 

1.     Oun  Needs, 

What  is  needed  more  especially,  is  a  general  participation  in 
this  missionary  work  by  all  of  our  congregations.  It  is  still  too 
true,  aUs,  that  nearly  half  of  our  churches  have,  for  some  reason 
or  other,  failed  to  take  part  in  it.  We  are  persuaded  that  this 
is  not  because  of  a  want  of  interest  in  missions.  Our  people 
are  always  ready  to  respond,  we  believe,  whenever  the  great 


priyilege  of  aiding  to  spread  the  Oospel  is  presented  |>roperly  to 
them.  Especially  do  they  take  an  interest  in  seeing  that  the 
scattered  members  of  the  Reformed  Charch  in  the  West  are 
gathered  together  into  congregations,  and  in  assisting  them  to 
build  suitable  houses  of  worship.  The  main  difficulty  seems  to 
lie  in  a  want  of  tact  on  the  part  of  the  ministry,  mtLuy  of 
whom  allow  the  year  to  pass  around,  while  no  earnest  effort 
for  missions  is  made.  There  is  needed  here,  not  only  a 
training  of  the  membership  to  give,  but  a  training  of  the  minis- 
ters (as  overseers)  to  see  to  it  that  the  people  have  an  opportu- 
nity to  give,  and  are  earnestly  urged  to  do  so.  If  the  Synod  can 
think  of  some  action  that  will  aid  in  calling  forth  a  steady 
stream  of  benevolence /rom  every  congregation,  year  by  year,  it 
will  very  materially  help  this  cause.  As  the  Board  of  Church 
Erection  has  now  been  organized,  and  has  commenced  its  work 
under  favorable  auspices,  we  hope  that  the  two  Boards  ma}* 
mutually  assist  each  other,  and  so  stir  up  the  hearts  of  God's 
people  that  the  whole  work  of  missions  will  steadilj^  increase 
for  many  years  to  come. 

2.     The   Want  of  Ministers. 

One  great  embarrassment  with  the  Board,  during  the  past  two 
years,  has  been  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  suitable  ministers  for 
promising  points  of  labor.  It  might,  at  first  glance,  be  supposed 
that  this  argues  a  want  of  missionai^  spirit,  and  self-sacrificing 
devotion,  on  the  pai*t  of  the  ministers,  in  not  being  willing  to 
respond  to  the  call  of  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  by  the 
answer,  "Here  am  I,  Lord,  send  me.'*  But  we  do  not  believe  that 
this  is  the  real  difficulty  in  the  case.  In  our  opinion  the  difficult}' 
lies  in  this,  that  we  have  too  fete  minister^  in  the  Ohio  Synod,  that 
this  has  been  the  case  in  every  year  for  the  past  decennium,  and 
that  this  will  probably  be  the  case  for  a  few  years  to  come.  We 
educate  too  few  3'oung  men  for  the  ministry.  We  only  add 
about  ten  men  yearly  to  our  ranks,  and  this  is  too  small  an  addi- 
tion. In  the  last  three  years,  as  we  have  had  occasion  to  know 
by  actual  observation,  there  has  alwaj^s  been  an  excess  of  at 
least  12  charges  over  the  number  of  ministers.  To-day  there 
are  over  12  charges  vacant  in  Ohio,  and  hardly  a  minister  with- 
out charge.  What  we  very  urgently  need,  therefore,  is  such  a 
revival  of  the  beneficiary  work  as  will  double  the  number  of 
candidates  for  the  ministry. '  Not  merely  a  doubling  of  the  funds 
collected  for  missions  is  what  is  needed,  but  a  seeking  out  of 
double  the  number  of  young  men  who  will  be  willing  to  devote 
themselves,  their  talents,  and  their  lives,  to  the  work  of  the 
ministry  of  Jesus  Christ.  If  such  a  result  could  be  secured* 
then  when  promising  points  invite  us  to  help  them,  there  would 
be  no  suiih  difficulty  as  there  is  now  to  secure  properly  qualified 


and  competent  men  for  the  posts.  And  the  fnnds  to  support 
them,  if  the  work  is  carried  on  judiciously,  will  not  be  found 
wanting  in  that  case. 

Under  this  view,  we  cannot  too  strongly  urge  upon  the  breth- 
ren the  duty  of  seeking  out  godly  young  men  for  the  ministry. 
He  who  does  this,  really  does  missionary  labor  and  missionary 
work  of  the  very  best  kind. 

3.  Contributiom. 

The  receipts  for  the  year,  tvom  all  sources,  hare  been  $2460  65. 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been  an  encouraging  and  steady 

increase  since  1870.    The  following  table  gives  the  yearly  con* 

tributions :

4.  The  MUsions. 

We  proceed  now  to  give  a  brief  account  of  the  state  and 
prospects  of  each  of  the  missions: 

1.  Denver  City,  Colorado — Rev.  J.  A.  Keller.  Our  missionary 
has  DOW  been  in  Denver  a  little  over  a  year.  The  church  is  a 
aeat  brick  edifice,  on  an  eligible  lot,  which  is  yearly  increasing 
in  ralne.  The  erection  of  this  building  has  heavily  taxed  and 
strained  the  small  band  of  devoted  brethren  in  Denver.  The 
two  lots  are  paid  for,  and  the  church  also,  with  the  exception  of 
a  debt  of  about  $2,300.  This  debt  would  be  no  great  impedi- 
ment if  it  were  not  for  two  considerations,  (1)  the  heavy  rate  of 
interest  which  has  necessarily  to  be  paid  in  Denver,  and  (2)  on 
account  of  this  heavy  rate  over  $400  has  to  be  raised  annually 
to  discharge  it,  and  this  prevents  the  mission  from  becoming 
self-sapporting  at  as  early  a  date  as  the  Board  desires  and  ex- 
pects. We  have  desired  to  enforce  the  rule  that  no  mission  shall 
be  allowed  to  depend  for  years  upon  the  Church,  as  a  burden, 
and  to  the  manifest  injury  of  the  general  cause.  We  must 
learn  wisdom  from  the  past  Hence,  in  order  to  prepare  the  way 
for  this  mission  to  become  self-supporting  within  a  few  years, 
and  in  order  to  reduce  this  debt  so  as  to  make  the  whole  enter- 
prise perfectly  secure,  humanly  speaking,  we  have  urged  Rev. 
Keller  to  make  a  visit  to  the  churches,  for  the  purpose  of  col- 
lecting, if  possible,  the  sum  of  1,000  or  1,500  dollars.  If  this 
sum  can  be  secured,  we  believe  that  no  further  aid  to  the  church 
building  will  be  required.  If  the  ministers  and  congregations 
will  receive,  welcome,  and  assist  Rev.  Keller,  we  believe  it  will 
be  the  most  economical  thing  the  Reformed  Church  can  do* 


so 

We  therefore  ask  the  Synod  to  take  such  action,  commending 
this  call  upon  the  liberality  of  the  Churches,  as  will  open  the 
way  for  Rev.  Keller,  so  that  this  whole  interest  may  at  once, 
and  once  for  all,  be  put  upon  a  proper  footing. 

2.  Hiawatha^  in  Brown  and  Nemaha  counties,  Kansas.  This 
field  is  one  of  the  most  promising  in  the  whole  West  But 
Synod  knows  that  the  States  of  Kansas  and  Nebraska  were 
visited  last  year  with  a  great  affliction,  by  reason  of  the  drouth 
and  grasshopper  plague.  It  was  much  worse  in  some  sections 
than  in  others.  Owing  to  the  scanty  income  from  the  congre- 
gations, and  other  causes,  Rev.  J.  H.  Beck,  the  missionary  at  this 
point,  became  discouraged  during  the  year,  and  resigned  some* 
what  hastily.  But  we  learn  that  the  prospects  there  are  now 
even  better  than  before,  because  additional  Reformed  families 
have  since  then  moved  in.  Just  so  soon  as  a  suitable  brother 
can  be  found,  we  will  again  take  up  this  field.  In  the  meantime 
a  portion  of  it  is  supplied,  for  the  time  being,  by  Rev.  C.  Wieser^ 
of  Wathena. 

3.  Bavenna  and  Prineetan^  Mercer  county.  Mo. — ^Rev.  J.  V. 
Lerch,  appropriation,  $150.  This  mission  has  prospered  during 
the  year.  More  has  been  accomplished  than  could  well  have 
been  expected.  As  the  appropriation  has  been  so  small,  the 
missionary,  in  order  to  be  able  to  hold  his  ground,  has  not  been 
ashamed  to  help  himself  by  teaching,  as  St  Paul  did  by  tent- 
making. 

4.  Wathena^  Doniphan  county,  Kansas — Rev.  C.  Wieser^ 
appropriation  $175.  This  is  a  German  field,  and  lias  now  been 
supplied  by  Mr.  Wieser,  for  a  year.  He  has  not  been  without 
his  difficulties.  But  he  reports  that  the  work  is  progressing, 
and  that  the  prospects  are  encouraging. 

5.  Abiline^  Dickinson  county,  Kansas — ^Rev.  J.  A.  Nicolai, 
appropriation  $150.  The  missionary  has  now  labored  here  for  a 
year,  and  has  succeeded  in  again  reuniting  the  two  parties  in 
the  church.  This  is  a  very^  promising  settlement,  being  com- 
posed  almost  entirely  of  Swiss;  but  it  was  severely  visited  by 
the  drouth  and  grasshoppers. 

Agreeably  to  the  action  of  the  last  Synod,  these  five  charges 
and  their  pastors  have  duly  organized  as  a  classis,  by  a  meeting 
at  Wathena  on  the  14th  of  April.  The  organization  did  not  take 
place  at  the  time  and  place  first  appointed,  mainly  because  of  the 
return  of  Rev.  Beck  to  Ohio  before  that  time.  As  the  brethren 
live  hundreds  of  miles  apart,  it  was  not  a  little  difficult  for  all 
of  them  to  meet  together  in  the  first  meeting  of  Kansas  Classis. 
Yet  that  has  now  been  happily  accomplished,  and  we  pray  that 
God's  blessing  may  rest  upon*  this  infant  Classis,  and  that  it  may 
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grow,  and  prove  a  blessing  to  the  missions  and  to  the  Reformed 

ChurcL 

We  have  great  hopes  that  it  will  specially  prove  a  great  bless- 
ing to  the  congregations,  because  they  and  the  ministers  stand 
grettlj  in  need  of  that  overseeing  and  supervision  which,  ac- 
cording to  our  Scriptural  mode  of  Church  Grovernment,  belongs 
totheClassis.  It  is  impossible  for  a  Board  of  Missions  to  in- 
vestigate and  decide  such  questions  of  discipline  and  complaint 
that  are  constantly  coming  forward,  and  which  fall  properly 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  a  Classis. 

In  connection  with  this,  we  think  it  proper  to  draw  the  atten- 
tion of  Synod,  in  the  way  of  encouragement,  to  the  fact,  that 
within  a  little  more  than  two  years  all  these  brethren  have  been 
stationed  in  the  far  West,  and  a  new  Classis  has  thus  arisen 
vnderour  missionary  operations  in  this  field.  We  have  thus 
materially  extended  the  borders  of  our  Zion.  Our  labor  has 
not  been  in  vain.  Let  not  the  Church  become  weary  in  well- 
doing. 

6.  Oalion,  Ohio— Rev.  H.  WiUiard,  appropriation  $300.  The 
continued  stringency  in  financial  matters  has  greatly  impeded 
this  mission.  It  has  prevented  the  forward  movement  in  the 
matter  of  erecting  a  house  of  wornhip,  and  until  this  is  accom- 
plished the  mission  cannot  be  said  to  be  upon  a  permanent 
basis.  The  congregation  is  a  good  one,  and  is  increasing.  We 
must  record  here  the  noble  act  of  Rev.  WiUiard  in  donating  one 
whole  year's  salary  ^8300,)  to  the  Board,  in  consequence  of  the 
failore  to  go  forwara  with  the  building  of  a  church  as  the  Board 
felt  to  be  necessary.  It  was  an  entirely  voluntary  act  on  hi» 
part,  and  therefore  deserves  the  grateful  remembrance  of  the 
Church. 

•7.  Freeport,  Illinois — Rev.  A.  Schroeder  resigned  this  mis- 
sion about  six  months  ago.  As  the  mission  had  been  so  long 
supported  b}'  the  Board,  and  had  grown,  as  we  thought,  suffi- 
ciently strong  to  stand  alone,  we  did  not  continue  the  appro- 
priation after  the  resignation  of  Bro.  Schroeder.  The  'congre- 
gation has  again  secured  an  active  pastor,  Rev.  J.  Wemly,  and 
we  doubt  not  but  that  it  will  be  a  permanent  accession  to  the 
Reformed  Church. 

^  Centre  Charge^  Illinois,  (near  Shelby ville,)  Rev.  S.  P. 
Myers.  This  mission  has  held  its  ground,  and  slowly  increased. 
In  consequence  of  the  resignation  of  the  Altamont  Mission,  by 
Rev.  L.  M.  Kerschner,  and  also  a  vacancy  of  a  portion  of  the 
Shelby  charge,  and  the  scarcity  of  ministers  in  that  portion  of 
our  territory,  we  have  allowed  Bro.  Myers  to  supply  these 
vacant  fields,  as  far  as  in  his  power,,  until  additional  ministers 
can  be  obtained. 
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9.  Altamont^  IlliDoia — ^Rer.  L.  M.  Kerschoer  resigned  this 
field  about  six  mondis  ago.  He  reported  that  it  had  materially 
grown,  and  could  for  Uie  future  be  self-supporting.  But  the 
charge  has  secured  no  pastor  as  j'et. 

10.  Sycamore  Mission^  Illinois — Bev.  D.  K.  Fulcason.  Bro. 
Fulcason  ceased  his  labors  in  McLean  county  some  time  ago,  and 
we  had  considerable  correspondence  with  the  view  of  obtaining 
a  missionary  for  this  field  exclusively,  but  as  the  brethren  in  that 
section  were  unfortunate  in  their  crops  last  year,  the  matter  has 
been  postponed  for  the  time  being. 

11.  Church  of  the  Cross,  Cincinnati — Eev.  P.  C.  Prugh. 
We  have  the  unpleasant  duty  .of  reporting  to  Synod  that  this 
enterprise,  it  appears,  must  fioally  be  given  up.  Rev.  Prugh 
has  now  labored  in  the  fleld  for  two  years,  and  has  himself  come 
reluctantly  to  the  conclusion  that  the  church  property  cannot  be 
saved.  They  have  been  again  and  again  disappointed  in  direc- 
tions where  they  bad  hoped  for  miterial  aid,  and  have  finally 
come  to  the  conclusion,  that  so  far  as  human  eye  can  see,  there  is 
no  hope  lefl  of  saving  the  property  to  the  Reformed  Church.  The 
simple  and  decisive  fact  is,  that  the  debt  of  the  church  has 
accumulated  until  it  almost  equals  the  entire  value  of  the 
p«)perty. 

We  feel  inexpressibly  pained  at  this  result  We  think  of  the 
Hact  that  for  so  many  years  the  Missionary  Boards  have  liberally 
Mipported  the  pastors  of  the  church ;  and  of  the  further  fact,  that 
me  have  two  strong  German  churches  in  Oincinnati,  and  certainly 
ought  to  have  been  able  to  carry  this  one  English  church  throogh 
«I1  difficulties,  so  as  to  afibrd  a  home  for  those  who  need  minis- 
trations in  English;  and  the  still  further  fact  that  it  is  a  neat 
edifice,  in  an  eligible  situation.  But  as  the  result  seems  to  be  now 
unavoidable,  it  is  better  not  any  longer  to  row  against  wind  and 
tide,  and  to  yield  submissively  to  the  dispensations  of  Providence. 

But  one  lesson  we  should,  once  for  all,  learn  from  the  history 
of  this  enterprise,  a  lesson  that  has  been  verified  in  oiher  cases 
also,  namely,  that  no  mission  supported  by  the  Board  must  be 
allowed*  to  rest  under  a  consuming  debt  for  a  number  of  years. 
In  no  case  must  the  interest  on  the  debt  be  allowed  to  accumulate 
for  years.  Every  year  the  interest  ought  to  be  promptly  paid, 
either  by  the  congregation  or  the  Church  at  large.  No  missionary 
aid  should  be  continued  to  any  field  where  this  rule  is  not  ob- 
served. Better  stop  the  aid  at  the  beginning,  or  near  it,  than  to 
run  into  such  a  final  disappointment  in  the  end. 

12.  Greenville,  Darke  country,  Ohio — Rev.  R.  B.  Reichard, 
appropriation  8250.  Rev.  W.  McCaughey  resigned  this  field 
six  months  ago,  and  Bro.  Reichard  has  been  appointed  his  suc- 
cessor, and  has  commenced  his  labors  with  zeal/ though  under 
very  discouraging  circumstances.    These  discouraging  circum- 
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sUncea  are  simplj  Bimilar  to  those  in  the  case  of  the  Church  of 
the  CrosA,  namely,  a  fine  church  has  been  built;  the  debt  is 
large;  the  annual  interest  accumulates,  and  final  loss  stares  them 
in  the  face,  unless  active  measures  are  taken  at  once  to  put  mat- 
ten  on  a  better  footing.  Yet  tfie  case  is  somewhat  better  than 
that  of  the  Church  of  the  Cross;  the  debt  is  not  so  large,  and 
there  is  more  material  to  work  upon  in  the  way  of  gathering  a 
congregation.  We  are  glad  to  learn  that  the  Board  of  Church 
£rection  has  taken  active  measures  to  ascertain  the  exact 
amoant  and  burden  of  the  debt,  with  a  view  of  helping  them  by 
charch  funds,  if  this  be  regarded  as  judicious.  We  trust  this 
will  be  done,  and  at  once,  because  the  mission  has  already  been 
on  the  Board  for  a  number  of  years,  and  it  would  be  decidedly 
wrong  to  continue  missionary  appropriations  any  longer,  if  the 
debt  is  allowed  to  increase. 

13.  Hamilton^  Ohio— Rev.  6.  Z.  Mechling,  appropriation  $200. 
This  mission  has  been  laboring  under  a  similar  difficulty,  but  we 
understand  is  gradually  emerging  from  the  same. 

14.  Brown  County,  Ohio.  This  mission  has  now  become 
self-supporting. 

15.  Braclford,  Darke  county,  Ohio.  This  mission  has  been 
^actDt  for  a  year,  in  consequence  of  the  lack  of  ministers  in  our 
Synod. 

16.  Toungstown,  Ohio.  This  station  is  under  the  direct  care 
of  JSastem  Ohio  Classis.  It  became  vacant  in  October  last,  by 
the  resignation  of  Rev.  J.  Biery,  since  which  time  it  has  been 
snpplied  by  members  of  the  Classis.  It  is  now  regularly  sup- 
pb'ed  by  Rev.  J.  B.  Zumpe.  This  mission  suffiered  greatly  dur- 
ing the  past  year  through  the  depression  in  business,  as  our 
members  are  poor  «nd  laboring  men ;  yet  they  have  good  hopes 
of  becoming  a  seff-supporting  charge  within  a  few  years.  Ap- 
propriation $300. 

17.  Jeffer9ony  Harrison  county,  Ohio— -Rev.  J.  Heller— re- 
ports quite  favorably;  quite  a  number  of  accessions  to  the 
chorcb,  and  prospects  good  for  the  future.  The  congregation 
has  built  a  parsonage,  and  will  soon  be  able  to  support  its  own 
pastor  wholly.  Appropriation  $50;  under  the  care  of  £astem 
Ohio  Classis. 

18.  Leetonta^  Ohio.  Also  under  the  care  of  Eastern  Ohio 
Classis,  and  cared  for  by  Rev.  J.  M.  Kendig.  About  18  months 
s^  a  congregation  of  18  members  was  organized,  and  accessions 
hare  been  made  during  the  year.    The  prospects  are  good. 

19.  Lancaster^  Ohio.  This  mission  has  been  under  the  care 
of  Lancaster  Classis,  and  under  the  efficient  ministration  of  Rev. 
W.  A.  Hale  it  has  now  grown  tp  be  a  strong,  self-supporting 
charge.  We  understand  that  the  entire  debt  upon  the  Lancaster 
church  has  been  paid. 
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20.  Iron  ton,  Ohio — under  the  care  of  Lancaster  Gassis. 
We  understand  that  it  has  now  also  become  a  self-supporting 
charge. 

21.  Somerset,  Ohio.  A  mission  was  commenced  in  this  place 
by  Rev.  €.  W.  Hoyman,  a  year  or  two  ago.  It  has  greatly 
prospered,  a  fine  church  having  been  erected,  and  ail  paid  for» 
and  a  congregation  organized.  Efforts  have  been  made  to  secure 
the  services  of  a  pastor,  who  wilh  need  missionary  aid  for  a  year 
or  two.  Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  Rev.  Hoyman  ibr  the 
zeal,  good  judgment  and  energy  with  which  he  has  prosecuted 
this  enterprise. 

22.  Bochester,  Indiana.  We  reported  last  year  that  this  was- 
recommended  by  St.  Joseph's  Classis  as  a  new  mission.  Owing 
to  the  deficiency  of  ministers,  no  missionary  has  yet  been  sent. 
Repeated  efforts  to  this  end  have  been  made,  but  without  results- 
thus  far.  The  neighboring  ministers,  we  understand,  are  paying 
due  attention  to  this  point. 

23.  Mansjleld,  Ohio.  There  are  several  old  congregations  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Mansfield  that  have  been  vacant  for  many 
years.  It  is  believed  that  if  the  services  of  a  suitable  man  can 
be  secured,  and  missionary  aid  extended  for  a  few  years,  a  con- 
gregation can  be  gathered  in  the  city  of  Mansfield  in  connection 
with  these  country  congregations.  Efforts  will  be  made  to  secure 
a  man  for  this  field. 

24.  MohicanviUe,  Ohio.  This  has  been  made  a  mission  by 
Tuscarawas  Classis,  with  an  appropriation  of  |100,  and  has  been 
taken  charge  of  by  Rev.  H.  H.  Sandoe.  It  is  expected  that  some 
new  congregations  will  be  gathered  in  the  neighborhood,  which 
will  make  a  charge  in  connection  with  Mohicanville. 

2B.  Ohle^s  Congregation — Rev.  Jesse  Hines.  Appropriation 
950.  This  congregation  and  field  is  also  under  the  care  of 
Tuscarawas  Classis. 

26.  Piqua,  Ohio.  This  mission,  formerly  under  the  care  of 
the  German  Board,  has  lately  been  transferred  to  this  Board, 
commencing  with  January  1st,  1875,  the  Cincinnati  Classis  hav- 
ing engaged  to  provide  the  funds  for  its  maintenance.  We  have 
not  yet  been  informed  as  to  the  particulars  of  the  mission. 

Still  other  promising  points  in  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Kansas^ 
and  Colorado,  could  be  mentioned,  to  which  we  have  given  some 
attention,  but  we  think  it  most  judicious  not  to  indicate  them. 
Continually  the  refiection  forces  itself  upon  the  mind,  how  tmicK 
could  ice  not  do  if  we  only  had  the  men  and  mean^f  The  field 
truly  is  white  for  the  harvest.  Whilst  we  cannot  send  out  many 
new  men,  it  is  very  encouraging  to  learn  that  many  of  the 
pastors  are  actively'  engaged  in  missionary  work  in  their   own. 


neighborhoods,  and  that  in  this  way  new  charges  and  congrega* 
tions  are  every  year  being  added  to  the  church.  The  lack  of 
men  and  means  has  repeatedly  moved  the  Ohio  Synod  to  the 
thought  of  appointing  a  Superintendent  of  Missions.  It  has 
been  believed  by  many  that  the  matter  could  be  materially 
helped  in  this  way. 

6.     Superintendent  qf  Mission*. 

tt  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  that  the  time  will  certainly 
come  when  it  will  be  eminently  judicious  to  make  such  an  ap- 
pointment. But  we  have  not  done  so  during  the  year,  for  the 
Mowing  reasons,  (1)  we  have  not  been  able  to  find  a  suitable 
man  to  fill  so  responsible  an  office;  (2)  we  have  not  the  ministers 
to  place  in  the  stations  that  would  be  established.  A  Superin- 
tendent, by  devoting  half  his  time  to  the  home  field,  could 
certainly  do  much  to  secure  funds,  and  he  might  also  do  some- 
thing in  the  way  of  securing  young  men  to  prepare  for  the 
ministry.  But  it  must  be  remembered  that  between  the  time  of 
secaring  the  young  men,  and  their  being  ready  to  take  charge 
of  missions,  at  least  five  or  six  years  must  elapse  according  to 
our  system.  It  seems  plain  then,  to  every  one  conversant  with 
the  fiftcts,  that  the  first  and  most  pressing  work  is  to  obtain  the 
men;  and  then  the  next  work  is  to  prepare  them;  and  this  re- 
quires time.  Until  this  is  done,  the  great  expense  of  a  Super- 
intendent can  be  saved,  and  the  work  of  exploring  can  be  done 
as  now,  at  small  expense,  by  pastors  and  ordinary  missionaries. 
We  have  already  double  the  number  of  fields  explored  that  we 
can  supply.  The  funds,  probably,  could  be  obtained  at  once,  but 
where  are  the  men? 

6.     The  Debt  of  ike  Board. 

In  1873  we  reported  our  debt,  due  to  the  missionaries,  as  $500. 
In  1874  this  had  increased  to  $1,150.  The  debt  is  now  about 
11,400. 

7.     Conclusion. 

In  conclusion,  the  President  of  the  Board  desires  to  say,  that 
hanng  served  the  Church  faithfully  for  three  years  past,  in  this 
Teiy  onerous  and  delicate  office,  he  must  beg  hereafter  to  be 
rtHetedfrom  acting  as  a  member  of  the  Board.  He  feels  it  his 
duty  to  insist  upon  this.  Other  hands  must  now  take  up  the 
work,  and  carry  it  forward.  If  carried  forward  in  the  same 
gj^eral  direction  as  during  the  past  five  years,  it  cannot  fail  to 
^d  greatly  in  extending  the  borders  of  the  Reformed  Church, 
^d  the  upbuilding  of  the  Kingdom  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

The  Board  of  Church  Erection  of  the  Ohio  Synod  of  the 
Reformed  Church,  elected  at  the  last  meeting  of  said  Synod,  at 
Wooster,  would  report  that  the  Board  organized  b}'  the  election 
t>f  the  following  officers : 

Rev.  Henry  M.  Herman,  President, 
Rev.  David  Van  Home,  Secretary. 
Rev.  John  Kuelling,  Treasurer. 

During  the  year  the  Board,  through  a  committee,  prepared  a 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  its  government.  This  was  a  work 
of  great  importance,  and  with  a  sense  of  the  responsibility  rest- 
ing upon  the  committee,  the  work  was  undertaken  and  com- 
pleted. As  the  result  of  this  undertaking,  the  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  are  herewith  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  Synod. 

Thus  far,  but  little  has  been  accomplished  by  the  Board,  inas- 
much as  the  contributions  to  its  funds  have  been  so  very  meagre. 
Notwithstanding  the  appeals  made  through  our  periodicals,  and 
the  acknowledged  importance  of  the  work  undertaken  by  this 
Board,  not  quite  $200  have  been  contributed.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  in  the  future  a  more  earnest  and  active  interest  will  be 
manifested  in  this  important  church  work.

CONSTITUTION    OF    BOARD    OF    CHURCH    ERECTION    OF    OHIO    6TNOD, 
AS   ADOPTED   BT  THE   SYNOD   DURING   ITS  FRESENT   SESSIONS: 

Article  T. — This  incorporation  shall  be  known  as  the  Board  of 
Church  Erection  of  the  Ohio  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
the  United  States. 

Art.  II. — Its  object  shall  be  to  secure  suitable  sites  for  church 
purposes,  by  legal  title  in  the  Reformed  Church,  and  to  aid  feeble 
congregations  in  erecting  necessary  houses  of  worship. 

Art.  III. — The  Board  shall  consist  of  five  members,  elected  by 
the  Ohio  Synod  at  its  annual  meetings;  and  its  officers  shall 
consist  of  a  President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings,  and  present 
a  report  of  the  actions  of  the  Board  to  the  Synod  at  its  regular 
annual  meeting.  Tlie  Secretary  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of 
all  the  proceedings  of  the  Board.  And  the  Treasurer  shall  take 
possession  of  all  the  funds,  and  pay  them  out  as  directed  by  a 
majority  of  the  Board,  or  make  whatever  disposition  of  the 
funds  as  may  be  designated  by  the  donors,  and  make  a  full 
report  of  all  moneys  received  or  paid  out  during  the  year  to 
the  Synod  at  Its  annual  meeting. 
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Art  IV. — All  funds  and  securities  committed  to  this  Board 
shall  be  regarded  and  held  as  a  special  trust;  no  part  of  them, 
nor  Kny  additions  which  may  be  hereafter  received,  shall  ever  be 
used  for  any  other  purpose  than  that  of  aiding  feeble  congre- 
gations in  securing  building  lots  and  erecting  houses  of  worship, 
except  so  much  as  ma}'  be  absolutel}'  necessary  to  defray  the 
expenses  incident  to  the  administration  of  this  plan. 

Art  V. — The  funds  and  securities  which  may  come  into  the 
custody  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  and  used  in  two  separate 
departments.  The  first  department  shall  include  all  moneys, 
notes,  deeds  or  bequests,  designated  as  a  Permanent  Fund, 
which  shall  be  ^afely  invested  by  the  Board,  and  the  interest 
thereof  only  used  from  year  to  3*ear. 

Five  hundred  dollars,  or  more,  contributed  at  one  time  by 
any  individual,  family,  or  congregation,  shall  constitute .  a  sep- 
arate loan  fund  in  this  department,  which  shall  bear  the  name  of 
the  contributor  or  contributors,  or  such  name  as  they  shall 
designate. 

Any  part  of  this  Permanent  Fund  shall  never  be  donated  for 
*ny  purpose  or  used  for  current  expenses,  but  shall  be  a  per- 
petual fund,  to  be  loaned  in  aid  of  church  erection,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board.*  The  Second  department  shall  include 
^1  moneys  not  designated  as  Permanent  Fund,  which  shall  be 
held  for  the  immediate  use  of  the  Board  in  meeting  its  current 
expenses  from  year  to  year. 

Art  yi.--^The  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  Board,  for  the 
^option  of  the  reports  of  its  officers,  shall  be  held  previous 
to  each  annual  meeting  of  S3'nod;  and  the  newl^'-elected  mem- 
hen  shall  meet  and  organize  during  the  sessions  of  Synod, 
or  as  early  as  possible  after  the  adjournment  of  Synod. 

Art  VII. — This  Board  shall  elect  its  own  officers,  have 
anthority  to  adopt  By-Laws  in  harmony  with  this  Constitution, 
And  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  interest  and  work  of  church 
erection  within  the  bounds  of  the  Ohio  Synod. 

Art  VIII. — All  applications  for  aid  from  the  funds  under  the 
<^ntrol  of  the  Board  must  give  explicit  answers  to  the  following 
-questions: 

(1.)  Describe  the  location  of  the  house  or  site  for  its 
erection. . 

(1)  State  how  many  families  or  persons  propose  to  unite  in 
building  the  house  of  worship,  and  what  proportion  of  them 
*fc  members  of  the  Reformed  ChurA. 

(3.)  What  description  of  house  do  3'ou  proiK)se  to  build,  its 
**timated  and  probable  cost  (or  a  description  of  the  cost  of  the 
house  and  lot  owned  by  the  congregation,  if  it  have  one.) 
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(4.)  Give  the  amoant  of  reliable  subscriptions  which  hftve 
been  obtained,  and  how  much  has  been  paid  thereon.  Has  the 
congregation  any  other  financial  investments,  prospects,  or 
resources?  if  so,  describe  them. 

(5.)  State  whether  the  congregation  is  in  debt,  and  if  so  to 
what  amount,  and  when  the  same  becomes  due. 

(6.)  Give  any  other  facts  which  may  aid  the  Board  in  judging 
of  the  merits  of  the  application. 

(7.)  Accompany  the  application  with  evidence  that  the  title 
to  the  lot  on  which  the  house  is  built,  or  is  to  be  built,  is  vested 
in  said  congregation,  and  is  free  from  all  legal  incumbrance  and 
liability. 

Art.,  IX.  The  Board  shall  never  donate  investments  unless 
congregations  own  in  fee  simple  and  free  from  all  legal  incum- 
brance the  lot  on  which  the  house  is  built,  or  which  they  pro- 
pose to  build;  nor  shall  any  donation  be  made  for  the  payment 
of  any  debt  except  that  which  may  have  been  contracted  within 
one  year  previous  in  erecting  a  house  of  worship.  The  sum 
donated  shall  never  be  more  than  one-third  of  the  amount  con- 
tributed and  secured  by  them  for  thethouse  and  lot  If  the 
church  or  congregation  shall  cease  relations  to  the  Synod  (this 
shall  not  be  construed  as  sanctioning  any  estrangement  of 
property,  however,)  or  corporate  existence  cease,  or  house  of 
worship  be  alienated  except  for  building  or  purchase  of  a  better 
one,  they  shall  refund  the  full  amount  received,  with  interest 
fVom  the  time  of  receiving  it 

The  fulfillment  of  the  above  conditions  shall,  in  all  cases,  be 
secured  by  the  bond  of  the  trustees  of  the  congregation,  and  a 
mortgage  on  their  house  and  lot  made  in  favor  of  the  Board, 
which  bond,  duly  executed  and  recorded,  shall  always  be  placed 
in  the  possession  of  the  Board  before  any  money  is  paid  over 
to  the  congregation.  While  this  bond  is  held  only  as  a  legal 
security  against  the  alienation  or  forfeiture  of  property  from  the 
Reformed  Church,  yet  it  is  understood  that  a  moral  obligation 
rests  upon  congregations  thus  assisted  to  refund  the  money 
advanced  bv  the  Board  in  contributions  to  its  current  fund  for 
the  help  of  other  feeble  and  struggling  congregations. 

Art.  X. — This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended 
except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Synod.

The  Standing  Committee  on  Home  Missions  submittted  the 
following  report,  which  was  received,  amended,  and,  together 
^th  the  preceding  reports,  including  the  Constitntion  of  the 
Board  of  Church  Erection,  adopted : 

Your  committee  would  present   the   following    report: 

All  papers  coming  into  our  hands  have  been  carefully  exam- 
ined; and  as  the  whole  missionary  worlc  is  presented  by  the 
Presidents  of  the  Boards  of  Home  Missions  and  of  Church  Erec- 
tion, and  as  these  reports  will  go  before  the  people,  our  only 
^Qty  is  to  report  resolutions  for  the  action  of  Synod.  The 
indebtedness  of  the  Board  has  rapidly  accumulated,  until  we 
find  that,  as  now  reported  by  the  Treasurer,  it  is  $1,510  98. 

The  Synod  will  see  the  absolute  necessity  of  making  such 
provisions  as  not  only  to  meet  the  current  expenses,  but  also  to 
liquidate  the  indebtedness  of  the  Board.    We  therefore  present 
for  adoption  the  following  resolutions :

Resolved^  That  the  Board  of  Publication  be  instructed  to 
establish  in  the  Christian  World  a  Missionary  Department, 
wherein  all  matters  pertaining  to  this  part  of  the  Churoh*s  work 
may  be  presented  to  the  people. 

Besolved,  That  the  thanks  of  Synod  are  due  to  the  Rev.  J.  H. 
Good,  D.  D.,  President  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  for  the 
faithful  and  efficient  manner  of  conducting  this  department  of 
the  Church's  work. 

Resolved,  That  Synod  commends  the  Board  of  Church  Erection 
to  the  liberality  of  all  her  i^eople. 

Resolved^  That  the  appointment  of  a  Superintendent  of  Mis- 
sions be  referred  to  the  Boards  of  Missions  and  Church  Erection.

CHUBCH   OOTSBNMEKT. 

Organisation  of  Cincinnati  and  Kansas  Classes. 

The  Committee  on  Overtures,  at  the  opening  of  the  morning 
^session  of  the  second  day  (Thursday)  of  the  sessions,  reported 
in  item  1,  that  the  Cincinnati  Classis,  organized  March  8,  1875, 
officiftlly  requested  this  Synod  to  recognize  the  organization  and 
sanction  the  proceedings,  and  admit  its  delegates  to  seats;  and, 
in  item  2,  that  the  Classis  of  Kansas,  having  been  organized 
April  14, 1875,  according  to  the  action  and  authority  of  the  last 
Synod,  requested  this  Synod  to  recognize  the  organization  and 
ntify  the  proceedings,  and  admit  its  delegates  to  seats. 

Moreover,  the  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Classis,  at  the  opening 
of  the  afternoon  session  of  the  second  day  of  the  sessions,  re- 
ported  in  item  1,  that  Miami  Classis  had  dismissed  certain  minis- 
ten  and  charges,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a  Grerman  Classis, 
filing  the  time  and  place  to  efibct  such  organization,  and  ap- 
pobtiDg  a  person  to  preside  at  its  organization. 

These  items  were  referred  to  a  Special  Committee,  consistijag 
•of  BsvB.  Samuel  B.  Yockey,  John  &.  Skinner,  and  Elder  Lewis 
Keller.  This  committee,  during  the  same  afternoon  session, 
sQbmitted  the  following  report,  which  was  received  and  adc^ted : 

The  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  all  the  papers 
bearing  on  the  formation  of  tiew  Classes  within  the  bounds  of 
the  Ohio  Synod,  after  examining  all  the  papers  coming  into 
their  hands,  beg  leave  to  report: 

1.  That  the  ministers,  together  with  certain  congregations, 
dismissed  by  Miami  Classis,  have  formed  themselves  into  a 
Classis  to  be  styled  the  Cincinnati  Classis,  and  that  all  the 
necessary  constitutional  conditions  have  been  complied  with; 
therefore, 

Btiolved,  That  the  said  proceedings  be  and  are  hereby  con- 
Armed  by  Synod* 

2.  That  the  Synod  having  authorized  ministers  and  congre- 
gations in  the  States  of  Kansas,  Missouri,  and  Colorado,  to  form 
themselves  into  a  Classis,  to  be  known  as  the  Classis  of  Kansas, 
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it  is  found  that  these  congregations  and  ministers  have  formed 
themselves  into  a  Classis,  as  above  named,  complying  with  all 
the  conditions  of  the  constitution.  We  find  this  irregularity, 
that  instead  of  meeting  at  Hiairatha,  November  14,  1874,  as 
directed  by  Synod,  they  met  at  Wathena,  Kansas,  April  14, 
1875.  Nevertheless,  in  view  of  the  peculiar  circumstances  in  the 
case,  we  recommend  the  following  action : 

Be9olved^  That  the  action  respecting  the  formation  of  the 
Classis  of  Kansas  is  hereby  confirmed  by  the  Synod.

St.  John's  CUuwU  DlsmlMed  to  Synod  of  N.  W* 

The  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Classes,  during  the  morning 
session  of  the  third  day  of  the  sessions,  reported  in  item  15, 
that  St  John's  Classis. (a)  adhered  to  its  plan  of  forming  a

World,  were  taken  into  consideration,  and  upon  resolution,  a 
circular  was  issued  in  the  name  of  the  Board,  urging  upon 
pastors  and  members  of  the  Reformed  Church  an  increase  of 
effort  for  the  circulation  of  the  paper. 

A  second  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  Dayton,  on  April

pointed to  report  on  the  matter  ef  founding  a  Printing  Estab- 
lishment, at  this  session,  the  Board  has  nothing  further  to  sug-

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This  statement,  together  with  the  aforesaid  items,  was  adopt- 
ed, and  then,  with  the  whole  matter  involved,  referred  to  a 
special  Committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  Joseph  A.  Keller,  Charles 
W.  Hoyman,  and  Elder  Lewis  A.  Kemp.  This  Committee 
submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  received  and  abopted: 

Your  Committee  on  the  subject  of  the  German  Liturgy  has 
examined  the  Minutes  of  the  Ohio  Synod,  and  also  those  of  the 
North-western  Synod,  and  find : 

1.  That  the  North-western  Synod,  in  the  year  1870,  adopted 
a  resolution  requesting  the  Synod  of  Ohio  to  co-operate  with 
the  North-western  Synod  in  the  translation  and  publioation  of 
the  German  Liturgy.  The  Ohio  Synod  responded  to  this 
request  by  resolving^  "that  we  unite  with  the  North-western 
Synod  in  bringing  out  the  Western  Liturgj-  in  the  Gerinan 
language,  and  that  the  Revs.  Herman  Kortheuer  and  John 
Kuelling  be  appointed  members  of  the  Committee."  The  later 
Minutes  of  the  two  Synods  do  not  contain  anything  that  bears 
materiallj*  on  the  subject  in  hand.  The  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  Ohio  Synod  shared  the  labor  of 
translation  and  publication  to  the  close  of  the  work. 

Nothing  appears  on  the  Minutes  of  either  Synod  to  show  in 
what  proportion  this  Synod  should  share  in  bearing  the  cost  of 
publication,  and  in  subsequent  profits.  Your  Committee  as- 
sumes, however,  that  each  Synod  is  to  bear  half  the  expense, 
and  receive  half  of  the  profits.  This  view  is  confirmed  by  the 
report  under  consideration. 

2.  In  as  far  as  your  Committee  has  the  means  of  ascertaining, 
the  financial  statement  of  the  report  is  correct.  The  following 
resolutions,  deduced  from  the  preceding  facts,  are  offered  for 
adoption : 

Besolvedy  That  the  thanks  of  this  Synod  are  heartily  tendered 
to  the  Committee  for  their  efi3cient  and  faithful  labors  rendered 
in  the  translation  and  publication  of  the  German  Liturgy.

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2.     Unylish  Liturgy. 

The  following  report,  in  regard  to  the  English  Liturgy,  wag 
received  and  adopted : 

Having  been  requested  by  the  Sj'nod  one  year  ago  to  report 
respecting  the  publication  of  the  Liturgy,  I  would  state  that  the 
book  was  published  according  to  instructions,  and  has  had  as 
wide  a  circulation  as  could  have  been  expected.  A  request 
having  been  made  by  a  number  of  persons  to  have  Family 
Prayers  added,  a  second  edition  was  accordingly  published  in 
1871,  which  contributed  greatly  to  its  sale.  The  expense  in- 
curred in  its  publication  has  not  been  fully  met  This  is  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  publisher  had  too  large  an  edition  printed 
in  the  start,  and  put  the  wholesale  price  too  low,  according  to 
the  price  of  publication.  This  had  made  it  necessary  to  pay 
interest  from  the  time  the  book  was  published.  The  present 
debt  is  $354.  As  an  offset  to  this,  there  are  books  in  the  hands 
of  ministers  to  the  amount  of  $200,  and  a  sufficient  number  still 
on  hand  to  pay  the  balance  of  the  debt.  The  Synod  should,, 
however,  at  once  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  above  sum,  and 
thus  cancel  the  debt.

VI.    Certain  duties  required  of  the  Stated  Clerk. 

The  Stated  Clerk  submitted  the  following  report^  which  was. 
received  and  adopted : 

In  regard  to  the  several  matters  referred  to  in  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes,  under  item  6,  and  which 
imposed  certain  duties  upon  me  as  Stated  Clerk,  I  would  report: 

a).     That  in  regard  to  the  blank  Certificates  of  Licensure  and 
Ordination,  I  can  only  report  progress,  and  ask  to  be  continued. 

6).  That  the  historical  addresses  delivered  before  the  last 
Synod,  aa  semi-centennial  papers  (by  Dr.  Reiter  and  Dr.  Good), 
were  not,  as  directed,  embodied  in  the  printed  Minutes,  nor 
published  in  separate  pamphlet  form.  After  the  adjournment 
of  Synod,  there  seemed  to  be  some  dissatisfaction  with  the 
action  of  Synod  respecting  the  publication  of  the  semi-centennial 
papers,  and  thei  expressed  wishes  of  many  were  that,  according 
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to  the  original  proposition  of  the  Greneral  Committee,  all  the 
said  papers  should  be  published  in  book  form.  It  was  therefore 
agreed  to  carry  into  effect  the  original  proposition  by  individual 
enterprise,  with  such  additional  matter  as  might  be  suitable.. 
This  arrangement,  which  is  to  culminate  in  due  course  of  time 
in  &  Semi-centennial  Memorial  Volume,  it  was  believed,  would 
giTe  the  most  general  satisfaction,  and  meet  the  wishes  of  the 
friends  of  the  semi-centennial  movement. 

c).  That  as  the  Essays,  which  were  read  before  the  last 
Sjsod,  on  Foreign  Missions,  Church  Extension,  Beneficiary 
Edac&tion,  and  Christian  Benevolence,  were  ordered  to  ''be 
included  among  the  semi-centennial  papers,**  they  were  not 
published  in  the  Christian  World,  but  will  also  appear  in  the 
proposed  Semi-centennial  Memorial  Volume. 

d).  That  as  Stated  Clerk,  and  in  accordance  with  instructions,. 
I  had  1,400  copies  of  the  Minutes  of  the  last  Synod  published 
in  the  usual  form,  and  distributed  among  those  entitled  to 
receive  them.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Semi-Centennial  Papers,  4^c. 

The  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Synod,  during  the  afternoon 
session  of  the  second  day  (Thursday)  of  the  sessions,  in  item 
10,  reported  that  a  Committee  was  appointed  on  semi-centennial 
papers  and  to  report  to  this  Synod.  This  Committee,  during 
the  morning  session  of  the  sixth  day  (Monday)  of  the  sessions, 
sabmitted  the  following  report,  which  was  received  and  adopted  i 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  Synod,  to  whom  were 
to  be  referred  all  papers  and  reports  of  congregations  and 
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charges  having  a  bearing  on  the  semi-ceutennial  movement, 
would  respectfully  report: 

That  they  have  attended  to  the  duty  assigned  them,  and  that 
the  matter  to  be  reported  upon  impliedly  includes  three  par- 
ticulars, namely:  1)  the  general  aspect  of  the  movement  as  far 
as  it  has  been  carried  out,  2)  the  papers  presented,  and  3)  the 
free-will  offerings  made. 

1.  The  general  aspect  of  the  semi-centennial  movement, 
when  brought  under  brief  review,  indicates  that  the  most  of  the 
Classes  adopted  proper  and  favorable  action;  that  ihany  of  the 
pastors  and  congregations  within  the  bounds  of  Synod  regarded 
the  occasion  with  appropriate  religious  services,  and  observed 
the  last  Sunday  in  the  year  1874  as  a  day  of  thanksgiving  and 
praise;  that,  in  many  instances,  important  historical  events 
pertaining  to  the  interests  of  the  Reformed  Church  were  re- 
viewed with  profit,  while  pleasant  reminiscences  loomed  up  to 
cheer  the  heart;  that  the  movement,  as  a  whole,  has  led  to  a 
more  earnest  study  and  a  clearer  knowledge  of  the  history  of  the 
Ohio  Synod  and  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  West;  and  that 
there  is  great  cause  for  cherishing  the  memory  of  our  pioneer 

J'athersy  and  for  gratefully  remembering  that  it  is  largely  owing 
to  their  self-denial  and  toil  that  we  as  a  Church  are  enabled  to 
rejoice  in  our  present  inheritance,  prosperity  and  enjoyment. 

2.  The  preparation  of  papers  and  reports  of  congregations 
and  charges,  as  well  as  the  fiimishing  of  historical  material, 
has  been  attended  to  in  part,  but  not  as  generally  as  desired. 
This,  on  the  one  hand,  is  perhaps  owing  to  some  degree  of 
indifference  and  neglect,  and,  on  the  other,  to  the  fact  that  many 
•of  the  congregations  through  their  respective  pastors  or  officers 
prepared  similar  papers  during  the  Tercentenary  Movement  in 
1863,  and  therefore  regarded  the  work  as  unnecessary  or  super- 
fluous. It  is  not  deemed  necessary  to  give  a  detailed  statement 
here  of  the  papers  received,  but  they,  according  to  synodical 
•direction,  will  be  arranged  and  deposited  in  the  Theological 
Seminary  Library  at  Tiffin.  And  all  such  papers,  held  either  by 
persons  or  congregations,  should  at  once  be  forwarded  to  the 
undersigned. 

3.  The  giving  of  free-will  offerings,  as  appears  from  the  few 
papers  furnished,  and  also  from  the  Reports  of  the  Treasurers 
of  the  several  Boards  of  Synod,  was  made  in  many  congrega- 
tions a  part  of  the  observance  of  the  semi-centennial  anniver- 
sary; but  as,  in  the  most  of  cases,  the  amounts  contributed  have 
not  been  reported  to  the  Committee,  it  is  difficult  to  arrive  at  a 
definite  conclusion  respecting  the  general  aggregate  of  the  semi- 
cetennial  fund,  and  the  particular  amounts  appropriated  to  the 
several  objects  designated.  There  were,  however,  liberal  contri- 
butions made  and  the  money  properly  a^^lied,  with  fair  pros- 
pects  of  good  results. 
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• 

Moreover,  it  nrnst  be  borne  in  mind,  that  the  movement  from 
the  start  was  designed  to  be  in  its  nature  and  intention  historical, 
commemorative  and  religious,  rather  than  of  a  financial  charac- 
ter. Under  this  aspect,  the  movement  has  proved  successful 
and  accomplished  a  good  end.  Hence,  with  gratitude  for  the  real- 
ization of  the  Divine  favor  in  the  past  and  for  the  encouragement 
of  the  present,  let  us,  with  trust  in  God,  be  inspired  with  courage 
and  hope  respecting  the  future.  Let  the  work  assigned  us  in 
''our  day  and  generation'*  be  done  with  fidelity  and  dispatch. 
Let  us  hope  and  pray  for  the  prosperity  of  Zion,  and  for  the 
revelation  of  great  results  fifty  years  hence,  when  the  labors  of 
the  intervening  years  shall  be  brought  under  review  in  the  light 
and  research  of  the  activities  and  rejoicings  of  the  centennial 
anniversary  of  the  Ohio  Synod.

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  Synod  on  the  revision  of  the 
Standing  Rules  of  Synod,  to  which  reference  is  made  in  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  in  item  6,  presented  their  re- 
port, which  was  read  and  is  as  follows : 


The  Committee  appointed  in  1875  to  revise  and  improre  tne 
^'Standing  Rules  of  Synod,"  would  respectfully  report: 

That  they,  after  due  examination,  found  that  the  old  rules,  adopted 
in  1850,  were  not  sufficiently  full  in  scope  and  detail  to  admit  of  a 
mere  revision,  and,  therefore,  they  availed  themselves  of  material 
drawn  from  the  hest  published  sources,  and  in  a  great  measure  pro- 
duced a  new  code  of  rules.  These  rules,  after  considerable  research 
and  critical  comparison,  have  been  carefully  prepared,  and  arranged 
under  appropriate  headings,  with  the  view  of  simplification  and  con- 
venience of  reference. 

'  Moreover,  with  the  design  of  bringing  into  full  harmony  the 
arranged  order  of  the  printed  Minutes  of  Synod,  with  the  order  of 
business  proposed  in  these  rules,  the  Committee  have  also  prepared 
a  corresponding  Lemmata,  And  these  Rules  of  Order,  together 
with  the  annexed  Lemmata,  are  herewith  submitted  and  recom- 
mended to  Synod  for  adoption.

RULES   OF   ORDER. 

The  Organization  of  Synod. 

Abtigle  I.  The  business  of  every  session  shall  be  opened  with 
singing  and  prayer,  or  an  invocation;  and  every  session  shall  be 
closed  with  appropriate  religious  services. 

Art.  II.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  precisely  at  the  hour 
to  which  the  Synod  stands  adjourned;  shall  immediately  call  the 
members  to  order;  and,  having  opened  the  meeting  in  due  form, 
shall  ascertain  whether  a  quorum  is  present. 

Art.  III.  If  a  quorum  be  assembled  at  the  hour  appointed,  and 
the  President  be  absent,  the  Synod  shall  appoint  a  President  pro 
^  •     tem. 

Art.  IV.  If  a  quorum  be  not  assembled  at  the  hour  appointed, 
any  two  members  shall  be  competent  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time, 
so  that  an  opportunity  may  be  given  for  a  quorum  to  assemble. 

Art.  V.  The  Synod,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  preceding 
Synod,  shall  meet  at  its  annual  sessions  on  the  appointed  day  at 
seven  o'clock  in  the  evening,  for  the  purpose  of  organization,  and 
the  opening  sermon  shall  be  preached  by  the  retiring  President  (or 


by  some  minister  appointed  by  him  or  by  the  Synod)  on  the  second 

evening. 

Abt.  VI  The  Synod,  immediately  after  it  has  completed  its  or- 
ganization, shall  define  the  limits  which  shall  constitute  the  bar  of 
the  hooae,  and  no  member  shall  be  allowed  to  take  part  in  the  dis- 
cussion, or  to  vote  on  any  question,  who  is  not,  at  the  time,  within 
these  limits. 

TUhe  Order  of  Business. 

Art.  VII.  The  Synod  shall  proceed  in  its  business  in  such  order 
as  shaU  conform,  as  nearly  as  possible,  to  the  following  Lemmata :

Art.  VIII.  The  business  referred  to  Standing  Committees  shall 
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have  the  preeedenee,  excepting  subjects  which  may  have  been  as- 
signed to  some  particular  hour. 

Abt.  IX.  Business  left  unfinished  at  a  preceding  session  shall  be 
ordinarily  first  taken  up  at  the  succeeding  one. 

Art.  X.  After  the  first  day,  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  day 
shall  be  read  each  morning,  corrected,  if  necessary,  and  approved. 
After  the  minutes  have  been  read  (or  corrected),  the  President  will 
say:  '^ Shall  the  minutes  (as  corrected)  be  approved?''  If  no  ob- 
jections be  made,  he  vrill  declare  the  minutes  approved. 

The  IhUies  of  the  Officers, 

Art.  XL  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  at  all  times,  to 
preserve  order  and  guard  against  the  violation  of  the  Constitution, 
or  the  established  Rules  of  Order;  to  keep  notes  of  such  items  of 
business  as  have  been  deferred  or  assigned  to  particular  days  or 
times,  and  to  call  them  up  at  the  time  appointed ;  to  appoint  all 
committees,  except  in  those  cases  in  which  the  Synod  shall  decide 
otherwise ;  and  to  conduct  all  businens  before  Synod  to  a  speedy  and 
proper,  conclusion. 

Art.  XII.  The  Presidenjb  may  speak  with  regard  to  points  of 
order  in  preference  to  other  members,  rising  from  his  seat  for  that 
purpose,  and  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal 
to  the  Synod,  which  may  be  taken  by  any  member,  with  a  second. 
In  this  case,  the  member  appealing  may  briefly  state  the  grounds  of 
his  appeal,  and  the  President  may  briefly  reply;  whereupon  the 
question  shall  be  put  in  the  following  form :  Shall  the  decision  of 
the  Chair  be  sustained?  and  this  motion  shall  be  decided  by  a  ma- 
jority of  votes. 

Art.  XIII.  The  President,  during  the  sessions,  shall  have  the 
right  to  name  any  member  to  act  for  him,  but  this  substitution  shall 
not  extend  beyond  the  first  adjournment. 

Art.  XIY.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Stated  Clerk,  as  soon  as 
possible  after  the  opening  of  the  Synod,  to  form  a  complete  roll  of 
the  members  present,  and  put  the  same  into  the  hands  of  the  Presi- 
dent; to  keep  a  faithfiil  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Synod;  to 
read  all  the  papers  handed  him  by  the  President  for  that  purpose ; 
and  to  file  all  papers  in  the  order  in  which  they  have  been  read,  with 
proper  indorsements. 

Art.  XV.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  all  cor- 


respoodenee  of  the  Synod,  and  immediately  upon  the  appointment 
of  any  committee  famish  the  Chairman  with  a  list  of  the  names  of 
the  memhers  thereof. 

Buies  of  Order  Broperm 

Art.  XVT.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  the  members 
shall  at  once  come  to  order,  and,  during  the  transaction  of  business, 
they  shall  not  indulge  in  conversation,  nor  shall  one  member  address 
himself  to  another,  or  to  any  one  present,  in  a  debate,  except  through 
the  President. 

Art.  XYII.  Every  member,  when  speaking,  shall  address  him- 
self to  the  President,  and  shall  treat  his  fellow-members,  and  espe- 
cially the  President,  with  decorum  and  respect,  confining  himself  to 
the  subject  io  debate,  and  carefully  avoiding  all  personalities. 

Art.  XVIII.  When  any  member,  in  the  course  of  debate,  shall 
gpeak  out  of  order,  or  deviate  from  the  subject  under  consideration, 
or  at  any  time  act  disorderly,  it  shall  be  the  privilege  of  any  mem- 
ber, and  the  duty  of  the  President,  to  call  him  to  order. 

Art.  XIX.  No  speaker  shall  be  interrupted,  except  by  his  own 
permisBion,  unless  he  be  out  of  order,  or  for  correcting  mistakes  or 
misrepresen  tations. 

Art.  XX.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice,  on  any 
motion,  without  the  permission  of  the  Synod. 

Art.  XXI.  When  more  than  one  member  shall  rise  to  speak  at 
the  same  time,  the  member  who  is  first  recognized  by  the  President 
shall  speak. 

Art.  XXII.  When  more  than  three  members  shall  be  standing  at 
the  .same  time,  the  President  shall  require  all  to  teke  their  seats,  ex- 
cept the  person  entitled  to  the  floor. 

Art.  XXIII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  any  session 
of  the  Synod,  nor  withdraw  during  the  sessions  without  permission 
from  the  President;  and  if  any  member  leave  before  the  final  ad- 
journment, or  return  home  without  the  consent  of  the  Synod,  he 
shall  incur  censure,  unless  excused  by  the  Synod. 

Art.  XXIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Synod, 
niilees  it  is  seconded,  and,  when  required  by  the  President  or  any 
member,  reduced  to  writing ;  and  debate  can  not  proceed  thereon 
Mtil  the  President  has  distinctly  stated  the  question  to  the  house. 

Art.  XXV.  Any  member  who  shall  have  made  a  motion    shall 
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have  the  liberty  to  withdraw  it,  with  the  consent  of  his  second,  be- 
fore debate  has  taken  place  thereon,  and  before  it  has  been  amended; 
but  not  afterward,  without  leave  of  the  Synod. 

Art.  XXVI.  When  a  motion  is  regularly  before  the  Synod,  it 
must  be  put  to  a  vote,  unless  it  be  withdrawn,  or  laid  on  the  table, 
or  postponed. 

Art.  XXVII.  If  a  motion  under  debate  contains  several  parts, 
any  member  may  call  for  a  division,  and  may  have  the  question 
taken  on  each  part  separately. 

Art.  XXVII  I.  When  the  President  has  begun  to  take  the  vote, 
no  further  debate  shall  be  admitted,  unless  it  appears  that  a  mistake 
has  occurred,  in  which  case  the  mistake  shall  be  corrected,  and  the 
President  shall  again  commence  taking  the  vote. 

Art.  XXIX.  When  a  vote  is  taken  by  ballot,  the  President 
shall  vote  with  the  other  members ;  but  he  shall  not  vote  in  any 
other  case,  unless  the  Synod  shall  be  equally  divided,  when,  if  he 
do  not  choose  to  vote,  the  question  shall  be  lost. 

Art.  XXX.  No  member  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  a  protest 
against  any  decision  of  the  Synod ;  but  if  he  feel  himself  aggrieved 
by  any  decision,  the  yeas  and  riays  in  the  case  shall  be  recorded,  if 
he  require  it. 

Art.  XXXI.  A  question  shall  not  be  again  called  up  or  recon- 
sidered at  the  same  session  of  the  Synod  in  which  it  has  been  de- 
cided, unles^  the  motion  to  reconsider  be  made  and  seconded  by 
persons  who  voted  with  the  majority;  and  it  shall  require  two-thirds 
of  the  votes  to  sustain  the  motion  for  reconsideration. 

Art.  XXXII.  Members  ought  not,  without  weighty  reasons,  to 
decline  voting,  as  this  practice  might  leave  the  decision  of  very  im- 
portant questions  to  a  small  portion  of  the  Synod.  Silent  members, 
unless  excused  from  voting,  shall  be  considered  as  acquiescing  in  the 
vote  of  the  majority. 

Fi^viieged  Quesiiana  and  lneidenta4  Motions. 

Art.  XXXIII,  Questions  of  privihge  and  incidental  motions 
shall  be  in  order  when  they  arise,  and  shall  include  the  following : 
1 .  Motions  and  questions  relating  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the 
Synod,  or  of  its  members  individually ;  2.  Motions  for  the  orders  of 
the  day ;  3.  Questions  of  order ;  4.  Motions  for  the  reception  or 
reading  of  papers ;  5.  Leave  to  withdraw  motions  j  6.  Suspension  of 
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a  Rule  of  Order;  7.  Amendment  of  an  amendment.     All  of  these, 
except  the  last  three,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Art.  X'XXIY.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  mo- 
tion shall  be  entertained,  except  a  motion,  1.  To  adjourn ;  2.  To 
take  ft  recess ;  3.  To  lie  on  the  table ;  4.  To  take  the  previous  ques- 
tion ;  5.  To  postpone  to  a  definite  time ;  6.  To  refer  or  commit ;  7. 
To  amend ;  8.  To  postpone  indefinitely.  These  several  questions 
shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  named,  and  the  first  four  thereof 
shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Art.  XXXV.  The  following  motions  can  not  be  amended,  namely: 
1.  To  adjourn  (when  unqualified)  ;  2.  To  take  a  recess;  3.  For  the 
orders  of  the  day ;  4.  All  incidental  motions ;  5.  To  lie  on  the  table; 
6.  For  the  previous  question;  7.  An  amendment  of  an  amendment; 
8.  To  postpone  indefinitely ;  9.  To  reconsider. 

Art.'  XXXYI.  Afler  a  reasonable  time  has  been  allowed  for  the 
diacmsion  of  a  motion,  a  call  can  be  made  for  the  previous  question.. 
To  be  entertained,  the  call  must  be  seconded  by  at  least  ten  mem- 
bers rising  in  their  places  for  the  purpose,  and  it  shall  be  decided 
without  debate.  The  previous  question  shall  be  in  this  form  :  Shall 
the  main  question  be  now  put  ?  and  until  it  is  decided,  it  shall  pre- 
clude all  forther  amendment  or  debate  on  the  main  question.  The 
effect  of  this  motion,  when  sustained,  shall  be  to  bring  the  Synod  to 
a  direct  vote  on  all  the  amendments  then  pending,  in  their  proper 
order,  and  on  the  main  question  itself. 

Amendments* 

Art.  XXXVII.  Amendments  may  be  moved  to  any  motion  by 
omitting,  adding  or  substituting  words  or  sentences,  and  an  amend- 
ment to  an  amendment  is  in  order ;  but  every  amendment  must  be 
decided  in  regular  order  before  the  original  motion. 

FiUing  Bianks» 

Art.  XXXVIII.  When  different  motions  are  made,  with  respect  to 
the  filling  of  blanks  with  particular  numbers  and  times,  the  question 
:$hall  always  be  taken  first  on  the  largest  sum  or  number,  and  on  the 
longest  time. 

Cofnm^itiees. 

AaT.  XXXIX.  The  person  first  named  on  any  committee  (unless 
the  Q0Bunittee  shall  elect  its  own  Chairman)  shall  be  considered  the 
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Cbairman  thereof,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  convene  the  committee, 
and,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  the  second  named 
member  shall  take  his  place  and  perform  his  dnties.  When  a  com' 
mittee  is  divided  in  opinion,  and  a  majority  and  minority  report  are 
made,  both  may  be  read  and  received  at  the  discretion  of  the  Synod. 

Art.  XL.  The  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  always  report  a 
doable  set  of  names  of  all  officers,  trustees,  delegates,  etc.,  that  are 
to  be  elected  by  the  Synod,  and  report  as  early  in  the  sessions  as 
possible.  The  report  submitted  to  Synod  shall  be  open  to  amend- 
ment or  change. 

Bieetians. 

Art.  XLI  All  elections  of  officers,  delegates,  members  of  l^ards, 
etc.,  shall  be  held  at  such  time  as  the  Synod  may  decide,  and  shall 
be  by  ballot.  If,  on  the  first  ballot,  no  one  of  the  candidates  for  the 
same  office  has  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  given,  the  two  who  have 
received  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  again  be  proposed,  and 
the  election  repeated.  If  there  be  still  no  choice,  the  voting  shall 
be  repeated  until  one  of  them  shall  have  a  majority. 


Art.  XLII.  The  Synod  may  sit  in  private  on  business,  which,  in 
its  judgment,  ought  not  to  be  made  a  matter  of  public  discussion. 

Art.  XLII  I.  The  Synod  can  at  any  time,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority, 
resolve  itself  into  a  CummiUer  of  the  Whtfle,  for  the  consideration 
of  a  particular  subject,  in  which  case  the  President  shall  call  some 
other  member  to  the  chair.  In  this  case  members  can  speak  ofbencr 
than  twice ;  the  previous  question  can  not  be  moved ;  nor  the  yeas 
and  nays  be  called;  and  on  points  of  order  the  decision  of  the 
Chairman  shall  be  final 

Art.  XLIV.  The  President  of  the  preceding  Synod  shall  always 
be  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Sute  of  Religion,  and,  as  such, 
draw  up  the  report  of  religion  and  statistics,  and  submit  the  same 
to  Synod. 

Art.  XLV.  The  President,  in  connection  with  the  other  officers 
of  Synod,  may  change  the  place  and  tinte  of  the  meeting  of  Synod. 
when  any  unforeseen  circumstances  shall*  make  such  change  neces- 
sary, of  which  at  least  one  month's  notice  shall  be  given,  in  one  or 
more  of  the  papers  of  the  Church. 
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A&T.  XLYI.  At  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Synod,  after  ap- 
propriate religious  services,  the  President  shall  pronounce  the  Apos- 
tolic Benediction. 

A&T.  XLYII.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  observed 
bj  the  Ohio  Synod  in  the  transaction  of  its  business,  and,  in  all 
cases  not  provided  for  in  these  rules,  the  General  Rules  of  Deliberar 
tiTe  Bodies  in  the  United  States  shall  be  considered  as  in  force. 

A&T.  XLY III.  These  Rules  of  Order  may  be  altered  or  amended 
bj  tbe  Ohio  Synod,  at  any  annual  meeting,  by  a  majority  of  votes.

ARTICLE  XII. 

RELIGION  AND  MORALS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  and  Statistical 
Reports  presented  their  report,  which  was  received  and  adopted : 

Reverend  Fathers  and  Brethren  in  the  Lard: — Through  the 
abounding  love  and  mercy  of  the  great  Head  of  the  Church,  our 
Lord  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ,  we  are  permitted  to  meet  once 
more  in  our  annual  sessions. 

As  a  legitimate  member  of  the  mystical  body  of  our  blessed  Re- 
deemer, we  come  bearing  our  trophies  of  victory  from  the  battle- 
fields of  the  past.  Every  report  brings  the  encouraging  message 
of  the  manifest  presence  of  the  Holy  Ghost  accompanying  the 
labors  of  his  servants. 

From  this  fact  we  take  fresh  courage  to  enter  upon  the  duties 
before  us,  anticipating  greater  activities  and  more  signal  successes 
in  the  ftiture. 

The  various  reports  of  the  Classes  present  the  lights  and  shadows 
of  the  life  of  the  Church  Militant ;  and  from  them  we  learn  of  the 
weakness  and  strength,  faithfrilness  and  unfaithfulness,  of  those  who 
are  numbered  among  the  people  of  God  on  the  earth.  Opposition 
from  without  has  been  formidable.  Infidelity,  in  its  varied  forms, 
has  done  determined  battle — laying  well  its  plans,  and  directing 
with  consummate  skill  its  weapons.  Not  only  from  without,  but 
frbm  within,  has  there  been  earnest  opposition  to  the  onward 
work  of  the  Church — ^a  state  of  apathy    and   indifierenoe  on  the 
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part  of  many,  a  want  of  proper  appreciation  of  ^e  means  of 
grace,  love  of  the  world,  and  an  unwillingneBS  to  use  a  portion 
of  the  means  which  God  has  given  them  for  the  spread  of  the 
Redeemer's  kingdom,  thereby  withholding  from  the  Lord  and  his 
Chnreh  that  which  is  essential,  in  a  human  point  of  view,  to  its 
success. 

Yet,  notwithstanding  all  these  adverse  oirenmstanoes,  like  the 
bnrningbnsh  of  old,  the*  Church  is  unconsumed.  Tea,  progress 
has  been  made,  new  territory  has  been  added  to  our  domain,  old 
fields  have  prospered  and  been  strengthened,  new  churches  have 
been  built,  and  old  ones  have  put  on  new  garments  of  strength 
and  beauty,  and  many  souls  have  been  gathered  from  the  armies 
of  the  aliens  into  the  ranks  of  King  Immanuel. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  unusual  depression  in  the  outer 
world,  and  it  would  be  strange,  indeed,  if  the  effects  would  not 
be  manifest  in  the  Church.  There  has  been  financial  embarrass* 
ment  everywhere.  Many  of  the  wealthy  have  become  poor.  Our 
harvests  have,  in  a  great  measure,  failed  ;  and,  under  these  adverse 
eiroumstances,  it  should  not  be  surprising  if  our  treasuries  should 
fmi]  in  the  plentitude  of  their  resources.  Such  should  not  be  the 
ease,  however.  We  must  not  forget  the  fact  that  the  Church  has  a 
hunian  side.  Tet,  even  here,  we  take  courage.  Much  has  been 
done.  Our  people  have  been  liberal — as  much  so  as  in  former 
years,  indeed,  perhaps  more  so,  when  we  take  into  consideration 
the  condition  of  things  around  us — ^we  have  greater  blessings  to 
record  than  if  our  treasuries  were  overflowing  with  gold;  Ood 
has  blessed  us  even  far  beyond  the  wealth  of  the  whole  world  ;  he 
has  preserved  us  as  a  Church  ;  the  gates  of  hell  have  not  prevailed 
against  her ;  the  banner  of  the  Cross  still  waves  triumphantly 
apon  the  walls  of  Zion ;  even  as  the  mountains  are  around  about 
Jerusalem,  so  the  Lord  has  been  around  about  us.  We  have  cheer- 
ing news  from  our  pastors  of  the  ingathering  of  souls,  and  of  the  in- 
creased attendance  upon  the  means  of  grace ;  the  sacraments  have 
taken  a  higher  position  in  the  minds  of  the  people,  and  are  more 
highly-esteemed  and  appreciated  as  essential  in  the  economy  of 
man's  redemption.  No  longer  are  they  looked  upon  as  empty  signs 
only,  but  we  are  told  by  the  reports  that  they  are  esteemed  more 
and  more  as  precious  means  of  grace.  To  the  Lord  be  all  the 
pndse. 
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THX  StTNDAT-SOHOOL 

Is  evidently  taking  deeper  hold  of  the  Church,  and  the  import- 
ance of  this  department  of  Christian  activity  has  received  greater 
attention  than  formerly.  Many  precious  souls  have  heen  gathered 
from  the  fold  of  the  lambs  into  full  communion  with  the  Church. 

OATEGHISATION 

Is  becoming  general.  Every  report  speaks  encouragingly.  True, 
the  indifference  of  many  church-members  is  deplored,  yet  rejoicing 
is  manifest  because  that  many  are  coming  forward  with  their 
children  who  had  formerly  treated  this  time -honored  custom  with 
indifference.  May  God  hasten  the  day  when  it  shall  be  said 
that  there  is  not  a  congregation  within  our  bounds  that 
does  not  faithfully  indoctrinate  its  children  in  the  blessed  truths 
as  found  in  the  Heidelberg  Catechism.  Then  will  the  lamenta* 
tion  no  longer  come  up  to  us,  as  it  so  often  does,  of  indifference 
and  want  of  true  Christian  life.  There  is  a  healthy  growth  in 
this  direction,  and  because  of  it  we  have  great  reason  to  give  re- 
newed thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  the  outlook  for  a  healthy 
growth,  and  there  is  promise  of  an  abundant  harvest.  We  have 
not  yet  attained  the  full  measure  of  success,  but  have  approx- 
imated the  goal.     The  borders  of  the  land  of  promise  are  in  view. 

Health  has  prevailed  among  our  ministers,  but  few  having  been 
called  to  endure  affliction.  God  has  vouchsafed  health  and  strength 
to  his  servants  during  the  past  year,  for  which  we,  as  laborers  in  the 
vineyard,  have  special  cause  for  thanksgiving. 

Four  of  the  ministerial  workmen  have  ceased  from  their  labors, 
and  have  gone  to  that  blessed  reward,  to  which  the  Master  has  called 
them,  in  the  rest  that  remaineth  to  the  people  of  God.

AETICLE  XIII. 

MISSIONS. 
T.    The  Annual  BeportSm 

The  following  reports  were  received  and  referred : 

1.   Report  of  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  Ohw  ^whL 

The  Board  of  Missions  elected  by  the  last  Synod  was  organized 
veiy  soon  after  its  election.  Rev.  J.  H.  Good,  D.  D.,  having  de- 
clined to  serve  any  longer  as  the  President  of  the  Board,  the  under- 
signed* was  elected  to  this  important  position.  The  other  officers 
were  continued. 

The  Board  has  had  a  number  of  meetings  during  the  year,  and 
did  all  in  its  power,  by  private  correspondence  and  appeals  in  the 
papers  of  the  Church,  to  awaken  a  proper  interest  in  this 
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Any  one  acquainted  with  the  vast  extent  of  territory  embraced 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Ohio  Synod,  must  see  that  it  offers  a  wide 
and  enooun^ing  field  for  missionary  operations.  Our  people,  too, 
have  become  widely  scattered  over  the  West  in  search  of  comfort- 
able homes,  so  that  it  becomes  a  very  onerous  and  expensive  work  to 
supply  them  with  the  stated  means  of  grace.  Had  they  been  more 
considerate,  and  settled  in  the  same  or  adjoining  localities,  where 
they  might  have  been  supplied  by  a  single  minister,  it  would  be  com- 
paratively easy  to  secure  missionaries  for  them.  As  it  is,  many  min- 
isters and  a  large  amount  of  money  are  now  necessary  to  meet  their 
wants,  the  result  of  which  is  a  great  many  are  left  destitute.  This 
is  to  be  regretted,  as  there  is  in  this  way  a  great  loss  to  the  Church, 
and  many,  it  is  to  be  feared,  not  being  properly  cared  for,  lose  their 
interest  in  religious  matters  and  go  back  to  the  world. 

The  Board  seriously  regrets  the  comparatively  little  interest  which 
the  Church  seems  to  take  in  the  cause  of  missions.  Why  this  is  so 
it  is  hard  to  tell.  The  financial  embarrassment  of  the  times  has  un- 
doubtedly had  something  to  do  with  it.  Money  is  very  scarce  and 
hard  to  get.  Not  a  few  find  it  difficult  to  command  the  means  nec- 
essary to  meet  their  pressing  liabilities,  and,  therefore,  excuse  them- 
selves from  giving  upon  the  ground  that  they  have  not  the  money  to 
spare.  All  churches  feel  this  more  or  less,  and  complain  of  the  dif- 
ficulty they  have  to  carry  forward  the  benevolent  operations  of  the 
day  as  they  did  a  few  years  ago. 

But  admitting,  as  we  do,  that  the  stringency  of  the  times  has  had 
its  effect  in  curtailing  the  benevolent  contributions  of  the  Church, 
it  does  not  satisfactorily  account  for  the  general  apathy  that  prevails. 
Very  many  pastoral  charges  and  congregations  have  made  no  contri- 
bution at  all  to  missions  during  the  year,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  report 
of  the  Treasurer.  And  we  fear  that,  in  some  instances  at  least,  the 
cause  has  not  been  laid  before  the  people,  nor  have  they  been  asked  or 
urged  to  give.  Had  this  been  done,  there  is  every  reason  to  believe 
that  something  would  have  been  given.  As  a  general  thing,  our  peo- 
ple have  always  been  willing  to  do  their  duty  when  it  has  been  made 
plain  to  them.  And  we  are  inclined  to  the  belief  that  if  our  ministers 
or  brethren  had  stated  the  wants  and  perplexities  of  the  Board  to 
the  members  of  the  Church,  as  they  have  been  urgently  requested  to 
do,  our  treasury  would  not  be  in  the  sad  condition  it  is,  and  our  mission- 
aries would  have  been  saved  much  embarrassment  and  inconvenien  ce, 
as  they  would  have  received  their  appropriations  as  they  became  due. 
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We  are,  therefore,  compelled  to  state,  and  we  do  it  with  great  reluc- 
tance^ that  the  chief  cause  of  the  embarrassment  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions is  to  be  attributed  to  the  little  interest  which  many  of  the  min- 
isters of  the  Church  have  taken  in  the  cause  during  the  year.  This 
we  realize  is  a  very  serious  statement,  and  should  lead  to  the  inquiry 
why  it  is  so.  No  Church  can,  in  the  nature  of  the  case,  prosper  if 
her  ministers  are  not  interested  in  her  operations.  The  people  nat- 
urally and  properly  look  to  them  to  take  the  lead  in  these  matters 
and  to  make  them  acquainted  with  the  wants  of  the  Church.  If 
they  fail  to  do  this,  the  result  will  necessarily  be  what  we  have  ex- 
perienced, a  depleted  treasury. 

The  Board  has  not  been  able,  for  the  want  of  Ayids,  either  to 
liquidate  the  debt  due  last  year,  or  to  pay  the  appropriations  of  the 
missionaries  as  they  became  due.  The  debt  is  quite  large,  as  will  be 
seen  by  the  accompanying  report  of  the  Treasurer,  and  should  be 
paid  at  once.  In  several  instances  the  Board  was  compelled  to  bor- 
row money  which  should  be  paid  back  immediately  so  as  to  save  the 
credit  of  the  Church.  To  do  this  we  would  recommend  that  the 
entire  debt  be  apportioned  among  the  several  Classes,  and  that  they 
be  urged  to  hold  missionary  meetings  in  their  several  congregations 
as  soon  as  possible,  and  the  people  urged  to  contribute  liberally  to 
provide  for  the  same. 

That  the  Synod  may  see  what  the  Board  has  done  we  will  make  a 
statement  of  the  several  missions  under  our  care : 

1.  Denver  Oitjf,  Colorado, — ^Rev.  J.  A.  Keller  remains  in  connec- 
tion with  this  mission,  and  has  been  successful  in  reducing  the  debt 
of  the  Church  very  much  during  the  year.  The  visit  which  he 
made  to  churches  in  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania,  after  the  meeting  of 
the  Synod  of  Miamisburg,  was  very  successful  in  the  purpose 
for  which  it  was  made.  Liberal  contributions,  in  some  instances, 
were  made  for  the  relief  of  the  mission.  The  missionary  returned 
to  his  field  greatly  encouraged.  According  to  the  settlement  made  the 
Ist  day  of  April,  it  was  found  that  the  debt  of  April,  1875,  which 
was  t2,294.79,  was  reduced  to  $1,277.71,  being  a  little  over  $1,000. 
This  will  be  a  great  relief  to  the  mission,  and  must  make  all  con- 
nected with  it  much  more  hopeful.  The  missionary  writes  that 
there  remains  over  $300  in  pledges  and  subscriptions  unpaid.  This 
amount  should  be  paid  at  once  by  those  who  have  given  pledges.  The 
appropriation  to  this  mission  is  $400. 

Brown  Co.  Mission, — This  mission  was  without  a  pastor  for  some 
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time  until  tbe  Board  was  enabled  to  send  Rey.  Eman.  Schultz  to 
them  last  August.  This  brother  labored  with  much  zeal  and  earn- 
estness for  some  nine  months,  when  he  induced  Rev.  Eman.  Rich- 
ardsy  who  had  been  laboring  in  New  York  City  for  some  time  as  a 
missionary,  to  come  West  and  take  charge  of  it.  We  are  pleased  to 
report  that  Rev.  Richards  is  laboring  with  great  acceptance  in  the 
mission,  which  is  now  composed  of  six  preaching  points,  in  Brown 
and  Nemaha  Counties,  Kansas.  The  Board  has  not  made  any  ap- 
propriation to  this  mission  as  yet,  as  there  were  no  funds  on  hand, 
and  the  mission  has  not  specified  what  amount  it  should  have.  Some 
appropriation  should  be  made  for  this  year,  after  which,  it  is  be- 
lieved, no  more  assistance  will  be  needed. 

Rev.  Mr.  Shultz  has  been  very  active  in  hunting  up  our  destitute 
brethren  in  the  different  places  of  the  far  West.  He  has  endured 
much  labor  and  self-denial  in  the  work.  Having  handed  over  the 
field  to  which  he  was  commissioned  by  the  Board,  he  has  been  sup- 
plying other  destitute  points  with  the  means  of  grace. 

Abilene f  Dickinson  County,  Kansiu. — Rev.  J.  A.  Nicolai  contin- 
ued to  supply  this  point  until  the  1st  of  March,  1876,  when  he  re- 
signed it  on  account  of  dissensions  in  the  congregation.  This  is  a 
German  field.  No  successor  has  as  yet  been  found  for  the  field. 
Rev.  Nicolai  is  still  in  the  West,  and  has,  at  the  req|uest  of  the 
Board,  visited  certain  destitute  regions. 

Wathena  Misnon.^^This  mission,  which  was  served  by  Rev.  C. 
Weiser,  is  also  without  a  pastor,  as  he  felt  constrained  to  leave  it  on 
account  of  certain  difficulties  which  he  had  to  contend  against. 
The  mission  is  also  German,  and  is  probably  in  part  supplied  with 
a  pastor. 

Ravanna  and  Princeton^  Mo. — Rev.  J.  V.  Lerch  has  been  serving 
this  mission  for  a  few  years  past.  Having  found  the  labor  of  teach- 
ing and  preaching  too  much  for  his  health,  he  has  been  obliged  to 
resign  the  mission,  but  will  supply  it  for  the  present. 

Sycamore  Mission^  HI. — Rev.  D.  K.  Fulkerson  served  this  mis- 
sion in  connection  with  other  adjacent  points.  He  has  labored  with 
great  earnestness  and  self-denial  for  the  last  few  years  in  Shelby  and 
adjoining  counties  of  Illinois,  and  bas  received  into  the  Church  sixty- 
four  by  letter  and  confirmation,  baptized  five  adults  and  forty -three 
children,  and  organized  three  congregations.  It  is  to  be  regretted 
that  he  has  been  obliged  to  leave  this  field  for  the  want  of  support. 
He  is  now  laboring  in  a  promising  field  near  Decatur,  Illinois. 
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OreetmUe,  0. — ^Bev.  K.  B.  Reichard  still  continues  at  this  point, 
but  is  much  embarrassed  by  the  heavy  debt  upon  the  church.  If  this 
could  be  removed  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  mission 
would  soon  become  self-supporting.  As  it  is,  there  is  great  danger 
that  it  will  be  lost  to  the  Church  unless  help  is  obtained  very  soon. 
We  would  suggest  that  the  Synod  take  its  condition  into  considera* 
tion  and  provide  in  some  way  for  its  relief.  It  would  be  a  great  mis- 
fortune if  it  should  be  lost  to  the  Church  after  all  that  has  been  con- 
tributed to  it.     It  has  a  neat  church,  worth,  at  least,  $5,000. 

Mamilton,  0. — This  mission  has,  with  great  effort,  been  saved. 
Over  $2,000  had  to  be  provided  for  last  January.  The  Board  of 
Church  Erection,  not  being  able  to  raise  the  funds,  the  officers  of 
the  Board  of  Missions  borrowed  $400  to  save  the  mission.  This 
should  be  paid  back  at  once.  The  mission  is  now  self-i^upporting, 
and  has  a  bright  prospect  before  it.  Rev.  G.  Z.  Mechling  is  the 
pastor. 

Ooshen,  Ind. — A  promising  mission  has  been  started  at  this  point. 
Rev.  £.  B.  Williard  explored  the  ground  last  summer  and  organized 
the  mission,  when  the  President  of  the  Board  was  requested  to  visit 
the  place  and  give  such  encouragement  to  the  brethren  as  he  might 
think  proper.  A  church  was  bought,  in  a  desirable  location,  for 
$1,800,  and  repaired  at  an  expense  of  about  $900.  It  was  dedicated 
on  Easter  Sunday,  at  which  time  the  greater  part  of  the  indebted- 
ness was  provided  forjin  connection  with  what  had  been  done  before. 
The  ihission  has  a  fine  church,  worth  at  least  $5,000,  and  has  every 
prospect  of  becoming  self-supporting  in  a  short  time.  Mr.  Wm.  H. 
Ziegler,  a  student  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  at  Tiffin,  Ohio,  has 
been  appointed  to  this  mission,  and  enters  on  his  work  with  encour- 
aging prospects. 

Piqtia,  O. — This  is  a  G-erman  mission  under  the  care  of  the  Classis 
of  Cincinnati.  The  mission,  after  being  for  some  time  without  a 
pastor,  is  again  supplied.  Bev.  G.  Beisser  is  the  missionary  laboring 
at  present  in  this  field,  with  an  appropriation  of  $250. 

The  Tuscarawas  Claris  appropriated,  at  its  liust  annual  meeting, 
$100  to  Akron  congregation,  and  $50  to  the  Mohican  Charge.  These 
appropriations  have  been  paid  by  the  Classis. 

Lancaster  Classis  has  appropriated  $300  to  the  Somerset  Mission, 
and  $150  to  the  Jerusalem  Charge.  What  has  been  paid  to  these 
points  has  been  by  this  Classis 

St.  John's  Classis  has  given  missionary  aid  *  nt  of  $100 
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• 

to  the  mission  at  Bellaire,  Ohio.      The  missionary  is  Rev.  Henry 
Nau. 

None  of  the  other  Classes  that  have  Boards  of  their  own  having 
reported  to  us,  we  can  give  no  account  of  their  operations.  We 
know,  however,  that  considerahle  missionary  work  has  been  done  by 
them. 

We  think  one  of  the  chief  reasons  why  more  money  has  not  come 
into  the  treasury  of  the  Board  is  because  the  work  is  too  much  di- 
vided and  localized.  As  long  as  a  majority  of  the  Classes  carry  on 
their  missionary  work  independent  of  the  Synod's  Board,  there  can 
be  ho  unity  nor  centralization,  nor  can  the  missionary  points  in  the 
weak  and  newly-organized  Classes  be  properly  cared  for.  The  old 
and  well-established  Classes  ought  for  this,  and  other  reasons,  to  co- 
operate wi^h  the  Synod's  Board,  and  through  it  take  care  of  our  en< 
tire  missionary  field.  We  would  suggest,  in  order  that  this  desira- 
ble object  be  secured,  that  the  Synod  request  the  Classes  to  dissolve 
their  Boards,  and  give  permission  to  each  Classis  that  may  desire  to 
do  so,  to  appoint  one  of  their  members  a  member  of  the  Board 
elected  by  the  Synod.  This,  we  think,  ought  to  satisfy  all  the 
Classes,  and  secure  their  hearty  co-operation,  as  the  interests  of  each 
can  in  this  way  be  fully  provided  for. 

Quite  a  number  of  destitute  points  have  made  application  to  the 
Board  for  help,  and  for  men  to  supply  them  with  the  stated  means  of 
grace,  but  as  the  Board  has  neither  men  nor  the  means,  they  could 
not  comply  with  their  request. 

The  Board  has  not  appointed  a  Superintendent  of  Missions  as  no 
one  seemed  willing  to  undertake  it,  nor  could  we  see  how  the  salary 
could  be  met.  If  a  suitable  person  could  be  found  to  take  chsrge  of 
the  Boards  of  Church  Erection  and  of  Missions,  and  the  expense 
equally  divided,  it  might  be  desirable  to  make  the  trial.  TJie  in- 
terest is  of  such  importance  and  magnitude  that  it  ought  to  be 
well  attended  to. 

The  Board  would  suggest  that  the  Synod,  if  possible,  endeavor  to 
devise  and  adopt  such  measures  at  its  present  meeting  as  will  awaken 
a  deeper,  ^ider,  and  more  permanent  interest  in  the  work  of  mis- 
sions.

The  Board  of  Charoh  Erection  met  at  Wadsworth,  Medina 
ConDty,  Ohio,  after  the  meeting  of  Synod,  when  the  following  officers 
were  elected  for  the  ensuing  year :  Bev.  Henry  M.  Herman,  Presi- 
dent; Rev.  David,  Van  Home,  Secretary;  Rev.  Samuel  B.  Yockey, 
Treasurer. 

Rev  John  Knelling  removed  from  the  bounds  of  Synod,  and  soon 
ailerward  Rev.  D.  Van  Home  accepted  a  call  to  Philadelphia.  These 
two  removals  rendered  the  Board  unable  to  carry  forward  its  work 
with  any  degree  of  success.  Revs.  Gt>ss  and  Loose,  living  so  far 
away,  were  not  able  to  meet  once.  Rev.  Samuel  B.  Yockey  was 
appointed  in  Bro.  Kuelling's  place,  and  a  new  by-law  adopted  to 
cover  such  contingencies  in  the  ^ture,  which  the  present  Synod  will 
do  well  to  sanction. 

Also,  it  is  becoming  in  this  Synod  so  to  organize  this  Board  as 

to  brii^  the  members  together.   Let  them  be  chosen  from  one  locality 

or  as   nearly   so  .as    possible.      The  present   Board   is  absolutely 
helpless. 

Under  many  discouragements  we  labored  the  past  year.  At  the 
meeting  of  Synod,  at  Miamisburg,  Rev.  G.  Z.  Mechling  and  Elder 
Nathan  Jacoby  made  such  favorable  overtures  to  Synod  with  reference 
to  the  Hamilton  Church  that  Synod  accepted,  and  placed  the  sum  of 
two  thousand  dollars,  to  be  raised  by  the  Board  of  Church  Erection 
— eight  hundred  dollars  in  money  and  twelve  hundred  dollars  due  the 
College — the  latter  needed  only  the  interest  to  be  paid.  The  Board 
succeeded  in  paying  the  eight  hundred  dollars  by  accepting  a  loan 
made  by  Br.  Williard  and  Rev.  Kefauver,  of  three  hundred  dollars, 
and  owe  yet  sixty-five  dollars.  The  pledges  made  at  Synod  in  good 
faith  are  not  all  paid  yet.  When  will  we  learn  to  regard  our  pro- 
mises to  the  Church  as  binding  as  we  would  to  a  fellow -man?  We 
held  three  meetings  during  the  year,  and  we  sent  out  one  hundred  and 
fifty  cards  soliciting  aid  for  our  work.  We  appealed  to  the  pastors 
and  such  members  of  the  Church  as  we  thought  would  give  us  a  little 
at  least.  Not  ten  dollars  were  realized.  How  sad  it  is  to  chronicle 
such  a  want  of  interest  in  such  an  important  work.  We  have 
accomplished  something  the  past  year.  Hamilton  Church  is  saved, 
and  the  interest,  under  the  efficient  labors  of  Bro.  Mechling,  are 
growing  and  bid  fair  to  become  a  tower  of  strength  in  our-  Zion. 

The  incoming  Board  will  be  expected  to  pay  Dr.  Williard  the 
money  loaned,  three  hundred  dollars,  and  the  annual  interest  on 
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twelve  hundred  dollars  to  tbe  Trustees  of  Heidelberg  College.     It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  future  a  more  active  and  earnest  interest 
will  be  manifested  in  the  work  of  this  Board.

II.    Report  of  Cofntnittee  on  Home  MisHonSf 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Home  Missions  submitted  their 
report,  which  was  received,  amended,  and,  together  with  the  preced- 
ing reports,  adopted : 

Your  Committee  on  Missions  beg  leave  to  submit  their  report. 
We  return  to  the  Synod  the  documents  referred  to  us,  consisting  of, 
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1.  The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions ;  2.  Report  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Church  Erection ;  3.  Report  of  the  Treas- 
urer of  Church  Erection ;  4.  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Mis8ions« 

In  regard  to  the  financial  standing  of  the  Board,  we  find  that 
both  Boards  are  in  deht.  The  Synod  is  in  debt  to  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions to  the  amount  of  $212.95,  and  there  is  now  due  to  the  mis- 
dioniries  the  amount  of  nearly  S2,200 — making  a  total  indebtedness 
of  over  t2,400.  The  Board  of  Church  Erection  reports  that  there 
is  a  debt  of  $42.34,  which  must  also  be  provided  for  as  well  as  the 
mission  debt. 

We  call  the  special  attention  of  the  present  Synod  to  the  Oreen- 
ville  Mission.  The  different  matters  referred  to  in  the  reports  are 
brought  out  in  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  require  the  dissolution  of  all  Classical 
Boards  of  Misaions. 

Resolved,  That  all  Missions  be  brought  immediately  under  the  care 
of  Synod's  Board. 

Resolved^  That  the  Board  of  Missions  be  enlarged  by  the  addition 
of  one  member  from  each  Classis,  to  be  elected  by  such  Classes  as 
may  depire  such  representation. 

Resohed,  That  the  entire  debt  of  the  Boards  of  Missions  and  of 
Church  Erection  be  apportioned  among  the  different  Classes,  and 
that  the  Classes  be  requested  to  make  earnest  efforts  for  the  imme- 
diate collection  of  the  money. 

R*:solvedy  That  an  election  be  held  by  this  Synod  for  a  Missionary 
Superintendent. 

Resolved^  That  the  Greenville  Mission,  in  Darke  County,  Ohio,  be 
referred  to  the  Board  of  Church  Erection,  with  instruction  to  take 
immediate  action  for  its  relief.

II.    Report  of  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Theological  Seminary,  to  whom 
the  preceding  reports  had  been  referred,  presented  their  report, 
which  was  received,  amended,  and,  together  with  the  aforesaid  re- 
ports, adopted : 

Your  Committee  on  the  Theological  Seminary  and  Education 
would  submit  the  following  as  their  report : 

That  the  papers  placed  in  their  hands  were  :  1.  The  report  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  ;  2.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  ; 
3.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  ;  4.  The  report  of  the  Treas- 
urer of  Beneficiary  Education. 

From  these  reports  it  appears  that  the  financial  condition  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  is  favorable,  but  that  the  interest  on  bonds 
and  notes  should  be  paid  up  more  regularly  when  due,  in  order  to 
enable  the  Treasurer  to  meet  promptly  the  salary  of  the  Professors. 
To  this  end,  the  several  pastors  and  officers  of  congregations  should 
more  generally  co-operate  with  the  Treasurer  in  collecting  the  in- 
terest. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  reveals  an  encouraging  state 
of  things  in  the  attendance  of  young  men  upon  the  theological 
course  laid  down,  as  well  as  in  their  attainments  and  deportment. 
And  the  disciplinary  measures  introduced  by  the  Board  also  demon- 
strate to  the  Synod  the  encouraging  fact  that  the  moral  and  re- 
ligious habits  of  the  young  men  are  carefully  guarded  and  watched, 
even  to  the  suspension  of  the  members  brought  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Board,  when  such  habits  or  conduct  clash  with  the 
moral  purity  of  Christian  life,  or  the  virtuous  dignity  of  the  holy 
ministry.  The  Synod  should,  therefore,  be  grateful  to  the  Board 
for  such  valuable  services. 

The  report  also  reveals  a  deviation  of  the  Board  from  the 
muoh-desired  rule  of  Synod  as  regards  the  entire  completior 
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course  of  theological  training.  And  while  it  is  tme  that  compul- 
sory circQinstances  sometimes  drive  the  Board  to  violate  the  de- 
sire of  the  Synod  on  this  important  duty,  yet  the  Board  should 
he  deeply  impressed  with  the  thought  that  only  extraordinary  cases 
should  cause  them  to  yield  to  setting  aside  the  regular  order  of  study 
and  duty  set  forth  by  the  Synod.  The  Board  should^be  urged  ever 
to  impress  the  idea  of  personal  consecration  in  talent  and  time  upon 
the  students,  while  in  their  disciplinary  course  of  theological  train- 
ing. The  age  demands  good  hearts  and  thorough  minds  in  the 
gospel  ministry  that  the  Church  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  may 
never  vacate  or  concede  to  the  enemy  her  positions  in  apologetics  or 
polemics,  but  ever  stand  firm  in  that  theology  in  type  and  princi- 
ple which  has  been  bequeathed  to  us  by  our  Reformed  fathers  by 
many  a  severe  struggle  with  false  ecclesiasticism  on  the  one  hand 
and  base  sensuality  on  the  other. 
The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption : 

Retolvedy  That  Synod  call  the  attention  of  all  young  men  pre- 
paring for  the  gospel  ministry  to  the  able  address  on  Education, 
by  Dr.  E.  M.  Epstein,  of  Cincinnati. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Beneficiary  Fund  brings  to 
view  the  most  disheartening  aspect  of  our  educational  beneficiary 
work  in  that  of  a  depleted  treasury.  The  neglect  of  duty  in  this 
important  enterprise  of  Christian  benevolence|  strikes  terror  in 
more  than  one  department  of  our  church  life  and  usefulness. 

Ist  It  reflects  upon  the  Church  at  large  with  benumbing  cold- 
ness a  sad  state  of  infidelity  to  one  of  her  sacred  duties  and  usages. 

2d.  It  threatens  the  security  and  utility  of  our  students*  board- 
ing-hall. 

3d.  It  encumbers  the  professors  with  cares,  anxieties,  and  almost 
endless  perplexity. 

4th.  It  burdens  the  mind  of  the  student,  and  wanty  with  its  hand- 
maiden despondency,  takes  possession  of  the  heart  wherever  glow- 
ing and  ripening  thought  should  develop  itself  into  rich  and  luxuriant 
fruit  of  knowledge  and  happiness.  A  debt  is  upon  us,  and  one  large 
enough  also  to  cripple  many  heads  and  hearts  as  well  as  to  throw  the 
chills  of  discouragement  upon  some  of  our  most  worthy  projects. 
It  is  for  this  Synod,  therefore,  to  devise  some  means  by  which  this 
emergency  may  be  met.

IV»    Request  Beepeeting  JLieeneing  €fandid€Ues,  Btcm 

The  Committee  on  the  Minutes  of  Glasses,  during  Saturday 
morning's  session,  reported  in  item  12  that  Iowa  Classis  reiterated 
its  request  to  Synod  to  correct  a  certain  mistake  in  regard  to  the 
licensing  of  candidates  for  the  ministry.  This  request  was  referred 
to  a  Committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  John  M.  Kendig,  Jonathan  A. 
Novinger,  and  Elder  John  W.  Bishop.  This  Committee,  during  the 
morning  session  on  Monday,  submitted  the  following  report,  which 
was  received  and  adopted  : 

Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  item  12  in  the  Report  of 
Committee  on  Minutes  of  Glasses,  referring  to  a  request  from  Iowa 
Classis  regarding  a  misunderstanding  of  the  action  of  Iowa  Classis, 
by  the  Synod,  beg  leave  to  report.  They  have  examined  the 
request,  and  present  the  following  as  sufficient  action : 

The  Synod  of  Ohio,  at  Shelbyville,  Illinois,  took  certain  action  in 
regard  to  the  examination  and  licensure  of  candidates  for  the  min- 
btry.  (See  page  25,  Minutes  of  Synod,  at  Shelbyville.)  Several 
Classes  requested  Synod  to  reconsider  its  action,  but  Iowa  Classis 
took  the  following  action  : 

^^Retolved,  That  this  Classis  heartily  approves  of  the  aforesaid  action 
of   Synod  in  reference   to  the  licensing    of   candidates  for    the 
ministry. 
^^Beiolvedj  That  we  earnestly  entreat  Synod  not  to  repeal  said  action, 
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but  to  en^Mroe  it,  believing  tSlbt  it  is  wise  and  jndioioiiB,  as  well  as 
strictly  constitntioiial." 

The  second  resolution  refers  to  Synod's  own  action,  and  not  to  any 
action  of  Iowa  Classis.  This  action  was  reported  to  the  Synod  at 
Wooster  by  the  Committee  on  Classical  'Minutes  in  this  fomu: 
Item  16,  page  11.  ''  The  same  Classis  asks  Synod  not  to  be  required 
to  repeal  its  action  in  reference  to  licensing  candidates." 

It  can  easily  be  seen  that  this  is  not  what  Iowa  Classis  requested. 
At  the  annual  meeting  of  Classis  of  Iowa  after  the  Synod  of  Wooster, 
i.  e.,  in  the  fidl  of  1874,  ''Classis  requested  Synod  to  correct  this 
misrepresentation  of  its  previous  action  in  the  matter  of  licensing 
candidates." 

This  second  request  of  Iowa  Classis,  for  the  correction  of  Synod's 
item,  was  brought  before  the  Synod  of  Miamisburg  in  the  Report  of 
Committee  on  Minutes  of  Classis  in  this  form:  Item  11 — (d.) 
p.  10.  Iowa  Classis  "  requests  Synod  to  correct  its  action  of  last 
year  in  reference  to  licensing  candidates  for  the  ministry." 

On  this  action  Synod  resolved  that  it  sees  no  reason  for  changing 
its  deliverance  on  this  subject,  adopted  during  its  sessions  at  Wooster. 
See  p.  10. 

Again,  the  purport  of  the  action  of  Iowa  Classis  was  misappre- 
hended, and  Synod  led  into  action  not  requested.  It  will  be  seen 
that  in  its  original  action  Iowa  Classis  commenda  Synod's  action,  but 
that  at  Wooster  it  was  misinterpreted,  and  the  request  of  Iowa 
CUssis  to  cbange  this  wrong  item  was  again  misinterpreted  in  a 
strange  way  at  Miamisburg. 

Tour  Committee  Hope  that  this  statement  will  sufficiently  explain 
the  matter,  and  recommend  the  following  action  : 

Reioloedj  That  this  Synod  regrets  the  previous  misunderstanding 
between  the  Synod  and  Iowa  Classis  into  which  it  had  been  un- 
consciously led  by  its  Committee,  and  adopted  the  above  statement 
as  a  sufficient  action.

ARTICLE  XV. 

HEIDELBERG  COLLEGE. 
J.    2%e  Annual  Meporta, 

The  following  reports  were  received  and  referred  : 

1.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 

According  to  rule  of  Synod,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Heidelberg 
College  would  hereby  make  its  annual  report.  Nothing  of  very 
special  importance  has  occurred  during  the  year  Everything  has 
moved  along  quietly  and  prosperously.  The  Professors  have  all  re- 
mained in  the  several  departments,  except  in  the  case  of  the  Ger- 
man Professor,  and  have  filled  the  positions  assigned  them  with 
fidelity  and  satisfaction. 

The  attendance  has  been  encouraging,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  cat- 
alogue just  published,  according  to  which  there  has  been  ninety 
students  in  the  College  proper,  and  seventy-five  in  the  Academical 
Department — making  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-five*     This, 
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although  not  as  large  a  number  as  we  had  last  year,  is  neyertheless 
enoovnging,  taking  the  financial  pressure  of  the  times  into  oonsid- 
entiOD.  It  is  also  gratifying  to  know  that  it  is  the  .largest 
ittendance  of  any  of  the  institutions  of  the  Church,  notwithstanding 
the  Synod,  under  whose  supervision  it  is,  is  comparatively  small  in  its 
membership  and  resources. 

The  conduct  and  proficiency  of  the  students  have,  upon  the  whole, 
been  commendable.  The  present  Senior  class  numbers  eighteen 
members — ^being  the  same  as  last  year.  The  course  of  study  remains 
the  same,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  changes  in  text-books. 

Special  efforts  are  being  made  to  have  a  large  attendance  of  the 
alumni  and  friends  of  the  College  present  at  the  Commencment  in 
June.  The  Excelsior  and  Heidelberg  Literary  Societies  intend  to 
have  reunions,  as  do  the  different  classes  that  have  graduated  in  the 
college.  These  reunions,  with  the  addition  of  ^*  Class  Day,"  as  it  is 
usually  termed,  which  is  to  be  observed  for  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  this  College,  will,  we  trust,  make  it  an  opcasion  of  special 
interest  and  importance. 

Our  financial  agent,  H.  Leonard,  has  done  but  little  during  the 
year  in  consequence  of  the  stringency  of  the  times,  the  result  of 
which  is,  no  addition  has  been  made  to  the  endowment  except  in  the 
sale  of  a  few  scholarships  by  the  President,  whose  time  has  been  so 
fully  taken  up  in  teaching  and  overseeing  the  general  interests  of  the 
College  that  he  ban  not  been  able  to  go  out  in  the  Church,  as  much  as 
might  have  been  desired,  to  advance  its  interests  and  prosperity.  A 
number  of  visits,  however,  were  made  during  the  year  in  different 
pastoral  charges,  which  were  attended  with  good  results. 

The  expense  of  running  the  College  this  year  will  be  about  six 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars.  Of  this  amount  about  nine  hundred 
dollars  have  been  expended  in  improvements  on  the  College  building 
and  grounds,  insurance  etc.,  making  the  actual  expense  about  five 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  which  is,  in  all  probability,  a  less  sum 
than  has  beenexpended-.by  any  College  in  the  State.  No  tutors  were 
employed  during  the  year,  as  the  income  would  not  justify,  which 
made  it  necessary  for  the  Professors  to  perform  extra  labor. 

From  these  statements  it  will  be  seen  that  the  endowment  is  not 
what  it  should  be  to  place  the  College  on  a  solid  and  easy  basis.  As 
it  is,  the  Professors  are  required  to  perform  too  much  labor,  with 
inadequate  salaries.  To  remedy  this,  and  alsp  to  enable  the  Board 
of  Trustees  to  employ,  if  possible,  additional  teaching  force,  the 
Faculty  have  thought  it  advisable  to  follow  the  example  of  other 
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« 

colleges  in  making  special  account  of  the  present  Centennial  in  tbe 
way  of  adding  to  the  endowment.  The  occasion  calls  for  special 
gratitude  to  God  in  yiew  of  what  he  has  done  for  our  land  during 
the  hundred  years  of  our  history.  It  is  believed  that  our  people 
will  cheerfully  make  donations  to  our  institutions  in  view  of  the 
great  good  which  they  have  conferred  upon  the  Church,  if  their 
needs  are  only  properly  stated.  Under  this  conviction,  circulars 
have  been  sent  to  the  friends  of  the  College  urging  them  to  unite  in 
their  contributions  in  rearing  a  monument  worthy  of  the  occasion. 
Should  the  plan  meet  with  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  Church, 
and  succeed,  as  we  trust  it  will,  it  is  our  intention  to  give  a  short 
history  of  the  College,  with  the  names  of  all  who  may  contribute  in 
sums  of  one  dollar  and  upward. 

In  the  hope  that  the  Synod  may  continue  its  fostering  care  to  the 
College,  and  adopt  such  measures  as  will  lead  to  its  greatest  prosperity 
and  usefulness,  we,  the  undersigned,  respectfully  submit  thi^  report 
in  behalf  of  Trustees  of  Heidelberg  College.

2.  Report  of  the  Financial  Agent.

JX.    B.eport  of  CammiUee  an  Heide^erg  College. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Heidelberg  College  submitted  their 
report,  which  was  received,  and,  together  with  the  preceding  reports, 
adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 

Tour  Committee  would  respectfully  report  as  follows  :' 

Two  papers,  1st.  That  of  the  Trustees ;  2d.  That  of  the  Agent, 
have  been  placed  into  our  hands,  the  Board  of  Visitors  failing  to 
hand  in  any  report  of  the  work  which  was  appointed  them  to  do. 

From  the  pap^s  handed  we  are  able,  however,  to  learn  that  the 
College  from  year  to  year  is  moving  forward  accomplishing  the  end 
for  which  it  was  instituted.  During  the  past  year,  notwithstanding 
the  stringency  of  the  times,  the  number  of  students  attending  .the 
College  has  been  equal  to  former  years,  and  larger  than  any  other 
College  in  oar  Church. 

The  progress  of  the  students,  in  the  course  of  study  laid  down  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  is  reported  to  be  commendable,  and  their 
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deportment  during  the  last  year  such  as  merit  praise  and  admira- 
tion. 

The  finances  of  the  College  have  been  managed  in  a  judicious 
way.  Though  the  endowment  is  not  large,  the  salaries  of  the  pro- 
fessors as  well  as  the  incidental  expenses  have  been  met.  This, 
howeyer,  has  been  accomplished  through  the  self-denial  and  extra 
work  of  the  faculty.  The  salaries  of  the  professors  are  too  small 
for  the  amount  of  labor  performed.  To  remedy  this  deficiency,  the 
&culty  have  inaugurated  a  plan  in  this  Centennial  year  of  American 
freedom,  by  which  the  funds  may  be  raised  to  increase  the  salaries 
and  make  such  other  improvement  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  pros- 
perity of  the  College.  Appeals  have  been  sent  to  the  ministry  and 
membership  in  which  they  are  asked  to  contribute  liberally  to  the 
endowment  fund  of  the  Alumni  Professorship.  In  this  way  it  is  pro- 
posed to  erect  a  Centennial  monument — something  that  will  tell  for 
the  prosperity  of  the  College,  and  for  the  good  of  those  entering 
the  institutions  of  the  Ohio  Synod.  This  matter  ought  to  receive 
the  oarefiil  attention  of  the  ministry  of  the  Church,  and  especially 
of  those  who  have  been  reared  and  nurtured  at  Heidelberg  College. 
The  Agent,  on  account  of  the  hard  thues,  has  been  unable  to  ac- 
complish much  in  the  way  of  collecting  funds  for  the  endowment  of 
the*  College.  He  has  mainly  been  engaged  in  collecting  back- 
standing  dues. 

Upon  the  whole,  the  Synod  has  reasons  to  rejoice  and  congratu- 
late itself  for  the  prosperity  and  the  efficiency  of  the  work  done 
during  the  past  year.  It  should  put  forth  renewed  efforts  that  the 
endowment  be  increased,  and  that  its  sphere  of  usefulness  may  be 
enlarged  and  extended. 

In  view  qf  these  things,  the  Committee  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resolutions : 

Retolvedj  That  the  reports  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  of  the 
Financial  Agent  be  adopted. 

Beaolved,  That  this  Synod  censures  the  neglect  of  the  Board  of 
Visitors,  and  demands  that  the  incoming  Board  hand  in  a  report  of 
their  proceedings  to  the  Synod. 

Retolved,  That  this  Synod  expresses  its  satisfaction  with  the 
management  and  work  accomplished  by  the  institution,  and  contin- 
ues to  commend  it  to  the  patronage  of  the  Church,  as  worthy  of 
cordial  financial  support,  and  as  a  College  where  our  children  and 
friends  may  obtain  a  liberal  and  thorough  education,  and  where  they 
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mtjr  also,  while  obtaining  a  knowledge  of  the  soiences  and  arts,  have 
thrown  around  them  the  molding  influences  of  the  Christian  re- 
ligion.

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ARTICLE  XVI. 

BENEVOLENT  AND  RELIGIOUS  INSTITUTIONS. 

ChrUtian  Aid  Soeieiy, 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  Synod  to  prepare  a  Gonsti. 
tution  and  By-Laws  for  a  Belief  Association,  and  referred  to  by  the 
Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  in  item  7,  submitted  their  import, 
which,  after  being  received  and  discussed  at  length,  was  adopted;  and 
is  as  follows : 

The  Committee  appointed  to  draft  a  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
for  the  establishment  of  an  Association  for  the  Relief  of  disabled 
and  superannuated  ministers  needing  support,  and  of  widows  or  fam- 
ilies of  our  deceased  ministers  as  may  need  help,  would  report : 

That  they  have  given  the  subject  a  careful  consideration,  and  be- 
lieve that  the  Synod  should  now  take  prompt  and  decided  action. 
It  has  long  been  a  mjitter  of  grief  to  many  that  no  provision  has 
ever  been  made  for  such  ministers,  who,  after  having  spent  their 
lives  in  the  service  of  the  Church,  were  left  to  contend  with  poverty 
in  their  old  age,  and  their  families  in  some  instances  made  to  suffer 
for  the  want  of  some  provision  for  their  relief  The  Church  should 
feel  that  those  who  have  spent  their  lives  in  her  service,  at  a  com- 
paratively small  remuneration,  should  be  well  taken  care  of  if  they 
need  it  in  their  old  age,  when  they  are  no  longer  able  to  labor,  and 
that  their  families  should  also  in  such  cases  be  provided  for.  To 
fail  to  do  so  must  expose  us  to  just  reproach,  and  to  the  displeasure 
of  God. 

The  Committee,  knowing  that  Dr.  E.  M.  Epstein  had  given  much 
thought  to  the  subject,  invited  him  to  meet  with  it  for  mutual  con- 
sultation on  the  subject,  and  would  suggest  that  he  be  allowed  to 
address  the  Synod  on  the  subject  of  a  Provident  Christian  Aid  So- 
ciety. 

Ailer  looking  at  the  subject  in  all  its  various  bearings,  the  Com- 
mittee has  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  Synod  should  comprehend 
in  its  action  more  than  was  contemplated  last  year.  To  restrict  the 
Society  to  ministers,  and  limit  its  charities  to  them  and  their  families 
alone,  would  circumscribe  it  too  much,  so  that  it  would  hardly  be 
possible  to  carry  it  forward  vigorously  under  this  form.  We  have, 
therefore,  in  the  Constitution,  which  we  have  prepared  and  which 
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we  now  submit  for  adoption,  included  relief  in  times  of  sickness  and 
death,  as  well  as  charity  in  the  restricted  sense  of  the  Synod  in  its 
adWce  of  last  year,  and  would  recommend  to  the  Synod,  should  it 
see  fit  to  approve  of  what  we  have  done,  to  appoint  at  its  present 
meeting  a  Board  of  Trustees  and  a  General  Secretary,  as  contem- 
plated in  the  Constitution,  and  urge  the  members  of  the  Church  to 
form  themselves  into  local  societies,  so  that  the  Association  may  be 
formed  and  put  into  operation  without  further  delay.

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  CHRISTIAN  AID  SOCIETY 

Of  the  Ohio  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States, 

ARTICLE  I. 
NAME  AND  OBJECTS. 

Section  1. — l^he  name  of  this  Society  shall  be  as  in  the  title. 

Sic.  2. — The  objects  of  this  Society  shall  be  : 

(a)  To  secure  to  its  members  the  sum  of  $5.00  per  week  in  case 
of  sickness. 

(6)  To  secure  to  the  heirs  or  assigns  of  its  members  the  sum  of 
not  leas  than  SI 00  and  not  more  than  $2,000,  on  the  death  of  any 
one  of  them. 

•  (c)  To  provide  a  General  Relief  Fund  for  the  aged  and  indigent 
miiuaters  and  their  families,  and  other  members  of  our  Church  need- 
ing assistance. 

ARTICLE  II. 
ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

Sec.  1. — The  Society  shall  be  composed  of  such  associations  as 
shall  be  formed  in  the  different  congregations  and  pastoral  charges 
of  the  Ohio  Synod  as  may  wish  to  promote  the  objects  of  this  Society. 

Sec.  2.  *~The  general  Society  shall  collect  and  disburse  the  fiinds 
of  the  local  societies,  in  conformity  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
herein  adopted  for  their  government. 

Sec.  3^ — The  local  societies  shall  be  the  agents  of  the   general 
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Society,  for  the  collection  of  the  moneys  that  shall  beoome  doe  from 
its  members  to  the  general  Society's  funds,  in  conformity  with  the 
herein  adopted  rules,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  benefits  that  may 
become  due  them,  their  heirs  or  assigns. 
Sbo.  4. — Organization  of  local  societies : 

(a)  Any  number  of  individuals  of  one  or  more  Reformed  churches 
in  the  Ohio  Synod,  whether*  communicants  or  stated  attendants,  who 
are  in  ordinary  good  health,  and  between  the  ages  of  fifteen  and 
sixty  years,  may  constitute  themselves  into  a  local  society  or  socie- 
ties, and  after  subscribing  their  names  to  this  Constitution,  and 
electing  a  responsible  Secretary,  and  paying  the  prescribed  dues) 
shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  benefits  of  the  general  Society. 

(b)  When  so  constituted,  the  local  Society  shall  then  have  the 
right  of  admitting  any  individual  of  their  church  or  churches,  whose 
health  is  doubtful,  or  who  are  above  the  age  of  sixty,  if,  in  its  judg- 
ment, the  rule  of  Christian  charity  justifies  such  action — it  being 
understood  that  such  a  member  be  only  entitled  to  half  the  amount 
of  the  benefits. 

ARTIOLB  ni. 

REVENUES. 

Seo.  1. — The  revenues  of  the  general  Society  shall  be  fifty  cents 
from  each  member  per  month,  for  the  sick  fund  ;  fifty  cents  at  the 
death  of  any  member  of  the  Society,  for  the  death  fund ;  twenty- 
five  cents  initiation  fee  for  each  member;  and  twenty-five  cents 
annually,  per  capita  tax,  for  general  expenses. 

Seo.  2. — It  shall  be  one  of  the  special  objects  of  the  general  So- 
ciety, as  stated  in  Article  I.,  Sec.  2  (c),  to  provide  for  the  necessities 
of  superannuated  and  indigent  ministers  and  their  families,  and  such 
other  members  of  the  Church  as  may  need  aid.  To  enable  the 
general  Society  to  do  this,  there  shall  be  an  annual  tax  of  fifty  cents 
levied  upon  each  member,  which  shall  go  to  the  General  Belief  Fund. 
All  applications  for  aid  from  this  fund  shall  be  made  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  by  the  Consistories,  Classes,  or  Synod,  recommending 
such  applications  as  worthy  objects  of  benevolence  to  the  Society. 

Seo.  3. — The  local  societies  may  collect  twenty-five  cents  initiation 
)^,  and  twenty-five  cents  per  capita  tax  annually  from  its  members. 
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ABTIOLS  lY. 
MEBTIN08. 

Sso.  1. — The  general  Society  shall  meet  annually  during  the  ses- 
sion of  Synod,  and  shall  be  composed  of  one  delegate  from  each 
local  society  ;  ten  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
aodon  of  business,  who  shall  elect  a  president  for  one  year,  and  who 
shall  giye  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  during  the 
session  of  Synod. 

Sio.  2. — The  members  of  local  societies  must  meet  for  the  trans^ 
ftction  of  business  once  a  month,  or  oftener,  if  they  choose. 

ABTIOLB  y. 
OFPICBBS  OF  THB  OBNERAL  AND  LOCAL  SOCIETIES. 

8bc.  1. — There  shall  be  a  Board  of  six  Trustees,  half  of  whom 
shall  serve  for  the  term  of  two  years,  half  of  whom  shall  be  elected 
annually,  and  whose  duties  shall  be : 

(a)  To  open  and  examine  the  written  ballots  sent  to  it  for  the 
election  of  a  general  Secretary,  and  to  declare  that  candidate  elected 
who  shall  have  the  highest  number  of  votes. 

(6)  To  qualify  the  Secretary  elect,  by  receiving  his  bonds,  if 
found  good  and  sufficient. 

(c)  To  audit  the  accounts  of  the  general  Secretary  annually,  and 
declare  them  correct,  if  found  so,  or  hold  his  bondsmen  responsible 
for  any  deficiency  * 

(d)  To  fix  the  salary  of  the  general  Secretary. 

(e)  In  the  event  of  the  Secretary's  office  becoming  vacant,  by 
death  or  resignation,  the  Board  is  to  appoint  and  qualify  his  suc- 
cessor for  the  remainder  of  his  unexpired  term. 

(/)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  convene  once  a  year, 
during  the  session  of  Synod. 

Skc.  2. — Nomination  and  election  of  a  general  Secretary  for  one 
year. 

(a)  Two  months  before  the  meeting  of  Synod,  nominations  shall 
be  made  for  that  office  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  two  or  more 
names,  which  shall  be  sent  to  the  societies. 

(b)  The  general  Secretary  shall  be  elected  annually  by  written 
ballots,  which  shall  be  cast  by  every  local  society,  who  shall  serve 
nntil  his  successor  is  inducted  into  office,  and  whose  duty  shall  be  : 

(1.)  To  give  bonds  to  double  the  amount  of  any  money  which  is 
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likely  to  pas^  through  his  hands  during  the  tenn  of  his  office,  and 
which  shall  he  determined  hy  the  trustees. 

(2.)  To  receipt  for  all  dues  and  assessments  sent  to  him  hy  local 
societies,  or  any  donations  made  to  the  funds. 

(3.)  On  receiving  a  certified  notice  from  a  Secretary  of  a  local 
society  of  the  sickness  of  a  memher,  he  shall  remit  to  him,  or  to  any 
one  whom  that  Secretary  may  designate,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  per 
week,  either  hy  post-office  order,  bank  check,  or  any  other  safe  mode. 

(4.)  On  receiving  a  legally  sworn  statement  of  the  death  of  a  mem- 
ber from  any  local  society,  he  shall  issue  assessment  notices  to  the 
Secretary  of  every  local  society,  stating  the  date  and  cause  of  the 
death,  and  the  amount  due  from  it,  which  is  as  many  times  fifty 
cents  as  it  has  reported  members  in  good  standing,  and  which  is  col- 
lectable within  twenty  days  of  the  assessment  notice. 

(5.)  Twenty  days  after  the  assessment  was  issued  by  him,  he  shall 
send  a  bank  check  to  the  amount  due  the  heirs  or  assigns  of  the 
deceased  member,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  local  society,  where  the 
death  took  place,  to  be  drawn  by  him  or  his  order. 

(6.)  Each  death  assessment  must  be  accompanied  by  a  financial 
statement,  giving  the  number  of  sick  members,  and  the  payments 
made  to  them;  the  number  of  deaths  and  assessments  paid  on  them 
during  the  current  year,  and  the  number  of  local  societies  and  their 
total  membership  to  date. 

(7.)  He  shall  publish  weekly  in  the  English  and  German  organs 
of  the  Ohio  Synod,  the«name  of  each  local  society,  where  located, 
the  name  of  its  Secretary  and  his  post-office  address,  and  the  number 
of  its  members  in  good  standing. 

(8.)  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  make  an  annual  report  of  the  con- 
dition and  doings  of  the  Society  during  the  year,  which  report  he 
shall  hand  in  to  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  at  least 
two  weeks  before  the  annual  meeting  of  Synod,  and  by  him  it  shall 
be  transmitted  to  the  Synod. 

(9.)  At  the  close  of  his  term  of  office,  he  shall  account  to  the 
Trustees  for  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  him. 

(10.)  He  is  to  correspond  in  the  German  with  such  local  societies 
who  use  that  language. 

(11.)  To  deliver  to  the  trustees,  at  their  annual  meeting,  the 
sealed  votes  from  the  local  societies  for  the  candidate  for  general 
Secretary 

Sec.  3. — Every  local  Society  shall  elect  annually  a  Secretary,  who 
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shall  be  raspoBsible  to  the  general  Society  for  all  tbe  monetary 
transactions  with  it,  and  through  whom  the  general  Secretary  shall 
correspond  with  it.  Any  other  officers  the  local  society  may  elect 
at  its  optica.     The  duties  of  the  local  Secretary  shall  be  : 

(1.)  To  collect  and  receipt  for  the  initiation  fee  of  twenty-five 
cents,  and  one  advance  assessment  of  fifty  cents -from  every  new 
member,  and  remit  these  by  post-office  order,  or  otherwise,  safely  to 
the  general  Secretary. 

(2.)  To  collect  the  fitly  cents  monthly  dues,  and  fifty  cents 
annually,  both  in  advance,  for  the  general  relief  fund,  from  each 
member,  and  remit  the  same  as  above. 

(3.)  To  collect  the  per  capita  tax  of  twentyrfive  cents,  in  advance, 
from  each  member  of  his  society,  and  remit  the  amount  as  above. 

(4.)  To  collect  the  death  assessments  immediately  on  their  issue, 
from  the  members  of  his  society,  and  transmit  the  amount  safely  and 
without  delay  to  the  general  Secretary. 

(5.)  To  report  monthly  the  number  of  members  in  good  standing 
in  his  society  to  the  general  Secretary. 

(6.)  To  send  annually,  over  his  signature,  the  vote  of  his  society 
for  the  office  of  general  Secretary,  in  a  sealed  envelope  to  the  gen- 
eral Secretary,  with  the  superscription :  Vote  from  society  N.  N.  for 
general  Secretary. 

(7.)  When  a  member  becomes  sick,  and  the  fact  is  certified  to  in 
writing,  by  either  the  attending  physician,  the  pastor  of  the  church, 
or  any  of  its  elders,  stating  the  time  since  the  sickness  began,  the 
Secretary  shall  forward  the  certificate  without  delay  to  the  general 
Secretary,  and  on  receiving  the  sick  benefits,  shall  convey  them 
safely  to  the  sick  member,  and  obtain  a  receipt  for  them. 

(8.)  When  a  member  dies,  and  his  death  is  legally  certified,  the 
local  Secretary  shall  forward  the  certificate  without  delay  to  the 
general  Secretary,  and  on  receiving  the  beneficiary  money,  shall  pay 
it  over  to  the  heirs  or  assigns  and  get  a  receipt  for  it. 

(9.)  For  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  other  duties,  which  the 
local  society  may  choose  to  impose  upon  him,  the  local  Secretary  is 
responsihle  to  it  and  not  to  the  general  Society.    • 

ARTICLE   VI. 
BENEFITS,  OBLIGATIONS  AND  PENALTIES  OF  MEMBERS. 

Sec.  1.  —When  a  member  becomes  sick  and  disabled  from  fol- 
lowing the  pursuit  of  his  business,  he  is  entitled  to  draw  five  dol- 
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lars  per  week  from  the  sick  benefit  fund,  during  ^e  time  of  his 
siokness.  When  drawing  these  benefits,  the  member  must  produce 
a  written  certificate,  from'  either  his  attending  physician,  the  pastor 
of  his  church,  or  one  of  the  elders,  stating  the  time  and  nature  of 
the  sickness,  and  place  it  in  rhe  hands  of  the  local  Secretary,  who  is 
to  collect  them  fbr  him  or  her  from  the  general  Secretary. 

Sbo.  2. — Failure  of  paying  the  monthly  dues  in  advance  deprires 
a  member  of  the  sick  benefits  for  twenty  days,  during  which  time, 
if  he  pays  up  all  his  dues  and  assessments,  he  is  again  entitled  to 
them.  If  not  paid  up  within  forty  days  after  due  time,  then  the 
name  of  the  member  may  be  erased  from  the  local  society,  and  de- 
clared as  not  entitled  to  either  the  sick  -  or  the  death  funds  of  the 
general  Society. 

Sec.  3. — When  a  member  dies,  his  heirs  or  assigns  are  entitled  to 
not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  and  not  more  than  two  thousand 
dollars  from  the  death  fund.  When  that  sum  is  claimed,  a  l^ally 
sworn  certificate  must  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  local  Secretary, 
stating  the  date  of  d^ath,  the  age  of  the  deceased,  and  the  cause  of 
his  death.  This  the  local  Secretary  must  have  before  drawing 
from  the  death  fund  of  the  Society. 

Sec  4. — Failure  of  paying  an  assessment  within  twenty  days  by 
a  member,  after  it  has  been  issued  from  the  general  Secretary,  de- 
prives his  or  her  members  and  assigns  of  the  benefits  of  the  death 
fund,  in  case  of  death,  but  does  not  deprive  him  of  his  sick  benefits 
If  not  paid  up  within  forty  days,  the  name  of  the  member  may  be 
erased  from  the  local  society,  and  declared  as  not  entitled  to  either 
the  death  or  the  sick  funds  of  the  general  Society. 

Seo.  5. — Failure  of  paying  dues  or  assessments  imposed  by  local 
societies,  as  in  Article  III.,  Section  3,  provided,  works  a  similar  for- 
feiture of  benefits  as  above. 

Seo.  6. — The  election  of  members  is  by  ballot  and  majority,  either 
at  the  time  of  proposal  or  at  the  next  session  of  the  local  society^  as 
the  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  choose. 

Sec.  7. — Balloting  for  general  Secretary  must  take  place  during 
the  month  preceding  the  meeting  of  Synod,  and  the  result  certified 
by  the  Secretary,  inclosed  in  a  sealed  envelope  and  transmitted  to 
the  general  Secretary,  early  enough  for  him  to  hand  it  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  at  their  annual  session. 

Sec.  8. — No  one  can  be  considered  a  member  of  the  general 
Society  who  has  not  fully  complied  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
his  local  society. 
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Sic.  9.««-A  fkUiire  of  a  loeal  society  to  comply  with  the  rales  and 
regulations  of  the  general  Society  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  all  the 
lights  and  benefits  of  its  members  to  the  funds  of  the  general  Society 
for  twenty  days,  within  which  time  it  can  be  restored  if  it  complies 
with  the  rules  and  regulations,  and  pays  up  all  that  is  due  from  it  to 
the  general  fnnds.  If  not  done  so  within  forty  days, .  the  society 
shall  be  erased  from  the  list  by  the  general  Secretary. 

Sic.  10. — By  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the 
general  Society,  the  death  legacy  may  be  commuted  into  that  of 
tn  endowment,  and  the  same  paid  out  during  the  life  of  the 
member. 

Sec.  11. — ^Each  member  shall  obtain  a  certificate  of  membership 
from  the  general  Secretary,  countersigned  by  the  local  Secretary,  in 
which  shall  be  stated  the  party  or  parties  to  whom  the  legacy  from 
the  death  fund  is  made.  A  stub  of  such  certificates  to  be  kept  by 
the  general  Secretary.     Cost  nqt  to  exceed  fifteen  cents. 

Sic.  12. — When  a  member  leaves  one  local  society  to  join  another, 
he  must  procure  a  clearance  card  from  the  local  Secretary,  and  in  the 
interval  remit  his  post-office  address  to  the.general  Secretary,  as  well 
u  that  which  may  become  due  from  him  lo  the  funds.  Failure  to 
comply  with  this  deprives  a  member  of  all  the  benefits  from  the 
funds. 

Big.  13. — No  member  is  entitled  to  be  received  into  a  society  on 
a  clearance  card  unless  his  assessments  and  dues,  which  accrued 
daring  the  interval  of  transition,  are  all  paid  up ;  otherwise  he  can 
only  be  balloted  for  and  admitted  as  a  new  member. 

AKTICLS   YII. 
A  BESEBYE  AND  ACCUMULATINO  FUND. 

Sio.  1. — ^Twenty-five  per  cent,  of  each  death  assessment  shall  be  kept 
as  a  reserve  ftind,  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  on  such  deaths,  which 
shall  exceed  one  per  cent  during  the  year,  until  either  the  fund  is 
exhaasted  or  the  fiscal  year  has  expired.  This  shall  be  continued 
until  the  number  of  the  membership  reaches  that  of  five  thousand, 
i  e ,  until  the  surplus  at  any  one  assessment  amounts  to  five  hun- 
dred dollars. 

Sic.  2. — When  the  membership  numbers  over  five  thousand,  then 
the  amounts  over  five  hundred  dollars  of  the  surpluses  on  each 
death  assessment  shall  be  accumulated  until  two  thousand  dollars, 
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which  shall  then  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  a  death  without 
assessing  the  members  on  it. 

Sbo.  3. — The  accumulation  of  the  reserve  fund  shall  continue 
until  it  reaches  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  4. — Whenever  the  reserve  fund  is  drawn  upon,  it  shall  be 
replenished  to  that  extent  the  next  following  year  by  the  twenty- 
five  per  cents.,  or  the  surpluses  from  death  assessments,  at  the  rate 
of  five  hundred  dollars  per  assessment. 

Sec.  5. — The  money  of  the  reserve  fund  shall  not  be  given  out  in 
personal  loans,  nor  shall  it  be  invested  in  any  property,  except  in 
first-class,  interest-bearing,  marketable  bonds,  which  shall  be  de- 
posited in  a  safe  bank  for  safe-keeping,  subject  to  the  order  of  the 
trustees  of  the  Society. 

Sec.  6. — The  face  of  these  bonds  shall  be  fully  described  in  the 
annual  account  which  the  general  Secretary  is  to  render  to  the 
trustees,  as  well  as  in  his  financial  statement  accompanying  every 
death  assessment  notice. 

Seo.  7. — Any  three  members  of  the  Society  at  large,  producing 
certificates  of  membership  from  their  local  society  or  societies,  and 
countersigned  by  the  general  Secretary,  shall  have  the  right  of  ex- 
amining the  deposited  funds,  but  they  must  make  and  publish  a 
sworn  statement  of  the  result  of  their  examination. 

ARTICLE  YIII. 
MEETING  OF  THE  SOCIETY  AT  LARGE. 

Sec.  1. — A  majority  of  the  local  societies  shall  have  the  right  of 
calling  a  general  mass  meeting  of  the  members,  through  the  general 
Secfctary,  which  shall  be  presided  over  by  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  2. — At  such  meetings  amendments  to  this  Constitution  may 
be  adopted  after,  they  have  been  proposed  and  published  for  not  less 
than  three  months  in  both  the  English  and  German  organs  of  the 
Ohio  Synod. 

Sec.  3. — No  expenses  of  such  meeting  shall  be  charged  to  the 
funds  of  the  general  Society,  except  the  necessary  traveling 
expenses  of  the  general  Secretary.

Address  on  Mutual  {Jhristian  Aid.

ARTICLE  XVII. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 
J.  Hie  Annual  Meports, 

The  following  reports  were  received  and  adopted  : 

1.  Report  of  Board  of  Sunday  Schools, 

The  Sunday-school  Board  appointed  by  the  Synod  during  its  last 
annual  sessions,  and  to  whom  was  intrusted  the  general  Sunday- 
school  interest  within  the  bounds  of  the^Ohio  Synod,  would  respect- 
fully report : 

That  the  Board  met  in  the  First  Reformed  Church  at  Dayton,  Ohio, 
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November  1,  1875,  and  organiied  by  the  election  of  Rev.  Isaac  H. 
Reiter,  D.  D.,  President,  and  Rev.  Hiram  Shumaker,  Secretary ;  and 
held  another  meeting  at  the  residence  of  the  President,  in  Miamis- 
burg,  Ohio,  March  8, 1876,  to  arrange  a  programme  of  services  for  the 
present  Synod. 

As  a  prelude  to  this  report,  and  as  a  permanent  record  for  this 
Centennial  year,  the  Board  wonld  here  present  a  brief  historical  re- 
view of  the  Sunday-school  institution.  The  history  of  the  Sunday- 
school  system  in  America  is  yet  unwritten.  Its  beginnings  are/ 
rooted  in  the  past.  It  is  not  definitely  settled  when,  where,  or  by 
whom  the  jirtt  Sunday-school  was  started  in  this  country.  It  is, 
however,  certain  that  there  are  few,  if  any,  Sunday-schools  which 
can  point  to  an  unbroken  history  of  seventy  years.  The  American 
Sunday-school  system,  it  may  be  safely  asserted,  owes  its  beginnings 
as  a  system  to  the  American  Sunday-school  Union,  organized  in 
1824.  Previous  to  this  time,  especially  between  1812  and  1824, 
Sunday- school  8  were  organized  in  different  places  throughout  the 
United  States,  but,  after  all,  their  number  was  comparatively  few, 
and  they  existed  without  much  unity  or  plan  in  their  management. 
It  is,  therefore,  histo^cally  true  that  the  founders  of  the  American 
Sunday-school  Union,  both  as  it  relates  to  union  and  denominational 
schools,  had  much  to  do  with  founding  the  American  Sunday-school 
systei&. 

The  history  of  Sunday-schools  in  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States,  exclusive  of  the  substance  thereof  contained  in  our 
excellent  catechetical  system,  dates  back  perhaps  a  little  over  fifty 
years.  The  subject  in  its  earlier  stages  was  beset  with  difficulties, 
and  the  progress  made  in  organized  efforts  was  slow,  yet  gradually 
onward.  The  most  of  our  Sunday-schools  have  been  organized  within 
the  last  thirty  or  forty  years,  and  the  most  substantial  advancement 
has  been  made  within  the  last  ten  or  fifteen  years.  This  is  true  in 
regard  to  our  Church  in  general,  and  the  Ohio  Synod  in  particular. 
We  now  have  1,206  Sunday-schools,  with  about  12,000  teachers 
and  76,353  scholars,  connected  with  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States;  and  250  schools,  with  2,500  teachers  and  18,000 
scholars,  belonging  to  the  Ohio  Synod. 

The  Sunday  schools  within  the  bounds  of  the  Ohio  Synod  are  rep- 
resented in  a  good  working  condition,  and  during  the  past  Synodical 
year  have  made  commendable  progress,  improved  in  interest  and 
method,  increased  in  influence  and  efficiency,  and,  on  the  whole. 
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aobiered  valuable  results.  The  general  outlook  is  favorable  and  en- 
eoungiDg.  The  field  presents  a  varied  and  interesting  character, 
and  requires  more  culture. 

The  Church  should  ever  have  an  abiding  interest  in  the  Sunday- 
school,  and  use  all  proper  means  to  promote  its  prosperity  and  effi- 
ciency. It  has  become  an  agency  of  acknowledged  importance  in 
the  religious  training  and  Christian  culture  of  children  and  youth, 
and,  while  it*  has  already  wrought  a  great  work,  it  is  destined  to  ac. 
oomplifib  greater  results  in  the  future  .  And  in  order  to  do  our  full 
share  of  this  work  with  proper  effect,  we  should,  with  trust  in  God, 
aim  to  aid  in  elevating  the  standard  of  truth  and  righteousness, 
aspire  after  higher  attainments  in  Christian  knowledge  and  practical 
efficiency,  and  move  forward  in  supplying  the  needs  and  wants  of  our 
Sanday-sohools.      What  are  a  few  of  these  needs  and  wants? 

1.  We  need  to  have  the  Sunday-school  brought  more  folly  under 
the  authority  and  direction  of  the  Chwrch,  The  Sunday-school,  in 
the  absence  of  the  "parochial-school,^'  is  properly  the  Ghurch-school, 
in  whieh  the  Bible-lesson  and  the  Catechism  should  be  taught.  The 
Cliaroh,  in  adopting  the  Sunday-school  as  an  integral  part  of  her- 
self, should  not  only  exercise  the  functions  of  government  over  it, 
bat  also  officially  prescribe  the  doctrinal  teaching  of  it,  as  well  as  of 
the  pulpit,  and  have  the  teachers  of  her  children  properly  educated 
and  trained  for  their  specific  work  ;  and  the  scholars  identified  with 
the  school  should  be  trained  to  a  personal  knowledge  of  Christ,  and 
to  attend  the  public  services  of  the  sanctuary  as  promptly  and  reg- 
nhrly  as  those  of  the  school. 

2.  We  need  more  thorough  and  poniive  work :  (1)  In  point  of 
organisation,  preparation  and  teaching;  (2)  a  greater  degree  of 
personal  consecration  and  fidelity ;  (3)  a  higher  standard  of  teach- 
ing and  of  qualification;  (4)  more  frequent  and  thorough  re* 
views  of  the  lessons  taught ;  (5)  in  all  things  endeavor  to  conform 
to  sound  Christian  principles  and  the  order  of  the  Church. 

3.  We  need  more  co-operaMve  sympathy  and  help.  This  is  espe- 
oially  true  with  reference  to  parents  and  church-members.  Chrick 
tian  men  and  women,  as  well  as  elders  and  deacons,  for  their  own 
sake,  and  for  the  sake  of  others,  should  heartily  enter  into  the  life 
and  spirit  of  the  Sunday-school  work,  and  render  effective  service. 
And  to  this  end  it  is  also  recommended  that  all  the  Classes  of  this 
Synod  eslabliflh  Classical  Sunday-school  Associations  as  beneficial 

loies  in  the  good  cause. 
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4.  We  need  to  impress  all  our  pastors,  officers  and  members  with 
the  importance  of  giving  earnest  attention  and  intelligent,  direction 
to  the  matter  of  establishing  and  sustaining  Sunday-schools  in  all 
our  congregation^^  as  a  quickening  and  efficient  means  of  advancing 
the  interests  and  prosperity  of  the  Church. 

5.  We  need  a  united  and  earnest  effort  to  give  a  more  substantial 
support  and  a  wider  circulation  to  our  Sunday-Bchool  pubUea- 
iion$ — the  Heidelberg   Teacher^   Lesson  PaperSf  and  the  Leaves  of 
Light.    They  should  be  introduced  and  used  in  al)  our  Sunday- 
schools. 

Moreover,  the  Board,  according  to  instruction,  proposes  to  Synod, 
as  containing  a  suitable  series  of  topics  relating  to  Sunday-schools 
for  discussion  during  the  present  sessions,  with  the  names  of  the 
speakers  respectively  annexed,  the  following

II.  Report  of  CammiUee  an  Sunday  SehooU, 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Sunday-schools  presented  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  received  and  adopted : 

Tour  Committee  on  Sunday-schools  would  submit  the  following 
report: 

The  Board  to  whom  is  intrusted  the  management  of  the  general 
Sunday-school  interest  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  report  that 
they  have  discharged  the  duties  laid  upon  them  by  this  body. 

From  the  statistics,  as  well  as  from  the  report  of  the  Board,  we 
learn  that  the  Sunday-schools  under  the  care  of  Synod  are  in  a  good 
working  condition,  and  that  in  the  past  Synodical  year  have  made 
commendable  progress,  improved  in  interest,  and,  on  the  whole, 
aohieved  valuable  results. 

The  Committee  would  recommend  that  our  next  annual  meeting 
be  held  on  the  Tuesday  evening  preceding  the  annual  meeting  of 
Synod,  May  22,  A.  D.  1877,  at  half  past  seven  o'clock,  in  the  Re- 
formed Church,  Orrville,  Wayne  County,  Ohio. 

For  the  further  advancement  of  this  important  interest,  and  to 
give  it  a  new  impetus,  we  recommend  the  following  resolutions : 

Se9ohedj  That  this  Synod  instruct  the  different  Classes  belonging 
to  it,  and  that  have  not  as  yet  organized  themselves  into '  Classical 
Sunday-school  Associations,  to  do  so  at  their  earliest  convenience — 
the  whole  looking  forward  to  the  organiiation  of  a  Synodical  Sunday* 
aohool  Oonvenlion. 
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Hesohed,  That  we  invite  tlie  Sunday-schools  onder  ihe  care  of 
Synod  to  give  a  contribution  to  the  cause  of  missions,  and  that  on 
the  first  Sunday  of  August,  each  minister,  or  superintendent  of  a 
charge,  be  requested  to  present  this  claim,  and  receive  said  contri- 
bution, and  forward  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions of  the  Synod  of  Ohio. 

Resolved,  That  we  suggest  that  the  topics  laid  over  be  recom- 
mended to  the  Board  as  suitable  for  discussion  at  our  next 
meeting. 

The  Committee  would  give  the  following  expressions  on  the 
topics  discussed  at  the  Sunday-school  meeting  held  during  the 
session  of  the  Synod  : 

Topic. —  The  Pastor  and  the  Sunday-schooL 

Resolved,  That  Synod  call  the  attention  of  the  various  charges 
within  its  bounds  to  the  important  relation  that  exists  between 
the  pastoral  relation  and  the  Sunday-school,  whereby  a  greater  inti- 
macy may  be  created  between  the  pastor  as  head  of  the  congrega- 
tion, and  the  Sunday-school,  which  ought  to  be  recognized  as  part 
of  the  Church. 

Topic. — The  Consistory  and  the  Sunday-school, 

Resolved,  That  the  Consistory,  which  is  the  legislative  body  of 
the  congregation,  be  urged  to  take  a  greater  interest  in  the  Sunday- 
school  work  of  their  respective  fields ;  and  that  the  eldership,  espe- 
cially, be  careful  not  to  lose  sight  of  their  spiritual  work  in  this 
department  of  the  Church  under  their  care. 

Topic. — The  Oonyregaiion  and  the  Sunday-school, 

Resolved,  That  the  congregation  should  not  lose  sight  of  the 
primary  object  of  the  Sunday-school,  which  is,  and  ever  ought,  to 
be,  the  nursery  of  the  Church,  and  that  the  faithful  indoctrination 
of  the  children  will  secure  permanent  congregational  life. 

Topic. — The  Sunday-school  and  the  Teaching  Element. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Synod  that  only  professors 
of  religion  should  be  intrusted  with  the  instruction  of  the  young, 
whereby  we  may  avoid  blind  leaders  of  the  blind. 

Topic. — The  Sunday-school  and  the   J^orld. 

Resolved,  That  the  Sunday-school,  in  its  very  nature,  as  well  as 
design  and  relation  to  the  Church,  has  a  sphere  of  usefhlness  beyond 
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ike  limit  of  mere  ohoroli-meinbership,  and  that  it  is  her  province 
to  aot  as  a  helpmate  to  the  Church — oo-operating  with  the  pastor 
and  Oonsistorj  in  the  catechetical,  as  well  as  the  general  missionary, 
wo^of  the  Church. 

Re9ohedj  That  the  attention  of  pastors  and  elders  be  called  to 
the  eabjeot,  and  that  they  do  all  in  their  power  to  make  the  Sunday- 
sehool  an  agency    by  which   to   reach  out  and   gather  into   the 
Chnrch  both  children  and  adults  from  the  world.

APPEALS  AND  REFERENCES. 

J.  Appeal  of  Wilhelfn  from  Action  Si.  John^s  Classis. 

The  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Classes,  during  the  morning  session 
of  the  fourth  day  of  the  sessions,  reported  in  item  15,  that  Elder 
John  Wilhelm  appealed  to  this  Synod,  from  the  action  of  the  St. 
John's  Classis,  refusing  to  grant  the  request  of  the  Reformed  con- 
gregation of  Wooster,  Ohio,  to  be  dismissed  to  the  Tuscarawas 
Classis.  This  appeal,  together  with  all  the  papers  bearing  on  the 
case,  was  referred  to  a  Special  Committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  Hiram 
Shanll,  Oswald  J.  Accola,  and  Elder  Frank  Slaymaker,  to  examine 
whether  the  appeal  was  in  order,  and,  if  found  in  order,  to  report 
the  manner  in  which  it  is  to  be  taken  up.  This  Committee,  during 
the  afternoon  session  on  Saturday,  submitted  their  report,  which  was 
received  and  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 
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Tlie  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  case  of  Blder 
John  Wilhelm,  from  the  deciBion  of  St.  John's  Glassis,  respeetfnUy 
report: 

That  they  have  examined  the  documents,  and  find  them  apparently 
in  order.  But  the  President  of  St.  John's  Classis  having  fidled  to 
transmit  to  this  Synod  a  copy  of  the  written  reasons  deposited  with 
him  by  the  appellant,  we  therefore  have  no  legal  and  direct  data  upon 
which  to  predicate  a  decision.  Hence,  we  recommend  that  the  whole 
subject  be  referred  back  to  St.  John's  Classis,  with  the  following  in- 
structions, viz  :  That,  in  accordance  with  tlie  deliverance  of  the  Oen- 
eral  Synod,  the  Classis  be  recommended  to  grant  at  once  the  prayer 
of  the  Wooster  Charge

Wm  Case  of  Geo.  ShuUf  Deeeased. 

Daring  the  afternoon  session  on  Thursday,  Rev.  Lewis  M. 
Kerschner  made  a  statement  before  the  Synod  to  the  effect  that  the 
will  of  George  Shutt,  deceased  (who  had  made  some  bequests  to 
several  Boards  of  the  Ohio  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church),  was 
under  contest ;  that  he  had  been  appointed  agent  in  the  matter  by 
Rev.  J.  H.  Good,  J).

During  the  morning  session  of  the  fourth  day  (Saturday,  May  20) 
of  the  sessions,  the  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes,  in  item  12, 
reported  that  the  Synod  of  the  Northwest  respecting  the  mutual 
relation  established  between  the  said  Synod  and  the  Ohio  Synod  in 
1867,  with  a  special  reference  to  Heidelberg  College  and  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  at  Tiffin,  Ohio,  had  adopted  an  action,  included 
in  the  report,  for  the  dissolution  of  said  relation,  and  impliedly 
requested  this  Synod  to  acquiesce  in  this  action.

WherecUy  The  St.  John's  Classis  claims  that  said  action  was  not 
in  accordance  with  its  original  request  (as  may  be  seen  by  reference 
to  the  Synodical  Minutes  of  1873,  page  55),  .and  that  this  request, 
instead  of  having  been  rescinded,  had  since  been  officially  reiterated 
by  it ;  and, 

WhereoAy  The  said  Classis  desires  to  be  regarded  as  holding  to  its 
original  position  and  request  in  the  case,  and  does  not  consider  its 
official  relation  to  the  Ohio  Synod  dissolved  until  the  formal  organi- 
zation of  such  a  German  Synod  shall  be  effected ;  therefore.

J«    The  Annual  Reporta. 

The  following  reports  were  received  and  (A)nsidered : 
1.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Publication, 

The  Board  of  Publication  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report : 

That  they  have  attended,  as  best  they  could,  to  the  particular  in- 
terest committed  to  their  trust  and  care.  In  November,  1874,  Rev. 
Alvin  1^.  Zerbe,  assistant  editor  of  the  Chrutian  World  resigned, 
and  Rev.  Henry  T.  Spangler,  late  of  Ursinus  College,  a  yonng 
man  well  qualified  for  the  position,  was  chosen  to  fill  his  place. 
Under  the  able  management  of  the  chief  editor,  Rev.  Samuel 
Mease,  D.  D.,  and  his  present  assistant,  the  Board  feels  warranted  in 
promising  to  the  Church  a  paper  fully  equal  if  not  superior  in  every 
respect  to  that  which  it  has  received  in  the  past. 

Financially,  the  year  has  been  a  very  trying  one.  This  may  read- 
ily be  inferred  from  the  general  depression  in  business  and  strin- 
gency in  money  matters.  Many  subscribers  have  felt  unable  to  con- 
tinue the  paper,  while  many  more  have  failed  to  pay  for  it.  This 
last  evil  has  been  so  seriously  felt  that  it  suggested  the  necessity  of 
inaugurating  the  system  of  payment  of  all  subscriptions  strictly  in 
advance.  The  effect  of  this  was  as  anticipated.  Worthless  sub- 
scriptions were  lost,  and  a  goodly  number  of  paying  ones,  for  the 
time,  becoming  displeased,  discontinued.  All  this,  however,  we  are 
sure  will  lead  to  a  much  more  healthy  financial  condition  of  the 
paper. 

The  number  of  pastors  who  seem  to  act  as  if  they  had  nothing  to 
do  in  circulating  our  Church  paper  is  still  quite  too  large.  Such  put 
forth  but  little  or  no  effort  to  collect  old  dues,  retain  old  subscrip- 
tions, or  secure  new  ones  This,  as  must  clearly  be  seen,  tends 
greatly  not  only  to  cripple  the  publication  work,  but,  what  is  much 
more  serious,  to  deprive  the  Church  of  much  service  which  her 
paper  is  calculated  to  render. 

All  this  has  led  the  editor,  upon  his  own  responsibility,  to  ar- 
range for  a  more  active  and  efficient  agency  for  the  circulation  of  the 
periodicals  of  the  Church.  Under  this  arrangement,  Rev.  J.  M. 
3Iickly  is  to  become  identified  with  our  publication  work,  as  an 
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ageot  and  oorrespondent,  and  to  visit  every  available  locality  of  the 
Chnroh  in  the  interests  of  the  Christian  World  and  Sabbath -school 
publioations.  This  may  seem  to  impose  a  heavy  expense  upon  the 
printing  establishment,  but  it  is  at  the  same  time  confidently  be- 
lieved to  be  the  shortest  and  most  speedy  way  of  reaching  the  desired 
end,  especially  during  this  Oentennial  year.    In  behalf  of  the  Board.

IV.    Founding  of  a  Printing  EstabHshmont. 

Daring  the  third  day  of  the  sessions^  the  Committee  appointed  by 
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the  last  Synod  on  the  Printing  Establishment,  and  referred  to  by 
the  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes,  in  item  8,  submitted  their 
report,  which  was  reeeived,  discussed,  and,  as  amended,  adopted ;  and 
is  as  follows : 

The  Committee  to  whom  the  important  interest  of  the  Print- 
ing Establishment  was  committed  by  the  Synod  in  1875,  had  several 
meetings  during  the  year,  which  were  fully  attended.  The  subject 
was  discusssed  in  all  its  various  bearings  and  important  results 
reached,  which  have  been  laid  before  the  Church  through  the  col- 
umns of  the  Christian  World.  i 

The  Committee  fully  indorsed  the  action  of  Synod,  believing  it 
to  have  been  wise  and  judicious,  and  that  the  time  had  come  for  de- 
cisive action.  They  are  also  fully  persuaded,  from  the  correspond- 
ence they  have  had,  and  the  eflforts  which  they  have  made,  that  the 
great  body  of  our  people  are  in  sympathy  with  the  movement,  and 
that  it  will  succeed  if  the  matter  be  fully  explained  and  their  duty 
pointed  out.  The  project,  indeed,  seems  so  reasonable,  and  inti- 
mately connected  with  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  Church, 
that  there  ought  to  be  no  hesitancy  in  pushing  it  to  a  speedy  termin- 
ation. 

Other  churches  have  their  Printing  Establishments,  which  are  not 
(fbly  sources  of  revenue,  but  are  doing  much  to  develop  their  life 
and  energy.  Our  German  brethren  have  in  this  set  us  a  good  ex- 
ample and  shown  us  what  can  be  done  They  have  by  this  means 
scattered  their  books  and  publications  much  more  widely  than  they 
could  possibly  have  done  had  they  not  had  their  own  Printing  House. 
Our  resources  are  greater,  so  that  we  ought  to  succeed  better  than 
they  have  done  if  we  unite  our  efforts. 

The  Committee  rejoice  in  the  success  with  which  they  have  met, 
and  feel  convinced  that  if  the  Synod  will  move  energetically  in  the 
matter,  that  the  sum  of  $10,000  can  be  secured  by  the  time  of  its 
next  annual  meeting,  and  the  way  be  prepared  for  a  commence- 
ment. Over  $3,000  have  been  guaranteed  in  notes  and  pledges  that 
have  been  given,  all  of  which  have  been  secured  by  correspondenoe 
and  the  undivided  efforts  of  members  of  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  have  not  been  able  to  see  or  correspond  with  all 
whose  names  have  been  put  down  for  specific  sums ;  but  they  Have 
no  doubt  that  if  the  Synod  will  approve  of  the  plan,  and  give  the 
assurance  that  the  enterprise  shall  be  started  so  soon  as  the  $10,000 
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are  seomed,  tkat  the  most  of  them  will  accede  to  the  appointment 
•8  others  have  already  done. 

It  is,  indeed,  to  he  r^retted  that  our  Synod  did  not  move  in  thia 
direction  years  ago.  Had  we  done  so,  and  husbanded  our  means 
earefxilly,  we  might  to-day  be  much  farther  advanced  than  we  are ; 
but  it  is  still  not  too  late.for  us  to  make  the  start — indeed,  there  is 
reason  to  believe  that  the  present  is  an  auspicious  time  for  us  to 
b^itt.  Our  institutions  are  now  partially  endowed,  the  Church  has 
grown  in  numbers,  wealth  and  influence,  and  can  learn  from  the  ex- 
perience of  others. 

We  also  need  a  literature  that  is  truly  Reformed.  As  it  is  now, 
we  do  not  have  this,  and  never  can  have  it  until  we  supply  it  our- 
selves. We  have  long  looked  for  it  from  the  East,  but  have,  thus 
&r,  been  disappointed.  What  we  have  in  the  shape  of  catechisms, 
hymn-books,  etc.,  we  are  paying  too  much  for.  There  is,  in  fact, 
but  little  beyond  our  periodicals  that  is  Reformed  and  calculated  to 
awaken  the  Church  to  a  sense  of  her  mission  and  work. 

Shall  we  continue  at  this  rate  ?  We  have  the  talent  and  enter- 
prise to  provide  a  literature  fully  adapted  to  our  needs.  All  that 
is  necessary  to  call  it  into  exercise  is  the  proper  inducement.  What 
the  West  has  done  in  connection  with  the  Chrutian  Warldy  and  her 
Snnday-sohool  publications,  is  a  sufficient  proof  of  what  may  be 
expected  if  we  have  the  proper  facilities. 

The  Presbyterian,  Methodist  and  other  Churches  were  in  the 
same  condition  in  which  we  now  are  until  they  provided  themselves 
with  publishing  houses.  As  soon  as  this  was  done,  their  ministers 
sharpened  their  pens  and  went  to  work  in  earnest  to  prepare  a  liter- 
ature adapted  to  their  necessities.  These  Churches  soon  felt  the 
effect  iind  came  to  the*  support  of  the  publishing  houses ;  the  result 
of  which  is  they  have  been  blessed  a  hundred-fold,  and  have  culti- 
vated a  church-life  and  feeling  that  promises  much  for  the  friture. 

Shall  we  not  learn  from  these  examples  ?  What  others  have  done 
we  can  do  f  AlHies  with  us.  If  we  exert  ourselves  and  make  the 
proper  e£Fort  we  will  succeed  ;  if  not,  we  will  continue  as  we  are, 
and  &il  to  ip  what  we  might  and  ought  to  do. 

Ten  thousand  dollars  is  the  sum  Synod  wants  in  order  to  make 
the  start,  and  has  authorized  the  Committee  to  adopt  such  measures 
as  may  be  best  calculated  to  secure  it.  The  plan  we  have  adopted 
is  to  apportion  this  sum  among  the  congregations,  pastoral  ohargeS) 
uid  liberal-minded  men  of  the  Synod.  In  this  way  the  burden  will 
Mi|d|  boavy  on  any.

Centennial  CeiebntUanm 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes,  during  the  morning  session 
of  the  fourth  day  of  the  sessions,  in  item  17,  called  the  attention  of 
this  Synod  to  the  action  of  the  General  Synod  in  regard  to  the  Cen- 
tennial Celebration.  The  item  was  adopted,  and  the  subject  involved 
was  referred  to  a  Special  Committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  G^o.  W. 
Williard,  D.  D.,  Samuel  Mease,  D.  D.,  and  Joshua  H.  Derr.  This 
Committee,  during  the  evening  session  of  the  last  day  of  the  sessions, 
submitted  their  report,  which  was  received  and  adopted,  and  is  as 
follows :

The  Committee,  to  whom  the  subject  of  the  Centennial  was  re- 
ferred, would  respectfully  report : 

That  the  limited  time  which  they  have  had  to  devote  to  this  very 
important  and  interesting  subject  makes  it  impossible  to  do  firll 
justice  to  it.  Yet,  we  feel  that  it  should  not  be  allowed  to  pass  by 
▼ithont  some  suitable  action.  What  this  should  be,  the  Committee 
would  suggest  in  the  following  report : 

1.   I%e  Idea  of  the  Centennial. 

The  idea  of  observing  the  present  year  as  a  Centennial  is  one  that 
has  been  happily  conceived.  The  blessings  which  we  have  enjoyed 
as  a  land  and  nation  during  the  one  hundred  years  of  our  existence, 
have  been  so  many  and  varied  as  to  call  for  suitable  acknowledg- 
ments on  our  part.  We  are  a  Christian  people,  and,  as  such,  it  be- 
comes us  to  recognize  the  Hand  that  has  led  us  through  all  our 
struggles  and  trials  to  the  present  enviable  position  we  occupy 
among  the  nations  of  the  earth.  The  history  of  the  world  presents 
no  instance  of  such'rapid  growth  and  prosperity  as  we  have  enjoyed. 
We  have,  under  the  blessing  of  God,  preserved  our  national  life 
amid  bloody  conflicts,  and  developed  our  resources  and  energies  to 
an  extent  that  is  truly  astonishing. 

2.  Eow    We  Should  Celebrate  It. 

As  citizens,  we  should  heartily  join  in  the  celebration,  and  make 

it  a  year  of  joy  and  gladness.     We  should  recount  the  mercies  and 

blessings  we  have  enjoyed,   both  civil  and  religious,  and  pray  that 

God  may  continue  to  be  with  us  in  the  future  as  he  has  been  in  the 

past,  lead  us  to  still  greater  prosperity,  and  bless  us   as  he  has 

promised. 

3.   Our  Grratitude. 

The  occasion  calls  for  suitable  expression  of  gratitude  and  devo- 
tion, in  patriotic  songs,  hymns  of  praise  and  free-will  offerings. 
The  whole  land  should  be  moved  by  a  sense  of  thankfulness  to  God. 
Every  proper  occasion  should  be  employed  in  exciting  and  giving 
proper  direction  to  it,  so  that  sweet  incense  may  ascend  from  every 
part  of  our  land ;  that  our  patriotism  and  Christianity  may  be  im- 
proved and  invigorated. 

4.    What  the  Church  Should  Do. 

Having,  as  Christians,  enjoyed  special  spiritual  blessings,  we 
J^hould  make  due  account  of  them,  as  the  Stite  is  doing  in  regard 
^0  her  civil  liberty  and  prosperity.     We  should  iniugurate  in   the 
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Church  such  measures  as  will  be  calculated  to  lead  to  special 
thanksgiving,  and  elevate  the  tone  of  piety  and  liberality.  We 
have  been  greatly  favored.  No  nation  has  enjoyed  such  religious 
advantages  as  we  have.  We  have  had  an  open  Bible,  with  the  priv- 
ilege of  worshiping  God  according  to  our  own  free  choice,  with  no 
one  to  interfere  or  make  us  afraid  This  Synod  has  great  reason  to 
rejoice,  in  view  of  the  prosperity  which  has  marked  its  past  history. 
Although  our  territory  has  been  greatly  circumscribed  by  the  for- 
mation of  other  Synods,  we  still  have  a  membership  of  over  twenty 
thousand,  with  many  fine  churches  and  institutions  of  learning, 
that  are  creditable  and  honorable ;  for  all  of  which  we  should  erect 
our  memorials  of  devout  gratitude,  as  well  as  the  State  is  doing. 

5.  How  to  Proceed. 

We  would  suggest  that  this  Synod  earnestly  and  affectionately 
urge  upon  all  the  congregations,  pastoral  charges,  and  Sabbath - 
schools  within  its  bounds,  to  make  due  account  of  the  Centennial 
by  setting  apart  some  time  during  the  year  fox  special  services,  in 
which  the  goodness  of  Grod  to  us,  as  a  branch  of  his  Church,  shall 
be  reviewed,  and  the  people  exhorted  to  make  such  returns  as  grati- 
tude and  a  sense  of  duty  may  prompt,  for  the  different  benevolent 
objects,  such  as  Missions,  Beneficiary  Education,  Printing  House, 
Heidelberg  College,  and  Theological  Seminary.  That  the  movement 
may  be  general,  the  Synod  would  urge  upon  the  several  Classes  the 
duty  of  seeing  that  this  provision  be  observed  ;  and  that,  should 
any  ministerial  brother  fail  to  bring  it  before  his  people  in  a  proper 
w|iy,  and  thus  not  give  them  the  opportunity  of  joining  in  its  proper 
celebration,  he  be  called  to  an  account  for  his  neglect. 

This  Synod  would,  also,  ftirther  affectionately  urge  upon  such  of 
its  members  as  have  been  blessed  with  temporal  prosperity,  and  have 
a  comfortable  share  of  the  good  things  of  this  world,  to  make  special 
and  liberal  contributions  during  the  year  for  the  payment  of  the 
debts  of  the  several  Boards,  the  debts  on  churches,  the  founding  of 
the  Printing  House,  and  the  fall  endowment  of  our  College  and 
Theological  Seminary,  that  we  may  thereby  show  an  appreciation  of 
the  rich  blessings  we  have  enjoyed  during  the  past,  and,  at  the  same 
time,  show  ourselves  worthy  of  the  continued  favor  of  our  heavenly 

Father. 

6.  Time  of  Action. 

As  the  Centennial  has  already  been  inaugurated,  and  will  soon  be 
past,  prompt  and  immediate  action  should  be  taken  in  every  part  of 
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the  Church  to  secure  the  objects  contemplated.  Pastors  and  Con- 
sistories should  oonsnlt  as  to  the  time  for  these  services,  and  as  to 
how  they  can  be  made  the  most  interesting  and  profitable.  Delay 
in  this  work  will  be  to  defeat  it. 

7.   Centennial  Monument, 

The  Synod  would  enjoin  upon  the  several  Glasses  that  they  make 
a  fall  report  of  their  doing  a  short  time  before  its  next  annual 
meeting,  so  that  it  may  then  gather  up  the  result  in  some  suitable 
way,  and  perpetuate  it  in  the  history  of  the  Church. 

8.  Finally, 

Let  all  interested  in  the  success  of  this  Centennial  movement 
give  it  their  personal  attention ;  talk  about  it,  work  for  it,  and  pray 
for  it.  And  may  God,  who  has  watched  over  us  and  our  fathers 
during  these  hundred  years,  still  be  with  us,  and,  for  the  sake  of 
Christ  our  Savior,  fulfill  the  desire  of  our  hearts  as  shall  be  for  his 
glory  and  our  good.     Amen.

AKTICLB  XII. 

RELIGION  AND  MORALS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  and  Statistical 
Reports  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  received  and 
adopted : 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren : — Under  the  direction  of  our  merciful 
heavenly  Father  we  have  been  guided  safely  through  another  ecele- 
siaatical  year.  Cycle  after  cycle  has  been  added  to  the  twig  which  waa 
transplanted  into  this  Western  soil  more  than  half  a  century  ago, 
until  it  has  grown  to  be  quite  a  tree.     As  a  Synod  we  started  in 
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helpless  infftncj,  but,  through  self-denyiog  labors,  have  struggled 
through  difficulties  until  we  have  reached  the  period  of  vigorous 
manhood,  and  that,  too,  without  bearing  any  perceptible  marks  of  de- 
caying old  age.  And  to-day  we  can  rejoice  in  having  the  means  at 
hand  by  which  to  develop  our  spiritual  life  and  resources,  and  place 
US  in  such  an  ecclesiastical  position  as  to  give  us  honorable  rank  with 
other  churches.  This  is  due  mainly  toj  the  rich  blessing  of  Al- 
mighty God  upon  the  earnest  labors  of  his  ordained  ministers  and 
zealous  laymen  of  the  Church. 

The  progress  made  during  the  past  year,  as  indicated  in  the  dif- 
ferent Classical  reports,  is  commendable,  and  compares  quite  favor- 
ibly  with  that  of  previous  years.  The  Lord  has,  in  a  remarkable 
way,  blessed  his  ministering  servants  with  health  so  as  to  enable 
them  to  labor  uninterruptedly  in  his  service.  With  the  exception  of 
one  Classis,  of  which  it  is  said,  "the  past  year  has  been  one  of  spe- 
cial trial,  and  much  sickness  prevailed  among  some  of  the  pastors  and 
members,"  there  is  but  one  report  concerning  the  health  of  the 
brethren. 

Without  any  special  interpositions  of  Divine  Providence  to  inter, 
fere  with  their  labors,  the  ministers  have  been  diligent  in  dispensing 
the  means  of  grace  to  their  people.  The  word  has  been  faithfully 
preached  and  the  sacraments  regularly  administered.  There  has 
heen  no  lack  of  interest  in  these  divinely-appointed  means  upon  the 
part  of  the  membership  generally  throughout  the  bounds  of  the 
Synod.  And  where  they  are  not  so  highly  esteemed,  this  forms  the 
exception,  and  not  the  rule.  May  the  Lord,  who  has  set  his  table 
in  the  wilderness,  give  them  all  a  strong  desire  for  the  bread  of  ever- 
lasting life. 

Others,  who  hear  the  word,  are  like  a  man  "that  beholds  his  nat- 
ural face  in  a  glass,  and  goeth  his  way,  and  straightway  forgetteth  what 
manner  of  man  he  was."  They  are  hearers  of  the  word,  but  not 
doers  of  the  same.  They  do  not  absent  themselves  from  the  table 
of  the  Lord,  but  being  found  there  they  only  eat  and  drink  judgment 
to  themselves,  not  discerning  the  Lord's  body. 

Others  who  make  a  personal  application  of  the  word  to  themselves, 
and  have  a  desire  to  be  built  up  in  the  faith,  are  not  actively  en- 
gaged in  leading  others  to  the  Savior.  Of  this,  one  of  the  Classes 
especially  complains.  Their  religion  is  selfish  in  its  nature.  They 
leem  to  be  satisfied  with  the  salvation  of  their  own  souls,  and  are 
willing  that  others  may  perish.     The  second  table  of  the  command-. 
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mente  does  not  enter  very  largely  into  their  reli^ous  feelings.  They 
give  but  little  heed  to  the  lesson  designed  to  be  taught  by  our  Savior 
in  his  parable  of  the  Good  Samaritan,  and  forget  that  if  one  convert 
a  sinner  from  the  error  of  his  way,  he  shall  save  a  soul  from  death 
and  hide  a  multitude  of  sins,  and  that  this  duty  is  demanded  of  all 
Christians. 

The  children  of  the  Church  are  receiving  special  attention,  which 
is  a  good  omen.  These  are  to  be  pillars  upon  which  the  Church  of 
the  future  is  to  rest ;  and  if  they  are  properly  instructed  in  her  doc- 
trines and  led  to  observe  her  customs,  she  will  not  only  have  many 
to  bear  her  up  on  the  angry  waves  of  strife,  but  also  stanch  ones 
which  will  endure  the  severest  storms.  Sunday-schools  exist  in 
nearly  every  congregation,  and  there  is  much  activity  in  gathering 
the  children  into  them  for  instruction  and  religious  edification.  The 
conventions,  which  are  held  by  nearly  all  of  the  Classes,  are  a  means 
of  making  our  Sunday-school  work  effective  and  of  enlisting  the 
sympathies  of  the  very  best  men  and  women  in  this  noble  cause. 

Besides  the  work  of  educating  the  children  and  youth  under  this 
particular  form,  catechisation  has  received  very  general  attention. 
When  we  remember  that  the  religious  training  of  our  children  in 
this  way  met  with  serious  opposition  from  within  as  well  as  from 
without  not  very  many  years  ago,  it  is  gratifying  to  learn  that  in 
some  of  the  Classes  this  important  duty  is  fully  attended  to.  And 
this  growing  interest  in  this  old-established  custom  of  the  Reformed 
Church,  is  pointed  to,  in  some  of  the  Clas8ical  reports,  as  a  hopeful 
sign  for  the  future  prosperity  of  our  pastoral  charges.  There  is 
some  complaint,  however,  that  there  is  still  some  neglect  in  this  im- 
portant branch  of  church  activity.  To  some  the  Heidelberg  Cat- 
echism in  the  instruction  of  the  youth  is  a  sealed  book. 

As  the  result  of  faithful  preaching,  Sabbath-school  labors,  cate- 
chising and  earnest  pastoral  work,  many  have  been  added  to  the 
Church,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  statistical  tables.  Some 
of  the  dead  branches  have  been  revived,  and  now  promise  to  bear 
fruit  again.  New  congregations  have  been  formed,  and  interesting 
missionary  points  have  been  established.  And  in  some  localities  the 
seed  has  been  sown  where  it  is  expected  that  it  will  germinate  and 
grow,  and  require  the  labors  and  watchfulness  of  some  of  our  unem- 
ployed husbandmen  to  fenee  the  grounds  and  gather  the  fruit. 

The  various  benevolent  objects  of  the  Church  have  received  atten- 
tion ;  but  there  has  been  a  falling  off  of  benevolent  contributions 
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during  the  last  year,  which  seems  to  be  the  result  of  the  "bard  times" 
principally.  But  one  Classis  reports  an  increase  of  benevolent  funds 
on  former  years.  There  are  compkints  that  some  of  the  ministers 
not  only  fail  to  urge  this  important  branch  of  church  work  upon 
their  people,  but  actually  refuse  them  the  privilege  of  exercising 
their  benevolent  feelings.  With  all  the  praise  that  is  due  to  our 
hard-worked  ministry,  this  is  a  foul  stain  upon  its  otherwise  fair  es- 
cutcheon. If  we  wish  to  be  eminently  successful  as  a  Church,  our 
alms,  as  well  as  our  prayers,  must  be  offered  to  Ood  as  a  sweet- 
smelling  savor. 

The  ranks  of  the  ministry  have  been  wonderfully  preserved  from 
the  attacks  of  the  destroying  angel.  Only  two  deaths  are  reported,  one 
of  which  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Synod  last  year  already. 
And  although  a  proper  tribute  was  paid  to  his  memory  then,  we  wish 
to  put  on  record  here  the  sentiments  of  those  who  had  the  best  oppor- 
tunities of  knowing  him,  as  expressed  in  their'  Classical  report,  viz  : 
^*We  are  under  the  painful  necessity  to  record  the  death  of  one  of 
the  oldest  and  most  faithful  of  our  watchmen  on  the  walls  of  Zion, 
Rev.  H.  Wflliard,  of  blessed  memory.  All  have  felt  sadly  his  loss 
in  our  councils.  He  was  ever  ready  to  engage  in  that  which  was  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  Church,  and  faithful  to  important  trusts 
committed  into  his  hands." 

The  Eastern  Ohio  Classis  lost  one  minister,  by  death,  in  the 
person  of  Rev.  Thomas  Ferrell.  His  Classis  bears  this  testimony 
concerning  him :  '^ Although  since  his  connection  with  this  Classis 
he  did  not  have  the  care  of  a  pastoral  charge,  yet  his  labors  in  other 
channels  have  reflected  the  glory  of  God."  Thus  one  by  one  of  the 
faithful  sentinels  are  falling  at  their  posts ;  but  while  we  mourn  over 
these  bereavements,  we  rejoice  in  the  fact  that  there  are  other 
faithful  servants  to  fill  up  the  depleted  ranks  of  the  ministry. 

And  now  unto  Him  who  is  able  to  keep  you,  and  present  you  fault- 
less before  the  presence  of  His  glory  with  exceeding  joy,  to  the  only 
wise  God  our  Savior,  be  glory  and  majesty,  dominion  and  power,  both 
now  and  ever.     Amen.

MISSIONS. 
'  J.    The  Annual  Report*. 

The  following  reports  were  received  and  referred :  ' 

1.  Report  of  Board  of  Home  Mimom  of  Ohio  Synod, 

The  Board  has  only  a  short  report  to  make  to  the  Synod  of  its 
operations  during  the  year.  This  is  not  becanse  of  any  want  of  in- 
terest it  has  had  in  the  work,  nor  because  nothing  was  to  be  done, 
bi^t  solely  because  it  has  not  had  the  means  necessary  to  carry  the 
work  forward  as  it  should  have  been.  We  have  made  repeated  ap- 
peals to  the  Church,  stated  the  actual,  distress  of  some  of  oar  mis- 
sionaries, and  urged  the  necessity  of  greater  liberality ;  but  we  are 
sorry  to  say  that  comparatively  little  has  been  done.  Why  it  is  so 
we  are  at  a  loss  fully  to  explain.  It  is  true  the  times  are  hard  and 
money  is  scarce,  but  it  is  hardly  presumable  that  the  Church  would 
be  80  very  remiss  if  the  actual  necessities  of  the  case  were  known. 
There  is  reason,  therefore,  to  fear  that  the  ministers,  in  many  in- 
stances at  least,  have  not  brought  the  matter  before  their  people  as 
they  should,  and  have  not  urged  them  to  come  up  to  the  full  measure 
of  their  duty.  As  it  is,  so  very  little  has  been  contributed  to  this 
object  that  the  operations  of  the  Board  have  been  very  limited,  and 
its  work  very  perplexing,  as  it  has  not  been  able  to  meet  the  appro- 
priations of  the  missionaries  when  they  have  been  in  actual  need. 
The  Board  is  in  debt  to  all  its  missionaries,  and  has  not  the  funds 
with  which  to  pay  what  is  due.  Under  these  circumstances  we  have 
not  felt  warranted  in  making  any  new  appropriations,  although  urged 
to  do  so  in  the  case  of  some  very  promising  openings.  Several 
brethren  have  gone  into  vacant  and  destitute  fields,  and  are  now 
laboring  in  them  in  the  hope  that  the  Church  will  come  to  their 
support,  and  will  be  sadly  disappointed  if  no  help  is  given. 

The  debt  which  the  Board  reported  to  the  Synod  last  year  is  prob- 
ably as  large  now  as  it  then  was.  No  Classis  has,  as  yet,  sent  in  the 
full  amount  of  the  apportionment  made  at  the  last  Synodical  meet- 
ing for  this  specific  object.  The  probabiliCy  is  that  the  receipts  have 
barely  met  the  expenditures  of  the  year,  so  that  the  debt  remains 
very  nearly  the  same  that  it  was,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  Treasurer's 
Report. 
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The  Board  was  very  anxious  to  have  the  Superintendent  of  Mis- 
Bions  elected  at  the  last  Synod,  acoept  of  the  appointment,  and  de- 
vote himself  to  the  work;  but  as  several  of  the  Classes,  at  their 
annual  meeting,  declined  to  dissolve  their  Boards,  and  operate 
through  the  parent  Board,  as  requested  by  the  Synod,  both  the 
Boaid  and  Superintendent  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  work  Was 
too  much  circumscribed  by  this  action  to  justify  the  expenditure 
that  would  be  required  if  the  Superintendent  would  devote  his  whole 
attention  to  it.  Hence  arrangements  were  made  with  the  Superin- 
tendent-elect to  devote  a  part  of  his  time  to  the  work  of  the  Board, 
to  a  great  extent  as  it  had  previously  been.  The  attention  of  the 
Synod  is  therefore  called  to  the  subject,  in  the  hope  that  something 
may  be, done  that  will  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  case.  If  the 
Church  were  of  one  mind  in  regard  to  the  expediency  of  such  a 
superintendence,  and  all  would  unite  in  their  efforts  to  give  it  suc- 
cess, there  is  little  doubt  but  that  it  would  give  a  new  impetus  to 
the  missionary  work ;  but,  as  it  is,  it  is  difficult  to  see  which  would 
be  for  the  best. 

The  following  are  the  missions  that  have  been  under  the  care  of 
the  Board  during  the  year: 

Denver  Oity^  Colorado. — This  mission  is  still  served  by  the  Rev. 
J.  A.  Keller,  and  has  made  some  progress  during  the  year.  Special 
efforts  have  been  made  to  provide  for  the  entire  debt  of  the  church, 
and  hopes  are  entertained  that  this  desirable  end  will  be  secured  at 
no  distant  period.  This  being  done,  the  mission  will  be  in  a  fair 
way  to  become  self-supporting.  The  appropriation  is  $400.  Preach- 
ing in  both  English  and  German. 

Brown  County  Mission,  Kansas, — Bev.  Emanuel  Richards  is  labor- 
ing in  this  field  with  encouraging  success.  New  points  have  been 
added  to  the  mission,  so  that  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  it  would 
have  become  self-sustaining  had  this  section  of  country  not  been 
again  visited  by  the  grasshoppers,  which  have  destroyed  the  crops 
and  left  the  people  in  want.  As  it  is,  they  ask  that  the  appropriation 
of  8150  be  continued  for  another  year.     Altogether  English. 

Abilene^  Kansas. — Rev.  C.  Wieser  was  appointed  to  this  field  in 
August,  1876,  and  labored  with  apparent  success.  For  some  strange 
and  unaccountable  reason  he  committed  suicide,  as  was  supposed,  a 
few  months  ago,  which  left  the  field  vacant.  Arrangements  have 
been  made  by  the  congregation  with  Rev.  E.  Bauman  to  serve  them 
for  the  present  without  any  missionary  aid.  This  field  4s  exclusively 
German. 
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Wathena,  Kamas* — This  mission  was  occupied  during  the  year 
by  Bey.  J.  A.  Nioolai.  It  has  asked  for  an  appropriation  of  $160,  but 
the  Board  has  not,  for  the  want  of  funds,  as  yet  made  the  appropri- 
ation of  more  than  $100.     It  is  German. 

Ravanna^  Mitsouri. — This  mission  was  occupied  by  the  Bev.  Jos. 
H.  Sohlappig,  March  18, 1877,  and  asks  for  an  appropriation  of  $200 . 
The  Board  did  not  feel  justified  in  making  an  appropriation  of  more 
than  $100. 

Hiawatha^  Kanaa$,  makes  an  earnest  appeal  for  aid  in  the  confident 
belief  that  the  point  will  become  self-supporting* in  a  short  time. 
The  Board  is  kept  back  from  making  any  appropriation  for  the  want 
of  funds. 

GoiTien^  Indiana, — This  mission,  we  are  pleased  to  say,  has  already 
become  self-supporting,  under  the  efficient  labors  of  Bev.  Wm.  H. 
Ziegler.  It  has  a  very  fine  church,  very  nearly  paid  for,  and  a  mem- 
bership of  forty-seven.  The  President  of  the  Board  assisted  the 
pastor  in  the  late  Easter  services,  and  takes  great  pleasure  in  de- 
claring it  self-sustaining.     The  appropriation  was  $100. 

Foitoriaj  Ohio, — A  conditional  appropriation  has  been  made  to 
Fostoria  charge,  at  the  request  of  the  Tiffin  Olassis,  which  obligates 
itself  for  the  money.    Bev.  A.  Casselman  is  .the  missionary  in  charge* 

In  addition  to  the  above,  other  points  have  received  assistance 
from  the  Classes  in  whose  bounds  they  are ;  but,  as  no  report  has 
been  made,  we  can  not  make  any  definite  statements  respecting  them. 
-  From  what  has  now  been  said,  it  will  be  seen  that  we  have  not 
done  for  missions, -as  a  Church,  what  we  might  and  could  .have  done. 
The  field  is  white  for  the  harvest.  Gk)d  has  opened  a  wide  door  of 
usefulness  for  us,  but  we  have  failed  to  occupy  the  grounds,  and 
many  promising  points  are  still  suffered  to  lie  waste.  For  this  neg- 
lect the  Lord  will  hold  us  responsible,  and  will,  erelong,  enter  into 
a  reckoning  with  us,  and  who  can  abide  the  day  of  his  coming? 
There  is  surely  reason  for  humiliation  and  prayer,  lest  judgment  be- 
gin at  the  house  of  Ood. 

For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  finances  of  the  Board,  we  refer 
the  Synod  to  the  report  of  the  Treasurer.

3.  lUport  of  the  Board  of  Church  Erection. 

The  Board  of  Church  Erection  would  respectfully  beg  leave  to 
offer  the  followiDg  report  of  their  labors  for  the  past  Synodical  year. 
Some  progress  has  been  made  in  the  work  intrusted  to  our  care. 
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The  finaneial  embarraBsmeiit  existing  in  our  country  has  done  much 
toward  retarding  our  work,  and  preventing  us  from  realizing  fully 
the  anticipations  we  entertained  one  year  ago.  As  it  is,  we  are  glad 
to  report  that  some  important  and  permanent  work  has  been  aocom- 
pliflhed.  Hamilton  and  Greenyille  churches  were  the  objectiye 
points  of  our  labors.  These  were  urgent  in  their  claims,  and  the 
condition  of  affairs  was  threatening. 

All  our  appeals  for  aid  from  the  churches,  ^y  circulars  and  personal 
efforts,  met  with  no  tangible  response.  As  a  last  resort,  the  Board 
availed  itself  of  the  seryices  of  Rev.  J.  M.  Kendig,  the  authorized 
agent  of  Synod,  to  labor  in  the  Church  in  behalf  of  our  Board.  He 
entered  upon  his  duties  in  the  Classis  of  Miami,  and  labored  about 
six  weeks  with  most  encouraging  success.  During  this  period  of 
time  he  secured  notes  to  the  sum  of  about  one  thousand  dollars,  to 
be  paid  in  two  years  from  date,  January  1,  1877.  Two  thousand 
dollars  are  yet  to  be  secured.  Our  prospects  are  brightening ;  and 
we  hope  that  the  whole  amount  of  three  thousand  dollars  will  be 
seoured  on  the  same  conditions.  Then  we  can  secure  to  the  Church 
these  two  important  interests. 

The  Hamilton  Church  is  now  saved.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Board 
was  instructed  to  visit  Hamilton,  to  secure  a  full  and  complete  trans- 
fer of  the  property  to  the  Church.  Such  desirable  results  will  have 
been  attained  when  the  present  Synod  acquiesces  in  the  requests  of 
our  Board. 

The  Board,  in  view  of  the  facts  presented,  would  suggest : 

1.  That  Synod  make  provision  for  the  completion  of  the  work  al- 
ready so  well  and  so  auspicously  begun. 

2.  That  the  missionary  superintendency  be  continued,  and  that 
the  continuance  of  the  services  of  the  present  worthy  and  active 
agent  be  urged. 

3.  That,  in  regard  to  the  interest  at  Hamilton,  the  following  action 
be  adopted: 

Whsaxas,  The  Reformed  Church  at  Hamilton,  Ohio,  is  not  yet 
fully  relieved  from  its  embarrassed  financial  condition,  inasmuch  as 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Heidelberg  College  holds  several  notes 
against  Rev.  Geo.  Z.  Mechling  and  Mr.  Nathan  Jacoby,  which  have 
been  secured  by  mortgage  against  said  church ;  and, 

Whxbeas,  The  Board  of  Church  Erection  has  complied  with  the 
conditions  proposed  by  Rev.  Geo.  Z.  Mechling  and  Mr.  Nathan 
Jacoby  to  the  Ohio  Synod  at  Miamisburg,  in  April,  1875;  and  now, 
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in  order  that  the  Reformed  Church  at  Hamilton  may  be  entirely  re- 
lieved of  its  embarrassment,  and  that  the  agreement  entered  into  by 
the  said  Synod  and  the  said  church  may  be  fully  complied  with, 
therefore, 

Resolvedj  That  the  Ohio  Synod  hereby  authorizes  the  officers  of 
the  Board  of  Church  Erection  to  execute  a  note,  or  notes,  to  the 
Trustees  of  Heidelberg  College,  for  the  amount  due  the  said  Trus- 
tees, together  ^th  the  interest  accrued  thereon,  and  thus  redeem 
the  notes  of  said  Mechling  and  Jacoby,  and  free  the  Reformed 
Church  at  Hamilton  of  its  debt. 

Reiolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  Heidelberg  College  are  hereby  re- 
spectfully requested  to  acquiesce  in  this  action  of  the  Ohio  Synod.

5.  Report  of  Oeneral  SuperirUendent  of  Mimsuhu, 

To  the  S^d  of  Ohio  : 

Dear  Fathbbs  and  Bbethren  : — One  year  ago  I  was 
elected  Missionary  Superintendent  hy  the  Synod,  in  session  at  Canal 
Winchester.  After  due  deliheration  and  prayer  I  was  led  to  be- 
lieve it  was  my  duty  to  accept,  and  accordingly  determined  so  to  do. 
When,  however,  I  oame  to  consult  with  the  Boards  of  Mission  and 
Church  Erection,  it  was  soon  seen  that  they  felt  fearful  of  the  re- 
sponsibility Synod  had  placed  upon  them.  It  was  felt  that  to  add 
the  support  of  the  Superintendent  to  the  regular  expenses  of  the 
Boards  was  more  than  they  felt  able  to  assume. 

The  Superintendent  signified  his  willingness  to  submit  to  their 
wisdom,  leaving  the  further  settlement  of  duties  to  the  Synod.  Ac- 
cordingly it  was  agreed  that  the  Superintendent  should  devote  one- 
fourth  of  his  time  to  the  work  of  the  joint  Boards.  An  effort  was 
made  upon  this  basis,  but  it  soon  was  proven  that  the  work  could 
not  be  done  in  that  way  with  efficiency. 

For  the  Board  of  Missions  I  did  but  little.     In  our  own  Classis 
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I  presented  the  matter.  I  also  visited  Miami  Olassis ;  others  I  could 
not  visit,  for  the  reason  that  no  less  than  six  convened  at  the  same 
time,  and  others  could  not  be  visited  because  of  the  pressure  of  home 
duties.  I  spent  six  weeks  in  Miami  Classis,  canvassing  for  the  Board 
of  Church  Erection,  and  met  with  a  reasonable  degree  of  success. 
If  that  Classis  generally  responded  as  well  as  the  majority  of  the 
congregations  visited  responded,  that  Classis  itself  could  furnish  the 
funds  needed  for  Greenville  and  Hamilton.  As  my  time  was  limited, 
on  account  of  my  charge  in  Columbiana,  I  could  not  complete  the 
work  of  canvassing. 

Further  than  this  I  have  done  nothing,  except  a  little  in  the  way 
of  correspondence,  of  which  no  further  mention  need  be  made. 

The  results  of  the  past  year  in  this  direction  have  not  been  of 
much  force.  I  can  not  attend  to  a  charge  and  also  to  this  work — 
either  furnishes  all  the  work  any  man  can  do. 

It  is  difficult,'  at  this  day,  to  tell  what  the  Synod  wanted  its  Su- 
perintendent to  do.  On  this  point  some  diversity  of  opinion  exists. 
Some  were  of  the  opinion  that  he  was  to  be  a  Missionary  Agent,  t. «., 
that  his  chief  work  was  to  solicit  funds.  In  this  your  Superintend- 
ent did  not  agree.  It  seemed  to  him  that  the  chief  work  would 
have  been  to  visit  the  mission  fields,  especially  vacant  ones,  thus  en- 
couraging and  strengthening  them ;  and  also,  when  able,  to  seek  out 
new  fields,  as  fast  as  they  can  be  filled  with  competent  men.  This 
I  conceived  to  be  his  chief  work ;  and  then,  when  time  and  opportu- 
nity presented,  he  could  present  our  mission  work  to  the  old  and 
wealthier  charges.  Of  this,  however.  Synod,  in  its  action,  gave  no 
opinion. 

The  refusal  of  a  number  of  Classes  to  co-operate  with  Synod  in 
its  work,  in  the  form  it  had  assumed,  renders  it  a  difficult  task  to 
labor  with  a  promise  of  success.  Our  effiirts  must  be  united,  if  we 
would  succeed. 

In  view  of  what  is  here  given,  I  feel  disposed  to  return  to  you 
the  office  given  into  my  hands  a  year  ago,  and  accordingly  resign  the 
office  of  Missionary  Superintendent,  which  I  hope  you  will  accept.

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II.   Seport  of  the  Committee  on  Home  Missions. 
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The  Standing  Committee  on  Home  Missions  submitted  their  re- 
port, which  was  received,  amended,  and,  together  with  the  preceding 
reports,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 

Tour  Committee  on  Missions  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report : 

The  following  documents  came  into  the  hands  of  your  Committee, 
which  form  the  basis  of  their  report,  namely :  The  Report  of  the 
Board  of  Missions,  with  Report  of  Treasurer;  the  Report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Missions,  and  Report  of  Board  of  Church  Erec- 
tion and  Treasurer's  Report. 

We  learn  from  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  that  but  lit- 
tle has  been  done  during  the  year  to  extend  the  missionary  operations 
within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  for  want  of  the  necessary  funds. 
The  indebtedness  of  the  Board  has  unfortunately  not  been  reduced, 
but,  on  the  other  hand,  has  been  increased.  The  amount  due  mis- 
sionaries in  the  field  and  Treasurer  of  Board,  to  this  date,  is  $2,444.23. 
The  Superintendent  of  Missions,  for  reasons  given  in  his  report, 
spent  but  little  time  in  the  field  in  behalf  of  the  interest  of  Missions 
and  Church  Erection.  He  resigns  the  office  to  which  he  was  elected, 
and  requests  Synod  to  accept  his  resignation.  Tour  Committee  re- 
gret that  the  reports  in  connection  with  this  subject  do  not  set  forth 
the  actual  amount  contributed  for  missions,  from  the  fact  that  many 
of  the  Classes  in  the  bounds  of  this  Synod  carry  forward  the  work 
of  missions  in  their  own  bounds,  independent  of  the  parent  Board ; 
and,  therefore,  at  least  one-half  of  the  amount  contributed  is  not 
reported — and,  in  consequence,  a  wrong  impression  is  made  on  the 
Church  at  large  in  regard  to  the  interest  this  Synod  takes  in  the 
work  of  missions. 

The  Board  of  Church  Erection  has  received  but  a  very  small 
amount  of  money,  as  you  will  see  by  reference  to  their  report,  dur- 
ing the  past  year ;  but  have  succeeded,  through  the  earnest  efforts 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions,  to  secure  a  considerable  amount 
in  notes  and  other  obligations,  to  release  the  pressing  wants  of  one 
at  least  of  the  missions  refer^d  to  them  one  year  ago  by  this  Synod. 

Tour  Committee,  after  having  examined  the  reports  placed  in 
their  hands,  and  giving  due  consideration  «to  the  subject  involved, 
would  recommend  the  following  action : 

Retolvedj   That   the   earnest  attention   of  the   different  Classes 
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within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod  be  called  to  the  apportionments 
Hiade  by  the  last  Synod  to  meet  the  indebtedness  of  the  Boards  of 
Mission  and  of  Church  Erection.

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  reaffirms  its  action  of  last  year,  requir- 
ing the  dissolution  of  all  Classical  Boards  of  Mission,  and  the  bring- 
ing of  all  missions  under  the  care  of  Synod's  Board,  and  affection- 
ately requests  all  non-compliant  Classes  to  comply  with  that  action.

Resolvedy  That  this  Synod  accepts  the  resignation  of  the  G-eneral 
Superintendent  of  Missions. 

Resolved,  That  no  missionary  ground  be  occupied,  nor  pastoral 
mission  be  supplied  by  any  minister,  without  first  consulting  the 
Board  of  Missions;  nor  shall  any  money  be  paid  by  the  aforesaid 
Board  where  such  approval  has  not  been  secured.

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8.  Report  of  the  Board  of  VititorK 

The  Board  of  Y Uitors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  would  make 
the  following  report  to  the  Synod : 

The  attendance  in  the  Seminary  has  been  very  encouraging,  nine- 
teen students  having  been  enrolled,  eleven  in  the  Senior  ClaBs,  and 
eight  in  the  Junior  Class.  The  Senior  Class,  composed  of  J.  N. 
Baohman,  Alpheus  B.  C.  Baichly,  Milton  F.  Frank,  Jerome  B. 
Henry,  Beuben  Keller,  D.  J.  Meese,  Frederick  J.  Saurbier,  John  S. 
Stoner,  Frederick  W.  Stump,  Edward  D.  Wettach  and  Frank  C. 
Withoff,  having  finished  the  prescribed  course  of  study,  were  dis- 
missed by  the  Board  on  the  22d  of  May,  with  a  view  to  their  exam- 
ination and  licensure.  Of  these,  eight  were  two  full  years  in  the 
Seminary,  and  four  t)ne  full  year  and  partly  during  the  other,  having 
taken  certain  studies  in  connection  with  their  Senior  year  in  the  Col- 
lege. 

The  following  young  gentlemen  received  aid  during  the  year,  some 
only  a  part  of  the  regular  appropriation,  which  is  $^00,  vis  :  Alpheus 
fi.  C.  Baichly,  Milton  F.  Frank,  Jerome  B.  Henry,  Reuben  Keller, 
David  J.  Meese,  Frederick  J.  Saurbier,  John  S.  Stoner,  Edward  D. 
Wectach,  Frank  C.  Withoff,  A.  L.  Hassler,  Jacob  Ihle,  R.  F.  Op- 
linger,  F.  W.  Harpster,  E.  M.  Beck,  C.  M.  Cross,  J.  M.  Kerstetter 
and  R.  C.  Zartman. 

The  Board  found  itself  greatly  embarrassed  in  its  finances  in  the 
the  early  part  of  the  present  year,  the  debt  having  increased  to  more 
than  $700.  Feeling  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  allow  the  debt  to  in- 
crease, and  being  pressed  by  those  to  whom  the  money  was  owing, 
circulars  were  issued  in  the  month  of  February,  and  sent  to  all  the 
ministers  within  the  bounds  of  the  Synod  of  Ohio  and  others,  set- 
ting forth  its  financial  embarrassment,  and  urging  immediate  collec- 
tions and  donations  for  this  specific  object.  The  officers  of  those 
Classes  that  had  fallen  behind  in  their  contributions  were  also  notified 
that  in  case  the  funds  necessary  to  pay  the  appropriations  of  the 
students  under  their  care  would  not  be  provided,  that  their  appro- 
priations would  necessarily  have  to  stop.  We  are  pleased  to  say  that 
quite  a  number  of  favorable  responses  were  received,  so  that  the  debt 
has  been  reduced  about  one- half,  leaving  about  9400  to  be  provided 
for.  The  Board  would  urge  upon  the  Synod  the  adoption  of  such 
measures  as  will  pay  off  the  entire  debt  by  the  21st  of  June,  the 
time  the  present  year  will  close,  which  would  enable  us  to  enter  upon 
the  next  year  with  new  energy  and  encouragement. 
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The  professors  and  members  of  the  Senior  Class  baying  requested 
ihe  Board  to  examine  and  4ismiB8  said  olass  before  the  meeting  of 
Synod,  a  meeting  was  called  for  this  purpose  on  the  22d  of  Hay,  at 
which  time  said  Senior  Glass  was  examined  and  dismissed  for  exami- 
nation and  licenstire,  as  they  and  the  Classes  under  whose  care  they 
are  might  desire. 

As  this  action  of  the  Board  only  left  a  small  number  of  students 
in  the  Seminary,  three  of  whom  are  members  of  the  Senior  Class  in 
the  Collie,  a  petition  was  presented  by  the  Junior  Class  that  they 
also  be  examined;  and  the  recitations  closed  for  the  year,  which,  un- 
der the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  case,  was  granted,  although  it 
was  felt  by  the  Board  that  the  course  was  unwise,  and  should  nof  be 
repeated,  as  it  is  an  injustice  to  the  students  themselves,  cutting  off, 
as  it  does,  too  much  from  their  course  of  study,  which  is  very  short 
as  it  is. 

The  Board  would  recommend  to  the  Synod  the  reaffirmation  of  its 
action  of  former  years  in  reference  to  students  in  our  Theological 
Seminary,  requiring  them  to  remain  at  least  two  fall  years  in  the 
Seminary,  and*  then  at  the  end  of  this  time  be  graduated  regularly, 
as  is  done  in  most  institutions.  As  it  is,  a  number  of  our  students 
go  into  the  Seminary  while  they  are  in  the  College,  and  by  doubling 
studies  in  this  way  only  remain  one  full  year  in  the  Seminary,  and 
80  necessarily  impair  their  course  in  both.  As  the  want  which  made 
it  necessary  a  few  years  ago  in  consequence  of  the  lack  of  ministers, 
to  hurry  young  men  through  their  course  of  study  no  longer  exists, 
the  evil  should  at  once  be  remedied,  and  the  most  thorough  prepara- 
tion be  given  for  the  work  of  the  ministry.

Tlie  Standing  Committee  on  the  Theological  Seminary  submitted 
their  report,  which  was  received,  and,  together  with  the  precediig 
reports,  adopted ;  and  is  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  on  the  Theological  Seminary  would  respectfdllj 
report  the  following : 

The  reports  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  are — 

1.  The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Theological  Seminary. 

2.  Report  of  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

3.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Theological  Seminary. 

4.  Report  of  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Beneficiary  Education.  • 
Your  Committee  can  speak  in  words  of  commendation  concerning 

the  financial  condition  of  the  seminary.  It  appears  that  through 
the  prompt  efficiency  of  the  Treasurer,  the  Board  has  been  able  to 
meet  all  its  liabilities  during  the  year,  and  has  a  balance  in  the  treas- 
ury. This  speaks  well  for  the  energetic  labors  and  untiring  diligence 
of  the  Board  in  carrying  forward  the  interests  of  the  seminary,  and 
shows  that  the  finances  have  been  judiciously  and  wisely  managed. 
We  refer  the  Synod  to  the  reports  for  the  expression  herein  given. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  is  satisfactory.  The  attend- 
ance upon  the  seminary  is  encouraging,  and  for  the  names  and  num- 
ber of  students  we  refer  to  the  report  of  the  Board  and  annual  cat- 
alogue. 

The  Beneficiary  Board  still  finds  a  lack  of  interest  in  regard  to 
the  beneficiary  cause  in  not  being  able  to  meet  all  the  wants  of  the 
students.  The  Board  made  a  special  appeal  to  the  Church  during 
(lie  year,  aqd  is  pleased  to  report  many  favorable  responses.     Th^ 
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debt  has  been  decreased  to  about  $400,  and  it  becomes  tbe  dnty  of 
Synod  to  take  immediate  steps  toward  liquidating  the  debt,  and  thus 
relieve  tbe  Board*  from  its  financial  embarrassment. 

The  report  reveals  to  us  the  fact  that  the  students  have  been 
making  commendable  progress  in  their  studies.  The  report  seems 
to  be  somewhat  incomplete  in  not  making  special  reference  to  the 
morals  and  discipline  of  the  seminary.  We  feel  that  there  should 
be  the  strictest  discipline  enforced,  for  upon  this  depends  in  a  great 
measure  the  fitness  and  qualification  for  the  office  of  the  Christian 
ministry.  We  can  not  urge  too  much  attention  to  the  moral  and 
religious  life  and  training  of  the  students  for  the  gospel  ministry. 

The  Synod  may  well  be  grateful  for  the  sanctifying  and  refreshing 
streams  which  have  issued  forth  from  the  Theological  Seminary,  and 
should  still  continue  its  support  and  encouragement  in  making  this 
a  still  greater  channel  of  good  and  blessing  to  our  Reformed  Zion. 

The  following  recommendations  and  items  claim  the  attention  of 
Synod  as  gathered  from  these  reports,  and  as  suggestions  of  your 
Committee : 

1.  The  Board  of  Visitors  or  Beneficiary  Board  urges  upon  Synod 
the  adoption  of  such  measures  as  will  meet  the  financial  wants  of  the 
Board  immediately ;  therefore, 

Resolvedy  That  this  indebtedness  be  apportioned  to  the  several 
Classes  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  in  such  a  way  as  to  be  just 
for  those  Classes  which  have  already  paid  their  amounts,  and  also 
for  those  which  have  not  paid.  Furthermore,  that  this  division  or 
apportionment  shall  have  reference  to  the  number  of  students  under 
the  care  of  the  several  Classes  at  the  expense  of  the  Board  while 
such  debt  was  incurred. 

2.  The  Board  recommend  that  Sjrnod  reaffirm  its  action  of  a  few 
years  past  concerning  the  length  of  time  the  students  shall  remain 
in  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  that  graduating  exercises  be  held 
in  connection  with  the  seminary ;  therefore, 

Resolvedj  That  Synod  urges  a  compliance  with  its  requirements 
in  regard  to  the  full  course  and  time  of  the  theological  course  in 
the  case  of  each  student. 

Retolved,  That  the  graduating  exercises  be  inaugurated  at  the 
end  of  the  coming  seminary  year.

HEIDBLBERG  COLLEGE. 
I.   The  Annual  JReports. 

The  following  reporta  were  received  and  referred : 

1.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Ihutees, 

Another  year  having  passed,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Heidelberg  College  to  make  a  report  to  the  Synod  of 
Ohio  of  the  trust  committed  to  its  care.  In  doing  this  the  present 
report  will,  in  the  nature  of  the  case,  be  like  the  reports  of  former 
years  in  a  number  of  particulars,  as  the  course  of  study  and  general 
management  of  the  college  remain  substantially  the  same  from  year 
to  year. 

The  year  that  is^soon  to  close,  having  been  one  of  such  financial 
embarrassment  as  has  affected  every  department  of  trade  and  indus- 
try, has  in  like  manner  had  a  depressing  influence  upon  the  educa- 
tional interests  of  the  country.  Parents  who  would  have  been  glad 
to  have  sent  their  children  io  college  have,  in  some  instances,  not 
been  able  to  do  so  for  the  want  of  the  necessary  means,  which  will 
account  for  the  small  decrease  in  the  attendance  of  our  college  this 
year  from  what  it  was  last.  The  attendance  for  the  present  year  has 
been  88  in  the  college  proper,  and  70  in  the  academical  department, 
making  a  sum  total  of  168 ;  which  although  not  as  large  a  number 
as  we  would  be  pleased  to  report,  is  still  the  largest  of  any  institution 
of  the  Church,  and  may  be  taken  as  an  index  of  the  favor  in  which 
the  college  is  held. 

Nothing  of  any  special  importance  has  occurred  during  the  year. 
Everything  has  moved  along  in  the  even  tenor  of  its  course.  The 
professors  have  been  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  whilst 
the  students  have,  upon  the  whole,  been  studious  in  their  habits,  and 
made  commendable  progress. 

We  are  sorry  to  report  that  Prof.  C.  Hornung,  who  has  filhed  the 
chair  of  Mathematics  for  the  last  eight  years  with  very  general  sat- 
isfaction, has  felt  constrained,  in  consequence  of  ill  health,  to  hand 
in  his  resignation,  to  take  effect  at  the  end  of  the  college  year.  He 
will  carry  with  him  the  thanks  of  the  Board  for  the  efficient  services 
he  has  rendered  the  college^  and  its  good  wishes  for  his  future  suc^ 
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cess  in  life.     It  is  hoped  the  Board  may  be  equally  fortunate  in  the 
appointment  of  a  successor  to  this  chair. 

The  Board,  notwithstanding  the  stringency  of  the  times,  has  the 
pleasure  of  reporting  the  following  bequests  made  to  the  college 
during  the  last  eighteen  months :  Mr.  George  Shutt,  of  New  Madison, 
Ohio,  lately  deceased,  willed  the  college  three  hundred  dollars; 
Elder  Carson,  of  Newburg,  Pennsylvania,  also  lately  deceased,  willed 
a  portion  of  his  estate  to  the  college  amounting  to  seven  or  eight 
thousand  dollars,  provided  the  intention  of  the  will  be  fully  carried 
out;  whilst  the  bequest  of  one  thousand  dollars,  made  some  years  ago 
by  Mrs.  Barbara  Klein,  of  Canfield,  Ohio,  has  been  paid  in  full  by 
the  administrator  of  her  estate.  These  bequests  give  satisfactory 
evidence  of  the  increased  confidence  and  affection  which  the  Church 
has  for  our  institutions  at  Tiffin,  and  call  for  suitable  expressions  of 
gratitude.  Long  may  their  memories  be  cherished,  and  the  good 
they  may  do  encourage  others  to  do  likewise. 

About  91,500  have  also  been  added  to  the  endowment  of  the 
Alumni  Professorship  during  the  year.  This  amount  was  secured 
partly  by  the  agent,  H.  Leonard,  and  partly  by  the  president  of  the 
college.  The  most  of  the  time  of  the  agent  has  been  employed  in 
the  collection  of  outstanding  dues.  From  present  indications  there 
is  reason  to  fear  that  the  receipts  for  the  current  year  will  fall  short 
of  the  expenditure,  in  consequence  of  the  failure  of  a  number  of 
persons  to  pay  the  interest  now  due. 

The  Board  would  ask  the  continued  co-operation  of  the  Synod  in 
the  general  interests  and  management  of  the  college.  Without  this 
no  great  efficiency  can  be  attained ;  with  it  success  will  attend  our 
efforts  in  the  future  as  it  has  in  the  past.  Nothing  should  be  left 
Qudone  to  place  the  college  on  a  substantial  basis,  and  make  it  in 
every  way  worthy  of  the  most  generous  support  and  patronage.  To 
do  this  the  endowment  should  be  increased,  and  other  facilities  afford- 
ed by  additional  apparatus,  and  buildings,  the  increase  of  the  library 
and  cabinet.  Any  thing  done  in  either  of  these  departments  will  add 
to  the  success  and  efficiency  of  the  oollesce.  Nor  can  those,  whom 
G^od  has  blessed  and  propcred  in  the  world,  do  a  more  effectual  ser- 
vice for  the  Church  and  the  cause  of  education  than  to  give  a  portion 
of  their  means  for  the  more  complete  establishment  of  our  college 
as  those  whose  names  are  given  above. 

We  accompany  the  report  here  given  with  a  catalogue  for  the  year 
1876-7,  in  which  the  Synod  can  se^  the  course  of  study  as  pursue^ 
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in  die  different  departments  of  die  college,  the  attendance,  the  num- 
ber composing  the  several  classes,  the  cost  of  tuition,  the  amount  of 
the  endowment,  the  names  of  the  alumni,  the  price  of  boarding,  and 
other  matters  of  interest.

2.  Report  of  the  IKnaneM  Agent, 

Twenty  years  have  passed  away  since  I  first  entered  on  my  mission. 
This  year  again  my  efforts  were  mainly  directed  in  looking  after  old 
delinquents ;  and,  in  fact,  this  seems  to  be  as  important  and  needfiil 
as  it  was  to  solicit  the  subscription  in  the  first  place.  This  part  of 
my  work  is  not  only  laborious  and  expensive,  but  requires  much  time, 
which  might  be  more  profitably  employed. 

In  the  month  of  October,  1876,  I  oast  out  my  net  in  Rev.  Herr's 
charge,  in  Crawford  County,  Ohio,  and  without  any  trouble  obtained 
new  subscriptions  (notes),  to  the  amount  of  eight  hundred  dollars, 
toward  the  Endowment  Fund.  Then  a  special  friend  of  ours  in  Lima, 
Ohio,  added  fifty  dollars  more. 

A  few  of  our  delinquents  have  told  me  ^^  that  they  had  the  money 
ready  some  time  ago,  but  no  one  called  on  them  or  it  would  have  been 
paid  long  ago;*'  and  a  goodly  number  whom  I  called  on  had  not 
the  money  now,  but  will  pay  after  harvest.  Then  a  third  class  had 
been  unfortunate,  so  that  they  could  not  pay,  their  will  being  ever 
so  good.  Then  a  fourth  class  would  like  to  repudiate,  and  even 
called  the  agent  a  swindler.  This  is  not  so  pleasant;  but  I  attribute 
this  to  ignorance,  and  a  lack  of  true  spirituality,  and  most  assuredly 
a  want  of  churchliness.  I  am,  however,  glad  to  state  this  class  is 
small.  But  then  there  is  a  bright  side  to  all  this.  I  was  indeed 
glad  to  meet,  during  the  past  Synodical  year,  so  many  kind  friends, 
who  were  pleased  to  see  me  again.  Then,  in  fact,  some  persons, 
who  had  never  beheld  my  natural  face,  but  only  as  they  knew  me 
from  the  papers,  and  hearsay,  and  photographs,  gave  me  a  hearty 
shake  by  the  hand. 

It  is  generally  known,  I  believe,  that  I  constructed  a  Buckeye 
model  of  Heidelberg  College,  which  I  had  on  exhibition  at  the  Cen- 
tennial in  Philadelphia,  in  1876,  together  with  a  Buckeye  hM,  W  ^ 
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memento  of  the  Buckeye  8tate«  TUf  exhibit  wm  oonstraeted  bj 
me,  and  forwarded  and  set  up  at  my  expense;  and,  Airthermore,  I 
paid  my  own  board  while  in  the  city. 

I  had  three  objects  in  yiew.  One  was,  I  wanted  to  go  to  the  Cen- 
tennial myself,  and  have  something  to  exhibit  that  no  one  else  would 
think  about  exhibiting.  And,  in  the  second  place,  to  advertise  our 
coll^;e,  and  then  preserve  this  as  a  memento  of  the  Fisherman. 
Thirdly,  to  realize  something  from  the  sale  of  my  ten  &y  twehe  Buck- 
<ye  Memorial  Photograph,  for  the  benefit  of  our  college. 

I  spent  only  seven  weeks  in  the  city.  I  must  yet  make  special 
mention  here,  that  FcUher  D  and  family  invited  me  to  board 

with  them.  After  remaining  two  weeks  with  them,  when  I  left 
he  handed  me  twenty-five  dollars  in  greenbacks  for  Heidelbeig,  in- 
stead of  accepting  from  me  pay  for  board. 

I  traveled  during  the  year  thirty-six  hundred  and  fifty-one  miles 
(3,651),  and  total  number  miles  traveled  in  all  since  the  twenty- 
second  day  of  January,  1867,  seventy-three  thousand  miles  (73,000).

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3.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Visitor*, 

Tbe  Board  of  Visitors  of  Heidelberg  College  met  at  the  college 
building,  Tiffin,  Ohio,  June  14,  1876,  the  members  present  being 
Revs.  Theodore  J.  Bacher,  John  J.  Lebennan,  Michael  Loucks  and 
Dr.  Isaac  H.  Reiter,  and  organized  by  the  election  of  Rev.  Isaac  H. 
Reiter,  D.  D.,  President,  and  Rev.  Michael  Loucks,  Secretary, 

The  Board  attended  the  examinations  of  the  students,  which  con- 
tinued several  days,  and  found  them  quite  satisfactory.  That  the 
students  were  making  commendable  progress  in  their  studies  cletrly 
appeared  from  the  different  examinations  and  the  varied  Commence- 
ment Exercises.  Moreover,  there  was  evidence  at  hand  that  the 
coUege  was  firmly  established  and  continued  in  a  prosperous  condi- 
tion. And,  viewed  in  its  present  aspect,  it  may  be  said  that  its 
Faculty  is  efficient,  its  students  are  of  a  good  grade,  and  its  practical 
working  is  successful.  Indeed,  it  bears  a  favorable  comparison  with 
other  similar  institutions  of  our  country,  in  its  course  of  study,  in 
its  standard  of  scholarship,  in  its  order  of  government,  and  in  its 
achievement  of  results. 

The  number  of  students  attending  the  college  during  the  past 
year  is  both  encouraging  and  hopeful.  It  appears  from  the  catalogue 
just  issued  that  there  are  eighty-eight  students  in  the  college  proper, 
classified  as  follows:  Seniors,  eleven;  Juniors,  six;  Sophomores, 
twenty-nine ;  and  Freshmen,  forty-two.  There  are  seventy  in  the 
Academy,  of  whom  eighteen  are  in  the  Classical  Course,  and  fifty-two 
in  the  English  Course.  It  is  a  pleasing  fact  that  the  number  of 
classical  students  is  on  the  increase.  The  total  number  of  students 
in  attendance  during  the  year  is  one  hundred  and  fifty-eight. 

Heidelberg  College  deserves  the  continued  confidence  i  nd  support 
of  the  Church,  and  is  hereby  commended  to  the  prayers,  sympathies 
and  liberality  of  all  its  friends  and  patrons,  with  the  hope  that  it 
may  receive  from  all  the  justly  merited  patronage.

II*   Report  of  Cam^nittee  on  Heidelberg  College* 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Heidelberg  College  presented  their 
report,  which  was  received,  and,  together  with  the  preceding  reports, 
adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 
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* 

Tonr  Committee  on  Heidelbei^  College  beg  leave  to  offer  the  fol- 
lowing report,  viz : 

From  the  following  papers  placed  in  our  hands — the  Reports  of 
the  Trustees,  of  Board  of  Visitors,  and  of  the  Financial  Agent — we 
learn  some  encouraging  facts  concerning  the  interests  of  our  chief 
institution,  located  at  Tiffin,  Ohio. 

First — That  the  number  of  students  pursuing  the  various  courses, 
laid  down  by  the  proper  authority,  has  been  very  respectable,  con- 
sidering the  stringency  of  the  times,  there  being  only  four  less  than 
there  were  the  year  previous;  and  their  examinations,  in  their  re- 
spective classes,  are  reported  to  have  been  very  satisfactory  to  the 
Board  of  Visitors.  Certainly  the  Church  at  large  has  great  reason 
to  rejoice  in  and  to  fully  appreciate  the  efficiency  of  those  who  pre- 
side over  the  various  Chairs  of  the  institution,  the  broadness  and 
thoroughness  of  her  curriculum,  and  of  the  moral  and  literary  qualifi  • 
cations  of  those  who  go  forth  as  her  alumni.  We  can  not  too  earn  - 
estly  enjoin  upon  the  Church  at  large  an  increased  interest  in  the 
prosperity  of  her  literary  institutions. 

Second — ^We  also  learn,  from  the  papers  referred  to  above,  that 
although  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  unusual  financial  depression , 
yet  we  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  financial  condition  of 
the  college  has  not  been  materially  affected.  However,  it  is  sup- 
poeable,  thatj  had  money  matters  been  easier,  there  is  no  doubt  but 
what  the  number  of  students  would  have  been  much  larger. 

It  is  quite  encouraging  to  note  the  increased  degree  of  liberality 
toward  the  institution,  as  seen  in  the  bequests  made  to  the  college 
daring  the  past  eighteen  months,  amounting  in  all  to  about  eight  or 
nine  thousand  dollars  prospectively.  Also,  that  the  Endowment  Fund 
of  the  Alumni  Professorship  has  been  increased  some  one  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars  during  the  past  year.  This  frind  should  be 
rapidly  pushed  forward,  until  the  entire  amount  necessary  to  the 
sapport  of  a  professor  is  secured. 

The  alumni  of  the  college  are  cordially  requested  to  heartily  co- 
operate in  securing  the  above  desired  end. 

Third — We  learn,  with  regret,  from  the  Financial  Agent's  report, 
that  so  much  of  his  valuable  time  is  required,  and  so  much  increased 
expense  is  incurred  in  collecting  old  claims.  This  ought  not  to  be. 
All  such  persons,  knowing  themselves  to  be  legally  indebted  to  the 
college,  should  feel  it  to  be  their  duty  to  liquidate  that  indebtedness 
at  their  earliest  ability,  without  the  intervention  of  an  agent. 
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In  A  geoiiral  way,  tbe  Byood  ham  graat  reason  to  rejoice  and  eoD< 
gratulate  itself  for  the  past  suooess  and  present  prospect  of  tlie  in- 
terests of  Heidelberg  College. 

-     In  yiew  of  these  things  jonr  Committee  would  suggest  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following  resolutions : 

1.  That  this  Synod  recognize  with  great  pleasure  the  bequests 
made  to  our  institution,  and  will  cherish  the  memory  of  the  donors 
with  grateful  recollection. 

2.  That  the  attention  of  the  ministry  of  the  Church  be  called  to 
the  prominent  fact  of  the  growing  demands  of  the  college,  that  the 
Endowment  Fund  should  be  largely  increased.  Contributions  of 
books,  specimens  and  relics  should  be  made  to  the  library  and  cabinet 

3.  That  the  Reports  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  of  the  Financial 
Agent,  and  of  Board  qf  Visitors,  be  adopted  as  read  before  this 
Synod.

BENEVOLENT  AND  RELIGIOUS  INSTITUTIONS. 

J*  Report  of  Board  of  Christian  Aid  Society » 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Christian  Aid  Society  submitted 
the  following  report,  which  was  received  and  adopted : 

The  Board  would  report  that  nothing  was  done  in  the  interest 
committed  to  their  hand  more  than  publishing  the  Constitutions  in 
the  English  and  German  languages,  and  distributing  them  abroad  in 
the  Church.  This  the  Board  feels  is  a  matter  of  regret,  and  is  to  be 
attributed  mainly  to  the  fact  that  no  proper  effort  was  made  to  in- 
augurate the  measure.  Our  ministers,  in  most  instances,  have  had 
their  hands  full  in  attending  to  their  specific  work.  The  Board  is 
fully  convinced  that  the  success  of  the  Society  depends^upon  the  ap- 
pointment of  some  suitable  person  to  inaugurate  the  movement,  and 
would  recommend  that  Elder  H.  Leonard  be  appointed  by  Synod  to 
this  specific  work.  The  measure  is  one  that  should  not  be  allowed 
to  fail  for  the  want  of  proper  direction  and  encouragement.  It  would 
indeed  be  well  if  a  Society  could  be  started  in  this  place  during  the 
sessions  of  Synod,  as  it  would  be  calculated  to  show  the  practicabil- 
ity of  the  movement,  and  encourage  the  members  of  Synod  to  go 
home  with  the  determination  of  organizing  similar  Societies  m  the 
pastoral  charges  with  which  they  are  connected. 

An  expense  of  946.50  was  incurred  in  printing  1,000  copies  of  the 
Constitution  in  the  English  and  German  languages,  together  with  600 
circulars.  It  is  believed  that  this  amount  can  be  paid  out  of  the  in- 
come of  the  Society  so  soon  as  it  is  put  fairly  in  operation.  The 
Board  would  therefore  recommencl  that  Synod  pay  this  amount  out  of 
its  treasury  as  a  loan  to  the  Society.     In  behalf  of  the  Board,

Prof.  Theodore  Appel,  D.  D.,  during  the  afternoon  session  of  the 
fourth  day  (Saturday)  of  the  sessions,  being  present  as  an  advisory 
member,  made  a  brief  statement  before  Synod  in  regard  to  the  "So- 
ciety for  the  Relief  of  Ministers  and  their  Widows,''  presenting  to 
Synod  a  number  of  circulars  relating  thereto,  and  calling  the  atten- 
tion of  Synod  to  the  object  and  aim  of  the  Society. 

On  motion,  a  Committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  Samuel  B.  Leiterj 
D.  D.,  Henry  H.  Sandoe  and  Elder  Lewis  Keller,  was  appointed  to 
whom  the  matter  was  referred,  with  the  view  of  preparing  and  sub- 
mitting a  report.  This  Committee  subsequently  presented  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which  was  received  and  adopted : 

The  Committee  on  the  Widows'  Fund  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows : 
The  object  of  the  Society  is : 

1.  To  aid  the  widows  and  children  of  the  deceased  members  of 
the  Society. 

2.  To  aid  the  widow  and  family  of  any  deceased  minister  of  the 
Reformed  Church. 

3.  To  aid  disabled  ministers  themselves,  who  are  members  of  the 
Society,  who  may  need  pecuniary  aid. 

As  the  Society  is  dependent,  to  \  great  extent,  for  its  fands  on  the 
free-will  offerings  of  its  friends,  they  desire  that  the  character  and 
work  of  the  organization  may  be  placed  before  our  people,  so  that 
they  may  have  an  opportunity  to  make  free-will  offerings,  as  their 
hearts  and  consciences  may  dictate. 

Your  Committee  would  therefore  recommend  that  our  ministers 
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bring  this  matter  before  their  people  in  such  a  way,  as  in  their  opin 
ion  is  best  oalculated  to  secure  the  end  desired.

J.    The  Annual  Meports, 

The  following  reports  were  received,  considered  and  adopted : 

1.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Sundojf  Schooh. 

The  Board  of  Sunday  Schools  submitted  their  report,  which  was 
received  and  referred,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Board  of  Sunday  Schools  of  the  Ohio  Synod  would  respect- 
fully submit  their  second  annual  report : 

The  Board,  having  convened  in  the  first  Reformed  Church  of 
Dayton,  Ohio,  January  22,  1877,  organized  by  the  election  of  Rev. 
Isaac  H.  Reiter,  D.  D.,  Prendent,  and  Rev.  Henry  M.  Herman, 
Secretary, 

The  importance  of  the  Sunday-school  system  is  very  generally 
acknowledged,  and  its  practical  value  is  becoming  more  and  more 
apparent  to  the  Church  and  the  world.  Indeed,  the  minds  of  the 
great  and  good  throughout  the  world,  wherever  the  light  and  power 
of  evangelical  truth  have  penetrated,  are  giving  the  subject  more  or 
less  earnest  consideration.  Even  many  of  our  public  men,  whose 
principal  study  is  national  and  political  interests,  are  beginning  to 
look  upon  the  Sunday-schools  of  to-day  with  profound  interest,  as 
they  contemplate  the  future  of  our  country.  The  different  evan- 
gelical denominations,  as  well  as  our  own  branch  of  '^  the  household 
of  faith,*'  recognize  the  Sunday-school  as  an  activity  centered  in  the 
highest  interests  of  childhood  and  youth,  and  as  an  important  agency 
of  religious  instruction  and  Christian  culture.  The  work,  in  its  tide 
of  progress,  is  gaining  favor,  increasing  in  power,  widening  in  influ* 
ence,  and  achieving  important  results. 

The  Sunday-"'^^^''^  '-^-^tution  in  the  Reformed  Church,  and  as 
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practically  evidenced  within  tlie  bounds  of  the  Ohio  Synod,  is  recog- 
nized as  an  important  agency  or  activity  of  Church  work,  having 
for  its  main  end  the  religions  education  and  indoctrination  of  chil- 
dren and  youth,  and  their  preparation  for  a  personal  and  experimental 
realization  of  the  power  of  saving  truth  or  Christian  salvation.  This 
fundamental  fact  must  necessarily  include  the  increased  improvemient 
in  scriptural  knowledge,  the  obligation  of  church-membership,  and 
the  duties  of  practical  Christian  work.  With  these  ends  in  view, 
Sunday-schools,  it  appears,  are  organized  in  nearly  all  of  our  con- 
gregations, and  the  work,  viewed  under  a  general  aspect,  is  carried 
forward  with  commendable  interest,  manifest  progress,  and  good  suc- 
cess. The  teaching  force  is  gradnally  improving  in  intelligence, 
aptness  and  moral  power;  and,  on-  the  whole,  the  workers  in  this 
department  of  Christian  effort  are  advancing  in  respect  to  number, 
consecration  and  activity. 

But,  while  our  Sunday-school  work  is  deserving  of  commendation, 
and  is  fruitful  of  life  and  power,  it  is  not  accomplishing  the  full 
measure  of  results  it  ought.  There  is  room  for  improvement.  The 
work  done  is,  to  some  extent,  too  tuperfidal.  It  lacks  in  point  of 
organized  effort,  in  grasp  of  truth,  in  thoroughness  of  instruction, 
in  practical  application  and  in  general  co-operation.  Hence  this 
question  challenges  the  earnest  attention  of  the  Church  and  of 
the  Ohio  Synod :  Sow  can  we  he$t  increcue  the  efficiency  amd  intensify 
the  educatianal  element  of  our  Sunday-zchooUf 

The  answers  to  this  question  are  many  and  various,  for  there  are 
numerous  methods  and  elements  involved  in  the  Sunday-school  work, 
and  the  improvement  of  any  one,  or  of  a  few  of  these,  will  bring 
increased  power.  What,  then,  is  the  remedy?  What  do  we  need? 
What  are  the  suggestive  answers? 

The  answers  of  our  more  intelligent  and  faithful  Sunday-school 
workers,  if  they  were  inquiringly  addressed,  would  perhaps  be  after 
this  manner :  We  need  better  superintendents ;  more  competent  and 
spiritually-minded  teachers;  more  doctrinal  and  practical  teaching 
combined,  having  for  its  basis  the  Bible  and  the  Catechism;  more 
systematic  and  exact  Scripture  study;  more  spiritual  and  earnest 
consecration  on  the  part  of  the  membership  of  the  Church ;  more 
thorough  work.  To  these  and  similar  answers  must  be  accorded 
much  truth,  weight  and  importance;  and,  as  far  as  possible,  they 
should  be  carried  into  practical  effect  everywhere.  But,  after  all,  is 
there  any  means  or  ^ency  so  potent  in  increasing  the  eflSciency  of 
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our  Snndaj-Bohools  as  that  of  the  ministry?  The  minister,  in  the 
tmest  and  best  sense,  viewed  in  regard  to  his  position  and  relations, 
must  generally  be  the  pulsating  life,  the  radiating  light,  and  the 
moving  power  of  the  Sunday-school ;  and,  in  proportion  as  his  coun- 
sel, influence  and  efforts  are  given  in  behalf  of  this  interest,  will 
there  be  corresponding  success.  And,  in  view  of  this,  it  is  a  ques- 
tion whether  our  theological  students,  iiuring  their  course  in  the 
seminary,  should  not  receive  properly  adapted  instruction  and  train- 
ing for  this  part  of  their  duty,  when  they  enter  upon  the  practical 
work  of  the  ministry.  They  are  instructed  in  regard  to  expound- 
ing the  word  to  the  people,  and  to  manage  the  adult  portion  of 
their  congregations,  as  well  as  in  matters  of  pastoral  work.  Should 
they  not  also  be  taught  how  to  manage  their  Sunday-schools,  to  train 
up  a  corps  of  efficient  teachers,  and  to  give  character  and  success  to 
the  work? 

Moreover,  ux>r$hip  must  ever  be  associated  with  instruction.  This 
is  attested  by  the  teaching  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and  the  history 
of  God*s  educational  dealings  with  his  people.  While  the  mind  is 
disciplined  in  the  acquisition  of  knowledge,  the  soul  must  be  trained 
to  holy  reverence.  The  religion  of  the  Sunday-school,  as  well  as  of 
the  family,  must  indeed  be  tuitionary,  and  yet  largely  devotional. 
This  important  &ct  is  too  much  overlooked.  There  is  wisdom  and 
profit  in  giving  due  prominence  and  attention  to  the  devotional  ex- 
ercises of  our  Sunday-schools.  These  exercises  should  be  made 
really  spiritual,  and  not  merely  intellectual  or  formal.  The  children 
and  youth  must  be  taught  that  it  is  the  praise,  not  the  music,  with 
which  God  is  pleased.  Let  it'  be  our  constant  endeavor  to  promote 
the  true  spirit  of  worship  in  all  our  Sunday-schools,  and  the  best  of 
results  will  follow. 

And  while  we  are  giving  increased  care  and  attention  to  the  in- 
struction and  worship  in  our  Sunday-schools,  we  should  put  forth 
renewed  efforts,  both  by  precept  and  example,  to  induce  all  out'  Sun- 
day-school scholars  to  become  regular  attendants  upon  the  public 
services  of  the  sanctuary  on  the  Lord's  Day.  Let  it  be  borne  in 
mind,  that  the  Sunday-school  is  not  something  independent  or  com- 
plete in  itself,  not  something  beyond  or  outside  of  the  Church,  but, 
being  her  legitimate  offspring,  is  a  vital  and  working  part  of  the 
Church.  They  are  two,  and  yet  one.  They  stand  in  the  same  spir- 
itual life,  move  in  the  same  sphere  of  truth,  and  have  the  same 
blessed  obiec^ ' — - —     The  Church,  therefore,  should  join  with  the 
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Snnday-Bohool  in  the  work  of  Ohrisiian  training  and  oultnre,  and  the 
Snndaj-Bohool  ahonld  unite  in  the  solemn  worship  of  the  Church. 
Thos  will  we  bring  our  children  under  proper  Christian  influence, 
and  into  membership  in  the  Church,  with  the  encouraging  thought 
of  a  blessed  realisation  of  salvation  and  heaven  I 

As  Sunday-school  literature,  if  right  in  character  and  spirit,  has  a 
good  influence  on  the  interest  and  success  of  Sunday-school  work, 
it  is  important  that  our  Sunday-school  publications  be  adopted  in 
all  our  schools.  It  is  encouraging  to  know  that  TTie  InUruetor^  the 
Leuon  Papert  and  the  Leave$  of  Light  are  appreciated,  and  meet 
with  general  fiivor.  There  should  be  no  efforts  wanting  to  give  these 
publications  a  wide  circulation  and  an  ample  support.  The  result 
of  such  efforts  will,  in  due  time,  manifest  itself  in  abundant  fruitage 
and  increased  prosperity.

On  Sunday  afternoon,  at  half-past  two  o'clock,  according  to  Synod- 
ical arrangement,  a  Sunday-school  meeting  was  held  in  the  Reformed 
Church,  with  a  more  direct  reference  to  children  and  youth,  on  which 
occasion  brief  addresses  were  delivered  by  Revs.  R.  B.  Reichard,  Dr. 
G.  W.  Williard,  Dr.  S.  Mease,  S.  P.  Mauger,  H.  T.  Spangler,  S.  P. 
Myers,  and  Elders  John  Jackson  and  Henry  Leonard.  The  exercises, 
at  proper  intervals,  were  interspersed  with  singing,  having  been 
opened  and  also  closed  with  prayer. 


JJ.  Report  of  Cotn/mittee  on  Sunday  Schools. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  presented  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  received,  and,  together  with  the  report  of  the 
Board,  adopted: 

Tour  Committee  would  respectfully  report  as  follows : 
The  annual  report  of  the  Board  has  been  received  and  carefully 
examined,  from  which  it  appears  that  they  have  given  faithful  at- 
tention to  this  subject  during  the  past  year,  and  made  an  earnest 
effort  to  bring  many  of  the  most  important  topics  connected  with 
the  Sunday-school  to  the  special  consideration  of  those  who  consti- 
tute this  Synod.  But,  for  various  reasons,  the  present  Synodical  Sun- 
day School  Meeting  does  not  appear  to  have  met  with  that  measure 
of  success  which  it  deserved. 

The  Sunday-school  undoubtedly  is  receiving  more  serious  and 
thoughtful  consideration  throughout  the  Church ;  and  earnest,  per- 
severing study  is  devoted  '  ^thods,  ideas  and  system  of 
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Sunday-Bchool  work.  It  appears  also  to  be  gaining  constant  strength 
in  numbers,  and  the  standard  of  religious  instruction  for  the  young 
has  been  raised. 

In  reference  to  the  Miami,  Lancaster,  St.  John's,  Iowa  and  Kansas 
Classes,  which  have  taken  no  action  in  regard  to  the  instructions  of 
Synod,  with  regard  to  the  organization  of  Classical  Sunday  School 
Conventions,  we  recommend  the  following : 

Retolvedy  If  any  of  these  Classes  have  such  conventions  already 
organized,  they  be  requested  to  report  the  same  officially  to  this 
Synod ;  and  that  the  remainder  of  these  Classes  be  earnestly  urged 
to  take  definite  action  in  regard  to  this  subject. 

We  further  recommend : 

Resolvedy  That  the  report  of  the  Board  be  adopted. 

Resolved^  That  this  Synod  is  gratified  to  see  many  of  the  Sunday- 
schools  contributing  to  our  benevolent  causes,  and  that  we  heartily 
commend  all  such  efforts. 

Rewlved,  That  superintendents  are  urgently  requested  to  bring 
before  their  schools  the  duty  and  importance  of  contributing  to  the 
benevolent  objects  of  the  Church,  and  that  all  the  Sunday-schools 
within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod  be  requested  to  contribute  to  mis- 
sions on  the  first  Sunday  in  November,  or  as  soon  thereafl^r  as  pos- 
sible, and  send  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  of  Synod's  Board. 

Resolved,  That  the  next  annual  Sunday  School  Meeting  of  Synod 
be  held  in  the  Reformed  Church  at  Xenia,  Ohio,  on  Friday  evening, 
May  10,  1878,  at  7^  o'clock,  and  that  the  Board  be  requested  to 
arrange  for  a  sermon,  on  some  Sunday-school  subject,  for  that  even- 
ing.

Case  of  St,  John^s  against  TuBcarawas  ClasBis. 

The  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Classes,  during  the  afternoon  session 
of  the  third  day  of  the  sessions,  reported,  in  item  16,  that  St.  John's 
Classis  complained  against  Tuscarawas  Classis  for  holding  an  official 
meeting  within  its  bounds ;  in  item  17,  that  Tuscarawas  Classis  ap- 
pointed a  committee  to  defend  it  in  the  case  before  the  Ohio  Synod ; 
and,  in  item  39,  that  St.  John's  Classis  refused  to  dismiss  the  Woos- 
ter  Congregation  to  the  Tuscarawas  Classis,  according  to  Synod's  re- 
quest. These  several  items,  together  with  the  papers  relating  there- 
to, were  referred  to  a  special  committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  Oeo.  W. 
Williard,  D.  D.,  Samuel  Mease,  D.  D.  and  Elder  Robert  Bell,  to  ex- 
amine the  matters  involved,  as  well  as  whether  the  complaint  was  in 
order,  and,  if  found  in  order,  to  suggest  some  course  of  action. 

This  Committee,  during  the  morning  session  of  the  fourth  day  of 
the  sessions,  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  received  and 
unanimously  adopted : 

The  Committee  to  whom  the  complaint  of  the  St.  John's  Classis 
against  the  action  of  the  Tuscarawas  Classis  was  referred,  would  re- 
tspeofuUy  report,  that,  after  a  careful  consideration  of  the  difficulties 
in  the  case,  the  complaint  was  withdrawn,  and  the  whole  matter  com- 
promised upon  the  following  basis,  viz :  That  the  Wooster  Congregation, 
with  its  pastor,  Rev.  Milton  H.  Oroh,  be  transferred  to  the  Tuscarawas 
Classis,  and  that  Rev.  Frederick  Strassner  be  transferred  from  the  Tus- 
carawas Chissis  to  the  St.  John's  Classis,  and  that  both  Classes  be 
affectionately  urged  to  acquiesce  in  said  compromise.

Preparation  of  a  Hymn  Booh, 

On  motion,  during  the  morning  session  of  the  third  day  of  the 
sessions,  the  following  action  was  adopted : 

Wherbas,  a  Committee  was  appointed  by  Synod  in  1870  to  make 
a  selection  of  Hymns  and  Psalms,  for  provisional  use  in  the  Church 
in  connection  with  the  Liturgy,  according  to  the  action  of  the  Gen- 
eral Synod  in  1869;  and, 

Whsbeas,  The  said  Committee,  while  it  made  some  progress  in  the 
work,  presenting  some  good  suggestions  in  regard  to  the  plan  and 
form  of  the  book,  and  rendering  some  valuable  service  in  the  way 
of  gathering  material  and  selecting  Hymns,  did  not,  it  would  seem, 
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prosecute  the  work  to  a  final  oompletion,  and  has  not  submitted  a 
report  to  Synod  for  several  years;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  one  from  each  Classis  represented 
in  Synod  be  appointed  to  inaugurate  measures  for  the  preparation 
and  publication  of  a  Hymn  Book. 

The  Committee  consists  of  Revs.  Samuel  Mease,  D.  D.,  Charles  W. 
Hoyman,  Nathaniel  H.  Loose,  Geo.  W.  Williard,  D.  D ,  John  0. 
Zahner,  D.  D.,  John  J.  Leberman,  Simon  P.  Myers,  John  R.  Skin* 
ner,  John  Bachman  and  Bmanuel  Richards. 

This  Committee,  during  the  evening  session  of  the  last  day  of  the 
sessions,  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  received  and 
adopted : 

Your  Committee,  appointed  to  report  to  this  Synod  on  the  prepa- 
ration of  a  Hymn  Book,  for  the  use  of  the  Church,  would  submit 
the  following : 

By  an  undesigned  omission,  at  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the 
Synod,  the  item  of  preparing  a  suitable  Hymn  Book,  such  as  was 
contemplated  by  the  General  Synod's  act  of  permission,  was  not 
brought  to  its  notice,  and  consequently  a  year's  delay  has  followed 
in  its  prosecution  and  accomplishment.  We  find,  however,  that 
Synod's  Committee,  consisting  of  Drs.  J.  H.  Good,  I.  H.  Beiter,  and 
Eev.  D.  Van  Home,  intrusted  with  the  preparation  of  the  book, 
had  made  considerable  progress  in  collecting  material  and  arranging 
its  general  plan. 

The  want  of  a  Hymn  Book,  better  adapted  for  use  in  our  Church 
than  the  present  one,  is  so  seriously  felt  in  this  Synod  (and  we  be- 
lieve in  other  Synods  as  well),  as  to  demand  its  supply  with  as  little 
delay  as  possible.  The  service  which  such  supply  would  render  to 
the  Church  in  her  work  and  mission  would  be  of  vast  importance. 
Tour  Committee  would  therefore  recommend  the  following  action 
on  the  part  of  Synod : 

First — The  reconstruction  of  Synod's  Committee,  requesting  it 
to  complete  its  work  of  preparing  such  a  book  as  early  as  possible, 
so  that  in  the  main  it  may  be  ready  for  examination,  publication,  or 
revision,  by  the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Synod ;  also,  that  this 
Committee  shall  be  the  one  already  appointed,  substituting  one  mem- 
ber in  place  of  Rev.  D.  Van  Home,  who  is  no  longer  a  member  of 
this  Synod;  also,  recognizing  the  valuable  services  of  Rev.  D.  Van 
Home,  that  he,  together  with  Dr.  G.  B.  Russell,  be  invited  to  be- 
come assisting  members  to  aid  in  the  preparation  of  the  book. 
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Second — The  direction  that  said  book  should  contain  not  less  than 
five  hundred,  nor  more  than  eight  hundred,  hymns — these  to  be  the 
best  selection  that  can  be  made  under  the  circumstances,  accompa- 
nied with  the  best  and  most  suitable  tunes  possible,  and  arranged  in 
the  most  convenient  and  practical  form. 

Third — The  expression  of  the  earnest  desire  on  the  part  of  this 
Synod,  that  either  this  book,  its  revision,  or  one  resulting  from  the 
services  its  preparation  may  afford,  shall  become  the  Hymn  Book  of 
the  entire  Reformed  Church ;  such  book  appearing  and  sanctioned 
by  the  General  Synod  in  a  regular  way,  for  use  in  all  the  congrega- 
tions of  the  Reformed  Church.  Disclaiming  any  sectional  aim  in 
the  work  in  hand,  it  is  undertaken,  and  asks  for  the  co-operation  in 
order  that  the  pressing  demand,  existing  in  every  part  of  the  Church, 
may  be  supplied.  Respectfully  submitted,

Case  of  Bev,  Harvey  Wilson  and  Shelby  KJlaseis. 

The  Committee  on  Overtures,  during  the  afternoon  session  of  the 
second  day  of  the  sessions,  reported  in  item  2,  under  (a)  that  the 
Presbytery  of  Winona,  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  in  a  paper  re- 
ceived, gave  notice  to  this  Synod  of  the  reception  of  Rev.  Harvey 
Wilson  from  the  Shelby  Classis,  together  with  explanations  of  the 
same;  and  under  (6)  that  Rev.  J.  H.  Good,  D.  D.,  frirnished  an  ex- 
planation as  to  his  course  in  the  matter. 

During  the  same  session.  Rev.  Simon  P.  Myers  made  a  statement 
to  Synod  in  regard  to  the  disorganized  condition  of  Shelby  Classis, 
and  desired  to  have  some  instruction  in  the  premises. 

On  motion,  a  Committee  was  appointed,  at  first,  in  each  of  the  two 
cases  designated,  but  subsequently,  after  some  discussion,  the  two 
Committees  were  consolidated,  and  both  matters  were  referred  to  this 
Committee,  which,  as  then  constituted,  consists  of  Revs.  Herman 
Shaull,  Jesse  Steiner,  Geo.  W.  Williard,  D.  D.,  Henry  M.  Herman, 
and  Elders  John  Jackson  and  Benjamin  Fornshell.  This  Committee, 
during  the  afternoon  session  of  the  last  day  of  the  sessions,  submitted 
the  following  report,  which  was  received  and  adopted : 
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Whibeas,  The  Winona  Presbytery,  of  the  Synod  of  Minnesota, 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  has 
notified  this  Synod  that  it  has  received  Rev.  Harvey  Wilson,  npon 
%  letter  of  recommendation  from  Bev.  J.  H.  Good,  D.  D.,  without  a 
regular  dismission  from  the  Shelby  Classis,  of  which  he  was  a  mem* 
ber;  and, 

Whsbsas,  The  Bev.  Harvey  Wilson  has  lefl  in  this  irregular  way, 
without  having  rendered  an  account  of  his  stewardship  as  Treasurer 
of  the  Shelby  Classis,  and  also  of  the  "  Reformed  Educational  Asso- 
ciation," with  which  he  was  connected  and  intrusted;  and, 

WhsKBAS,  It  is  highly  essential  and  desirable,  for  the  satis&ction 
of  all  concerned,  that  such  reports  be  rendered  by  him ;  therefore, 

Re9ohed,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  of  this  Synod  notify  the  Presby- 
tery of  Winona,  through  its  Stated  Clerk,  that  this  Synod  can  not 
acquiesce  in,  nor  consent  to,  its  action  in  receiving  the  Bev.  Harvey 
Wilson,  until  he  shall  give  the  information  desired.

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes,  during  the  afternoon  session 
of  the  second  day  of  the  sessions,  reported  in  item  8,  that  Bev.  Isaac 
H.  Reiter,  D.  D.,  had  been  appointed  an  assistant  agent  in  the  will 
case  of  George  Shutt,  deceased,  late  of  Darke  County,  Ohio. 
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This  asristant  agent,  in  the  absence  of  a  written  report  from  tbe 
agent,  (Rev.  Louis  M.  Kerschner),  made  a  verbal  statement  to  the. 
effect  that,  after  some  litigation,  the  whole  matter  had  been  com- 
promised, and  was  in  process  of  final  settlement.

Society ;  therefore  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  the  journal  of 
the  Kansas  Classis  ought  to  be  so  altered  as  to  read,  "from  the  Wes- 
leyan Methodist  Church." 

Resolved,  That  the  Kansas  Classis  be,  and  hereby  is,  requested  to 
so  amend  its  records  in  reference  to  such  admission.

PUBLICATION. 

J.    The  Annual  Reports. 

1.  Report  of  the  Board  of  PublicaHon, 

The  Board  of  Publication  would  respectfully  report : 

That  the  Board  organized  in  Dayton,  Ohio,  January  22,  1877,  by 
the  election  of  Rev.  Isaac  H.  Beiter,  D.  D.,  President,  and  Rev. 
Samuel  B.  Tookey,  Secretary ;  and  that  during  the  year  they  gave 
some  attention  to  the  publication  interest  intrusted  to  their  care. 

Rev.  Henry  T.  Spangler,  the  assistant  editor  of  the  Christicm 
World,  who  had  rendered  valuable  and  acceptable  service  'i  this  po- 
sition, resigned  at  the  close  of  the  year  1876,  since  which  time  the 
whole  of  the  work  has  devolved  upon  the  editor.  Rev.  Samuel  Mease, 
D.  B.,  whose  labors,  though  ably  and  faithfully  performed,  are  very 
onerous.  He  is  in  a  great  measure  performing  the  work  of  two  men 
in  editing  the  Christian  World  and  supervising  the  general  work. 

The  Christian  World,  together  with  our  Sunday-school  periodicals 
has  been  published  regularly  during  the  year,  and  has  given  general 
satisfaction.  It  is,  however,  very  evident  that  in  order  to  sustain  the 
Christian  World  and  to  publish  it  in  its  present  form,  a  united  and 
earnest  forward  movement  is  absolutely  necessary.  This  will  appear 
&om  a  brief  statement  of  facts. 

The  amount  realized  from  subscriptions  and  advertisements  during 
the  year  foots  up  $7,900,  while  the  total  expenditures  reached  the 
sum  of  96,750,  leaving  for  the  editor's  salary  a  balance  of  91,150. 
This  amount,  which  barely  supports  the  editor,  is  entirely  inadequate 
to  justify  the  employment  of  an  assistant  in  the  work. 

From  these  facts,  it  clearly  appears  that  there  are  several  things 
demanding  the  earnest  attention  of  the  Church,  as  well  as  of  this 
Synod  and  of  the  friends  of  the  Christian  World: 

1.  That  between  4,000  and  5,000  paying  subscriptions  are  neces* 
sary  to  sustain  the  paper  in  its  present  form,  and  to  pay  an  adequate 
remuneration  and  to  secure  an  assistant. 

2.  That  the  labor  required  to  edit  the  paper  and  supervise  the 
work  is  too  great  for  one  man ;  and  that,  even  if  continued  a  while 
longer,  the  strain  put  forth  is  not  the  best  adapted  to  make  the  pa* 
per  the  most  readable  and  serviceable. 
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3.  That  the  paper,  as  now  conducted  and  iasued,  unquestionably 
requires  the  services  of  an  assistant ;  and  that,  in  order  to  secure 
such  services,  there  must  be  an  increased  income  from  some  source. 

4.  That  the  present  editor  is  unwilling  to  continue  the  issuing  of 
the  Christian  'World  in  its  present  form  and  at  its  present  expense, 
unless  some  provision  can  be  made  to  increase  its  circulation,  and 
thus  secure  the  needed  funds  to  meet  the  demands  in  the  case ;  and 
that  he,  if  better  and  more  satisfactory  arrangements  can  be  adopt- 
ed, is  willing  to  pass  the  whole  enterprise  into  other  hands,  for  a  just 
compensation  involved  in  such  a  change. 

5.  That  in  view  of  the  past  valuable  services  of  the  Chrittian 
World,  and  its  present  importance  and  worth  to  the  Church,  sustain- 
ing the  character  of  an  able  and  instructive  religious  weekly,  and 
maintaining  the  historical  faith  of  the  Reformed  Church,  this  Synod 
should  adopt  definite  and  adequate  measures  to  increase  its  circula- 
tion, to  extend  its  influence  and  to  insure  its  permanent  success  and 
prosperity. 

6.  That  in  regard  to  means  by  which  the  desired  ends  are  to  be 
accomplished,  the  Board  has  nothing  specially  to  suggest,  but  refers 
the  whole  matter  to  the  wisdom  and  judgment  of  the  Synod.

Report  of  Committee  on  Publication. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Publication  .submitted  their  report, 
which  was  received,  and,  together  with  the  report  of  the  Board, 
adopted : 

Tour  Committee  on  Publication  would  respectfully  report  that 
they  have  carefully  examined  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Publication, 
which  is  the  only  paper  referred  to  them.  This  informs  us  that  since 
the  beginning  of  this  year  the  whole  work  of  editing  and  publishing 
the  Christian  World  devolves  upon  Dr.  Mease.  While  the  paper  b 
not  all  the  Church  desires  it  should  be,  it  is  a  wonder  that  with  all 
the  labor  performed  by  one  man  it  is  as  acceptable  as  it  is. 

It  is  also  a  humiliating  fact,  and  one  not  to  the  credit  of  our 
Church,  that  after  all  expenses  are  paid  the  editor  has  only  $1,150 
left  as  his  salary,  making  it  utterly  impossible  to  secure  the  neces- 
sary assistance. 
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We  further  learn  f^om  the  report  that  the  present  editor  and  pub- 
lisher ^'is  unwilling  to  continue  the  issuing  of  the  Chn$iian  World 
in  its  present  form  and  at  its  present  expense,  unless  some  pro- 
vision can  be  made  to  increase  its  circulation  and  thus  secure  the 
needed  funds ;  and  that  he,  if  better  and  more  satisfactory  arrange- 
ments can  be  adopted,  is  willing  to  pass  the  whole  matter  into  other 
hands,  for  a  just  compensation  involved  in  such  a  change/' 

Such  being  the  unfavorable  condition  in  regard  to  our  publication 
mterests,  there  is  no  subject  before  this  Synod  of 'more  importance 
and  requiring  more  prompt  and  positive  action  than  this. 

As  regards  our  Sunday-school  publications,  we  notice  that  the 
Heidtlberg  Teacher  is  changed  in  name  to  The  InMtructor,  and  is  giv- 
ing much  satisfaction  and  aid  in  our  Sunday- school  work,  as  well  as 
the  Leaon  Leaves,  We  also  commend  the  Leaves  of  Light  to  the 
&vorable  consideration  of  our  Sunday-schools.  It  is  the  opinion, 
however,  of  this  Committee  that  the  Leaves  of  Light  might  be  im- 
proved in  contents  by  a  more  positive  Reformed  sentiment  and  cor- 
respondingly less  of  the  general.  With  this  review  of  the  report,  we 
recommend  its  adoption  by  this  Synod.  We  also  recommend  the  fol- 
lowing: 

1.  Resolved^  That  the  Christian  World  in  its  general  features  meets 
with  our  approval,  and  we  regard  its  circulation  as  an  essential  aid 
to  pastoral  success,  needed  to  instruct  and  enlighten  in  regard  to  the 
general  wants  and  work  of  the  Church. 

2.  Resolvedj  That  Synod  earnestly  commends  the  Christian  World 
and  Sunday-school  publications  to  the  families,  congregations  and 
friends  of  our  Church, 

3.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  make  an  earnest  effort  to  raise  one 
thousand  new  subscribers  to  the  Christian  World,  and  that  the  con- 
summation of  this  object  be  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Board 
of  Publication,  which  shall,  if  possible,  devise  means  to  at  once  secure 

this  desirable  and  necessary  end.

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IV.  Respecting  the  Printing  EstabUshment^ 

The  Committee  on  the  Printing  EBtablishment,  to  which  reference 
is  made  by  the  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes,  in  item  10,  sub- 
mitted their  report  daring  the  session  on  Monday  afternoon.  The 
report  was  received,  discussed  and  adopted : 

The  Committee  on  the  Establishment  of  a  Printing  House  would 
report  that  they  have  not  done  much  during  the  year.  Having 
made  an  extended  report  one  year  ago,  in  which  they  presented  the 
importance  and  feasibility  of  the  movement,  they  patiently  awaited 
the  action  of  the  ministers  and  Classes,  fujcording  to  the  resolution  of 
the  last  Synod.  As  very  little  co-operation  was  given  by  the  min- 
istry, and  the  action  of  Synod  almost  entirely  ignored  by  some  of 
the  Classes,  it  was  thought  best  not  to  push  the  matter,  although  we 
are  fully  persuaded  that^ur  people  are  pretty  generally  in  favor  of 
the  movement,  and  would  provide  the  amount  specified  by  Synod  in 
a  short  time  if  the  opportunity  were  given  them.  The  Committee 
have  assurances  from  brethren,  with  whom  they  have  had  corre- 
spondence, of  acquiescence  in  at  least  S3,000  of  the  amount  assessed 
upon  different  individuals  and  pastoral  charges ;  and  are  convinced 
that  the  whole  amount  can  be  secured,  in  a  short  time,  if  only  the 
proper  co-operation  and  encouragement  be  given,  and  would  se- 
riously regret  if  it  &lls  to  the  ground  for  the  want  of  this  sympathy. 
Tour  Committee,  in  order  to  keep  the  matter  before  the  ministers 
and  congregations  within  the  bounds  of  Synod,  would  report  the 
last  year's  resolution,  viz  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  enjoins  upon  all  the  ministers  within 
its  bounds  to  lay  this  subject  of  the  Printing  House  at  once  before 
•the  people  of  their  respective  charges,  and  get  them,  if  possible,  to 
accede  to  the  amount  apportioned  them  by  the  Committee,  and  that 
in  case  they  fail  to  do  so  the  several  Classes  be  required  to  take 
such  action  as  will  secure  the  end.

ARTICLE  I. 

OPENING  OF  SYNOD. 

The  Synod,  pursa^nt  to  adjoarnmeDt,  convened  in  convention, 
and,  after  singing,  and  prayer  by  the  President,  proceeded  to  effect 
a  permanent  organization  by  the  enrollment  of  its  members  and  the 
election  of  its  officers. 

The  synodical  sermon  was  preached  on  Thursday  evening  by  the 
retiring  President,  Rev.  Sebastian  C.  Ooss,  from  2  Chronicles  zzviii. 
21 ;  xxix.  35,  36  ;  xxxi.  20,  21 :  ^^For  Ahaz  took  away  a  portion  out 
of  the  house  of  the  Lord,  and  out  of  the  house  of  tJie  king,  and  of 
the  princes,  and  gave  it  unto  the  king  of  Assyria :  but  he  helped  him 
not.  .  And  also  the  humt-offeringt  were  in  abundance,  toith 

thefcU  of  the  peace- offerings,  and  the  drink-offerings  for  every  burnt- 
offering.  So  the  service  of  the  house  of  the  Lord  was  set  in  order. 
And  Hexehiah  rejoiced,  and  all  the  people^  tJiat  God  had  prepared 
the  people  :  for  the  thing  was  done  suddenly.  .  .  .  And  thus  did 
Hezekiah  throughout  all  Judah,  and  wrought  that  which  was  good 
and  right  and  truth  before  the  Lord  his  God.  And  in  every  work 
that  he  begnn  in  the  service  of  t^^  ^^m-*  ^^  God,  and  in  the  law,  and 
in  the  commandments,  to  seek  Hd  it  with  all  his  hearty

ARTICLE  XL 

EXAMINATION,  LICENSURE  AND  ORDINATION.

The  Committee  on  Examination,  Licensure  and  Ordination  would 
beg  leave  to  o£fer  the  following  report,  viz : 

That  they  have  examined  the  applicant,  Frank  C.  Witthoflf,  re- 
ferred to  them,  in  the  various  branches  of  study  taught  in  our  Theo- 
logical Seminary  at  Tiffin,  Ohio,  embracing  the  subjects  .specified  iu 
the  Constitution  of  the  Reformed  Church,  and  also  in  reference  to 
his  religious  experience  and  the  motives  by  which  he  was  impelled 
to  enter  the  gospel  ministry,  would  report  the  examination  to  be

ARTICLE  XII. 

RELIGION  AND  MORALS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  State  of  .Religion  and  Statistical 
Reports  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  received  and 
adopted : 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren  in  the  Lord: — The  prevailing  spirit 
of  the  various  Classical  reports  is  that  of  gratitude  to  the  Father  of 
all  mercies.  This  ought  also  to  be  the  real  sentiment  of  all  oar 
hearts  in  our  present  Synodical  assembly,  when  to  some  extent  we 
attempt  to  aggregate  Ood's  blessings  upon  the  various  churches 
throughout  our  bounds. 

From  the  Classical  reports — some  meager  and  given  only  in  gen- 
eral terms — we  are  able  to  gather  the  following  concerning  the  state 
of  religion  in  the  bounds  of  our  Synod. 

In  the  congregations  and  charges  having  regular  pastors,  the  Word 
has  been  preached  and  the  sacraments  have  been  administered  with 
faithfulness  ou  the  part  of  the  ministry.  In  this  respect  it  does  not 
appear  from  the  reports  that  nny  one  is  charged  with  neglect  of 
duty. 

In  the  sphere  of  the  Sunday  school  and  catechisation  there  seems 
to  be  a  greater  diversity  of  faithfulness.  While  one  Classis  reports 
her  schools  '^a  power  of  good,  as  nurseries  of  Christian  piety,''  an- 
other says,  *' There  is  much  room  for  an  increase  of  interest  in  this 
direction  on  the  pnrt  of  the  clergy." 

Again,  while  one  Classis  can  say,  *'  Our  old  Reformed  custom  of 
catechisation  is  growing  in  popularity,"  another  report  speaks  of 
embarrassment  to  the  elder  in  answering  the  constitutional  questions, 
because  of  his  pastor's  neglect  in  this  important  branch  of  his  min- 
istry. An  intimation  something  like  this  is  contained  in  a  few  of 
the  reports ;  enough  so  to  lead  us  to  fear  that  some  of  our  ministry 
are  neglecting  the  Savior's  injunction,  '  Feed  my  lambs." 

Taking  all  the  reports  together,  however,  we  believe  the  language 
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of  one  report  expresses  the  interest  taken  in  these  two  branches  of 
Christian  work  throughout  our  bounds — They  are  "  receiving  more 
attention  than  formerly." 

One  Glassis  speaks  of  the  good  results  following  the  adoption  of 
the  apostolic  mode  of  alms-giving  in  nearly  all  her  charges.  Others 
speak  of  a  growing  interest  in  the  caose  of  Christian  beneficence, 
and  still  others  complain  of  a  falling  off  in  collections  because  of 
the  stringency  of  money  matters. 

The  fruits  of  the  year's  labor  are  also  mentioned  in  the  reports. 
As  far  as  numbers  received  and  amounts  contributed  are  concerned 
these  will  appear  in  the  *^  statistical  tables ;"  though  it  is  to  be  re- 
gretted that  greater  care  is  not  taken,  on  the  part  of  some  Clerks  or 
Classt  s,  in  obtaining  full  and  accurate  statistics. 

While  the  heal'h  of  our  people  seems  to  have  been  remarkably 
good,  the  losses  in  some  cases  are  still  heavy.  Many  have  removed 
to  the  unoccupied  West,  and  others  are  stricken  off  in  the  process 
of  separating  the  chaff  from  the  wheat. 

Qenerally  speaking,  there  is  uniformity  in  the  reports,  as  to  results 
of  labor  spent  on  our  fields. 

Yet  it  is  apparent  that  the  Savior's  parable  of  sower  and  seed  has 
an  application  here.  There  is  a  diversity  in  the  fruits,  as  to  quantity ^ 
while  the  same  good  seed  may  have  been  sown.  Under  the  same 
faithful  preaching,  fewer  may  have  been  brought  to  Christ  in  some 
cases  than  in  others.  Hardness  of  heart  and  worldliness  of  mind  are 
complained  of  as  great  barriers  in  the  way  of  the  spreading  of  the 
gospel. 

But  the  state  of  religion  is  to  be  sought  for  in  the  lives  of  thoi-e 
who  have — not  those  who  have  not — received  the  truth  and  come 
into  the  kingdom.  The  inner  life  of  the  Christian  and  the  spiritual 
growth  of  our  churches  must  be  taken  into  the  reckoning.  Of  this 
mention  is  also  made  in  the  reports,  and  here  again  there  is  diversity 
—clouds  and  sunshine.  Worldliness  and  indifference  are  complained 
of  as  being  developed  under  the  financial  pressure.  Under  a  mis- 
taken policy  some  begin  to  economize  first  of  all  in  the  sphere  of 
religion. 

One  Classis  speaks  of  the  neglect  of  prayer-meetings,  the  falling 
of  in  beneficence  and  Church  finances  generally,  and  the  want  of 
patronage  given  our  Church  literature,  as  being  a  reflection  against 
their  religious  life.  The  prevailing  tone,  however,  we  believe  to  be 
encouraging.    Along  with  the  report  of  large  '  ^  the  cheer- 
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force ;  whereas,  if  the  Churob  has  a  mind  to  work,  the  way  will  not 
be  bard  to  find. 

The  Board  takes  great  pleasure  in  stating  that  Jacob  Thomas,  of 
Springfield,  Ohio,  a  faithful  member  of  the  Church,  who  died  a  lit- 
tle over  a  year  ago,  bequeathed  the  sum  of  S250  to  the  cause  of 
missions,  which  sum  it  is  expected  will  be  paid  over  in  the  course  of 
a  few  months.  Would  that  hh  example  would  encourage  others, 
who  are  equally  as  well  o£f  as  he  was,  to  do  likewise. 

The  debt  of  the  Board,  which  was  apportioned  among  the  several 
Classes  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Synod,  although  somewhat  reduced, 
is  still  not  paid.  This  is  a  matter  of  regret,  as  the  parties  to  whom 
the  money  is  owing  should  have  been  paid,  and  the  way  opened  for 
enlarged  operations.  As  long  as  this  debt  remains  unpaid,  the  Board 
can  not  take  up  the  new  and  inviting  points  that  apply  for  aid 

The  following  missions  have  been  under  the  care  of  the  Board 
during  the  year : 

1.  Denver  Oity,  Colorado, — Rev.  J.  A.  Keller  still  continues  the 
missionary  at  this  point,  and  preaches  in  both  the  German  and 
English  languages,  giving  the  morning  to  the  former  and  the  after- 
noon and  evening  to  the  latter.  The  attendance  on  divine  service  is 
reported  encouraging.  Fourteen  members  were  added  during  the 
year,  making  the  membership  forty-six.  The  German  Sunday-school 
numbers  sixty  scholars  and  the  English  ninety-two  The  church 
has  been  frescoed,  repainted  and  partly  carpeted.  The  debt  on  the 
church  has  been  reduced  somewhat,  but  not  entirely  canceled.  The 
prospect  upon  the  whole  is  encouraging,  although  there  have  been 
some  frictions  between  the  German  and  English  portions.  The  ap- 
propriation is  reduced  to  S300. 

2.  Brown  County  Misnon, — Rev.  E.  Richards  has  served  this  mia- 
.sion  until  quite  recently,  when  he  resigned  on  account  of  some 
trouble  that  arose  The  mission  has  made  considerable  progress,  and 
ought  soon  to  be  self-supporting.     The  appropriation  is  SI 50. 

3.  Hiawatha,  Kanscu. — This  is  a  new  point  taken  up  by  the  Board 
during  the  year.  The  prospect  seemed  so  encouraging  that  the 
Board  felt  constrained  to  commission  Rev.  A.  Bolliger,  with  an  ap- 
propriation of  S200  for  the  first  year,  in  the  hope  that  it  will  need 
aid  only  a  short  time.  The  congregation  has  recently  purchased  a 
church,  and  hopes  to  have  it  refitted  and  ready  for  dedication  in  the 
course  of  a  few  weeks.  This  being  done  there  is  reason  to  believe 
it  will  soon  become  self-supporting. 
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4.  WcUhenaj  Kansas, — This  mission  is  now  without  a  regalar  pas- 
tor, the  Rev.  J.  A.  Nicolai  having  left  it  daring  the  course  of  the 
year.     It  is  however  supplied  by  Rev.  A.  Bollinger. 

5.  Ravannay  Missouri  — The  Rev.  J.  H.  Schlappig  is  the  mission- 
ary at  this  point,  and  is  laboring  amid  great  self-denial,  with  an  ap- 
propriation of  only  $100.  He  has  many  discouragements  in  his 
work,  as  the  people  do  not  seem  to  take  the  interest  they  should  in 
his  support  and  work.  He  has,  however,  been  indefatigable  in  hunt- 
ing up  and  visiting  our  people,  scattered  as  they  are  in  that  section 
of  the  country. 

6.  BriCy  Michigan.  — This  field  was  very  much  negleoted,  and,  as  a 
consequence,  greatly  scattered.  What  members  were  lefl  determined) 
about  a  year  ago,  to  make  another  and  earnest  effort,  with  the  prom- 
ise of  $100  from  the  Board,  which  amount  the  St.  Joseph  Classis 
pledged  itself  to  raise.  Rev.  R.  Keller,  a  young  man  from  the 
Theological  Seminary  at  Tiffin,  was  called  to  take  charge  of  it,  and 
is  doing  a  good  work.  With  the  continued  blessing  of  God  the 
field  will  soon  become  self-sustaining. 

7.  FoMtaria,  Ohio. — The  Board,  at  the  recommendation  of  the  Tiffin 
Classifl,  which  obligated  itself  for  the  funds,  commissioned  Rev.  A. 
Casselman  as  missionary  at  this  point,  with  an  appropriation  of  $100, 
upon  the  condition  that  a  congregation  be  organized  in  the  town  of 
Fostoria,  and  a  church  built  or  bought.  Two  other  points,  with  a 
membership  of  about  eighty,  are  connected  with  this  mission.  The 
prospect  now  is  that  the  enterprise  will  be  a  success,  and  the  mission 
become  self-supporting  in  a  short  time. 

8.  Somerset^  Ohio. — This  mission  is  in  the  bounds  of  the  Lancaster 
Classis,  and  is  served  by  Rev.  M.  Loucks,  with  an  appropriation 
of  $300.  All  attempts  to  make  this  point  self-sustaining  by  a  re- 
construction of  adjacent  charges  has  so  far  failed.  This  mission  i^ 
an  important  one,  and  should  receive  the  fostering  care  of  the  Church. 

9.  The  Jerusalem  Mission. — This  mission  is  also  within  the  bounds 
of  the  Lancaster  Classis,  and  is  served  by  Rev.  J.  W.  Barber,  with 
an  appropriation  of  $250.  It  consists  of  three  congregations,  which 
will  hardly  soon  be  self-sustaining,  unless  strengthened  by  some  ad- 
joining congregation. 

The  Board  received  an  overture  from  the  Board  of  Church  Erec- 
tion, shortly  after  the  beginning  of  the  last  jear,  to  employ  a  Finan- 
cial Secretary  in  common,  according  to  the  action  of  Synod,  and 
acceded  to  the  overture.  Rev.  Isaac  H.  Reiter,  D.  D  ,  was  appointed, 
but  declined.     No  further  appointment  was  made. 
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From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  something  has  been  done  dur- 
ing the  year  in  the  line  of  missionary  eflFort.  Would  that  much 
more  had  been  done.  But  let  us  not  despise  the  day  of  small  things, 
but  try  to  do  better  in  the  future. 

There  are  many  other  points  that  should  be  taken  up.  The  field 
is  white  for  the  harvest. 

For  a  full  statement  of  the  finances  of  the  Board,  we  refer  the 
Synod  to  the  report  of  the  Treasurer.

The  Board  of  Church  Erection  would  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

Soon  afler  the  last  annual  meeting  of  Synod  the  members  of  said 
Board  met,  and,  after  duly  organizing  by  the  election  of  their  offi- 
cer, proceeded  to  attend  to  such  business  as  claimed  their  attention. 

General  Superintendent. 

The  Rev.  H.  M.  Herman  was  appointed  to  represent  this  Board 
in  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  to  be  held  in  the  city  of 
Tiffin,  to  take  action  upon  Synod's  resolution,  referring  the  matter 
of  the  appointment  of  a  General  Superintendent  to  the  two  Boards. 
At  said  meeting  Rev.  Isaac  H.  Reiter,  D.  D.,  was  appointed  as  Gen- 
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eiml   Fininoial  Seoretar j ;   but,  upon  being  notified  of  his  appoint- 
ment, deolined  to  aooept. 

Hamilton  Church. 

According  to  the  instrnction  of  Synod,  the  Board  executed  two 
notes  to  the  Trustees  of  Heidelberg  College— one  for  $1,200,  on 
principle,  and  one  for  $473,  on  interest.  These  being  duly  accepted 
br  said  Trustees,  the  mortgage  was  released. 

Bev.  Isaac  H.  Beiter,  D.  D.,  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  was  appointed 
to  visit  Hamilton  and  make  a  final  settlement,  by  lifting  all  other 
notes  held  against  said  church,  and  he  reported : 

1.  That  he  paid  the  $49  due  Bev.  George  Z.  Mechling,  as  per 
a^rreement. 

2.  That  he  found  four  notes,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to 
$5,350.66,  against  the  church,  three  of  which  were  held  by  Nathan 
Jaooby,  and  the  other  one  by  the  Bev.  George  Z  Mechling.  These 
were  all  secured  by  mortgage. 

3.  That  he  had  these  mortgages  all  released  in  due  form,  on  the 
records  in  the  Becorder's  Office  of  Butler  County,  Ohio. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  release  of  the  above  notes : 

"  Whkbsas,  The  Ohio  Synod,  during  its  annual  sessions  at  Orr- 
ville,  Ohio,  in  May,  A.  D.  1877,  in  view  of  the  balance  of  debt  still 
resting  on  the  Beformed  Church  in  Hamilton,  authorized  the  officers 
of  the  Board  of  Church  Erection  to  execute  a  note,  or  notes,  to  the 
Trustees  of  Heidelberg  College,  for  the  amount  due  said  Trustees, 
together  with  the  interest  accrued  thereon,  in  lieu  of  certain  notes 
given  by  us  to  said  Trustees,  and  secured  by  mortgage  on  the  prop- 
erty of  said  church;  and, 

"Whkbsas,  The  said  Board  of  Church  Erection  has  complied 
with  the  conditions  required  in  and  by  the  said  proposition  and 
agreement ; 

''Therefore,  we,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  acknowledge  the  re- 
ceipt of  $2,000,  being  the  stipulated  amount  for  which  the  said  Ohio 
Synod  had  obligated  itself  to  the  Beformed  Church  at  Hamilton, 
Ohio.  We  do  also  hereby  annul  and  relinquish  all  our  claims  on 
interest  in,  and  demands  against  said  Beformed  Church,  either  by 
account,  note  or  mortgage ;  and  also  release  the  said  Synod  and  the 
said  Board  of  Church  Erection  from  all  obligations,  liabilities,  and 

responsibility  in  the  premises.

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II.  Report  of  Committee  on  Home  Missions. 

Voar  Committee  on  Missions  beg  leave  to  report  the  following : 

The  documents  coming  into  the  hands  of  jour  Committee  were 
the  following :  The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions ;  Report  of  the 
Treasurer  of  Missions;  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Church  Erec- 
tion, and  that  of  its  Treasurer. 

We  find,  from  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  that  no  new 
points  or  interests  have  been  taken  under  the  care  of  the  Board,  and 
this  has  not  been  because  there  are  no  promising  openings,  but  man- 
ifestly on  account  of  the  lack  of  means.  However,  it  is  apparent 
that  the  missions  have  been  sustained  during  the  year,  and  some 
have  been  placed  upon  a  better  foundation,  while  others  have  some  • 
what  retrograded.  A  pleasing  part  of  the  work  is  manifest  in  the 
increased  gifts  of  the  people  for  this  work,  so  that  the  debt  of  the 
Board  has  been  reduced. 

The  Board  of  Church  Erection,  whilst  it  has  been  enabled  to  re 
move  the  troubles  from  the  Hamilton  Church,  has  done  little  or 
nothing  in  any  other  direction.  These  two  Boards,  in  accordance 
with  the  authority  given  by  Synod  at  Orrville,  endeavored  to  secure 
a  Financial  Agent  to  labor  in  the  interest  of  the  two  Boards,  but 
have  failed  to  secure  a  man.  Whilst  required  by  the  Synod  that  all 
missions  be  placed  under  Synod's  Board,  there  are  some  Classical 
Boards  still  laboring  independently  of  Synod's  Board. 

From  these  reports  your  Committee  has  been  impressed  with  the 
following  truths,  viz :  That  the  missionary  activity  of  this  Synod  is 
not  what  it  should  be  by  far ;  that  the  labors  or  efforts  in  this  direc- 
tion are  inadequate  to  meet  the  demands,  and  the  voice  of  the  chtl- 
dren  even  in  the  great  West,  crjing  out  for  spiritual  food,  dies  away 
and  brings  no  olive  branch  of  peace.  This  is  the  most  important 
feature  in  our  Church -life  at  present;  yet  no  resolution  of  your 
Committee  will  bring  the  requisite  means  to  carry  on  this  glorious 
work  to  completion. 

To  successfully  plant  and  occupy  prominent  mission  points,  your 
Committee  feels  the  imperative  need  of  an  agent  or  superintendent 
whose  whole  time  shall  be  given  to  the  Missionary  and  Church  Erec- 
tion work ;  and  we  feel  that  until  this  is  accomplished  our  mission 
interests  will  drag  along  as  a  wounded  life.  We  therefore  recom- 
mend: 

1 .  That  this  Synod  elect  such  an  agent  or  superintendent. 
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2  That  all  Classical  Boards  be  requested  to  work  through  Synod's 
Board. 

3.  That  the  pastors  and  elders  go  back  to  their  fields  of  labor  and 
present  the  mission  cause  as  the  most  important  feature  in  onr 
Church  activity  at  present. 

4.  That,  with  respect  to  the  Board  of  Missions  just  elected,  this 
Synod  declare  the  first  two  elected  for  three  years;  second  two  for 
two  years,  and  the  last  one  for  one  year;  and  that  hereafter  the 
Board  consist  of  six  members,  and  that  two  be  annually  elected.

The  Board  of  Viaiton  of  the  Theological  Seminary  would  report 
that  they  have  attended  to  the  interest  committed  to  their  care, 
both  as  it  respects  the  Seminary  itself,  and  the  caose  of  Beneficiary 
Bdncation.    We  had  meetings  as  often  as  the  necessity  demanded. 

The  following  students  have  been  in  attendance  during  the  year, 
viz: 

Senior  Okui, — ^Daniel  J.  Oreenawald,  William  F.  Horstmeier, 
Jacob  Ihle,  Silas  B.  Mase,  Jairus  P.  Moore,  Robert  F.  Oplinger,  and 
James  H.  Steele. — 7. 

Junior  Ckm, — John  J.  M.  Oruber,  Anson  L.  Hassler,  Nevin  W. 
A.  Helfirisch,  and  John  B.  Bust. — 4. 

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  students  in  our 
Theological  Seminary  is  considerably  smaller  than  it  was  last  year, 
a  fact  which  we  notice  to  be  true  and  painfully  felt  by  most  of  the 
theological  schools  of  the  land.  Why  there  is  such  a  decrease  in 
the  candidates  for  the  ministry  may  not  be  so  readily  accounted  for. 
But  let  the  cause  or  causes  be  what  they  may,  the  fact  should  be 
deplored  and  earnest  efforts  made  to  remedy  the  evil.  Seeing  the 
vast  missionary  field  that  opens  up  before  us,  and  the  need  there  is 
of  dividing  many  of  our  large  pastoral  charges,  this  Synod  should 
do  all  in  its  power  to  increase  the  number  of  students  in  our  school 
of  the  prophets. 

Of  the  students  named  above  only  two  have  had  recitations  in 
the  OoUege.  The  rest  have  given  their  whole  time  to  their  theolog- 
ical studies. 

The  whole  Senior  Glass  expects  to  leave  with  the  close  of  the 
present  year,  having  gone  over  the  prescribed  course  of  study. 
Some  of  them,  having  only  been  in  the  Seminary  about  a  year  and  a 
half,  have  had  to  double  their  studies  so  as  to  complete  the  course. 
This  hurry  in  finishing  the  prescribed  course  of  study  ought  soon 
to  come  to  an  end,  both  for  the  good  of  the  young  men  and  the 
Church. 

Mr.  Bobert  F.  Oplinger  having  received  an  urgent  call  to  the  Mt. 
Zion*s  Charge  of  the  Illinois  Classis,  and  it  appearing  very  desirable 
that  he  should  accept  the  same,  the  Board  granted  him  a  dismissal 
under  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  case. 

The  suspension  passed  upon  Mr.  Daniel  J.  Oreenawald,  two  years 
ago,  was  removed  and  he  restored  to  his  place  in  the  Seminary,  in 
view  of  his  uniformly  good  eonduct  and  Christian  deportment. 
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The  Board,  in  aeoordanoe  with  the  aotion  of  Synod,  resolved  to 
have  graduating  exercises  in  the  Seminary  at  the  close  of  the  term 
when  the  yonng  men  leave,  and  committed  the  preliminary  arrange- 
ments to  the  professors.  The  professors  report  the  progress  and 
condnct  of  the  students  as  commendable. 

The  Board  regrets  to  report  the  receipt  of  a  comparatively  small 
amount  for  Beneficiary  Education.  The  number  of  students  re- 
ceiving aid  during  the  year  was  small,  and  yet  the  debt  reported  last 
year  is  not  fully  paid.  This  failure  to  meet  the  appropriations  as 
they  become  due  has  a  very  bad  eflfect  upon  the  young  men,  and,  no 
doubt,  deters  some  who  are  worthy  from  making  application. 

The  following  young  men  have  received  aid  during  the  year,  viz : 
Jacob  Ihle,  Robert  F.  Oplinger,  Jacob  B.  Kerstetter,  Rufus  C.  Zart- 
man,  and  W.  F.  Harpster.  Of  this  number,  Jacob  Ihle  and  W.  F. 
Harpster  received  aid  from  the  American  College  and  Education 
Society.  Mr.  W.  F.  Harpster  having  in  the  early  part  of  the  year 
abandoned  his  purpose  to  study  for  the  ministry,  his  name  was 
erasedlfrom  the  list  of  beneficiary  students,  and  he  required  to  give 
his  obligation  for  the  money  received. 

'    The  report  of  the  Treasurer  will  show  the  Synod  what  has  been 
received  for  this  specific  purpose  during  the  year.

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ARTICLE  XV. 

HEIDELBERG  COLLEGE. 
I.  Thi  Annual  Reports. 
The  following  reports  were  regularly  received  and  referred : 

1.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Tnutees, 

Tlie  nndersigned  would  present  the  following  report  of  Heidelberg 
College  to  the  Synod  of  Ohio,  in  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
according  to  the  requirement  in  the  case.  And,  in  doing  so,  we  do 
not  deem  an  extended  report  necessary,  inasmuch  as  nothing  of  any 
special  importance  has  occurred  during  the  year.  Everything  has 
moved  on  quietly  as  in  former  years.  The  attendance  has  been  larger 
than  it  was  last  year,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  catalogue,  a  copy  of 
which  is  placed  in  the  hands  of  Synod.  There  have  been  but  few 
cases  of  discipline,  the  conduct  of  the  students  having,  upon  the 
whole,  been  commendable,  and  free  from  such  gross  improprieties  as 
have  afflicted  some  of  the  colleges  of  the  land.  The  professors  have 
all  been  at  their  posts,  except  Prof.  C.  Hornung,  who  obtained  leave 
of  absence  for  one  year  so  as  to  regain  his  health.  He  is  expected 
to  resume  his  position  again  next  September.  His  place  has  in  the 
meantime  been  filled  temporarily,  with  satisfaction,  by  Prof.  Wm. 
P.  Cope,  A.  M. 

The  pressure  of  the  times,  together  with  the  large  number  of  col- 
leges in  the  State,  have  operated  somewhat  against  the  attendance  in 
all.  As  we,  however,  number  about  a  dozen  more  students  this  than 
last  year,  we  do  not  feel  disposed  to  complain. 

Our  present  Senior  Class  numbers  twelve  regular  members,  all  of 
whom  look  forward  to  graduation  at  the  coming  Commencement, 
which  we  desire  to  make  one  of  special  interest. 

The  college  was  represented  in  the  late  oratorical  contest  which 
was  held  in  Tiffin  on  the  tenth  of  April.  We  had  an  orator  and 
essayist  in  the  contest,  and  are  pleased  to  say  that  Miss  Delia  A. 
Dunnel  took  the  second  prize  in  composition.  This  is  our  second 
prize  since  these  contests  were  inaugurated  some  four  years  ago,  and 
may  be  regarded  as  furnishing  a  fair  index  of  the  standing  of  Hei- 
delberg College  along  by  the  side  of  other  colleges  of  the  State. 

The  expense  of  running  the  college  for  the  year  1876-77,  indud- 
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ing  salary  of  professors  and  agent,  taxes,  insurance,  repairs  on  build- 
ing, and  the  many  incidental  matters,  was  96,475.67.  This  may  be 
regarded  as  about  the  average  annual  expense,  which  we  think  is 
much  less  than  that  of  any  other  institution  of  similar  character 
and  standing.  This  amount  we  found  it  impossible  to  make  up  in 
full,  in  consequence  of  the  fidlure  of  certain|parties  to  pay  the  in- 
terest on  money  borrowed.  This  led  the  Board  to  be  more  urgent 
in  demanding  the  interest  on  its  investments,  and  to  force  collections 
in  the  case  of  those  who  fiiiled  to  come  to  time.  By  pursuing  this 
course  we  hope,  by  the  end  of  the  present  year,  to  pay  the  greater 
part,  if  not  the  whole  of  the  debt  of  the  Board.  To  do  this  we 
would  be  glad  if  the  Synod  would  in  some  way  make  provisions,  at 
its  present  meeting,  that  the  Board  of  Church  Erection  may  pay 
the  interest  now  due,  which  is  over  8500,  on  money  borrowed  of  the 
college  to  pay  the  debt  on  the  Hamilton  Church,  and  which  the 
Synod  indorsed  one  year  ago.  There  is  also  interest  due  the  college 
Irom  the  Church  of  the  Gross,  Cincinnati,  to  the  amount  of  about 
$700,  which  ought  tojjbe  paid,  as  the  want  of  it  is  embarrassing  the 
Board. 

The  endowment  of  the  college  has  been  increased  during  the  year, 
in  the  amount  of  93,380  in  notes  secured  by  the  Agent  and  Presi- 
dent of  the  college.  This,  considering  the  stringency  of  the  times, 
is  very  encouraging,  and  may  be  regarded  as  indications  of  the  favor 
in  which  the  college  is  held. 

The  agent,  H.  Leonard,  has  been  inde&tigable  in  hiB  work  of  in- 
creasing the  endowment  and  collecting  outstanding  dues.  We  do 
not,  indeed,  see  how  we  could  get  along  i^thout  his  services,  as  it  is 
indispensably  necessary  for  some  one  to  go  through  the  Church  and 
collect  the  interest  of  those  who  are  not  prompt  in  the  payment  of 
it.  The  notes,  being  scattered  as  they  are,  would  require  more  time 
to  collect  the  interest  than  any  one  connected  with  the  college  could 
possibly  give,  so  that  the  Church  owes  him  a  debt  of  gratitude  for 
his  persevering  and  self-denying  labors. 

As  some  persons  have  supposed  that  he  is  getting  a  large  salary, 
and  benefiting  himself  financially  by  his  agency,  we  will  give  the 
exact  amount  he  has  received  each  year  for  the  last  nine  years,  which 
has  been  named  according  to  the  time  given  to  the  work :  For  the  year 
1868-69  he  received  $600;  for  1869-70,  8650;  for  1870-71,  8525; 
for  1871-72,  8500;  for  187^73,  8150;  for  1873-74,  8550;  for  1874 
-75,  8200;   for  1875-76,  8125;   forJ1876-77,;8200.     This  whole 
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ameunt,  with  the  exoeption  of  $485.48  has  been  paid  oat  of  the  in 
cidental  fund,  leaving  the  endowment  proper  almost  entirely  intact, 
even  by  the  salary  of  the  ag^nt. 

The  Board  would  gratefully  acknowledge  the  bequest  of  (500  to 
the  college  by  Jacob  Thomas,  of  Springfield,  Ohio,  an  estimable 
member  of  the  Ohurch,  who  died  a  little  over  a  year  ago.  The  be- 
quest wan  entirely  voluntary,  as  none  of  his  children  knew  of  his 
intention  in  this  respect  until  the  will  was  opened  and  read.  This 
amount  the  administrator  expects  to  pay  over  as  soon  as  the  estate 
is  in  a  shape  to  do  so,  which  will  probably  be  in  the  course  of  a  few 
months.  It  should  be  a  matter  of  gratitude  to  Ood  on  the  part  of 
Synod  that  such  acts  of  liberality  are  becoming  more  numerous  than 
.  they  used  to  be:  and  we  may  fondly  hope  that  the  example  here 
given  may  induce  others,  similarly  situated,  to  do  likewise  in  their 
last  will  and  testament. 

In  the  hope  that  the  college  may  continue  to  enjoy  the  favor  and 
patronage  of  the  Church,  and  to  subserve  the  end  for  which  it  was 
founded,  we,  the  undersigned,  respectfully  submit  this  report  in  be- 
half of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Heidelberg  College.

2.  R^ort  of  the  Financial  Agent, 

I  have  now  entered  upon  my  twenty-second  year  of  our  college 
and  seminary  pilgrimage.  ,  The  past  year  has  been  a  busy  one  for 
me.  I  must  again  repeat  what  I  said  in  my  last  year's  report,  that 
is,  my  main  eflforts  were  directed  in  looking  after  delinquents.  Not 
only  have  I  visited  many  of  these  at  their  homes,  but  have  also  been 
busy  in  writing  letters  and  sending  circulars  by  mail,  urging  th^m 
to  pay  their  interest  due  the  college.  So  that  during  "vacation" 
and  while  at  home  I  have  been  busy.  And  yet,  with  all  these  efforts, 
I  have  only  succeeded  in  collecting  on  old  notes  and  interest  sixteen 
hundred  and  thirty-seven  dollars  during  the  year.  But  then,  in  ad- 
dition to  this,  I  have  the  pleasure  to  report  that  I  have  had  unex- 
pected good  success  in  obtaining  new  subscriptions  to  the  endowment 
fund,  amounting  to  three  thousand  one  hundred  dollars;  and 
two  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars  of  this  amount  was  obtained  in 
the  pastoral  charges  of  two  of  our  young  Heidelbergers,  Revs.  Sites 
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and  Stamp,  in  Stephenson  County,  Illinois.  And,  further,  what  is 
so  enoouraging  about  this  is,  that  a  number  of  these  same  oontribu- 
tors  had  given  quite  liberally  to  our  theological  seminary  at  Tiffin 
when  Prof.  Moses  Kieffer,  D.  D.,  visited  these  people,  in  1867,  about 
nine  years  ago ;  and  now  welcomed  the  Fisherman  with  kindly  greet- 
ings and  a  warm  shake  of  the  hand. 

Although  a  number  of  tliese  had  never  seen  the  Fisherman's  face 
before,  but  now  were  glad  to  meet  him ;  and  then  showed,  by  their 
liberality,  that  they  appreciated  the  work  in  which  I  have  been  so 
long  engaged. 

This  time  I  was  agreeably  disappointed,  as  I  have  never  been  be- 
fore, and  it  was  on  this  wise :  I  asked  a  Christian  lady  for  a  crumb 
of  two  dollars.  "  No,"  said  she,  "  I  thought  I  would  give  you  three 
hundred  dollars  !'*  She  said  she  had  read  so  often  about  this  that 
she  felt  she  ought  to  do  something  too.  A  minister  of  the  gospel, 
in  whose  family  I  am  always  welcome,  said,  **  Bro.  Leonard,  I  feel 
that  I  ought  to  do  something  for  Tiffin.  I  will  give  you  one  hundred 
dollars,'^  And  this  he  did  without  me  soliciting  him  to  give.  The 
same  might  be  said  of  a  young  brother,  who  is  a  graduate  of  Heidel- 
berg, who  gave  in  the  same  way  So  far  then  as  I  know,  and  am 
able  to  judge,  I  think  I  have  never  obtained  the  same  amount  in  so 
short  a  space  of  time,  and  which  was  given  more  cheerftilly  than 
these  several  subscriptions.  One  brother  in  Ohio,  who  contributed 
fifty  dollars  before,  now  contributed  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
more. 

I  feel  glad  for  several  reasons.  First,  the  people  see  that  our  in- 
stitutions at  Tiffin  are  worthy  of  support ;  secondly,  that  those  very 
persons  who  gave  so  liberally  are  now  served  by  young  ministers  who 
were  educated  at  Tiffin,  Ohio ;  and,  thirdly,  that  I  can  feel  assured 
that  I  have  the  good  will  and  sympathy  of  the  Church  at  large. 
One  aged  brother  and  his  companion  dedicated  one  thousand  dollars 
to  Heidelberg  College. 

ALLEGORICAL  LBGTURE8. 

Two  years  ago  I  had  an  allegorical  painting  executed  by  Mr. 
Broyls,  an  artist.  I  have  been  encouraged  during  the  year  by  our 
own  ministers  and  people,  and  invited  to  deliver  my  allegorical  tem- 
perance lecture  to  large  and  respectable  audiences  in  our  own  and 
other  churches,  and  town  halls.  And  it  will  be  seen  by  my  financial 
statement  that  the  proceeds  of  these  lectures  amounted  to  one  hun- 
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dred  and  fifty  dollars  and  thirty-five  oents^  exceeding  the  amount  of 
my  traveling  expenses  of  five  dollars  and  eighty-five  cents. 

I  have  traveled  daring  the  year  five  thousand  three  hundred  and 
twenty- one  miles  (5,321),  and  total  miles  traveled  in  all  since  the 
twenty-second  day  of  January,  1857,  seventy -eight  thousand  three 
hundred  and  twenty-one  miles  (78,321).

II.  Report  of  Committsb  on  Hsidblbsro  Oollsob. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Heidelberg  College  submitted  their 
report,  which  was  received,  and,  together  with  the  preceding  reports, 
adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 

Tour  Committee  have  placed  before  them  the  reports  of  the  Col- 
lege Board  and  of  the  Financial  Agent. 

From  these  we  are  led  to  refer,  first,  to  the 'financial  matters  per- 
taining to  the  institution.  The  agent  has  continued  his  indefati- 
gable eflforts,  and  with  usual  success,  notwithstanding  the  unfavorable- 
ness  of  the  times.  The  sum  of  93,380  has  been  added  to  the 
Endowment  Fund.     The  expenses  of  the  institution  for  the  year 
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ha,Ye  been  jadicious  and  eoonomical.  To  meet  these  has  been  a  dif- 
ficnlty,  owing  to  the  non-payment  of  interest  and  dues  from  varions 
quarters,  which  is  indeed  to  be  regretted.  One  bequest  of  $500,  by 
Jacob  Thomas,  deceased,  is  with  pleasure  to  be  noted.  This  form 
of  increasing  the  endowment  is  especially  to  be  encouraged,  with  the 
conviction  that  the  recognized  value  of  the  college  is  a  sufficient  in- 
ducement to  such  as  are  in  a  condition,  and  have  the  good  will,  to 
make  it  still  more  creditable  and  serviceable. 

From  the  documents  in  hand  we  are  led  to  refer,  in  the  second 
place,  to  the  educational  success  of  the  institution.  There  has  been 
an  increase  of  students  over  last  year.  The  Faculty  is  fiill,  and  is 
earnestly  engaged  in  the  work  in  hand.  Fewer  cases  of  discipline 
have  been  necessary,  whilst  the  deportment  of  the  students  is  less  a 
cause  for  complaint.  The  next  graduating  class  numbers  twelve 
members.  The  second  prize  in  the  collegiate  State  contest  was  ac- 
corded to  one  of  the  number.  It  would  appear  that  the  internal 
affiurs,  as  well  as  the  educational  facilities  of  the  college,  are  in  a 
steady  advance.  Your  Committee  would  recognize  the  fact  that 
much  is  required  of  such  an  educational  institution  in  our  times,  and 
recommend — 

1.  That  Synod,  in  every  possible  way,  encourage  the  greater  effi- 
ciency of  the  college  by  an  increase  of  funds  by  donations,  bequests, 
and  general  liberality. 

2.  That  it  seek  to  enlarge  its  patronage  by  encouraging  the  at- 
tendance of  students,  so  giving  a  wider  range  to  its  educational  in- 
fluence. 

3.  That  it  direct  the  attention  of  the  College  Board  and  of  the 
Faculty  to  the  claims  of  the  college  to  a  higher  grade  in  its  curric- 
ulum, more  thoroughness  than  in  the  one  maintained,  and  to  advanced 
standards  and  appliances  of  the  times  in  educational  institutions. 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  reports  read  before  this  body 
having  reference  to  the  college.

IV.   RbSPBOTINQ  the  MaNAQBMBNT  of  HKIDELBBRa  COLLSGl.

BENEVOLENT  AND  RELIGIOUS  INSTITUTIONS. 
I.  RiPOBT  OF  Board  of  Trustsss. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Christian  Aid  Society,  to  which 
reference  is  made  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Synodioal  Min- 
utes in  item  5,  under  g^  submitted  during  Saturday  afternoon  session 
the  following  report,  which  was  received  and  adopted : 

Sjmod's  Board  regret  to  report  that  little  progress  has  been  made 
during  the  year  in  its  designed  work.  It  is  believed  that  the  plans 
and  details  of  the  society,  as  contained  in  the  constitution  already 
published  last  year,  are  as  simple,  practical  and  benevolent  as  it  is 
possible  to  have  them  at  present. 

The  fiiilure  to  accomplish  more  is  due  to  the  &ct  that  no  one  was 
found  to  engage  in  the  execution  of  the  Board's  work.  Elder  H. 
Leonard,  designated  by  Synod  as  such  agent,  could  not  see  his  way 
clear  to  act  in  the  matter.     The  Board  are  vet  firmly  of  opinion  the 
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asBOoiation  might  and  ought  to  beoome  a  fiMt,  and  of  great  materiil 
and  benevolent  service  in  the  Church. 

We  would,  therefore,  suggest  the  following  resolution  for  adoption: 
Buohedy  That  Synod  continue  the  Board  of  Ohristian  Aid  Soeiey, 
requesting  said  Board  to  put  the  association  into  practical  and  work- 
ing order,  by  securing  a  suitable  person  to  organise  societies,  or  by 
any  means  it  may  see  fit  to  employ  to  accomplish  its  work.

ARTICLE  XVII. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 
I.  RspoRT  OF  Board  of  Sunday  Sohools. 

The  Board  of  Sunday  Schools  submitted  their  report,  which  was 
received  and  referred,  and  is  as  follows : 

The  Board  of  Sunday  Schools  of  the  Ohio  Synod  would  respect- 
fully submit  their  third  annual  report : 

The  Board  convened  in  the  store-room  of  Mr.  Gideon  G.  Prugh, 
Dayton,  Ohio,  June  14,  1877,  and  organized  by  the  election  of  Rev. 
Isaac  H.  Reiter,  D.  D.,  Prendent^  and  Rev.  Henry  M.  Herman, 
Secretary^  and  held  a  subsequent  meeting. 

As  we,  as  a  Board,  reported  at  length  in  our  former  annual  reports 
the  importance,  condition  and  practical  working  of  our  Sunday- 
schools,  we  shall  be  brief  at  present. 

We  have  received  little  information  during  the  year  respecting 
the  real  condition  of  our  Sunday-schools,  the  methods  of  teaching 
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and  goYemment  adopted,  or  the  sucoeas  attending  the  practioal  work. 
Hence  the  mind  feels  impressed  with  queries  like  these :  In  wbat 
relation  do  oar  Sunday-schools  stand  to  the  Church?  What  is  the 
teaching  as  to  competency  and  efficiency?  How  are  teachers'  meet- 
ingti  and  Bihle  classes  sustained?  What  attention  is  given  to  doc- 
trinal teaching?  In  how  many  of  our  Sunday-schools  is  the  cate- 
chism used  ?  For,  let  it  be  borne  in  mind,  while  the  Sunday-school, 
as  a  branch  of  Church-work,  calls  for  thankfulness,  it  also  demands 
the  strictest  Christian  watchfulness  in  order  to  guard  against  error 
and  to  maintain  ''sound  doctrine."  As  it  holds  a  high  rank  among 
the  moldiog  forces  and  influences  of  the  Church,  all  misdirection  or 
error  here  is  mischievous  and  dangerous,  and  calls  for  close  and  in- 
telligent supervision  of  everything  relating  to  its  text-books,  its 
methods,  its  literature,  its  hymnology,  and  the  character  and  attain- 
ments of  the  teachers  and  superintendents.  Indeed,  we  can  not  be 
too  careful  in  inquiring  who  are  teaching  our  children,  and  whether 
the  Church  is  adopting  the  proper  means  to  increase  the  competency 
of  the  teaching  force  and  the  efficiency  of  the  schools. 

In  addition  to  this  general  statement  we  would  direct  the  attention 
of  the  Synod  to  the  following  suggestions,  believing  them  to  be  per- 
tinent and  worthy  of  consideration,  and,  if  carried  into  practical 
effect,  to  work  for  good  in  promoting  the  character,  efficiency,  and 
nsefulness  of  the  Snnday-school : 

1.  A  closer  unity  of  our  Sunday-schools  with  the  Church  and 
with  each  other  in  doctrine  and  worship. 

2.  A  better  attendance  by  the  children  and  the  young  people  on 
the  services  of  the  Church. 

3.  Increased  attention  to  the  acquisitiob  of  a  higher  and  better 
grade  of  teaching,  requiring  an  advance  in  the  competency  of  the 
teachers. 

4.  There  must  be  a  more  definite  and  intimate  relation  established 
between  the  Board  of  Sunday  Schools  and  the  Sunday-schc  Is  wi  h  n 
the  bounds  of  Synod,  through  some  official  channel,  before  the  Board 
can  attain  to  a  proper  position  to  render  effectual  service. 

5.  Our  Sunday-school  publications  and  lesson  helps,  aiming  to 
furnish  the  best  aids  to  all  grades  in  our  schools,  should  be  intro- 
duced and  used  in  all  our  schools. 

6.  And  with  the  view  of  providing  for  regular  instruction  in  the 
doctrines  of  the  Reformed  Church,  the  oateshism  ought  to  have  by 
all  means  a  place  in  the  curriculum  of  Sunday-school  instruction. 
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The  Board  has  deemed  it  best  not  to  propose  any  special  topics 
for  discussion  at  this  Synodioal  meeting;  but,  in  accordance  with  the 
action  of  the  last  Synod,  they  have  arranged  with  Rev.  Jer.  H.  Good, 
D.  D  ,  to  preach  a  sermon  on  the  training  of  the  young^  on  Friday 
evening  (May  10),  during  the  present  sessions  of  Synod.

II.  Report  of  Cohmittkk  on  Sundat  Schools. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  and  Catechisation 
submitted  their  report,  which  was  received,  and,  together  with  the 
report  of  the  Board,  adopted : 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  beg  leave  respectfoUy 
to  report. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Sunday  Schools  has  been  re- 
ceived and  carefully  considered.  We  recommend  that  it  be  adopted, 
that  the  thanks  of  Synod  be  returned  to  the  Board  for  its  labors, 
and  that  its  recommendations  be  commended  to  the  consideration  of 
the  Classes  and  the  ministers  of  the  Church. 

The  Sunday-school  cause  is  one  that  should  powerfully  challenge 
the  attention  of  the  whole  Church.  In  these  United  States,  accord- 
ing to  reports  made  to  the  General  Sunday  School  Convention,  just 
held  at  Atlanta,  there  are  77,793  Sunday-schools,  853,100  Sunday- 
school  teachers  and  instructors,  and  6,504,054  Sunday-school  schol- 
ars. This  certainly  is,  or  at  least  ought  to  be,  one  of  the  most  pow- 
erftil  agencies  of  the  age.  How  to  use  this  agency  aright,  how  to 
place  it  upon  its  true  basis,  how  to  carry  it  forward  in  the  best  way. 
how  to  understand  and  reach  its  proper  end  and  design,  this  is  the 
problem  that  lies  before  us. 

Your  Committee  believe  that  the  solution  of  the  problem  lies  to 
a  great  extent  in  the  recognition  of  the  fact  that  the  Catechetical 
School  of  the  Church  (as  recognized  by  our  Church)  and  the  Sun- 
day School  of  the  Church  (in  its  modern  form),  have  the  same  end 
and  aim,  that  they  are  parts  of  the  same  educational  system,  and  that 
they  only  need  to  be  brought  into  organic  union  in  order  to  become 
far  more  efficient  than  they  now  are.  We  have  within  our  reach 
here  a  great  power,  which  as  yet  is  somewhat  of  a  slumbering  power. 

And  the  signs  of  the  times,  and  the  tendencies  of  the  age  show 
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that  the  Charoh  stands  greatly  in  need  of  this  power.  The  great 
decay  of  family  training,  the  unreligioas  character  of  our  public 
school  training,  the  seductive  scientific  theories  of  the  age,  and  the 
iecularitm  that  is  so  rampant  all  around  us — in  thoughts,  feelings, 
and  aspirations  —  all  warn  us  that  the  Church  must  be  up  and  awake, 
if  we  are  not  to  fail  in  adapting,  in  our  day,  the  gospel  agencies  to 
the  wants  of  the  age. 

The  Committee  would  recommend  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved^  That  the  Classes  be  requested  to  take  into  consideration 
and  report  on  the  best  practical  plan  of  uniting  the  catechetical  and 
Sunday-school  activities. 

Resolved,  That  the  Classes  and  ministers  be  requested  to  give  all 
aid  in  their  power  to  make  the  Sunday  school  publications  as  effi- 
cient as  possible,  and  to  be  as  widely  circulated  as  possible. 

Resolved,  That  the  next  annual  Sunday-school  meeting  of  Synod 
be  held  in  the  Reformed  Church  at  Goshen,  Indiana,  on  the  first 
Friday  evening  during  the  sessions  of  Synod,  and  that  the  Board  be 
requested  to  make  the  proper  arrangement  for  the  exercises  of  the 
same. 

Resolved,  That  the  Classes  be  requested  to  examine  into  the  ques- 
tion, whether  our  Sunday-schools  are  actively  "engaged  in  the  work 
of  co-operation  in  the  benevolent  enterprises  of  .the  Church. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Classes  that,  where 
necessary,  one  minister  be  appointed  to  devote  one  month  in  the  year 
to  visiting  the  various  parts  of  the  Classes  for  the  purpose  of  organ- 
izing new  Sunday-schools,  holding  Sunday-school  meetings,  and  en- 
couraging and  improving  the  existing  ones.  ^

Preparation  of  a  Htmn  Book. 

The  Committee  appointed  on  the  preparation  of  a  Hymn  Book, 
referred  to  in  item  11  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Synodical 
Minutes,  and  in  item  8  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Minutes 
of  Classes,  during  the  afternoon  session  of  the  second  day  of  the 
sessions,  submitted  their  report,  which  was  received,  and  is  as  fol- 
lows: 
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The  undersignedj  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  Synod  to 
prepare  a  Hymn  Book,  with  tnneB,  to  accompany  the  Liturgy,  beg 
leave  respectfnUy  to  report : 

The  permission  and  authority  to  prepare  such  a'*book  were  given 
by  the  General  Synod  at  Philadelphia,  in  the  year  1869  (see  Min- 
utes, page  65),  at  the  time  when  the  provisional  use  of  the  two  Litur- 
gies was  provided  for.  In  the  same  resolution  the  Eastern  and 
Western  Synods  were  expressly  authorized  to  go  forward  and  to 
publish  such  collection  of  hymns.  Accordingly,  in  1870  (Minutes 
of  Synod,  page  75),  a  Committee  of  three  was  appointed  by  the 
Synod  of  Ohio  (consisting  of  J.  H.  Good,  I.  H  Reiter,  and  D.  Van 
Home)  to  prepare  a  selection  of  hymns,  not  to  exceed  three  or  four 
hundred  in  number.  In  1871  this  Committee  reported  that  the 
work  was  in  such  a  state  of  forwardness  that  it  could  be  made  ready 
for  the  press  in  a  short  time,  requesting  Synod  however  to  decide 
certain  points  in  advance.  From  this  time  forward  nothing  of  im- 
portance was  done,  until  the  last  Synod  partially  reorganized  the 
Committee,  and  directed  it  to  go  forward  at  once  to  the  completion 
of  the  book.  (It  is  proper  to  remark  here  that  the  Eastern  Synod, 
availing  itself  of  the  aforesaid  action  of  the  General  Synod,  prepared 
its  work  and  published  it  in  the  year  1874.  That  book,  called 
'^  Hymns  for  the  Reformed  Church,*'  contains  484  hymns,  and  a  new 
edition,  with  tunes,  is  to  be  issued  during  the  present  year.)  The 
Ohio  Synod  directed  our  Committee  that  the  collection  should  em- 
brace not  less  than  500,  and  not  more  than  800  hymns. 

In  accordance  with  the  direction  and  earnest  desire  of  Synod,  the 
Committee  has  devoted  a  large  amount  of  time  and  labor  during  the 
past  year  to  this  work,  and  we  are  now  'prepared  to  lay  the  MS.  of 
the  book,  nearly  complete,  before  Synod.  In  preparing  the  work 
we  have  traversed  the  wh  >le  field  of  hymnology,  and  have  spared  no 
time  nor  exertions  iu  order  to  make  it  a  fit  manual  for  Christian  peo- 
ple in  the  service  of  song  in  the  house  of  God.  We  think  it  should 
be  published  at  once,  without  a  day's  unnecessary  delay,  as  many  are 
awaiting  its  appearance  with  anxiety.  The  book  contains  634  hymns 
and  psalms,  with  226  tunes.  Of  these  hymns  about  160  have  been 
selected  from  our  old  book  ]  the  remainder  being  drawn  from  the  best 
sources,  ancient^and  modern.  The  principle  on  which  the  book  has 
been  constructed,  and  the  method  of  carrying  out  its  plan,  will  be 
best  seen  from  the  preface  and  the  analytic  index. 

In  order  not  to  make  this  report  of  unnecessary  length,  the  Com- 
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mittee  holds  itself  prepared  to  give  all  necessary  explanations  yerbally 
to  Synod,  or  its  Committee. 

To  provide  for  the  publication  of  the  book  at  once,  it  will  be  the 
duty  of  Synod — 

1.  To  raise  the  necessary  funds  to  secure  the  use  of  the  copyright 
tunes,  and  to  pay  for  the  stereotyping  of  the  pages. 

2.  To  find  a  suitable  publisher  for  the  book.

This  report,  together  with  the  whole  subject  involred,  was  referred 
to  a  Special  Committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  William  McCaughey, 
Henry  T.  Spangler,  Sebastian  C.  Goss,  Dr.  Samuel  Mease;  Elders 
Lewis  Keller  and  Robert  Bell.  This  Committee,  during  Saturday 
afternoon  session,  submitted  their  report,  which  was  received  and 
'  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  Monday  morning,  immediately  after 
the  opening  of  the  Synod.  At  the  appointed  time  the  report  was 
considered,  and  after  some  discussion,  together  with  the  preceding 
report,  adopted: 

Tour  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  the 
Hymn  Book,  in  connection  with  the  proposition  made  this  Synod  for 
the  publication  of  the  same,  would  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following 
report : 

That  they  have  examined  the  manuscript  placed  in  their  hands, 
and  are  pleased  to  state  that  the  manuscript  form  of  the  book  fully 
corresponds  with  the  representations  made  of  it  before  Synod,  by 
the  Chairman  of  your  Synodical  Hymn  Book  Committee.  Also, 
that  the  analytical  index  seems  to  be  natural  and  easy ;  yet  it  might 
be  more  ftiU  and  extended  by  additional  subjects — especially  the 
miscellaneous  department.  Also,  that  its  general  index  of  first  lines 
of  hymns  contains  a  judicious  and  a  very  extended  selection  of 
ohurchly  and  popular  hymns,  carrying  with  them  their  author  s 
name;  also  the  immediate  subject-matter  of  the  hymn,  which  is  often 
very  convenient.  But  this  list,  extended  as  it  is,  does  not  contain 
hymns  on  the  subjects  of  temperance,  the  seasons,  etc.  Moreover, 
while  the  book  contains  the  proper  hymns  for  family  and  social,  or 
prayer-meeting  services,  they  are  not  referred  to  in  the  analytical 
index.  Also,  while  it  contains  as  large  a  number  of  the  old  and  new 
tunes  as  perhaps  the  circumstances  will  admit,  it  omits  a  number  *of 
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popular  tunes,  such  as  Lischer,  a  high  meter  tunc,  and  the  tunen  set 
to  the  words,  "Almost  persuaded/'  "What  shall  the  hafvest  he?*'  etc- 
Therefore,  in  view  of  the  ahoye,  your  Committee  would  offer  the 
following  suggestions,  viz  : 

1.  That  some  hymns  he  incorporated  in  the  hook  on  the  suhjeots 
already  referred  to. 

2.  That  such  hymns  as  are  adapted  for  family  and  social  services 
be  topically  referred  to  in  the  analytical  index. 

3.  That  the  miscellaneous  department  of  the  analytical  index  could 
profitably  be  increased  by  inserting  some  hymns  that  are  not  con- 
tained in  the  work  at  all ;  and  by  referring  them  to  suitable  tunes 
elsewhere  in  the  hook  no  great  increase  in  size  would  be  made. 

4.  That  the  list  of  tunes  be  increased  by  the  addition  of  Lischer 
and  Clarksville  as  a  high  meter,  and  "What  shall  the  harvest  he?" 
"Almost  persuaded,"  as  P.  meter  tunes. 

As  regards  the  proposition  made  by  Rev.  J.  H.  Good,  D.  D.,  your 
Committee  would  represent  that,  in  view  of  a  general  and  great  need 
of  a  new  hymnal  in  the  Church,  and  of  the  fact  that  the  work  of 
your  Synodical  Committee  seems  well  adapted  to  meet  this  want  and 
supply  this  need,  therefore  your  Committee  would  offer  the  follow- 
ing suggestions,  viz : 

1.  That  this  Synod  accept  the  manuscript  form  of  the  Hymnal  as 
prepared  by  the  aforesaid  Committee  of  Synod,  and  containing  the 
additions  suggested  above,  if  practicable.  Also,  that  provision  be 
made  for  its  publication  at  the  earliest  possible  date,  with  this  recom- 
mendation : 

Setolved,  That,  in  accordance  with  the  permission  of  the  General 
Synod  in  1869,  this  Synod  approves  and  recommends  for  provisional 
use  in  all  churches  and  families  the j book  entitled  "Reformed 
Churoh  Hymnal,"  compiled  by  a  Committee  of  this  Synod. 

2.  That  this  Synod  instruct  its  trustees,  its  proper  representatives 
in  the  premises,  to  accept  the  following  proposition  made  by  Dr.  J* 
H.  Good,  viz : 

"I  will  undertake,  at  my  own  risk,  and  that  of  my  associates,  the 
publication  and  distribution  of  the  book,  paying  for  the  copyright, 
for  the  stereotype  plates,  and  other  expenses,  on  condition  that  Synod 
give  me  this  contract  for  ten  (10)  years,  at  the  end  of  which  time 
Synod  to  have  the  option  of  taking  its  publication  into  its  own  hands 
by  paying  for  the  stereotype  plates  one -tenth  (iV)  of  their  original 
cost.     I  will  further  engage,  for  myself  and  asF    '  '    ^  the  price 
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of  the  book  ahtll  not  be  more  thftn  twelve  (12)  dollars  per  donn 
for  the  oommon  aiie  and  style ;  other  siies  and  styles  to  be  propor- 
tionate in  price."

Tbe  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes,  daring  the  morning  Beesion 
of  the  Recond  day  of  the  sessions,  reported  in  item  13  that  Re?. 
Isaac  H.  Reiter,  D.  D.,  was  continued  as  an  assistant  agent  in  the 
w  11  ca^e  of  Oeorge  Shutt,  deceased,  late  of  Darke  County,  Ohio. 
Thereupon  the  agent,  Key.  Lewis  M.  Kerschner,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which  was  received,  and  as  amended  adopted : 

To  THE  Rbyerend  Synod  of  Ohio  : 

Fathers  and  Brethren — More  than  two  years  have 
passed  since  I  was,  during  the  interregnum  of  this  Synod,  appointed 
by  the  Treasurer  of  this  Synod  and  Heidelberg  College  and  empow- 
ered by  him  in  his  name  and  in  the  name  of  this  Synod  to  defend 
the  rights  and  interests  of  Synod  in  the  case  of  the  will  of  the  late 
G^eorge  Shutt,  of  New  Madison,  Darke  County,  Ohio.  After  a  tedi- 
ous litigation  it  was  found  the  testator  was  possessed  in  fee  simple 
of  but  one-half  the  property  which  he  was  supposed  and  whioh  he 
believed  himself  to  possess  on  the  day  he  made  and  published  his 
last  will  and  testament ;  the  other  half  being  owned  by  his  widow 
and  held  in  trust  for  her  in  his  name.  After  this  case  was  disposed 
of,  the  other  was  compromised  with  a  view  of  saving  something  for 
the  Church.  Every  point  in  law  was  gained  in  behalf  of  the  Churofa, 
even  to  the  reduction  of  his  private^legatees,  and  a  decree  obtained 
whioh,  in  view  of  the  Bible  Society  refusing  to  defend  their  interests 
in  the  estate,  was  vitiated  and  their  claims  to  be  transferred  to  tbe 
Church.  The  property  was  then  put  into  market,  with  a  view  of 
paying  the  widow  an  annuity  in  consideration  of  her  claims  being  re- 
leased. This  amounted  to  $700;  there  not  having  been  the  requisite 
amount  of  personal  property  to  give  her  what  the  law  decrees  to 
the  widow  out  of^a  personal  estate.    Then  $150  was  decreed  to  the 
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five  legatees,  ihe  total  being  t7004-|450=|l,150;;  aside  the  neces- 
sary ooets  of  the  snit  on  the  part  of  executor,  the  cost  in  the  first 
suit  having,  by  agreement,  been  paid  by  the  widow  of  the  deceased. 
The  property  was  twice  ofiered  for  sale  before  it  found  a  purchaser. 
When  we  entered  into  the  agreement  to  sell,  we  hoped  to  realise 
42,000;  the  property  was  appraised  at  t3,000,  and  failed  to  sell. 
The  Court  ordered  a  new  appraisement,  when  the  property  was  ap- 
praised at  t2,000  and  sold  for  tl,334,  thus  leaving  nothing  for  the 
Chureh.  The  stringency  of  the  money  market,  and  the  great  num- 
ber of  forced  and  bankrupt  sales  in  Darke  County,  also  was  against 
us.  Thus,  after  gaining  every  point  in  law  in  compromise,  we  fiuled 
in  realuing  anything ;  but  it  was  no  &ult  of  myself  nor  Mr.  C.  M. 
Anderson,  of  the  late  firm  of  Jobes  &  Anderson — the  senior  of  the 
firm  having  died  during  the  litigation.  We  left  no  stone  unturned 
in  the  interest  of  the  Church,  and,  while  successful,  it  failed  also. 
With  regard  to  my  expenses :  I  incurred,  during  the  prosecution  of 
this  work,  which  was  very  heavy,  a  total  outlay  of  t31,  of  which 
amount  I  received  of  Dr.  Gr.  W.  Williard,  in  behalf  of  Heidelberg 
College,  t9 ;  of  Dr.  J.  H.  Good,  tlO.75,  in  behalf  of  Synod ;  leaving 
a  balance  of  $11  in  my  favor  against  Synod.  My  labor  is  cheerftilly 
given  to  the  Master's  cause,  and,  but  for  the  fact  that  for  almost  a 
year  I  have  been  without  a  field  of  labor,  the  balance  in  my  favor 
would  also  be  donated.  This,  together  with  an  attorney's  fee  of  $50, 
is  the  actual  expense  on  the  part  of  the  Church.

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes,  during  the  afternoon  session 
of  the  second  day  (Thursday)  of  the  sessions,  reported  in  item  12 
that  the  Stated  Clerk  of  the  Ohio  Synod  was  instructed  to  notify 
the  Presbytery  of  Winona,  respecting  the  action  of  this  Synod  in 
regard  to  the  reception  of  Rev.  Harvey  Wilson  by  that  body.  The 
Stated  Clerk  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  received  and 
adopted: 
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To  THE  Ohio  Synod  : 

I  would  hereby  report  that,  according  to  the  in- 
struction of  Synod,  I  forwarded  in  July,  1877,  an  official  copy  of 
the  action  of  Synod,  in  the  case  of  Rev.  Harvey  Wilson,  to  Ret 
Rockwood  McQuesten,  Stated  Clerk  of  the  Presbytery  of  Winona . 
and,  subsequently,  also  a  copy  thereof  to  Rev.  Harvey  Wilson,  then 
of  Wykoff,  Minnesota,  but  now  (I  believe)  of  Portsmouth,  Ohio. 

In  August,  1877,  I  received  from  Rev.  Harvey  Wilson  several 
documents,  purporting  to  be  his  report  as  former  Treasurer  of 
Shelby  Classis,  and  his  report  of  the  ^'  Reformed  Educational  Asso- 
ciation." These  reports,  he  claimed,  he  could  not  submit  to  said 
Classis  at  the  proper  time,  because  of  its  disorganized  or  dissolved 
condition.  These  documents  I  retained  until  I  ascertained  that 
measures  were  being  adopted  to  reorganize  Shelby  Classis,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  action  of  the  last  Synod.  I  then,  on  the  16th  of 
April,  1878,  forwarded  them,  together  with  his  letter  of  explanation, 
to  Rev.  Simon  P.  Myers,  Stated  Clerk  of  Shelby  Classis,  with  the 
view  of  having  them  laid  before  Classis.  As  the  Classis  formally 
reorganized  in  the  Buckhart  Church,  Christian  County,  Illinois,  April 
26  (1878),  the  papers,  it  appears,  received  due  attention  by  said 
Classis. 

For  the  disposition  of  the  case,  the  Synod  is  respectfully  re- 
ferred to  Minutes  of  Shelby  Classis,  which  will  come  in  an  official 
way  before  this  Synod.

ReMolvedy  That  this  Synod,  in  view  of  the  peculiar  circumstances 
of  the  case,  acquiesces  in  the  action  of  the  Presbytery  of  Winona 
respecting  the  reception  of  Rev.  Harvey  Wilson,  though  said  action 
was  irregular  in  form.

The  Tuscarawas  Classis,  as  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Minutes 
of  Classes  in  item  7,  during  the  afternoon  session  of  the  third  dtj 
(Friday)  of  the  sessions,  requested  the  Synod  to  ratify  its  irregu- 
larity in  ordaining  Robert  F.  Oplinger.  In  regard  to  this  trans- 
action, the  Synod  adopted  the  following  action :

I.  RSPOBT  OF  THS  BOABD  OF  PUBLICATION. 

The  Board  of  Publication  would  hereby  respectfully  report : 

That  the  Board,  having  convened  in  Dayton,  Ohio,  June  14, 1877, 
fld  organised  by  the  election  of  Rev.  Isaac  H.  Beiter,  D.  D.,  iVen- 
\au,  and  Bev.  Samuel  B.  Yockey,  Secretary;  and  that  some  atten- 
iofl  was  given  to  our  publication  interest  during  the  Synodical  year. 

The  Chrutian  World,  as  well  as  our  Sunday-school  periodicals, 
u  been  published  during  the  year,  and,  in  regard  to  its  contents 
od  management,  has  proved  a  welcome  visitor  and  useful  instructor 
1  many  families.  The  editor,  though  often  heavily  tasked  with  the 
Qties  of  the  position,  devoted  himself  to  the  work  with  a  commend- 
Ue  degree  of  energy  and  fidelity,  and  regularly  furnished  the  Church 
ith  the  successive  issues  of  the  paper,  which,  in  point  of  merit,  read- 
ig  matter  and  price,  will  favorably  compare  with  the  religious  peri- 
iicala  of  other  denominations.  As  such,  it  deserves  the  continued 
)Dfidence  and  patronage  of  the  Church. 

Id  view  of  the  varied  duties  and  heavy  work,  as  well  as  for  the 
improvement  of  the  paper  and  the  benefit  of  the  patrons,  the  editor, 
^  the  beginning  of  the  present  year,  engaged  as  an  assistant,  Mr. 
niliam  O.  Hullhorst,  who  has  been  rendering  acceptable  and  valua- 
le  service. 

A  few  additional  facts  may  here  be  presented,  in  order  to  bring 
ir  publication  interests  in  an  intelligent  manner  before  Synod,  and 
I  awaken  a  more  general  and  hearty  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the 
horoh. 

1.  The  general  status,  in  regard  to  our  publication  interests,  re- 
tins,  in  its  principal  features,  about  the  same  as  at  the  time  of  the 
ibmission  of  our  last  annual  report,  to  which  reference  can  be  had. 

2.  The  action  of  the  last  Synod,  referring  the  matter  of  the  Chris- 
m  World  to  the  control  and  direction  of  the  Board  of  Publication, 
ceived  the  proinpt  attention  of  the  Board.  A  circular,  full  and 
«cifio  in  its  statements,  was  issued  to  the  Church  and  the  friends 
\d  patrons  of  the  paper,  and  their  earnest  co-operation  sought  and 
rged.  But  neither  the  hope  of  the  Synod  nor  the  expectation  of 
e  Board  were  realised.  Instead  of  increasing  the  circulation  1,000, 
ily  193  subscribers  were  obtained  since  the  last  meeting  of  Synod, 
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and  these  mostly  by  the  personal-oanyMising  efforts  of  the  publuher. 
Nor  has  there  been  any  special  or  favorable  advance  otherwise,  while 
the  ''stringency  of  the  times"  has  slightly  increased  the  percentage 
of  loss,  owing  to  a  lack  of  prepayment. 

3.  The  Sunday  school  publications — the  Instructor,  Leuon  Leaves, 
and  Leaves  of  Light — which  in  many  respects  are  regarded 
equal  to  other  similar  publications,*  have  been  issued  regu- 
larly. Their  decrease  during  the  winter  season,  because  of  the 
peculiar  ^^hihemation^'  of  the  number  of  schools,  has  been  somewhat 
larger  than  usual,  and  with  the  return  of  spring  the  usual  increase 
was  not  realized.  Their  present  circulation  is  barely  paying  ex- 
penses. Under  such  circumstances,  as  is  the  habit  of  some,  it  i> 
useless  to  talk  of  ''lowering"  the  price  on  [them,  when  they  are  al- 
ready afforded  at  reasonable  rates.  To  reduce  the  cost,  the  circula- 
tion must  be  increased.  But  here  a  number  of  our  schools  do  not 
render  the  desired  and  deserved  co-operation  and  support.  Some,  ii 
would  seem,  either  patronize  outside  publications,  or  furnish  none 
of  the  "helps"  for  their  schools. 

4.  The  obligation  and  duty  of  the  Church,  in  view  of  the  lacts  in 
the  premises,  are  clear  and  undeniable.  The  ChrUtian  World,  sus- 
taining the  character  of  an  able  and  instructive  religious  weekly. 
and  adapted  to  the  wants  and  interests  of  the  Church,  should  have, 
as  it  well  deserves,  the  hearty  co-operation  and  liberal  support  of  the 
Church.  It  is  only  in  this  way  that  the  paper  can  be  permanently 
sustained  and  further  improved,  and  proper  encouragement  given 
to  the  editor  and  publisher.  The  same  holds  true  respecting  our 
Sunday-school  publications. 

The  whole  matter  is  submitted  to  the  Synod,  for  due  consideratioD 
and  definite  action.

AKTICLE  Xir. 

RELIGION  AND  MORALS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  and  Statistical 
Reports,  during  the  evening  session  of  the  last  day  of  the  sessions, 
presented  the  following  report,  which  was  received  and  adopted : 

Dear  Fathers  atid  Brethren: — In  considering  the  reports  on  this 
subject  coming  to  us  from  the  various  Classes,  we  find  clear  state- 
ments of  difficulties  and  successes,  and  the  materials  are  so  abun- 
dant that  it  is  difficult  to  gather  up  the  different  elements,  and  present 
them  as  a  unit  As  a  result  of  our  studies  of  those  reports  the  fol- 
lowing is  presented : 
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We  observe  that  with  one  voice  the  Classes  unite  in  ascribing 
praises  to  God  for  his  manifold  blessings  vouchsafed  them  during 
the  year — blessings  to  body  and  soul.  Far  greater  than  the  sorrows 
arising  from  toil  and  trials  appear  the  evidences  of  God's  grace,  for 
which  all  agree  in  giving  thanks  to  Almighty  God. 

The  general  duties  of  the  ministers  are  all  referred  to  in  greater 
or  less  degrees  of  fullness.  The  Classes  unite  in  testifying  to  the 
faithfulness  of  the  clergy,  as  they  draw  this  testimony  from  parochical 
reports,  and  from  examination  of  elders.  Abundant  privileges  are 
given  to  the  people,  by  the  ministry,  to  hear  the  truth  by  the  preach- 
ing of  the  word.  The  results  flowing  from  this  is  seen  in  the 
greater  interest  taken  by  the  Church  in  the  worship  of  God,  in  the 
increase  of  a  religious  spirit,  and  in  the  improvement  in  morals, 
and  also  in  the  additions  made  to  the  Church  from  the  world. 

The  duty  of  infant  baptism  is  apparently  well  attended  to;  and, 
judging  from  the  general  tenor  of  nearly  all  the  reports,  this  part  of 
of  Christian  life  is  receiving  more  and  more  attention.  It  is  also  evi- 
dent that  the  duties  of  parents  and  the  Church  to  children  are  noi 
supposed  to  end  with  their  admission  to  the  Church,  but  that  this 
followed,  as  it  always  ought  to  be,  by  their  instruction  in  the  truths 
of  the  Gospel.  The  Catechetical  Class  and  the  Sunday-school  are 
shown  to  be  dear  to  the  hearts  of  our  people.  One  report  says: 
**New  efforts  are  being  put  forth  for  the  education  and  instruction 
of  children  in  the  doctrine  and  duties  of  our  holy  religion;"  and 
another,  that  **in  Sunday-school  and  catechetical  work  a  more  gen- 
eral interest  is  awakened;"  and  another,  that  these  *'ar^  being 
vigorously  prosecuted,"  and  that  **new  classes  have  been  instituted 
in  the  congregations."  Wherever  reference  is  made,  the  opinion 
is  expressed  that  these  elements  of  work  are  receiving  much  atten- 
tion, and  growing  in  favor  with  the  people. 

The  Lord's  Supper  receives  from  all  reports  the  attention  it  de- 
serves. Its  precious  blessings  are  appreciated  in  all  the  churches, 
and  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  instituted  is  being  realized  by 
thousands  of  saints. 

Prayer-meetings,  in  many  localities,  seem  not  to  receive  the  at- 
tention they  deserve.  More  complaints  are  made  in  this  direction 
than  any  other,  while  one  report  complains  that  there  are  pastor> 
who  do  not  report  this  service  at  all. 

In  relation  to  all  these  elements  the  general  tenor  is  favorable; 
but  we  are  not  to  suppose  that  grievances  will  never  come  to  light. 
These  are  indeed  not  few.     There  exist  everywhere,  in  difleren:

degrees,  neglect  of  the  regular  Lord's  day  service,  of  prayer-meet- 
ing and  of  Sunday-school ;  a  want  of  interest  in  the  general  work  of 
the  Church,  a  want  of  liberality,  and  these  constitute  causes  for 
regret.  One  report  mentions  *  ^encumbrances  and  debts  as  barriers 
in  the  way  of  uniform  growth;"  another  deplores  the  existence  and 
depressing  influences  of  '^soul-destroying  literature,"  and  that  ''Sab- 
bath desecration"  is  seen  in  many  places.  Benevolence,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  operations  of  the  Church,  is  represented  as  increasing. 
The  different  branches  of  church  work  are  said  to  be  of  more 
interest  to  the  people  than  formerly,  and  that  larger  sums  of  money 
are  being  contributed.  All  express  a  hope  that  our  benevolences 
will  become  yet  dearer  to  the  hearts  of  our  people,  resulting  in  yet 
larger  measures  of  liberality. 

It  becomes  also  a  sad  duty  to  record  the  loss  of  no  less  than  five 
of  our  fellow-ministers  by  the  hand  of  death.  And  yet  we  would 
not  feel  sad  as  those  who  have  no  hope,  but  rather  rejoice  that 
they  have  gone  to  their  reward  in  the  Church  triumphant,  as  we 
fondly  hope.  Of  these  some  were  called  home  after  many  years  of 
service,  and  others  who  seemed  to  be  in  the  full  flush  of  mature 
mn'oDj.  Miami  Classis  drops  from  its  roll  the  names  of  Rev. 
Fathers  Solomon  K.  Denius  and  Christian  Berentz;  Tuscarawas 
Classis  misses  from  its  councils  Rev.  Jesse  Hines;  Eastern  Ohio 
Classis  mourns  the  loss  of  Rev.  Geo.  M.  Albright,  and  Lancaster 
Classis  has  lost  the  help  of  Rev.  Charles  W.  Hoyman.  The 
Classes  all  bear  testimony  to  the  worth  and  excellent  Christian 
character  of  the  brethren  called  away.  In  the  mysteries  of  the 
divine  government  they  are  called  up  higher,  and  while  those  who 
knew  them  well  shall  miss  them  here  below,  we  bow  reverently  to 
the  will  of  our  Heavenly  Father  who  doeth  all  things  well. 

We  are  yet  under  instruction  to  continue  our  work.  Let  us  in 
reverence  and  faith  go  forward  in  the  Master's  service.  Let  grati- 
tude to  God  for  his  mercies  in  the  past,  a  profound  consciousness 
of  the  importance  of  our  labors,  and  a  firm  trust  in  God,  be  ever- 
present  in  our  hearts.  "The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and 
the  love  of  God,  and  the  communion  of  the  Holy  Ghost  be  with 
you  all.     Amen."

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ARTICLE  XIII. 

MISSIONS. 

The  following  reports  were  received  and  considered  by  Synod : 

I.  The  Annual  Reports. 

I .   Report  of  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  Ohio  Synod. 

To  THE  Ohio  Synod  : 

Reverend  Brethren — Your  Board  of  Home  Missions  begs  leave  to 
report  on  its  work  for  the  past  Sy nodical  year,  which,  while  it  has 
been  arduous  and  intricate,  and  the  responsibility  seriously  felt  by 
us,  continues  to  be  the  work  of  interest  and  greatest  moment  to 
our  Church.  The  magnitude  of  the  work  has  not  at  all  been  fully 
compassed  by  the  efforts  of  the  Board ;  not  owing  to  a  lack  of  real- 
ization of  its  extent  and  importance,  but,  rather,  owing  to  the  very 
peculiar  circumstances  under  which,  as  a  Board,  we  found  our- 
selves, by  virtue  of  a  lack  of  funds  and  a  somewhat  incomplete 
action  of  Synod,  when  this  Board  and  the  Superintendency  of 
Missions  were  created.  These  facts,  together  with  the  varied  inter- 
pretations of  the  duties  of  the  Superintendent,  throughout  our 
ministry,  have  made  our  task  no  easy  one.  We  have  nevertheless 
gone  forward  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  and  done  what  we  could  in 
this  most  interesting  field  of  church  activity. 

It  will  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  Board  was  composed  of  entirely 
new  members,  and  at  its  organization  is  indebted  for  kind  counsels 
to  Drs.  Kefauver  and  Williard,  members  of  the  former  Board. 

The  Board  was  organized  June  lo,  1878,  electing  Rev.  T.  J. 
Bacher,  President,  and  Rev.  J.  J.  Leberman,  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer. Rev.  J.  M.  Kendig,  Missionary  Superintendent,  elected  by 
the  Synod,  was  sent  to  his  work,  as  we  interpreted  it,  September  i, 
1878,  and  by  the  good  providence  of  God  has  uninterruptedly  pros- 
ecuted his  work. 

Missions  under  our  Ditect  Care. 

I.  Brown  County  Mission,  Kansas,  served  by  Rev.  D.  J.  Greena- 
wald;  appropriations,  $150. 

Its  condition  is  very  encouraging,  and  bids  fair  erelong  to  be  self- 
supporting.  It  has  been  presented  with  a  town  lot  in  Sabetha,  by 
the  Land  Company  of  that  place,  on  condition  that  it  erect  thereon, 
within  one  year  from  the  date  the  conditional  deed  was  executed, 
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either  a  church  edifice  or  parsonage.  The  condition  complied 
with,  the  de^d  is  to  be  a  warranty  deed.  Progress  has  attended 
the  eflforts  of  pastor  and  people  to  construct  a  parsonage,  both  of 
whom  are  greatly  devoted  to  the  work;  and  an  amount  has  been 
secured  sufficient  to  secure  the  enterprise,  lacking  $joo.  Some 
brethren  from  the  East  have  already  assisted,  and  still  others  should. 
This  accomplished,  the  Mission  will  be  self-supporting. ,  The  Mis- 
sion is  served  in  both  languages  at  points  where  it  is  required; 
has  three  organized  congregations,  ninety-eight  members,  seventy- 
eight  baptized  members,  two  Sunday-schools.  The  increase  of 
membership  for  the  present  year  is  twenty-seven. 

Two  other  points,  Sabetha  and  a  Swiss  settlement  six  miles  from 
a  point  already  served  by  Bro.  Greenawald,  will  doubtless  soon  be 
available  for  organization. 

2.  Hiawatha,  Kansas,  served  by  Rev.  A.  Bolliger;  appropria- 
tion, $200. 

This  Mission  is  laboring  hard  to  pay  off  its  church-debt,  and  de- 
serves mention  as  being  in  every  way  progressive.  It  is  served  in 
the  Qerman  language  exclusively,  though  its  pastor  is  striving  to 
acquire  the  English  language.  Its  membership  is  140;  baptized 
125;  Sunday-school  scholars,  ninety-five.  Increase  during  two 
years,  twenty-seven  members. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Rev.  A.  Bolliger,  the  appropriation  will  be 
reduced  to  $100  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  Dernier,  Colorado,  served  a  partial  year  by  Rev.  J.  A.  Keller, 
and  supported  during  his  sojourn  in  Denver.  The  Mission  was 
dismissed  to  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  Synod  of  the  Northwest, 
at  the  request  of  the  Mission  itself,  together  with  an  overture  from 
the  Board  of  the  Synod  of  the  Northwest.  It  was  transferred  June 
4,  1879. 

4.  Ravanna,  Missouri,  unsupplied. 

Missions  under  Classes  operating  through  the  Board. 

1.  Eri^,  Michigan,  under  St.  Joseph  Classis,  served  by  Rev.  R. 
Keller;  appropriation,  $100. 

The  Charge  has  been  revived  spiritually  and  numerically,  and 
hopeful  signs  of  prosperity  are  visible,  though  these  do  not  ])ronu.sc 
that  the  Charge  will  soon  he  self-sustaining. 

2.  Fostoria,  Ohio,  under  Tiffin  Classis,  served  by  Rev.  A.  Cas- 
selman;  appropriation,  $100,  to  cease  April  i,  1880,  and  the 
Charge  will  be  self-supporting.    The  congregation  and  friends  have 
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erected  in  the  growing  town  of  Fostoria  a  neat  frame  church,  cost- 
ing $2,000,  which  was  dedicated  September  28,  clear  of  all  incum- 
brances.    Pastor  and  people  deserve  great  credit. 

3.  Somerset,  Ohio^  under  Lancaster  Classis,  served  by  Rev.  M. 
Loucks;  appropriation,  $300.  This  appropriation  is  the  largest 
made  to  any  Mission,  and  it  is  hoped  soon  to  be  canceled  by  a 
process  of  reconstruction.  Charity  and  charitable  disposition  on 
the  part  of  some  neighboring  Charge  might  do  much  to  lift  this 
burden  from  our  Missionary  Treasury.  May  the  Lord  lead  the 
way  erelong. 

4.  Jerusalem^  under  Lancaster  Classis,  served  by  Rev.  J.  W. 
Barber;  appropriation,  $250. 

5.  Marshallsville,  Ohio,  under  Tuscarawas  Classis,  served  by 
Rev.  C.  M.  Schaaf;  appropriation,  $200. 

This  Mission  is  in  a  healthy  condition.     The  remaining  debt  on 
the  church  has  been  provided  for  by  available  subscriptions,  and  a 
neat  little  parsonage  provided  for  in  the  same  manner.     This  con 
gregation  will  erelong  be  self-supporting. 

6.  Jefferson,  Ohio,  under  Eastern  Ohio  Classis,  served  by  Rev. 
F.  F.  Christine;  appropriation,  $100,  for  one  year  only.  This 
point  has  shown  itself  quite  worthy  of  the  care  and  money  be- 
stowed upon  it. 

The  Denver  Mission,  as  to  results  that  followed,  over  which 
many  regrets  have  been  expressed  throughout  the  Synod,  deserves 
special  notice  at  this  point,  both  in  justice  to  the  Rev.  J.  A.  Keller 
and  as  explanatory  of  the  Board's  action  in  the  premises. 

1.  The  Denver  Mission  had  constitutionally  provided  the  privi- 
lege of  German  and  English  services. 

2.  Upon  this  guarantee  the  Rev.  J.  A.  Keller  held  services  in 
both  languages,  and  for  a  long  time  with  entire  satisfaction  to  the 
Mission. 

3.  Upon  this  guarantee  the  Rev.  J.  A.  Keller  collected  in  vari- 
ous parts  of  the  Church  funds  to  liquidate  the  debt  on  the  building, 
and  in  good  faith  and  with  constitutional  indorsement  represented 
the  Mission  as  a  German-English  Mission. 

4.  The  debt  thus  partially  provided  for,  the  Mission,  through  its 
Consistory,  repudiated  the  constitutional  provision,  on  language, 
and  defiantly  opposed  further  English  services,  though  these  were 
a  small  part  of  the  regular  services. 

5.  Upon  the  basis  of  the  above  action,  which  might  cast  sus- 
picion upon  the  statements  of  Rev.  J.  A.  Keller,  when  acting  as 
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soliciting  agent  for  the  Mission,  in  the  interest  of  erasing  its  debt, 
the  same  determined  to  show  himself  innocent  and  free  from  such 
uncalled-for  repudiation,  and  accordingly  resigned  his  commission 
at  Denver  on  August  20,  1878,  and  it  was  accepted  by  the  Board. 

6.  The  Board,  according  to  the  request  heretofore  mentioned  in 
our  report,  did,  on  the  fourth  day  of  June,  1879,  transfer  the  Denver 
Mission  to  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  the  Synod  of  the 
Northwest,  accompanied  with  a  protest  against  the  conduct  of  the 
Mission  and  the  instigators  of  its  action. 

It  is  with  serious  regret  that  such  must  be  the  final  report  of 
Denver  Mission,  which,  for  a  long  time,  had  been  nourished  by 
one  Synod  and  supported  in  large  majority  by  English  and  joint- 
language  congregations  throughout  Ohio  and  the  East.  It  is  almost 
a  question,  with  us,  as  to  whether  the  God  of  our  fathers,  who  is 
'•no  respecter  of  persons,"  will  prosper  a  cause  in  which  is  at  work 
so  exclusive  and  paralyzing  a  policy.  But  knowing  his  mercy  and 
the  plentitude  of  his  forgiveness,  we  commend  the  Denver  Mission 
to  his  care  and  guidance,  with  gratitude  for  the  good  already 
accomplished,  and  prayer  for  the  salvation  of  souls  and  God's  own 
glory  through  its  instrumentality.     Amen. 

Our  Missionaries 

» 

Occupying  mission  posts,  both  in  the  West  and  in  our  bounds, 
deserve  great  credit  for  their  fidelity  and  favor  from  the  Church  at 
large.  They  meet  with  discouragements,  but  none  have  been  will- 
ing to  forsake  the  good  work  even  though  it  has  required  self- 
denial  and  patience.  May  the  Master  own  and  bless  these  dear 
brethren. 

Missionary  Superintendent  ami  his  Work, 

This  office,  to  which  the  Rev.  J-  M.  Kendig  was  called  by  the 
voice  of  the  Synod  at  Xcnia,  was  assumed,  with  its  responsibilities, 
by  him  September  i,  1878.  With  the  varied  interpretations  of  the 
members  of  Synod,  as  to  what  this  office  really  7vas^  and  as  to  its 
fxcut  sphere,  the  Board  moved  prayerfully  and  carefully  in  setting 
Bro.  Kendig  to  work.  The  Board  felt  the  serious  lack  of  funds, 
but  much  more  did  it  regret  the  spirit  of  lethargy  and  almost  cen- 
Mirable  indolence  and  oi)position  with  which  a  part  of  our  ministry 
and  membership  seemed  pervaded.  To  send  a  Missionary  Super- 
intendent to  the  West,  to  explore  fields  and  organize  congregations, 
with  nothing  with  which  to  equip  them,  seemed  utterly  preposter- 
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ous.  The  Board  accordingly  felt  that  missionary  work  was  first  of 
all  necessary  here  among  our  own  pastors  and  people.  No  plan 
seemed  therefore  so  feasible  to  us  as  the  plan  of  first  waking  the 
ministry  and  membership  of  the  Synod  to  a  sense  of  the  great  im- 
portance of  our  mission  work.  Accordingly,  we  sent  the  Super- 
intendent face  to  face  with  many  of  our  ministers  and  charges, 
hoping  thereby  to  create  a  missionary  conscience,  and  literature, 
throughout  the  Church.  The  free  discussion  of  our  needs  as  a 
Church,  our  wasting  fields  in  the  West,  together  with  solicitation 
for  funds,  to  our  mind  was  the  first  step  necessary.  This  work  was 
performed  by  our  Superintendent,  so  far  as  time  would  allow: 
spending  in  this  sphere  seven  months,  going  to  the  West  or  Kansas 
two  months,  and  giving  about  three  months  of  his  time  to  the 
Board  of  Church  Erection. 

An  authorized  agent,  sent  by  Synod,  would  do  much  to  impress 
the  membership  of  our  Zion  (as  we  believe  it  has  already)  with  the 
great  importance  of  this  aggressive  work. 

Superintendent  sent  to  the  West, 

The  Board  felt  constrained,  in  order  to  find  data  upon  which  to 
base  its  operations  for  the  ensuing  year,  to  send  Bro,  Kendig 
to  the  West.     The  chief  reasons  for  this  step  were  the  following : 

1.  To  impress  the  scattered  members  of  our  Zion  in  the  West 
that  the  Church  is  still  solicitous  for  their  spiritual  well-being. 

2.  To  encourage  our  self-denying  missionaries  at  work  there. 

3.  To  gather  tangible  evidence  as  to  communities  and  fields  ripe 
for  organization. 

4.  To  compute  by  this  testimony  the  number  of  men  needed 
and  the  amount  of  funds  necessary  to  carry  on  this  work  more 
immediately  pressing  upon  us. 

Fields  are  open  and  await  organization.  Men  are  ready  to  lay 
hold  of  the  work.  Funds  are  slow  in  coming  in,  and  here  do  we 
find  the  great  impediment  to  our  most  needed  advance  in  this  work 
wherein  our  Church  is  the  most  reticent.  The  report  of  the  Super- 
intendent will  particularize  on  this  part  of  our  work. 

Results  of  Superintendents  Efforts. 

As  to  whether  our  efforts  in  directing  the  Superintendent's  work 
have  achieved  any  good  results  the  Synod  must  decide.  It  must  be 
remembered  that  this  whole  plan  was  somewhat  problematical,  even 
to  the  Synod;  and  that  much  is  to  be  gleaned  by  experience  that 
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otherwise  can  not  be  attained  in  this  branch  of  church  work.  The 
Board  indulges  the  hope  that  its  efforts  to  make  this  new  office 
conducive  to  tangible  results,  in  working  up  a  missionary  sentiment 
throughout  the  Synod,  and  otherwise  expanding  the  boundaries  of 
our  Church,  geographically  and  spiritually,  may  meet  with  Synod's 
approval,  and  that  the  result  attained  may  give  new  impetus  and 
life  in  the  sphere  of  Home  Missions. 

The  Board  is  also  of  opinion  that  one  yearns  experiment  in  this 
new  departure  of  Home  Mission  work  is  too  meager  to  base  upon 
it  final  decision  as  to  the  utility  of  the  office.  It,  therefore,  suggests 
the  continuance  of  the  office,  and  recommends  the  recommissioning 
of  its  present  worthy  incumbent. 

The  Superintendents  Salary. 

It  will  well  be  remembered  that  the  Synod,  at  Xenia,  in  creating 
this  new  office,  stipulated  his  salary  at  $800,  and  traveling  expenses. 
Thus  far  the  Synod  did  well,  but  failed  to  secure  for  the  Board  the 
wherewithal  with  which  to  recompense  its  servant.  The  Board, 
therefore,  devised  a  plan  for  securing  the  $800,  stipulated  by  Synod, 
by  informally  organizing  the  ''Ministerial  Missionary  Association 
of  the  Ohio  Synod."  It  was  expected  by  the  Board  that  the  salary 
of  the  Superintendent  could  be  realized  from  subscriptions  by  the 
ministerial  brethren,  and  that,  at  least,  one  hundred  ministers  could 
be  found  who  could  give  the  average  sum  of  $8  in  quarterly  install- 
ments, and  thereby  reserve  all  the  contributions  of  the  Church  for 
direct  missionary  appropriation. 

An  appeal  and  obligation  was  therefore  sent  out  to  the  ministry, 
the  whole  subject  plainly  presented  in  the  columns  of  the  Christian 
Worlds  and,  though  we  blush  to  say  it,  many  ministers  have  been 
found  who  never  read  our  specifications  and  plans.  The  Board  is 
of  opinion  that  many  ministers  in  the  Ohio  Synod  might  profitably 
ponder  over  the  inspired  truth,  that  ''faith  without  works  is  dead." 

Notwithstanding  the  neglect  cast  upon  our  efforts  (the  only  alter- 
native almost  left  the  Board),  the  sum  of  $280  was  realized,  and 
measurably  aided  us  in  paying  our  Superintendent.  The  Board 
most  heartily  recommends  this  plan,  in  case  the  office  of  Super- 
intendent of  Missions  continues  under  its  authority,  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Quite  a  number  of  the  ministry  have  nobly  responded,  some 
paying  the  sum  of  $5  per  quarter.  Beware,  dear  brethren,  that  in 
point  of  benevolence  ye  be  blind  leaders^  and  then  go  into  lamen- 
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tation  over  the  coldness  and  disinterestefdness  on  the  part  of  your 
people.      **Be  ye  ensamples  to  the  flock." 

Thorvug'h   Organization  fat   Afissum  Work 

In  our  congregations  can  not  be  more  efifectually  accomph'shed. 
doubtless,  than  by  the  plan  set  forth  under  the  name  of  *' Auxiliary 
Missionary  Society ;"  adopted  by  our  congregation  at  Xenia,  Ohio. 
and  already  indorsed  by  Miami  Classis. 

We  recommend  to  Synod  this  plan,  and  its  printed  form  of  con- 
stitution, as  worthy  of  Synod's  recommendation  to  the  several  con- 
gregations within  its  bounds.  The  want  of  systematic  effort  is 
largely  a  fault  of  our  pastors  and  churches  in  benevolent  enterprises 
of  our  churches.  May  God  grant  that  every  minister  and  flock 
may  realize  that  this  is  the  time  to  shake  off  the  shackles  of  care- 
lessness and  indolence,  and  go  to  work  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord  and 
by  the  mighty  Spirit  of  our  Holy  God. 

Points  m  Prospect  in  our  Midst. 

Fort  Wayni. — The  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  the  General 
Synod  has  urgently  overtured  our  Board  to  take  up  a  mission  point 
in  the  city  of  Fort  Wayne.  This,  upon  examination  by  some  of 
the  members  of  our  Board,  is  deemed  a  wise  and  necessary  step 
that  should  be  taken  without  further  delay.  Ten  or  twelve  familie> 
can  be  secured  who  will  serve,  whwi  organized,  as  a  nucleus  for  an 
English  organization.  The  city  is  large,  the  sinners  are  many,  the 
German  churches  in  their  youthful  membership  are  growing  more 
English,  the  grace  of  God  is  powerful  and  mighty  to  save.  A 
devoted  and  consecrated  minister,  by  the  support  of  the  Church 
and  under  the  gracious  guidance  of  God's  Spirit,  can  accomplish 
more  at  this  point  for  our  Church  than  any  point  in  our  persona! 
acquaintance.  The  appropriation  would  not  be  less  than  $8cx>,  les> 
the  amount  paid  by  the  Mission  itself  for  his  support.  May  we 
prayerfully  hope  that  we  can  enter  upon  this  important  work  at 
Fort  Wayne  by  the  churches'  timely  encouragement  and  help, 

Cleirlatid,  Ohio. — ^To  mention  the  name  of  Cleveland  is  to  intro- 
duce the  Synod  to  a  large  waste  of  her  material  and  an  enormous 
lack  of  interest  in  one  of  the  most  promising  fields  in  the  State  of 
Ohio.  The  German  mind  is  astonished  at  the  snail-like  operatinp«5 
of  our  English  churches  in  the  great  work  of  Home  Missions.

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3-   Report  of  Superintendent  of  Missions. 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren : — As  a  servant  of  this  body,  elected 
and  called  by  it  to  an  office  of  responsibility  and  trust,  it  is  incum 
bent  also  to  report  to  you  the  labors  of  the  yean  Much  of  the 
matter  usually  found  in  such  a  report,  after  consultation  with  the 
Board,  has  been  incorporated  in  their  report,  which  will  necessarily 
render  this  chiefly  a  personal  narrative. 

In  accordance  with  your  will,  as  expressed  at  Xenia,  Ohio,  I 
resigned  my  pastorate,  and  entered  upon  my  new  work  September 
I,  1878.  What  those  duties  were,  were  purposely  left  undefined 
by  Synod.  Very  largely  my  efforts  for  the  year  have  been  of  a 
tentative  nature.  Experiments  here  and  there,  inquiries  as  to 
proper  methods,  consultation  with  the  brethren,  finally  resulted  in 
a  year's  work  that  may  be  summarized  as  financial  visitation  for 
Boards  of  Church  Erection  and  Home  Missions,  and  missionary 
visitation  and  explorations,  thereby  consuming  the  major  part  of 
the  year. 

Canvassing  for  the  Board  of  Church  Erection  in  Miami  Classis 
consumed  almost  three  months  of  the  year.  So  far  as  this  canvass 
resulted  financially  it  was  a  failure.  The  point  had  in  view  was  to 
secure  funds  for  the  payment  of  the  debt  now  resting  on  the  Green- 
ville (Ohio)  Church.  The  method  pursued  was  to  secure  in  cash 
or  notes  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  the  debts,  the  notes  being  void 
if  enough  was  not  gained.  As  the  amount  raised  did  not  cover  the 
debt,  the  project  failed.  So  nearly  one-fourth  of  my  time  was  gone 
and  little  accomplished. 

The  results  attending  the  canvass  for  Home  Missions  were  at- 
tended with  better  success.  My  visits  for  this  purpose  extended 
into  Miami,  Lancaster,  Tiffin  and  Eastern  Ohio  Classes,  in  all  of 
which  considerable  work  was  done,  with  an  encouraging  degree  of 
success.  In  a  majority  of  congregations  collections  were  taken  in 
the  missionary  services  held,  which  very  often  were  supplemented 
by  subsequent  visits  to  those  not  present  in  the  services.  In  most 
of  the  congregations  where  Home  Missions  were  presented,  1 
found,  as  a  rule,  a  commendable  degree  of  willingness  to  contrib 
ute.  If  it  had  been  possible  to  canvass  all  our  congregations,  the 
results  would  have  been  far  better.  As  it  is,  the  financial  showing 
for  the  year  affords  room  for  encouragement. 

It  is  a  fact  that  the  Board  was  not  as  generously  sustained  by 
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a  portion  of  the  ministers  and  elders  and  congregations  as  we 
had  a  right  to  expect.  Nevertheless,  the  financial  affairs  of  the 
Board  are  favorable.  The  Treasurer's  report  indicates  that  his  re- 
ceipts have  been  in  excess  of  previous  years  of  from  fifty  to  one 
hundred  per  cent. ,  as  can  be  seen  by  comparison.  This  does  not 
equal  the  sanguine  expectations  of  many  brethren,  but  it  does  ex- 
ceed that  in  which  the  Board  indulged  when  it  began  its  work.  It 
has  borne  the  additional  burdens  of  my  salary  and  traveling  ex- 
l>enses,  has  carried  along  its  missionaries,  and  it  reports  to  this 
Synod  about  $200  lessxiebt  than  was  bequeathed  to  us  by  the  previ- 
ous Board.  The  question,  as  to  whether  the  plan  adopted  by  Synod 
is  a  success,  will  be  answered  in  view  of  these  facts  in  accordance 
with  the  previous  expectations.  While  the  Board  feels  that  there  is 
no  room  for  boasting,  we  do  feel  that  there  is  abundant  room  for 
gratitude  to  God  for  his  help  and  blessing. 

Another  element  of  my  work  was  that  of  missionary  explorations 
and  visitations.  During  the  year  I  visited  a  number  of  our  mis- 
sions, and  also  a  number  .of  points  supposed  to  be  favorable  mis- 
sionary places.  Springfield  was  canvassed  with  results  of  a  somewhat 
doubtful  character.  Six  or  seven  weeks  were  also  spent  in  explor- 
ing a  number  of  places  in  Kansas.  Those  that  present  the  most 
favorable  view  are  Holton,  Salina,  Emporia,  Sterling  and  Lyons. 
Nearly  as  good  are  Washington,  Atchison,  Wichita,  Larned,  Zion's 
Valley  and  Spearville.  These  all  indicate  the  necessity  of  labor 
and  expense  on  the  part  of  the  Church.  The  experiences  of  tlte 
year  have  been  varied.  I  owe  many  thanks  to  those  kind  brethren 
who  have  in  word  and  deed  manifested  their  interest  in  me  and  my 
work. 

I  have  labored  in  this  capacity  as  efficiently  as  I  could.  With 
everything  to  learn,  my  progress  was  necessarily  slow,  and  results 
not  what  I  wished.  That  there  is  room  for  criticism  I  well  know, 
and  I  do  not  ask  for  any  special  degree  of  leniency  in  that  direction. 
It  is  your  right  to  scrutinize  closely,  it  was  my  duty  to  do  my  work. 
I  have  tried  faithfully  to  do  it. 

As  I  do  not  wish  to  continue  any  longer  in  this  work,  I  herewith 
submit  my  resignation  of  the  office  of  Superintendent  of  Missions, 
and  kindly  ask  you  to  accept  of  the  same,  and  so  relieve  me  from 
the  duties  pertaining  thereto.

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The  Standing  Committee  on  Home  Missions,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred all  the  papers  relating  to  our  mission  work,  beg  leave  to 
present  the  following  report: 

We  received  considerable  literature  bearing  upon  the  subject- 
papers  that  are  full  of  the  spirit,  animus  and  energy  of  the  true  mis- 
sionary, and  indicating  such  advancement  and  progress  that  we 
are  led  to  exclaim,  **Bless  the  Lord  for  his  goodness,  and  his  mercy 
endureth  forever. "    More  money  has  been  collected,  more  mission- 
ary sermons  preached,  more  work  done,  and  the  Church  is  more 
in  earnest  than  ever  before.     We  are  fully  justified  in  the  hearty 
indorsement   of  the  wisdom  of  Synod  in  the   appointment  of  a 
Superintendent  of  Missions.     We  are  sanguine  that  the  revival 
spirit  has  just  begun,  and  that  for  many  days  we  will  be  gathering 
the  wholesome  results  of  last  year's  energetic  effort.    And  while  we 
must  lament  that  so  much  was  left  undone  by  the  Church  in  his 
support,  we  yet  congratulate  ourselves  upon  the  results  of  Rev. 
J.  M.  Kendig's  work. 

In  consequence  of  the  thorough  discussion  of  the  subject  by  the 
Board  and  the  Superintendent,  we  call  your  attention  to  the  follow- 
ing items  claiming  your  consideration : 

I..  Resolvedy  That  we  return  our  sincere  gratitude  to  the  Super- 
intendent of  Missions  for  his  efficient  labors  in  the  work  imposed 
upon  him. 

2.  Whereas,  The  Superintendent  has  discharged  the  work  for 
which  he  was  appointed,  and  the  end  of  the  office  for  the  present 
has  been  attained ;  and, 

Whereas,  He  has  received  a  call  from  a  field  urgentiy  in  need  of 
a  pastor,  and  one  to  which  he  is  eminently  adapted;  and, 

Whereas,  He  has  tendered  his  resignation  to  the  Synod  for  the 
purpose  of  accepting  said  call ;  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  his  resignation  be  accepted,  with  the  prayers  of 
this  Synod  for  his  usefulness  in  his  pastorate. 

3.  Whereas,  There  seems  to  be  an  urgent  necessity  for  a  Mis- 
sionary Superintendent;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  fix  the  time  for  the  election  of  said  Superin- 
tendent on  Saturday  afternoon,  at  the  close  of  the  preparatory 
services. 

4.  Greenville  Mission  has  been  taken  under  the  care  of  Miami 
C'la«?sis,  and  the  debt  of  said  mission  has  been  assumed  by  said 
Classis. 
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Resolved^  That  we  heartily  indorse  the  action  of  Miami  Classis  in 
this  matter. 

Whereas,  The  Greenville  Mission  is  now  vacant,  and  is  one  of 
our  most  important  points, 

Resolvedy  That  the  Board  of  Missions  be  directed  to  make  such 
an  appropriation  as  may  enable  said  mission  to  secure  an  accept- 
able and  efficient  missionary. 

5.  Tuscarawas  Classis  has  been  engaged  in  the  support  of  two  mis- 
sions within  her  bounds,  both  of  which  are  important,  and  in  the 
one,  viz :  the  Canton  Mission,  the  Classis  has  assumed  a  debt  of 
$400,  thereby  insuring  its  success. 

Resotved^  That  we  approve  this  action  of  said  Classis,  and  pray 
the  blessing  of  God  upon  them. 

6.  President's  report.  We  recommend  to  the  attention  of  Synod 
the  following  items  of  said  report : 

a.)  Brown  County  Mission,  Kansas,  served  by  Rev.  Daniel  J. 
Greenawald.     This  seems  to  be  a  promising  mission. 

Resolved^  That  said  mission  be  commended  to  the  continued  sup- 
port and  care  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

bS)  The  missions  under  Classes  numbered  i,  2,  5,  4,  5  and  6, 
in  the  President's  report,  indicate  an  activity  on  the  part  of  the 
various  Classes  that  is  encouraging,  and  your  Committee  have  no 
suggestions  to  make. 

7.  Your  Committee,  with  the  view  of  inciting  to  aggressive  work, 
recommend  the  following  action : 

Resolved^  That  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  give  their  attention, 
in  the  fullest  measure,  to  the  work  in  the  West,  where  important 
fields  are  open  and  awaiting  preliminary  help  toward  organization, 
with  a  special  reference  to  central  points. 

8.  Your  Committee  further  recommend  that  there  be  an  appor- 
tionment made  among  the  Classes,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Board,  of 
$1,792.22,  being  the  amount  of  the  Board's  indebtedness. 

9.  Your  Committee  have  examined  the  request  of  Rev.  Chas.  G. 
A.  Hullhorst,  and  recommend  that  his  request  be  referred  to  the 
Board  of  Missions. 

10.  Church  Erection.  Your  Committee  have  examined  the  report 
of  the  Board,  and  find  an  indebtedness  of  $2, 200,  of  which  amount 
$700  is  interest.  We  therefore  recommend  that  the  $700  interest 
be  apportioned  among  the  Classes,  with  the  view  of  enabling  the 
Board  to  pay  this  part  of  the  debt. 

11.  Whereas,  There  has  been  an  increase  of  missionary  interest 
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among  our  people  during  the  past  year,  and  as  in  this  most  import- 
ant work  lies  the  extension  of  our  Master's  kingdom  and  of  our 
Church;  therefore, 

Resoivedj  That  we  urge  upon  our  pastors  the  organizing  of  mis- 
sionary societies  in  each  of  their  congregations. 

Resohcd^  That  there  be  taken  in  each  pastoral  charge,  where  mis- 
sionary societies  are  not  organized,  a  special  collection  annually  for 
missions  on  the  first  Sunday  in  October  and  on  Easter  Sunday,  or 
as  nearly  as  possible  to  the  Lord's  Days  here  specified. 

Resolved^  That  the  various  Classes  be  urged  to  see  that  the  above 
action  be  executed.

The  following  action,  proposing  an  amendment  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Church  Erection,  was  adopted  by  Synod : 

Resolved,  That  the  first  sentence  of  Article  III. ,  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Church  Erection  of  the  Ohio  Synod  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  as  published  in  the  Minutes 
of  Synod,  in  1875,  P*g^  3^>  ^^  ^.nd  hereby  is  so  amended  as  to 
read  as  follows : 

The  Board  shall  consist  of  six  members,  of  whom,  at  the  first 
election  by  the  Synod,  two  members  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for 
one  year,  two  for  two  years,  and  two  for  three  years;  and,  there- 
after, the  Synod  shall  at  each  annual  meeting  elect  two  members, 
who  shall  hold  their  office  for  three  years,  or  until  their  successors 
are  duly  elected;  and  its  officers  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Secre- 
tary and  Treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  annually. 


V.    Election  of  Missionary  Superintendent. 

The  election  of  a  General    Missionary  Superintendent,  as  the 
office  became  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  the  former  incumbent, 
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Rev.  John  M,  Kendig,  to  which  reference  is  made  in  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Missions,  was  made  the  order  of  the  day  imme- 
diately after  the  preparatory  services  on  Saturday  afternoon.  At 
the  appointed  time,  the  Synod  proceeded  with  the  election  by 
ballot.  Elder  George  F.  Wentz  and  Rev.  Michael  Loucks  were 
appointed  tellers.  The  election  resulted  in  the  choice  of  Rev. 
Henry  Hilbish,  and,  on  motion,  his  election  was  declared  unan- 
imous.    Thereupon,  on  motion,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  be  directed  to  make 
out  a  call  to  the  Missionary  Superintendent  elect,  and  arrange  with 
him  the  matter  of  salary. 

Resoh^ed,  That  this  Synod  earnestly  requests  that  all  the  ministers 
of  this  Synod  unite  in  the  support  and  encouragement  of  the  Super- 
intendent elect,  so  that  the  important  work  to  which  he  is  called 
may  be  made  a  success. 


On  Friday  evening  a  synodical  missionary  meeting  was  held  in 
the  Reformed  Church  at  Goshen,  on  which  occasion  Rev.  Theodore 
J.  Bacher,  President  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  preached  a 
sermon  bearing  on  the  subject  of  Missions  from  John  xx.  21.  Then 
the  importance  of  the  work  and  the  best  means  for  carrying  it  for- 
ward were  considered.  Prominent  among  the  means  and  agencies 
required,  it  was  claimed,  was  that  of  an  efficient  superintendent- 
Immediate  efforts  were  put  forth  to  raise  funds  for  the  salary  of  the 
Missionary  Superintendent,  and  about  $350  in  pledges  were  secured 
for  this  purpose.  The  occasion  was  one  of  interest  and  encour- 
agement. 


VI.    Apportionment  Mission  Debt. 

The  Committee  on  Missions,  during  the  afternoon  session  on 
Saturday,  reported  in  item  8  that  the  indebtedness  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  was  $1,792.22;  and,  in  item  10,  that  of  the  Board  of 
Church  Erection,  as  interest,  $700.  These  items  were  adopted, 
and  the  amounts  referred  to  a  Special  Committee,  consisting  of 
Revs.  Dr.  Samuel  Mease,  Henry  T.  Spangler,  and  Elder  Joseph  F. 
Kemp,  to  be  api)ortioned  among  the  Classes.  This  Committee, 
during  the  evening  session  of  the  last  day  of  the  sessions,  presented 
the  following  report,  which  was  received,  and,  as  amended,  adopted: 
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Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  amounts  in  items  8 
and  lo  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Missions,  for  apportion- 
ment among  the  Classes,  would  report  as  follows :

ARTICLE  XIV. 

THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 
The  following  reports  were  received  and  considered  by  Synod: 

I.  The  Annual  Reports. 

I.   Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  submit  the 
following  report : 

1.  After  the  meeting  of  Synod  at  Xenia,  Ohio,  the  Board  met 
and  organized  on  the  nth  of  May,  1878,  by  the  election  of  Rev. 
David  Winters,  D.  D.,  of  Dayton,  President,  Mr.  Gideon  G. 
Prugh,  of  Dayton,  Secretary,  and  Rev.  Isaac  H.  Reiter,  D.  D., 
of  Miamisburg,  Treasurer. 

2.  The  attention  of  Synod  is  called  to  the  vacancies  occurring 
in  the  Board,  viz:  A.  H.  Baughman  and  Benjamin  Kuhns. 

3.  For  the  financial  condition  of  the  Seminary,  the  Board  refer 
Synod  to  the  report  of  our  active  and  efficient  Treasurer. 

4-  In  accordance  with  the  instruction  of  the  last  Synod,  the 
Treasurer  of  our  Board,  in  due  time,  executed  a  bond  for  $5,000, 


42 

with  approved  security,  which  is  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  our 
Board. 

5-  The  action  of  the  Trustees  of  Heidelberg  College,  passed  in 
June,  1879,  1^  regard  to  the  salary  of  Prof.  E.  M.  Epstein,  r^ 
questing  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  to 
acquiesce  in  their  action,  was  duly  received  through  their  Secre- 
tary. This  action  proposed  the  continuance  of  the  arrangement 
of  the  previous  year.  Our  Board,  after  properly  considering  the 
matter,  declined  to  accede  to  the  proposition,  mainly  because  of 
the  want  of  funds. 

6.  A  communication  was  received  last  May  from  Nelson  L 
Brewer,  Esq.  (who,  on  the  ist  of  April,  1873,  pnrcTiased  of  the 
Board  the  ** Students'  Home  Property,"  at  Tiffin,  Ohio,  for  the 
sum  of  $7,000),  in  which  he  asked  our  Board  to  be  relieved  of 
said  property  on  these  conditions :  He  agreed  to  give  the  Board 
the  $2,000  already  paid  as  principal,  with  $2,400  paid  as  interest 
up  to  May  i,  1879,  making  a  total  of  $4,400,  if  the  Board  would 
take  back  said  property.  The  Board,  after  due  consideration, 
being  impressed  with  the  responsibility  involved,  especially  without 
any  instruction  from  the  Synod,  adopted,  as  its  action  in  the  case, 
the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That,  as  a  Board,  we  can  not  see  our  way  clear  to 
comply  with  the  proposition  made  by  N.  L.  Brewer,  Esq.,  with 
reference  to  the  ** Students'  Home  Property."

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3-    Report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors, 

The  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  respectfully 
offer  the  following  as  their  annual  report : 

Soon  after  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Synod,  the  Board  was 
organized  by  electing  Rev.  L.  H.  Kefauver,  President,  and  Rev. 
R.  Good,  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  The  number  of  students  in  the 
Seminary  during  the  last  year  was  small,  numbering  thirteen. 
Three  of  these  were  regularly  dismissed,  leaving  the  number  ten, 
all  of  whom  were  admitted  since  the  last  meeting  of  Synod.  Their 
names  are  as  follows:  Isaiah  S.  Hahn,  William.  A.  Miller,  Lewis 
B.  C.  Lahr,  John  D.  Neff,  Madison  C.  Peters,  William  Smith, 
Albert  Gonsor,  S.  R.  Holtzhouser,  I.  H.  Lippart,  and  P.  Barrin- 
ger.  With  a  few  exceptions,  the  examinations  of  the  students  were 
quite  creditable,  showing  that  they  had  given  the  required  atten- 
tion to  their  studies.  Their  moral  deportment  and  religious  habits 
are  reported  by  the  professors  as  being  very  commendable,  with 
but  a  single  exception. 

The  following  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Board,  which  is 
hereby  submitted  to  the  Synod  for  consideration : 

Resolvedy  That  the  Board  would  overture  the  Synod  as  to  the 
propriety  of  so  changing  the  seminary  year  that  it  close  four  weeks 
before  the  college  year;  and  that  at  that  time  the  examinations  and 
Commencement  exercises  take  place. 

Seven  beneficiary  students  are  receiving  aid  from  the  Board. 
Notwithstanding  the  small  number,  the  Board  has  an  indebtedness 
of  about  $150.  The  Treasurer's  report,  which  accompanies  this, 
will  show  the  amount  of  receipts  and  expenditures  since  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Synod. 

Greater  efforts  should  be  made  to  encourage  indigent,  worthy 
young  men  to  seek  a  liberal  education  at  our  institutions  than  have 
been  done  in  the  past.     In  this  way  we  must  expect  to  keep  the 
ranks  of  the  ministry  filled.     Many  of  our  most  worthy  and  active  ' 
ministers  have  been  educated  by  the  Church.

II.    Report  of  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Theological  Seminary  submitted 
their  report,  which  was  received,  and  as  amended,  together  with 
the  preceding  reports,  adopted;  and  it  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary  would  report  that  the 
following  papers  came  into  their  hands,  viz:  The  report  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  and  the  re- 
ports of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  of  the  Treas- 
urer of  Beneficiary  Eiducation. 

Also  a  paper  addressed  to  Synod  from  Nelson  L.  Brewer,  Esq., 
of  Tiffin,  Ohio,  containing  certain  propositions  with  reference  to 
the  property  known  as  the  * 'Students'  Home,"  at  Tiffin,  Ohio. 

The  Treasurer's  report  is  found  to  be  correct,  and  is  encouraging. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  report  that  mainly  for  want  of  funds  they 
were  necessitated  to  bring  to  a  conclusion  the  special  arrangement 
concerning  Prof.  Ephraim  M.  Epstein  as  temporary  Professor  in  the 
Theological  Seminary,  and  consequently  had  to  do  without  his  ser- 
vices. On  this  subject  the  Committee  would  suggest  the  following 
action : 

Resohfd,  That  this  Synod  greatly  regrets  the  necessity  of  omitting 
the  services  of  Prof.  Ephraim  M.  Epstein  by  virtue  of  the  reason 
set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  that  Synod 
hereby  expresses  its  appreciation  of  and  gratitude  for  the  fidelity 
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with  which  he  has  discharged  his  professorial  duties  in  the  Sem- 
inary. 

The  reports  indicate  prosperity  in  this  Institution  of  our  Church, 
though  in  point  of  numbers  the  attendance  has  been  quite  meager. 
In  point  of  piety,  scholarship,  and  attainments  in  the  science  of 
theology,  the  reports  inspire  encouragement.  The  number  of  stu- 
dents in  attendance  upon  the  course  of  training,  set  forth  by  the 
laws  of  the  Seminary,  is  reported  to  be  quite  small,  and  with  refer- 
ence to  this  matter  your  Committee  could  suggest  the  following 
action : 

Resolved^  That  pastors  and  charges  be  urged  carefully  to  invite 
young  men  of  piety  and  proper  mental  endowments,  who  are  dis- 
ix>sed  to  love  the  Church  and  the  souls  of  men,  to  embrace  the 
opportunity  of  theological  preparation  afforded  at  the  Seminary, 
and  thereby  replenish  the  ranks  of  a  ministry  so  much  needed  in 
the  world's  Christianization. 

An  overture  also  comes  to  Synod  from  the  Board  of  Visitors, 
requesting  that  the  Seminary  year  be  made  by  the  action  of  Synod 
to  conclude  four  weeks  before  the  close  of  the  coUegiate  year,  and 
that  the  examinations  and  Commencement  exercises  of  the  Seminary 
be  changed  to  correspond  with  said  Seminary  year.  Your  Com- 
mittee recommends  the  following  action: 

Resolved^  That  the  year  for  the  Senior  Class  only  be  made  to 
conclude  four  weeks  before  the  close  of  the  collegiate  year,  and 
that  the  Senior  examination  and  Commencement  exercises  of  the 
Seminary  take  place  at  that  time,  and  that  the  recitations  of  the 
other  Classes  be  continued,  together  with  appropriate  examinations, 
to  the  close  of  the  collegiate  year. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Beneficiary  Education  reports  a 
deficit  in  the  treasury,  which  ought  not  to  be;  therefore, 

Resohedf  That  greater  energy  be  urged  upon  the  pastors  and 
people  in  support  of  this  good  cause. 

The  paper  from  Nelson  L.  Brewer,  Esq.,  overturing  the  Spod 
to  release  him  of  certain  obligations  arising  out  of  a  purchase  of  the 
* 'Students*  Home  Property"  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Theological  Seminary,  contains  two  propositions,  both  of  which 
contemplate  the  release  of  said  Brewer  from  the  obligations  akeady 
given,  and  they  are  as  follows. 

**i,  I  will  reconvey  the  property  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  for 
the  surrender  of  my  notes  for  $5,000  to  me;  or. 
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**2.  I  will  keep  the  property,  and  pay  $2,000  in  addition  to  what 
I  have  already  paid,  and  credit  tg  be  given  rae  on  my  notes  to  re- 
duce them  to  that  amount." 
Your  Committee  recommend  the  following  action : 
Whereas,  Nelson  L.  Brewer,  Esq.,  did  purchase  the  Students' 
Home  property  at  Tiffin,  Ohio,  at  $7,000,  a  seemingly  high  price, 
and  paid  $2,000  cash,  and  gave  his  notes  for  $5,000  payable  in 
three  annual  installments  with  eight  per  cent,  interest;  and. 

Whereas,  The  said  Nelson  L.  Brewer,  Esq.,  has  found  his  obli- 
gations by  this  purchase  burdensome  for  him  to  bear,  in  view  of 
the  depreciation  of  the  property  in  value;  and 

Whereas,  The  said  Nelson  L.  Brewer,  Esq.,  has  rendered,  at 
various  times,  much  and  valuable  service  for  our  Institutions,  with 
little  or  no  remuneration ;  therefore. 

Resolved^  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Semin- 
ary, who  could  not,  as  a  Board,  see  their  way  clear  to  comply  with 
his  wishes,  be  and  hereby  are  authorized  to  accept  the  second  propo- 
sition of  Nelson  L.  Brewer,  Esq.,  made  by  him  to  this  Synod, 
thereby  canceling  $3,000  on  the  notes  held  against  him  by  said 
Trustees,  and  that  they  collect  the  interest  due  November  i,  1879, 
on  the  full  face  of  the  notes,  and  thereafter  the  interest  on  the  re- 
maining $2,000  until  the  principal  shall  be  paid  by  him.

The  following  action,  proposing  a  change  in  the  number  and  the 
election  of  the  Boards  of  Visitors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  and 
of  Heidelberg  College,  was  adopted  by  Synod: 

Resolved^  That  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Theological  Seminary. 
and  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  Heidelberg  College,  shall  each  con- 
sist of  twelve  members,  of  whom,  at  the  first  election  by  the  Synod, 
four  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  one  year,  four  for  two  years,  and 
four  for  three  years;  and,  thereafter,  the  Synod  shall  at  each  annual 
meeting  elect  four  members,  who  shall  hold  their  office  for  three 
years,  or  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected. 

Resolvedy  That  five  members  of  each  of  said  Boards  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum. 

Resolved^  That  each  of  said  Boards  be  and  hereby  is  instructed  to 
prepare,  respectively,  a  constitution  and  by-laws  for  its  govern- 
ment, indicating  the  powers  belonging  and  the  duties  required,  and 
report  the  same  to  the  next  Synod  for  consideration  and  approval. 


AETICLE  XV. 

HEIDELBERG  COLLEGE. 
The  following  reports  were  received  and  considered  by  Synod : 

I.    The  Annual  Reports. 

I.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Another  year  of  educational  work  in  Heidelberg  College  has 
passed  and  gone,  and  with  it  the  duty  arises  of  making  a  report  of  its 
operations  to  the  Synod,  under  whose  auspices  it  was  founded, 
and  has  been  maintained.  Its  work  during  the  past  year  was  similar 
to  that  of  previous  year^.  No  changes  were  deemed  necessary  in 
the  course  of  study,  this  being  as  full  and  complete  as  that  of  the 
other  colleges  of  the  State. 

The  attendance  and  conduct  of  the  students  have  been  good.  Ten 
studqnts  were  graduated  at  the  close  of  last  year.  The  Commence- 
ment exercises  were  characterized  with  considerable  interest,  and 
were  largely  attended.  There  were,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  catalogue 
of  1878-9,  168  students  in  attendance  for  the  year,  80  of  whom 
were  in  the  College,  and  88  in  the  Academy.  The  present  indica- 
tions are  that  the  attendance  this  year  will  exceed  that  of  last  year, 
there  having  been  45  new  students  matriculated  to  the  present  time. 

Some  changes  were  made  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  col- 
legiate year  in  the  Academy,  which  are  designed  to  add  to  its  effi- 
ciency. Hitherto  this  department  has  been  carried  forward  by  the 
Professors  of  the  College,  each  taking  a  part  of  the  studies.  This 
left  the  Academy  without  any  direct  head.  The  Board  of  Trustees, 
therefore,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Faculty,  provided  for  this  want, 
by  appointing  a  Principal  for  the  Academy,  who  should  have  the 
special  care  and  oversight  of  it.  This  position  is  filled  by  Prof  O. 
A.  S.  Hursh,  who  has  been  relieved  of  Greek,  in  order  that  he  may 
give  it  the  attention  it  deserves.  This  led  to  the  necessity  of  an- 
other professor,  so  as  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  College.  After 
looking  around  for  a  man  suitable  for  the  position.  Rev.  Alvin  S. 
2^rbe,  Ph.  D.,  an  alumnus  of  the  College,  and  well  known  in  the 
Church  for  his  scholarly  attainments,  was  chosen  to  the  Professor- 
ship of  Greek,  with  such  other  studies  as  he  and  the  Faculty  might 
agree  upon,  which  gives  us  all  the  teaching  force  needed  at  pres- 
ent. 
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Considerable  improvements  have  been  made  during  die  year  in 
the  College  building  and  grounds,  amounting  in  all  to  about  $500. 
These  improvements  were  deemed  necessary  for  the  protection  of 
the  building  and  the  needs  of  the  College,  which,  with  the  additional 
salary  for  the  new  professor,  will  add  considerably  to  the  expenses 
of  the  College  for  the  current  year. 

The  income  of  the  College  for  the  year  187&-9  ^^^  $6|693*74» 
and  its  ouday  was  $6,362. 15,  a  little  over  $300  less  than  its  receipts, 
leaving  the  indebtedness  of  the  Contingent  Fund  at  the  close  of  last 
year  $1,038.51.  The  Endowment  Fund  is  about  the  same  as  at  last 
report. 

Several  large  donations  have  been  secured  during  the  last  year 
by  the  agent,  H.  Leonard,  and  the  President,  payable  at  the  death 
of  the  donors.  It  is  gratifying  to  find  some  of  our  wealthy  mem- 
bers willing  to  contribute  in  this  way  to  the  institutions  of  the 
Church,  and  it  is  hoped  many  more  will  do  so  in  the  future. 

The  agent,  H.  Leonard,  has  been  active  during  the  year  in  the 
work  of  his  agency,  giving  most  of  his  time  to  the  collection  ot  old 
accounts  and  outstanding  interest,  of  which  there  is  a  considerable 
sum. 

An  effort  has  also  been  made  during  some  six  months  past  to  in- 
crease the  library  of  the  College.  Hitherto  all  efforts  were  in  the 
interest  of  the  library  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  so  that  the  Col- 
lege had  in  fact  no  library.  This  the  Faculty  considered  an  over- 
sight, and  determined  to  inaugurate  measures  for  the  purchase  of  a 
library  for  the  College.  Through  the  efforts  of  the  President,  the 
College  now  has  a  library  of  673  volumes,  including  many  of  the 
latest  standard  works  in  science,  philosophy  and  literature  in  gen* 
eral. 

The  College  now  having  been  in  existence  about  thirty  years,  it 
has  been  thought  desirable  that  there  should  be  a  history  of  its  op- 
erations so  that  the  Church  may  know  if  the  work  it  has  done  is 
commensurate  with  what  has  been  given  to  its  support  Such  a 
history  is  now  in  course  of  preparation  by  the  President  of  the  Col- 
lege, and  will,  if  nothing  unexpected  intervenes,  be  published  by  the 
coming  holidays. 

The  Church  has  much  reason  to  rejoice  in  the  prosperity  that  has 
aUended  the  College.  Starting  as  it  did  about  thirty  years  ago  with 
no  friends  and  supporters  of  princely  fortunes  to  endow  it,  or  to 
erect  buildings  for  it,  it  has  had  great  fmancial  embarrassments  to 
contend  against.   And  yet  it  has  in  the  face  of  all  the  things  been  pro- 
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gressing  in  its  work,  until  the  facilities  which  it  offers  for  obtaining 
a  good  education  are  equal  to  those  of  our  older  institutions. 

In  view  of  the  present  position  of  the  College,  the  Synod  should 
take  pleasure  in  co-operating  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Fac- 
ulty in  endeavoring  largely  to  increase  the  attendance  of  students, 
and  in  this  way  add  to  the  efficiency  of  the  College.

2.   Report  of  the  Financial  Agent, 

Since  my  last  report  to  the  Synod,  at  Xenia,  Ohio,  I  have  met 
many  old  subscribers  at  their  homes.  Some  have  responded  most 
cheerfully :  "The  money  was  ready."  The  only  excuse  some  had: 
"I  could  have  paid  this  long  ago,  but  have  neglected  it."  Others 
had  not  the  money,  but  promised  to  send  it  soon.  Once  in  a  while 
I  find  one  who  has  been  unfortunate  in  business  and  failed.  Such 
now  have  our  sympathy. 

I  occasionally  meet  one  who  thinks  that  he  need  not  pay  if  he 
does  not  wish  to.  Such  have  been  advised  by  some  pettifogger, 
or  some  third-rate  lawyer,  that  they  had  not  value  received,  and, 
hence,  could  not  be  compelled  to  pay.  To  such,  I  would  only 
say,  that  this  has  been  legally  tested  before  Justice  of  the  Peace 
and  Judge  of  Probate  Court;  and  the  result  was,  that  in  every 
instance  the  College  gained  the  suit. 

Then  the  worst  class — and  I  am  glad  that  the  number  is  small — 
are  those  who  have  fallen  from  grace  (that  is,  if  they  ever  had  any 
grace).  I  mean  such  who  once  manifested  a  lively  interest  in 
Church  matters,  and,  when  they  subscribed,  did  it,  seemingly,  in 
good  faith;  but  now  have  fallen  out  with  the  preacher,  or  some 
one  else,  and  the  result  is  they  now  stand  aloof,  or  sometiipcs 
change  Church  relations,  in  order  to  find  rest  for  a  season.  I 
once  received  such  a  letter  from  a  brother,  who  had  joined  another 
Church,  and  one  excuse  for  not  paying  was :  "That  he  would  now 
have  to  give  his  support  to  where  he  belonged  at  present"  But 
the  most  remarkable  of  all  was,  he  stated  "that  he  had  now  em- 
braced the  doctrine  of  entire  sanctification ! "  This,  I  think,  was 
a  poor  argument,  and  reflects  no  credit  to  him  or  any  one  else  who 
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professes  entire  sanctification,  and  at  the  same  time  shirks  from 
paying  his  honest  debts. 

There  is  also  a  bright  side.  The  College  has  many  true  friends, 
and  these  are  always  glad  to  meet  the  **  Fisherman,"  and  extend 
to  him  the  right  hand  of  Christian  fellowship,  and  welcome  him  to 
their  firesides  and  families ;  and,  sometimes  before  he  leaves,  give 
him  a  crumb  without  being  asked  to  give. 

There  is  another  encouraging  feature  about  this  work,  and  that 
is,  we  find  aged  persons  in  the  Church,  who  have  no  children, 
and,  instead  of  leaving  all  their  property  to  distant  relatives,  or 
'•laughing  lieirs,"  have  remembered  our  institutions  at  Tiffin,  Ohio. 
This  fact  has  been  verified,  in  a  tangible  form,  by  three  families, 
who,  during  the  last  synodical  year,  gave  their  obligations— one 
for  $900,  another  for  $2,700,  and  the  last  one  for  $1,200;  total, 
$4,800.  Then,  it  is  not  only  the  amount  subscribed,  but  we  must 
admire  the  spirit  that  prompts  and  underlies  such  noble  acts  of 
charity. 

To  this  class  belonged  grandmother  Ashbaugh,  who  was  formerly 
a  member  of  the  Reformed  Church  at  Basil,  Ohio;  but,  while  re- 
siding in  Randolph  County,  Indiana,  she,  in  1868,  contributed 
$1,000  by  giving  her  note  payable  after  death.  This  contribution, 
unsolicited  and  unexpected  at  the  time,  caused  not  a  little  surprise 
on  my  part.  I  hesitated  a  moment,  and  said,  is  not  this  rather 
too  much  for  you  to  give,  and  will  it  be  slitisfactory  to  your  chil- 
dren? She  replied;  **This  money  comes  from  my  side,  and  I  fed 
that  I  ought  to  give."  She  gave  it  cheerfully,  and  felt  blest  in  the 
act.  She  fell  asleep  in  Jesus,  August. 5,  1879;  ^^^  while  this 
benevolent  act  is  placed  on  record  on  earth,  have  we  not  reason 
to  believe  that  it  will  be  recorded  as  an  everlasting  memorial  in 
heaven  ? 

It  will  be  seen  by  my  report,  that  the  proceeds  of  my  Allegorical 
Lectures  almost  paid  my  railroad  fare  and  traveling  expenses, 
being  short  only  ninety  nine  cents. 

I  am  often  inquired  of  whether  we  have  not  soon  money  enough. 
If  only  such  persons  would  read  the  printed  reports  they  could  see 
what  is  paid  out  and  what  amount  is  paid  in.  It  must  be  remem- 
bered we  do  not  use  the  principal  to  pay  our  current  expenses,  but 
want  the  interest.  Then,  there  are  many  thousand  dollars  of  our 
funds  not  interest  bearing;  besides,  there  are  many  persons  who 
owe  us  but  do  not  pay  as  they  promised.

II.    Report  of  Committee  on  Heidelberg  College. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Heidelberg  College  submitted  their 
report,  which  was  received,  and  as  amended,  together  with  the 
preceding  reports,  adopted;  and  it  is  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  on  Heidelberg  College  would  report  as  follows : 

Brtthrek  in  the  Z<vi/— Heidelberg  College  is  our  chartered  posses- 
sion, is  one  of  our  principal  trusts,  and  must  have  our  fostering 
care.  While  we  hope  and  pray  that  it  may  be  a  fountain  both 
strong  and  clear,  yet  so  many  tangibly  ignore  these  facts  by  failing 
to  furnish  the  necessary  material  aid.  While  we  can  not  reasonably 
look  for  so  bright  a  day  when  all  disinterestedness  shall  be  removed, 
still  the  growing  demand  for  an  advanced  standard  of  qualification, 
both  for  clergy  and  all  educators,  should  soon  establish  a  constant 
zeal  and  fidelity  for  her,  that  is,  the  beloved  Alma  Mater  oi  so  many 
of  this  reverend  Synod.  And  have  we  not  reason  to  believe  that 
this  desired  part  of  her  history  has  begun  ?  for  the  contrast  between, 
affairs  sixteen  months  ago  and  the  present  prove  that  a  rather  threat- 
ening cloud  has  passed  away,  leaving  the  College  in  peace  and 
hopeful  prosperity. 
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The  report  of  the  President  has  items  that  have  been  greeted 
with  pleasure  by  the  Synod. 

The  curriculum  is  so  far  complete  that  no  special  change  has  been 
made  the  last  year.  The  attendance  has  increased,  the  conduct  of 
students  was  commendable,  the  general  feeling  between  scholars 
and  professors  is  pleasant  and  harmonious. 

In  want  of  sufficient  financial  means  the  College  has  always 
struggled  along  with  a  corps  of  teachers  too  small  to  correspond 
with  the  full  curriculum  and  the  growing  attendance  of  students, 
and  thus  the  duties  of  the  professors  were  overburdenspme.  But  the 
beginning  of  the  present  collegiate  year  has  brought  a  change  thai 
has  brought  at  least  a  partial  relief,  and  is  a  positive  improvement 
in  our  College. 

Rev.  Alvin  S.  Zerbe,  Ph.  D. ,  has  been  added  to  the  Faculty  as 
Professor  of  Greek,  thus  relieving  Prof.  O.  A.  S.  Hursh,  and 
making  it  possible  for  him  to  be  made  Principal  of  the  Academic 
Department,  to  which  office  he  was  duly  chosen. 

This  is  an  important  advance,  as  it  will  at  the  same  time  give 
greater  efficiency  to  the  preparatory  work,  and  enable  both  the  pro* 
fessors  mentioned  to  prosecute  their  work  in  the  classics  more  thor 
oughly.  While  we  are  made  glad  to  know  that  the  income  of  the 
College  has  been  nearly  $300  in  excess  of  its  outlay,  yet  we  regret 
to  hear  that  there  still  is  borne  a  contingent  debt  of  $1,038.51.  This 
partially  takes  the  wind  out  of  the  saib,  and  must  be  removed  to 
insure  freedom  in  the  noble  Christian  work. 

To  those  who  know  and  have  been  made  to  feel  that  a  library  is 
one  of  the  means  with  which  a  College  does  its  work,  will  be  ready 
to  say  amen  to  the  efforts  that  the  President  is  making  to  enlarge 
the  library.  The  members  of  our  Zion  must  be  made  to  know  that 
a  College  is  incomplete  without  a  library,  and  remains  so  until  its 
volumes  are  commensurate  with  the  work  that  it  is  expected  to  do. 
Heidelberg  College  has  a  library,  and  is  so  far  complete,  but  the 
number  of  volumes  are  so  small  as  not  to  bear  reasonable  compari- 
son with  the  increasing  importance  and  necessities  of  the  institution, 
and  is  thus  far  incomplete. 

That  the  agent,  Henry  Leonard,  has  continued  active  need 
scarcely  be  said,  for  he  always  is  energetic  in  his  labors.  We  learn 
that  he  has  been  in  the  service  nearly  twenty-three  years,  and  has 
traveled  83,963  miles.  A  few  important  donations  have  been  made, 
three  of  which  aggregate  $4,800.  The  whole  amount  of  $4, 9*^0 
came  from  five  individuals. 
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In  view  of  these  facts  gathered  from  the  papers  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  Committee,  and  the  statement  heard ;  therefore, 

Risohed,  That  the  donors  to  the  College  have  our  sincere  thanks, 
and  will  be  held  in  grateful  remembrance  for  their  liberal  gifts. 

Resolved^  That  we  recommend  the  College  to  the  Church  at  large 
for  what  it  has  done,  and  what  it  promises  to  do  in  the  future ;  and, 
above  all,  that  we  commend  it  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church, 
with  all  its  important  interests,  for  divine  guidance,  that  leads  to  a 
still  nobler  work,  through  means  that  are  sanctified  unto  the  Mas- 
ter's use.  Respectfully  submitted,

III.  Action  Respecting  Orphans'  Homes. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes,  during  the  after- 
noon session  of  the  second  day  of  the  sessions,  reported  in  item  14, 
that  the  General  Synod  recommended  to  the  Western  Synods  to 
take  into  consideration  the  importance  of  establishing  an  Orphans' 
Home  at  some  central  point  in  their  territory. 

Also,  during  the  morning  session  of  the  second  day  of  the  ses- 
sions. Rev.  Thomas  F.  Stauffer,  the  Superintendent  of  the  St.  Paul's 
Orphan's  Home,  at  Butler,  Pennsylvania,  appeared  on  the  floor  of 
Synod,  and  desired  to  make  some  statements  in  regard  to  said 
Home.  Synod,  on  motion,  granted  him  such  permission,  and 
made  his  statements  the  order  of  the  day  for  three  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon.  At  the  time  designated  he  made  some  statements  re- 
specting the  history,  condition  and  needs  of  said  Home. 

Thereupon,  the  subject  matter  of  the  aforesaid  item  (14),  and  of 
the  statements  made,  were  referred  to  a  Special  Committee,  consist- 
of  Revs.  Cyrus  Cort,  Milton  F.  Frank  and  Elder  Andrew  Sohn. 
This  Committee,  during  the  afternoon  session  of  the  third  day 
of  the  sessions,  submitted  their  report,  which  was  received  and 
adopted : 

The  Committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the  subject  of  Orphans* 
Homes,  as  presented  on  the  floor  of  Synod  in  the  statements  made 
by  Rev.  Thomas  F.  Stauffer,  the  Superintendent  of  St.  Paul's  Orphan 
Home,  at  Butler,  Pennsylvania,  and  also  item  14,  in  the  report 
of  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes,  in  regard  to  establishing  a 
Central  Orphan  Home  by  the  Western  Synods,  would  respectfully 
report: 

I.  That  to  relieve  the  poor  and  needy  is  a  duty  enjoined  upon 
all  the  followers  of  the  meek  and  lowly  Savior.  This  duty  comes 
with  special  emphasis,  when  the  cry  of  want  is  uttered  by  the  father- 
less little  ones,  of  whom  the 'great  Master  said:  '^Sufier  them  to 
come|unto  me,  and  forbid  tb^m  not,  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of 
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heaven."  Again  he  tells  us,  that  when  he  shall  come  to  judge  the 
quick  and  dead  in  the  great  day  of  accounts,  he  will  recognize  and 
reward  the  smallest  service  done  for  the  needy  and  helpless,  the 
same  as  though  it  were  rendered  directly  to  himself.  "Inasmuch 
as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye 
have  done  it  unto  me."  The  cause  of  the  orphan,  is  the  cause  of 
humanity  in  its  weakest  and  most  piteous  form;  and,  as  such,  it 
appeals  to  the  sympathy  and  liberality  of  the  Christian  and  philan- 
thropist with  power  and  persuasiveness,  second  to  no  other  cause 
in  the  whole  catalogue  of  benevolent  charity.  The  Church  of 
Christ,  which  is  the  Bride  of  the  Lamb  and  the  Mother  of  us  all, 
has  in  all  ages  and  in  all  lands  shown  a  kindly  sympathy  and  ex 
tended  a  helping  hand  to  the  widow  and  the  orphan. 

The  noblest  instincts  of  humanity,  no  less  than  the  most  emphatic 
and  practical  precepts  of  our  holy  religion,  impel  us  to  engage  in 
this  work  of  faith  and  labor  of  love. 

Your  Committee  have  therefore  felt  it  incumbent  upon  them  to 
offer  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions  for  adoption: 

Whereas,  The  cause  of  the  orphan  is  the  cause  that  should  lie 
very  near  the  heart  of  the  Church,  and  engage  her  most  practical 
sympathy  and  help;  and, 

Whereas,  Our  brethren  of  the  Pittsburg  Synod  have,  with  com- 
mendable liberality,  established  an  Orphan  Home  at  Butler. 
Pennsylvania,  which  is  contiguous  to  our  borders ;  and, 

Whereas,  The  door  of  the  Home  at  Buder  are  open  for  the 
reception  and  relief  of  orphans  from  the  bounds  of  this  Synod » 
and, 

Whereas,  The  increased  usefulness  of  the  said  Home  will  be 
promoted  by  increased  contributions  to  its  Relief  Fund ;  therefore, 
Resolvedy  That  the  Ohio  Synod,  in  General  Convention  assembled 
at  Goshen,  Indiana,  has  listened  with  pleasure  and  interest  to  the 
statements  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  St.  Paul's  Orphan  Home, 
at  Butler,  Pennsylvania,  and  heartily  commends  said  Home  to  the 
generous  confidence  and  support  of  our  people. 

Resolved^  That  our  pastors  be  recommended  to  call  the  special 
attention  of  their  people  to  the  claims  of  the  St.  Paul's  Orphan 
Home,  at  Butler,  and  that  they  also  be  recommended  to  lift  special 
collections  for  this  cause  in  connection  with  the  Christmas  festival 
held  by  our  churches  and  Sunday-schools. 

2.  In  regard  to  item  14  in  the  Minutes  'of  the  General  Synod, 
recommending   to   "the  Western   Synods   to   take  into  consider- 
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ation  the  importance  of  establishing  an  Orphan  Home  in  some 
central  portion  of  their  territory,"  and  pledging  '*the  charitable  sup- 
port of  our  entire  Church"  to  said  Central  Home  when  established, 
your  Committee  recommend  the  following  action : 

I^esolvedj  That  this  Synod  views  with  favor  the  founding  of  Orphan 
Homes,  and  especially  of  a  Central  Institution  of  this  kind  within 
the  bounds  of  our  Western  Synods. 

i^esolvedj  That  the  attention  of  our  members,  and  especially  of 
our  wealthy  members,  be  called  to  this  subject,  to  the  end  that 
means  may  be  forthcoming  to  secure  the  praiseworthy  object  here 
brought  to  their  notice.

AKTICLB  XYII. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

I.    Report  of  Board  of  Sunday  Schools. 

The  Board  of  Sunday  Schools  submitted  their  annual  report, 
which  was  received  and  refen'ed,  and  is  as  follows : 

The  Board  of  Sunday  Schools  of  the  Ohio  Synod  would  submit 
their  fourth  annual  report. 

Immediately  after  the  meeting  of  the  last  Annual  Synod,  the 
Board  met  in  the  First  Reformed  Church,  Dayton,  Ohio,  when  the 
following  officers  were  elected:  Rev.  H.  M.  Herman,  President; 
Rev.  S.  B.  Yockey,  Secretary. 

The  Board  held  but  one  meeting  during  the  year.  Under  exist- 
ing circumstances  it  is  very  apparent  that  the  Board  can  do  but 
little  else  than  meet  and  adjourn,  without  accomplishing  the  work 
for  which  it  evidently  was  instituted.  To  arrange  a  programme  of 
exercises  to  be  observed  at  the  meeting  of  Synod  can  not  be  all  that 
is  required  of  the  Board.  The  Synod  evidently  contemplated  more 
than  this.  In  the  annual  reports,  hitherto  submitted,  the  attention 
of  Synod  was  called  to  this  matter,  and  yet  the  Board,  as  the  official 
organ  of  Synod,  stands,  as  it  were,  isolated  and  alone.  If  the 
Board  will  ever  accomplish  the  work  or  mission  intended,  a  new 
departure  must  be  inaugurated.     The  Synod*s  Board  must  be  the 
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head  or  center  toward  which  and  through  which  all  our  Sunday- 
school  work  must  tend  and  act.  The  Board  should  know  the  con- 
dition of  the  Sunday-school  work  in  every  Classis  in  Synod,  (a) 
Number  of  scholars;  (d)  amount  of  contributions ;  (c)  aids  and  helps 
used;  (d)  grade  of  teachers;  (e)  teachers'  meetings,  and  how  con- 
ducted ;  (/)  to  what  extent  is  catechetical  instruction  given  in  the 
Sunday-schools  of  the  Synod.  At  present  the  Board  knows  nothing 
officially  to  report  upon  these  important  matters.  That  they  are  of 
vital  importance  no  one  can  question.  Each  Classis  has  a  Simday- 
school  Convention  annually,  or  at  least  it  is  to  be  presumed  that 
this  is  the  case.  If  a  synopsis  of  each  classical  convention  was 
forwarded  to  the  President  of  the  Board— say  within  one  month  of 
the  meeting  of  Synod — then  the  Board  might  present  a  report  such 
as  would  impart  useful  and  important  information  respecting  this 
very  important  department  of  church  work. 

The  Board  would  earnestly  call  the  attention  of  Synod  to  the  fol- 
lowing suggestions : 

1.  That  each  Classis  within  the  bounds  of  Synod  be  organized  (if 
not  already  so)  into  a  Sunday-school  Convention,  to  meet  annually. 

2.  That  the  Secretary  of  said  Convention  report  to  the  President 
of  Synod's  Board  on  the  topics  above  enumerated,  at  least  one 
month  before  the  convening  of  Synod. 

Then,  and  then  only,  can  the  Synod's  Board  render  efficient 
service. 

Your  Board  at  the  last  meeting  adopted  the  following  order,  to 
be  observed  as  a  Sunday-school  service  at  the  present  Synod: 

That  Saturday  evening  be  set  apart  as  a  Sunday-school  service, 
and  I^ev.  fV.  A.  Halt  deliver  the  sermon  or  address.  To  be  followed 
by  members  of  Synod  with  short  addresses  limited  to  five  minutes.

II.   Report  of  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  and  Catechisation 
submitted  their  report,  which  was  received,  and,  together  with  the 
report  of  the  Board,  adopted : 

The  Committee  would  submit  the  following  report: 
No  documents  have  been  placed  into  our  hands  but  the  report 
of  the  Board  of  Sunday  Schools,  from  which  it  appears  that  none 
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of  the  Classes  made  any  report  to  it  during  the  year;  so  that  the 
burden  of  its^report  is  that  it  has  been  entirely  ignored,  and  has 
therefore  nothing  upon  which  to  make  a  report  to  this  Synod.  We 
would  recommend  that  the  Synod  adopt  the  report  of  the  Board 
and  call  the  special  attention  of  the  several  Classes  to  it,  in  the 
hope  that  they  may  hereafter  comply  with  its  requirements.  The 
Sunday-school  work  has  assumed  vast  dimensions,  as  it  should. 
Too  much  attention  can  not  be  given  to  the  religious  education  of 
the  rising  generation.  As  the  matter  now  stands,  no  congregation 
ought  to  be  without  an  efficient  Sunday-school,  if  it  will  be  true  to 
itself  and  the  work  committed  to  its  care.  It  is  also  gratifying  to 
know  that  there  are  very  few,  if  any,  congregations  within  the 
bounds  of  this  Synod  that  have  no  Sunday-schools.  A  work  that 
is  so  general  ought  to  be  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Synod, 
so  that  it  may  be  able  to  make  an  annual  report  to  the  congrega- 
tions within  its  bounds  of  what  is  being  done  in  this  department 
of  Christian  activity  for  their  encouragement;  and  also  to  give  such 
counsels  and  instructions  upon  the  subject  as  may  be  necessary  to 
secure  unity  of  action,  and  thus  accomplish  the  greatest  amount 
of  good. 

Any  one  acquainted  with  the  Sunday-school  work  can  not  but 
rejoice  at  the  results  that  have  been  accomplished.  It  has  greatly 
assisted  parents  in  the  religious  instruction;  led  to  a  better  under- 
standing and  more  general  study  of  the  word  of  God;  quickened 
the  life  and  activity  of  the  Church;  brought  a  great  many  children 
under  its  direct  instruction  and  influence,  who  would  otherwise 
have  been  neglected ;  it  has  greatly  assisted  pastors  in  their  work, 
and  done  much  in  a  variety  of  ways  for  the  general  advancement 
of  the  cause  of  Christ,  for  which  we  ought  all  to  rejoice  and  thank 
God. 

And  yet  much  as  has  been  done  in  this  respect,  there  is  still 
room  for  improvement  and  greater  efficiency  in  the  Sunday-school 
work ;  and  it  was  with  this  special  object  in  view,  that  the  Synod 
appointed  its  Board,  which  has  been  in  existence  for  some  four 
years.  Sunday-school  conventions,  at  the  recommendation  of 
Synod,  have  been  held  in  most  of  the  Classes  with  good  results, 
as  we  learn  from  reports  in  the  Christian  World;  but  for  some 
reason  or  other,  the  Classes  have  thus  far  failed  to  transmit  any 
oflScial  reports  to  Synod's  Board,  which  left  it  without  any  material 
from  which  to  report  what  was  done  throughout  its  bounds.  This 
neglect  should  no  longer  continue,  and  each  Classis  should  see  to 
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that  the  Synod  had  instructed  its  Trustees  to  accept  the  proposition 
of  Rev.  Jeremiah  H.  Good,  D.  D.,  respecting  the  publication  of 
the  * 'Reformed  Church  Hymnal."  Then,  as  no  definite  measures 
had  yet  been  taken,  the  following  action  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  Synod  be  and  hereby  are  instructed 
to  complete  a  formal  contract  with  the  publisher. 


Treasurers  to  Give  Bonds. 

As  reported  in  item  lo,  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Synodi- 
cal  Minutes,  during  the  afternoon  session  of  the  second  day  of  the 
sessions,  the  Treasurers  of  the  Theological  Seminary  and  of  Heidel- 
berg College  are  required  to  give  bond  in  the  amount  of  $5,000 
each.  It  appeared  from  official  statements  that  only  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Theological  Seminary  had  complied  with  Synod's  request; 
therefore,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  renews  its  request  in  so  far  as  it  relates 
to  the  Treasurer  of  Heidelberg  College. 


Statistics  of  * 'Christian  Worlj>. 
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The  Elastem  Ohio  Classis,  as  reported  in  item  1 1  of  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Classes,  requests  the  Synod  to  ex- 
plain its  action  respecting  the  incorporation  in  the  parochial  reports 
of  the  number  of  subscribers  to  the  Christian  World,  etc.  (Min. 
1878,  page  63.)  Thereupon,  by  way  of  explanation,  the  following 
action  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Synod  that  its  action  of  last 
year  contemplated  that  the  statistics,  touching  the  circulation  of  the 
Christian  World,  shall  be  incorporated  in  the  body  of  the  parochial 
reports,  and  not  in  the  regular  statistical  tables. 


Dismission  op  Cincinnati  Classis. 

The  Cincinnati  Classis,  as  reported  in  item  5  of  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Overtures,  requests  Synod  to  dismiss  it  from  its 
present  synodical  relations  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  new  Synod 
in  connection  with  Erie,  Heidelberg  and  St.  John's  Classes,  or  with 
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such  Classes  as  the  Synod  of  the  Northwest  may  dismiss  for  this 
purpose.  In  regard  to  this  request,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted : 

Resolved^  That  the  request  of  Cincinnati  Classis  be  granted,  and 
that  the  officers  of  Synod  be  authorized  to  give  it  such  dismission 
as  soon  as  all  the  preliminary  arrangements  are  completed. 


Action  Respecting  the  Loran  Congregation. 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes,  during  the  Thursday 
afternoon  session,  in  item  15,  directed  the  attention  of  Synod  to 
the  condition  of  things  existing  between  the  Milwaukee  and  North- 
ern Illinois  Classis  respecting  the  Loran  Congregation.  The  subject- 
matter  involved  was  referred  to  a  Special  Committee,  consisting  of 
Revs.  Henry  M.  Herman,  Dr.  Lewis  H.  Kefauver,  and  Elder  James 
Swander.  This  Committee,  during  the  Friday  morning  session, 
submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  received  and  adopted : 

The  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  item  15  in  Minutes 
of  General  Synod,  beg  leave  to  report: 

That  inasmuch  as  your  Committee  has  learned  from  authentic 
sources  that  the  troubles  have  been  settled ;  therefore. 

Resolved^  That  we  deem  it  inexpedient  for  this  Synod  to  take  any 
further  action  in  the  case,  and  that  the  action  of  Synod  in  1874  be 
revoked.     (See  Min.  1874,  p.  61.)

Payment  of  Church  Extension  Debt. 

Through  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes,  in 
item  13,  during  the  Thursday  afternoon  session,  the  attention  of 
Synod  was  directed  to  the  apportionment  due  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Church  Extension  Fund,  made  in  1874,  and  to  the  request  of  Gen- 
eral Synod  that  delinquent  Classes  speedily  pay  over  to  said  Treas- 
urer their  apportionments,  and  that  the  delinquent  Synods  meet 
their  indebtedness  to  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  without  delay. 
The  item  was  adopted.  Then,  on  motion,  the  following  action  was 
adopted  by  Synod :

Isaac  A.  Sites,  and  the  **Song  Treasury,"  designed  for  Sunday- 
schools,  were  referred  to  a  Special  Committee,  consisting  of  Revs. 
Henry  T.  Spangler,  Daniel  R.  Taylor,  and  Elder  Jacob  Pfeiffer. 
This  Committee,  during  the  evening  session  of  the  last  day  of  the 
sessions,  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  received  and 
adopted : 

Your  Committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the  books  entitled  "The 
Well  Driller,"  and  the  "Song  Treasury,"  a  Sunday-school  song 
book,  would  report : 

1.  That,  as  to  "The  Well  Driller,"  we  believe  that  the  reading 
of  this  work  would  aid  largely  in  removing  objections  to  connecting 
with  the  Church  of  Christ  As  long  as  there  are  so  many  persons 
who  find  fault  with  church-members,  and  magnify  imaginary  im 
perfections  in  the  Church,  pastors  should  avail  themselves  of  all 
helps,  like  this  book,  to  win  outsiders  for  the  Church. 

11.  I.  That,  in  regard  to  the  "Song  Treasury,"  the  elementary 
department  of  the  work  is  excellent. 

2.  That  the  selections  of  music  are  above  the  average.

H.  Good,  D.  D.,  was  received,  submitting  to 
the  judgment  of  Synod:  (a)  A  new  arrangement  of  the  Heidelberg 
Catechism  now  in  press,  and  {d>)  A  Children's  Catechism,  intended 
for  Sunday-schools  and  families.  This  item  was  adopted,  and  the 
communication,  with  specimen  portions  of  said  Catechism,  was  re- 
ferred to  a  Special  Committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  Edwin  R.  Wil- 
liard,  Michael  Loucks,  and  Elder  Andrew  H.  Baughman.  This 
Committee  submitted  their  report,  which  was  received  and  consid- 
ered during  a  part  of  the  afternoon  and  of  the  evening  sessions  of 
the  last  day  of  the  sessions,  and  as  amended  adopted : 


The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  item  3  of  the  report  of 
the  Committee  of  Overtures,  having  reference  to  the  rearrangement 
and  preparation  on  Catechisms,  would  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing : 

We  have  received  and  examined  two  works  prepared  by  Rev.  J. 
H.  Good,  D.  D.,  for  use  in  the  congregations,  families  and  Sunday- 
schools  of  the  Church  ;  the  first  book  is  a  newly-arranged  edition  of 
the  Heidelberg  Catechism ;  the  second  is  a  new  Catechism,  which 
is  intended  as  a  preparatory  work  to  the  Heidelberg  Catechism. 

Your  Committee  appreciate  the  value  and  results  of  these  efforts, 
as  far  as  they  have  been  able  to  examine  the  works.  Surely,  we 
all  feel  the  need  of  additional  helps  to  the  work  of  catechisation, 
and  the  importance  of  infusing  more  solid,  moral  and  theological 
truths  into  the  Sunday-school  instructions.  But  all  such  works 
should  really  receive  a  far  more  thorough  examination  than  can 
possibly  be  made  during  the  sessions  of  Synod. 

The  Jlrst  work  contains  the  correct  and  authorized  text  of  our 
venerable  symbol  of  faith,  but  has  several  new  features  to  commend 
itself  to  the  Church.  The  mechanical  execution  of  the  work  is 
excellent,  the  print  being  large  and  distinct;  the  most  important 
proof-texts  are  given  in  full ;  and,  by  the  use  of  appropriate  marks, 
four  different  courses  of  the  study  of  the  Catechism  can  be  pursued, 
which  is  possibly  better  adapted  to  the  different  ages  of  those  who 
are  to  be  instructed  in  the  doctrines  of  religion. 

The  second  book  is  a  new  work,  based  upon  the  Heidelberg 
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Catechism,  largely  following  the  order  and  language  of  our  excel- 
lent symbol  of  faith.  The  idea  underlying  the  work  is  undoubtedly 
correct ;  its  systematical  arrangement  is  excellent — such  a  book  has 
long  been  needed — its  questions  and  answers  are  very  suggestive, 
and  it  should  be  of  permanent  value  in  reviving  catechetical  in- 
struction throughout  the  Church.  But  there  are  several  serious  de- 
fects in  the  present  form  of  the  work  that  certainly  should  be 
remedied  before  it  receives  the  sanction  or  recommendation  of  this 
Synod. 

a)  The  subject  of  Infant  Baptism  is  entirely  ignored. 

^)  The  proper  qualifications  for  participation  in  the  Lord's  Supper 
certainly  should  contain  some  reference  to  a  proper  church-mem- 
bership, and  the  observance  of  the  covenant  rite  of  baptism. 

r)  The  nature  of  Christ  should  be  more  fully  and  separately 
treated.     (See  Heid.  Cat.,  questions  15-18.) 

d)  The  subjects  of  repentance,  conversion,  and,  possibly,  also  con- 
fesi^ion  of  sin,  should  receive  special  exposition. 

We  therefore  suggest  the  following  : 

Resolved^  That  Synod  heartily  recommends  to  the  Classes  and 
ministers  the  edition  of  the  Heidelberg  Catechism  prepared  by  Rev. 
J.  H.  Good,  D.  D. 

Resolved^  That  the  author  be  rec^uested  to  revise  the  work  en- 
titled **The  Way  of  Life,"  so  as  to  remedy  the  above  defects,  and 
report  the  same  for  further  examination  at  the  next  Synod.

Matters  of  Revs.   Naille  and  Hansen. 

The  Committee  on  Overtures,  during  the  morning  session  of  the 
second  day  of  the  sessions,  reported  in  item  i  that  a  letter  had 
been  received  from  Rev.  John  Naille,  complaining  of  the  action  of 
Shelby  Classis  in  his  case.  Also,  in  item  2,  that  several  papers 
were  received  from  Rev.  William  Hansen,  asking  Synod  to  assist 
him  in  collecting  from  the  Iowa  Classis  a  debt  of  $100,  due  him 
from  said  Classis.  These  items  were  adopted,  and  the  papers  and 
the  subject-matter  involved  were  referred  to  a  Special  Committee, 
consisting  of  Revs.  Amos  Casselman,  Fred.  W.  Stump,  and  Elder 
George  ^Souder.     This  Committee,  during  the  afternoon  session  of 
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the  fourth  day  of  the  sessions,  submitted  their  report,  which  was 
received,  and,  as  amended,  adopted: 

Your  Committee,  to  whom  were  referred  items  i  and  a  of  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Overtures,  would  report  as  follows : 

I.  In  regard  to  item  i,  having  examined  the  documents  in  the 
case  and  gathered  what  information  we  could  from  all  sources,  we 
find 

1.  That  the  dismission  of  Rev.  John  Naille  is  withheld  by  Shelby 
Classis  on  account  of  certain  indiscreet  actions,  until  said  conduct 
is  explained  to  the  satisfaction  of  Classis. 

2.  That  Rev.  John  Naille  complains  of  said  action  of  Shelby 
Classis  as  being  unjust  and  irregular. 

The  information  at  hand  does  not  give  any  evidence  of  irregu- 
larity on  the  part  of  Shelby  Classis;  therefore,  we  recommend 
the  following  for  adoption : 

Resohed^  That  Shelby  Classis  be  sustained  in  its  actions,  and  that 
Rev.  John  Naille  be  respectfully  requested  to  make  satisfactory 
explanations  to  said  Classis. 

II.  In  regard  to  item  2,  having  examined  the  papers  put  into  our 
hands,  we  find  that  said  Rev.  William  Hansen  holds  a  note  of  $100 
against  Iowa  Classis,  which  has  been  due  since  August  i,  1879. 
This  money  he  desires  to  collect,  and  has  so  notified  the  officers  of 
Qassis;  but  we  do  not  find  that  Iowa  Classis  has  refused  to  pay  the 
same,  nor  even  treated  him  discourteously  as  he  intimates. 

Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  whole  matter  can  be 
satisfactorily  adjusted  by  the  parties  themselves,  and  would  recom- 
mend the  following. resolution  for  adoption : 

Resolved,  That  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  Synod  be  instructed 
to  inform  Rev.  William  Hansen  that  his  complaint,  concerning  his 
unpaid  note,  due  in  August,  1879,  must  first  be  made  to  Iowa 
Classis  before  it  can  appear  in  this  Judicatory.

The  Peace  Commission. 


The  Committee  on  Overtures,  during  the  morning  session  of 
the  second  day  of  the  sessions,  reported  in  item  6  that  an  action, 
bearing  on  the  Peace  Commission,  was  officially  received  from  the 
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Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  claiming 
that  the  two  tendencies  existing  in  the  Church  should  be  equally- 
represented  in  the  Peace  Commission,  and  that  the  conclusions 
reached  by  said  Commission  should  be  unanimous. 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes,  during  the  afternoon  ses- 
sion of  the  same  day,  reported  in  item  i6  that  the  General  Synod 
asked  {a)  that  this  Synod  appoint  a  proper  number  of  Peace  Com- 
missioners, and  {b)  that,  in  view  of  the  importance  of  the  subject, 
special  prayer,  under  synodical  direction,  be  offered  in  behalf  of 
the  Peace  Commission  and  its  great  work,  in  the  regular  service, 
and  in  the  weekly  prayer-meeting,  at  the  time  the  Commission 
shall  be  in  session. 

Thereupon,  after  the  adoption  of  the  aforesaid  items,  the  follow- 
ing action,  on  motion,  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  one  from  each  Classis  represented 
in  Synod  be  appointed,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  general  sub- 
ject of  the  **  Peace  Movement,"  together  with  all  items  and  papers 
bearing  thereon,  and  the  nomination  of  a  double  number  of  name^ 
for  Peace  Commissioners. 

The  Committee,  as  appointed,  consists  of  Revs.  David  Winters, 
D.  D.,  Silas  P.  Mauger,  Theodore  J.  Bacher,  Nathaniel  H.  Loose. 
John  M.  Kendig,  Isaac  A.  Sites,  Simon  P.  Myers,  Cyrus  Cort  and 
Henry  Bair.  This  Committee,  during  the  afternoon  session  on 
Friday,  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  received  and 
adopted : 

To  THE  Rev.  Ohio  Synod  : 

Ycrur  Committee,  appointed  on  the  Peace  Commission  move- 
ment, would  beg  leave  to  report  the  following: 

I.  With  reference  to  the  wish  expressed  to  this  Synod  by  the 
General  Synod,  and  by  the  Synod  in  the  United  States  in  a  special 
document,  in  which  said  Synod  says  (i)  that  it  is  desirable,  if  pos- 
sible, to  have  the  two  tendencies  existing  in  the  Church  equally 
represented  in  the  Peace  Commission,  and  (2)  that,  in  order  to 
carry  out  the  spirit  of  the  General  Synod,  it  is  necessary  that  the 
conclusions  reached  by  the  Peace  CommissioH  should  be  unan- 
imous, your  Committee  would  recommend  the  following: 

That  the  two  tendencies  of  the  Church  should  be  equally  repre- 
sented in  the  Board  of  the  Peace  Commission  arises,  we  are  con 
strained  to  believe,  from  a  deep  desire  that  nothing  in  the  preparator}* 
work  should  jbe  done  that  will  stand  in  the  way  of  a  cordial  union 
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of  all  parts  of  the  Church  upon  the  basis  of  a  real  peace,  and,  as 
such,  be  cordially  approved  by  this  Synod. 

With  respect  to  the  other  item  expressed  by  the  Synod  in  the 
United  States,  viz :  that  the  conclusions  reached  by  the  Peace  Com- 
mission be  unanimous,  we  would  express  it  as  our  earnest  hope  and 
prayer  that  this  may  be  the  case.  Such  an  unanimous  conclusion 
would  be  a  guarantee  that  its  work  would  be  acceptable  to  the 
Church  as  a  whole. 

In  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the  foregoing,  we  would  rec- 
ommend the  following  nominations  as  menjbers  for  the  Peace 
Commission  from  this  Synod :

PUBLICATION. 

The  following  reports  were  received  and  considered  by  Synod : 

1.   Repori  of  the  Board  of  Publication. 

The  Board  of  Publication  would  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following 
report : 

The  Board  of  Publication  held  its  first  meeting  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  last  annual  Synod,  in  the  First  Reformed  Church,  Day- 
ton, Ohio,  July  lo,  1878.  The  following  officers  were  then  elected: 
Rev.  Samuel  B.  Yockey,  President^  and  Rev.  Henry  M.  Herman. 
Secretary.  During  the  year,  the  Board  held  three  meetings  in  which 
the  interests  of  the  publications  under  the  care  of  Synod  were  taken 
under  consideration. 

The  publication  office  of  the  Christian  World  was  transferred  from 
Cincinnati  to  Dayton,  Ohio,  September,  1878;  since  which  time  the 
paper  has  been  regularly  issued  there.  There  has  been  no  particu- 
lar change  made  in  the  conduct  of  the  Synod's  publications. 

The  number  of  subscribers  (about  3,500)  is  about  the  same  as  it 
was  last  year.  The  Sunday-school  publications,  issued  from  the 
same  office,  have  been  regularly  published  and  arc  about  the  same 
as  far  as  the  number  of  subscribers  is  concerned.  The  character 
of  our  publications  is  unchanged,  and,  so  far  as  the  knowledge  of  the 
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Board  is  concerned,  they  are  acceptable  to  the  membership  of  our 
Church.  The  editor  (Dr.  Mease)  of  the  Christian  Worid\id&  labored 
hard  and  faithfully  in  the  editorial  department. 

The  Board  has  nothing  special  to  suggest  to  Synod  with  reference 
to  the  publications.  We  refer  the  whole  subject  to  the  wisdom  and 
consideration  of  Synod.  The  Board,  as  it  is  now  constituted,  hav- 
ing no  special  instructions  from  Synod  as  to  the  nature  of  its  work, 
or  the  relation  it  sustains  to  the  Synod,  or  the  publications  under 
its  care,  would  respectfully  ask  Synod  to  define  clearly  what  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  Board  of  Publication  are. 

The  Board  would  also  recommend  the  following  resolution  with 
the  view  of  reconstructing  the  Board,  and  of  changing  the  manner 
of  the  election  of  its  members : 

Resohed,  That  the  Board  of  Publication  shall  consist  of  six  mem- 
bers, of  whom,  at  the  first  election  by  the  Synod,  two  members 
shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  one  year,  two  for  two  years,  and  two 
for  three  years;  and,  thereafter,  the  Synod  shall  at  each  annual 
meeting  elect  two  members,  who  shall  hold  their  office  for  three 
years,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected.

n.  Report  of  Committee  on  Publication. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Publication  submitted  their  report, 
ivhich  was  received,  discussed,  and  as  amended,  together  with  the 
eport  of  the  Board,  adopted ;  and  is  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  Publication  would  report  that  they  have  care- 
ully  considere^^  all  the  documents  referred  to  them. 

The  Board  of  Publication  requests  Synod  to  define  clearly  what 
he  powers  and  duties  of  the  Board  are.  Inasmuch  as  the  Synod 
as  no  printing  establishment  as  yet,  it  is  difficult  to  do  this  in  any 
'ords  more  clear  than  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  (Art.  70), 
amely,  that  to  the  Board  of  Publication  shall  be  committed  *'the 
uperintendence  of  the  publications  of  the  periodicals  of  the  Church." 

The  Board  also  recommends  a  change  in  the  election  of  the  Board, 
^hich  we  heartily  indorse. 

The  Christian  World  has  been  regularly  published  during  the 
ics,i  year,  to  the  general  satisfaction  of  the  Church.     The  Sunday- 
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school  papers,  including  the  Instructor^  Lesson  Leaves^  and  Leaves  ^ 
Lights  have  also  been  regularly  published.  We  have  a  promise  and  a 
programme  for  the  coming  year  which  may  be  regarded  as  a  decided 
improvement,  and  which  evince  the  earnest  wish  of  Dr.  S.  Mease  to 
make  these  publications  as  successful  and  as  useful  as  possible. 

But  the  time  seems  to  have  arrived,  when  the  publication  of  the 
Church  paper  by  Dr.  Mease  has  reached,  or  is  liable  soon  to  read- 
a  crisis,  which  demands  the  serious  consideration  of  this  Synod 
We  think  that  Synod  ought  to  sympathize  with  Dr.  Mease,  and  to 
extend  to  him  all  the  moral  aid  in  its  power;  especially,  as  he  thinb, 
that^in  time  he  will  be  able  to  recover  all  lost  groud.  Under  these 
circumstances,  Dr.  Mease  should  give  the  Synod  some  definite  as 
surance,  that  he  can  and  will  make  arrangements  to  carry  forward 
uninterruptedly  the  publication  of  the  paper. 

A  question  has  been  raised,  whether  the  time  has  not  perhaps 
come,  when  a  decided  advance  in  the  matter  of  our  publication^ 
should  not  be  made.     In  what  form  this  could  or  should  be  done 
is  a  matter  wherein  there  exists  a  difference  of  opinion.     One  way 
is  open.     The  Cleveland  Publication  House  of  our  Church  is  no« 
the  only  prosperous  printing  establishment  that  the  Reformed  Chum , 
possesses.    The  Directors  of  the  same  are  animated  with  most  kind/- 1 
and  fraternal  feelings  toward  the  English  portion  of  the  Church,  ar.c' 
stand  ready  to  work  in  harmony  with  us.     They  would  be  willi?.. 
to  take  the  publication  of  the  Christian  Worlds  to  relieve  the  Sync>C| 
of  all  responsibility  as  to  publication  matters,  to  leave  the  editorJ 
control  entirely  in  the  hands  of  this  Synod,  to  pay  the  editor  a  ru 
sonable  salary,  and  to  give  a  bonus  of  ten  cents  on  each  yearly  sjI 
scription  paid,  to  be  devoted  to  the  cause  of  Missions.     Whethci 
under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  the  time  for  the  consolidi 
tion  of  our  publications  with  the  Cleveland  House  has  arriv« 
must  be  for  the  Synod  to  determine.     We  have  judged,  that  dui 
to  the  Church  requires  of  us  to  at  least  draw  the  attention  of  Syn( 
to  this  proposition. 

On  the  supposition  now,  that  Synod  will  determine  that  Dr.  Me^ 
shall  have  an  opportunity  to  carry  forward  the  publication  of  tl 
Christian  World  for  the  future,  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  :l 
following  resolutions : 

Resolvedy  That  the  Board  of  Publication  shall  consist  of  six  me: 
bers :  of  whom,  at  the  first  election  by  Synod,  two  members  ^h^ 
be  elected  to  serve  one  year,  two  for  two  years,  and  two  for  ibi 
years;  and,  thereafter,  the  Synod  shall  at  each  annual  meeting  cl<

two 'members,  who  shall  hold  their  office  for  three  years,  or  until 
their  successors  are  elected. 

JResolvedy  That  it  is  imperatively  necessary  to  the  success  of  the 
paper,  that  a  thorough  reformation  be  at  once  made  in  respect  to 
the  accounts. 

I^esolvedy  That  if  this  be  attended  to,  this  Synod  hereby  promises, 
collectively  and  individually,  to  make  an  earnest  effort  to  enlarge 
the  circulation  of  all  the  papers,  and  to  aid  in  making  a  full  success 
of  the  same. 

jResolved^  That  each  Classis  be  requested  carefully  to  discuss  this 

matter,  and  to  devise  and  adopt  such  measures  as  may  be  deemed 

judicious  and  effective  to  carry  out  this  action  of  Synod.

ARTICLE  XII. 

EBLIGION  AND  MOEALS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  State  of  Eeligion  and  Sta- 
tistical Eeports,  during  the  last  day  of  the  sessions,  presented 
the  following  report,  which  was  received  and  adopted : 

Brethren  in  the  Lord : — In  the  good  and  kind  providence  of 
God,  our  heavenly  Father,  we  have  been  safely  guided  to  the 
close  of  another  synodical  year,  and  have  again  been  permitted 
to  meet  together  to  review  and  sum  up  the  results  of  the  labors 
of  the  past  year,  as  well  as  to  deliberate  and  counsel  together 
respecting  the  great  interests  of  the  kingdom  of  God  on  earth. 
For  this  blessing  and  mercy  would  we  give  thanks  to  Almighty 
God,  the  giver  of  every  good  and  perfect  gift. 

It  is  a  matter  of  devout  gratitude  and  praise  that  the  reports 
from  all  the  different  classes  constituting  the  Ohio  Synod, 
speaks  of  the  goodness  and  loving  kindness  of  God  in  sparing 
the  lives  of  all  the  ministers  of  the  gospel,  and  these,  with  a  few 
exceptions,  have  all  been  permitted  during  the  entire  year  to 
attend  to  the  preaching  of  the  word,  the  administering  of  the 
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sacrements,  and  such  other  work  incambeot  npon  the  ambas- 
sador of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

From  all  these  reports  we  have  the  cheering  iDformation  given 
that  the  preaching  of  the  word  has  been  faithfully  attended  to, 
and  while  the  ministry  has  been  faithful  in  this  respect,  almost 
all  the  classes  report  an  increased  attendance  and  interestontbe 
regular  Lord*s-day  services.  The  people  realize  that  the  word 
preached  to  them  is  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation,  and  aa 
they  regularly  attend  the  ministry  of  the  gospel  they  grow  in 
grace  and  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  By  the 
reception  of  these  truths  proclaimed  the  hearts  of  the  people 
are  sanctified,  the  deepest  longings  of  the  soul  satisfied,  and 
right  precepts  for  the  guidance  and  regulation  of  daily  life  sap- 
plied. 

The  sacraments  have  also  been  faithfully  administered.  At 
least  twice  in  each  year  in  every  congregation  has  the  Lord's- 
supper  been  celebrated.  A  larger  attendance  than  in  former 
years  is  reported.  In  these  there  ought,  however,  to  be  still 
greater  improvement.  That  any  who  are  members  of  the  Church 
should  neglect  the  glorious  privilege  offered  for  their  use  in  the 
Lord's-Bupper,  and  disregard  the  sacred  command  of  the  Savior, 
''  Do  this  in  remembrance  of  me,"  argues  that  there  are  those 
in  the  Church  "who,  having  a  form  of  godliness,  deny  the  pow 
er  thereof."  There  is  too  large  a  percentage  of.  members  who 
are  not  communicants,  and  strenuous  efforts  should  be  put  forth 
by  the  ministry  to  have  all  members  come  to  the  Lord's-table 
and  thus  keep  themselves  steadfastly  in  the  apostles'  doctrine 
and  fellowship,  in  breaking  of  bread  and  prayers. 

Both  infants  and  adults  were  baptized,  and  thus  brought  into 
covenant  relation  with  God.  In  several  of  the  classes  where 
difficulties  had  been  experienced  with  reference  to  infant  bap- 
tism, we  receive  the  gratifying  report  that  parents  are  not  so 
neglectful  as  previously  in  this  respect,  and  are  now  bringing 
forward  their  children  to  consecrate  them  unto  the  Lord  in 
baptism,  that  so  they  may  also  receive  the  pledge  of  the  cove- 
nant and  be  admitted  into  the  Christian  church,  and  be  die- 
tinguished  from  the  children  of  infidels.    This  is  encouraging 
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and  fall  of  hope  for  the  fature ;  for  just  in  proportion  that  par- 
ents understand  and  appreciate  the  blesBings  of  this  sacrement 
will  they  be  willing  to  acknowledge  the  responsibility  resting 
upon  them  to  bring  up  their  children  in  the  admonition  of  the 
Uord,  and  bring  them  to  a  saving  knowledge  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  Where  this  duty  is  understood  and  attended  to,  there 
also  the  kindred  duties  of  family  training,  Sunday-school,  and 
catechetical  instruction  will  not  be  neglected.  This  we  also 
know  from  the  reports,  in  that  it  is  stated  in  them  that  cate- 
chetical instruction  is  growing  in  favor  with  the  people.  While 
but  a  few  years  ago  many  of  the  congregations  and  charges 
paid  no  attention  to  this  time-honored  and  revered  custom  of 
the  Keformed  Church,  now  there  are  very  few  congregations  in 
the  synod  where  catechisation  is  not  practiced.  From  four  to 
six  months  in  the  year  are  given  to  this  important  work  by 
most  of  the  ministers.  In  this  way  there  is  a  continuous  stream 
of  accessions  flowing  into  the  Church  ;  and  thus  she  is  not  de- 
pendent upon  spasmodic  excitement  or  * 'revivals,"  in  the  com- 
mon acceptation  of  that  word.  These  youth  carefully  instruct- 
ed in  the  doctrines  and  duties  of  our  holy  religion  ought  to  be- 
come faithful  and  efficient  members  of  the  Church,  and  bumble 
followers  of  the  meek  and  lowly  Jesus. 

Without  almost  an  exception,  all  the  reports  of  these  classes 
speak  of  the  increased  spirit  and  practice  of  benevolence.  In 
this  respect  our  church  has  been  sadly  deficient  when  compared 
with  our  sister  denominations.  We  hail  with  joy  this  cheering 
news,  and  pray  that  benevolent  contributions  may  steadily  in- 
crease until  we,  as  a  church,  may  carry  forward  our  benevolent 
operations  in  the  spirit  of  our  Master.  There  are  yet  many 
waste  places  in  our  borders  that  ought  to  be  made  to  rejoice, 
our  institutions  of  learning  more  fully  endowed,  young  men  to 
be  prepared  for  the  ministry,  many  orphans  to  be  fed  and 
clothed.  The  ministry,  as  well  as  the  people,  ought  to  arise  in 
their  power  and  might  and  stir  up  this  gift  in  them,  and  con- 
tribute more  liberally  toward  all  these  objects,  knowing  that 
'4t  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive."  A  number  of  the 
classes  which  have  adopted  a  systematic  way  of  carrying  for- 
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ward  their  bendvolent  open^iions  testify  tbey  have  raised  more 
money  this  year  than  any  previoas  year.  Here  is  the  secret  of 
SQCcess;  andjastin  proportion  as  oar  different  classes  adopt 
and  carry  oat  a  system  will  oar  contribatious  increase,  and  the 
treasaries  of  oar  different  boards  be  in  sach  condition  to  do  the 
work  satisfactorily  intrasted  to  as  by  the  great  Head  of  the 
Charch. 

Thoagh  the  synod  passed  a  resolation  requiring  ministers  to 
report  the  namber  of  Christian  Worlds  taken  in  each  charge, 
bat  one  classis  (St  Jcseph)  makes  report.  That  charch-litera- 
tare  is  being  gradually  scattered  among  oar  people,  we  hsTe 
reason  to  believe  from  articles  appearing  in  oar  different  charch- 
papers.  Oar  Sanday-school  pablications  are  receiving  liberal 
patronage,  and  thas  are  preparing  the  rising  generation  to  be- 
come a  reading  people.  We  may  expect,  therefore,  with  proper 
efforts  pat  forth  by  the  ministry  and  laity,  that  ere  long  the 
charch  paper,  as  well  as  other  pablications  of  the  Charch,  will 
be  taken  and  read  by  all  oar  people. 

Here  and  there  we  find  mention  made  of  the  prayer-meeting, 
yet  withal  not  so  cheering  as  it  oaght  to  be.  Most  pastors  com- 
plain that  the  people  do  not  as  faithfully  attend  sach  meetings 
for  prayer  and  conference  as  might  be  desired  ;  and  even  a  few 
oppose  sach  meetings.  While  this  is  to  be  regretted,  we  yet 
hope  that  we  are  growing  and  improving  in  other  graces;  so 
we  will  also  grow  in  this.  Certain  it  is,  that  the  spiritaal  life 
and  growth  of  a  people  depend  largely  on  the  exercise  of  this 
most  Christian  duty. 

This  report  might  yet  speak  of  the  work  of  missions  and  the 
Sunday-school  and  education,  but  as  these  several  subjects  are 
presented  by  special  committees,  we  will  leave  it  to  them  to  speak 
of  the  progress  made  in  their  several  departments. 

Altogether  the  review  of  the  past  year's  work  presents  a 
cheerful  aspect,  encouraging  the  hearts  of  the  faithful  pastors 
and  members  of  the  Church.  Hinderance,  conflicts,  woes, 
doubts,  and  fears,  all  these,  too,  have  appeared,  and  will  appear 
so  long  as  the  kingdom  of  darkness  is  opposed  to  the  kingdom 
of  light.    So  long  as  sin  and  Satan  are  the  enemies  of  God  and 
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man,  and  wage  war  against  the  Lord  of  hoBts  and  his  com- 
mands, the  people  of  God  can  not  but  be  warriors,  too.  Bat  in 
all  these  conflicts,  sharp  and  decided,  the  Captain  of  our  salva- 
tion has  been  leading  us  on  to  victory  even  until  now ;  and  we 
have  his  promise— '*Lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,  even  unto  the 
end  of  the  world."  While  all  the  lives  of  our  ministers  have 
been  precious  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord,  several  of  the  classes  re- 
port the  death  of  faithful  elders  who  were  wont  to  take  great 
interest  in  the  work  and  counsel  of  the  Church.  They  have 
gone  to  their  rest. 

And  now  may  the  peace  of  God  which  passethall  understand- 
ing keep  you  hearts  and  minds  in  the  knowledge  and  love  of  God 
and  his  Son  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  and  the  blessing  of  God 
Almighty,  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost  be  and  re- 
main with  you  always.     Amen.

MISSIONS. 

The  following  reports  were  received  and  considered  by  Synod : 

I.    The  Annual  Eeports. 
1.    Report  of  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  Ohio  Synod. 

To  THE  Synod  of  Ohio  : 

Reverend  Brethren — Without  serious  interruption  we  have 
been  able  to  carry  forward  the  work  of  Missions  assigned  us 
by  your  body.  All  things  considered,  we  esteem  the  year  a 
year  of  comparative  progress,  and  can  say  that  we  are  in  no 
wise  discouraged  in  this  most  noble  work  of  our  Church. 

In  the  outset  of  the  year  the  Board  was  considerably  per- 
plexed about  the  indecision  of  the  superintendent  of  missions 
elect,  as  to  his  acceptance  of  the  tendered  position.     The  decli-

Fostoria,  Tiffin  Classis.  This  mission  became  self  sustaining 
the  last  year,  and  has  completed  in  Fostoria  a  fine  church  edi- 
fice, free  of  debt.  The  pastor  deserves  great  praise  for  his  dili- 
gence and  zeal  in  this  good  work. 

Findlay^  Tiffin  Classis,  served  by  Bev.  J.  H.  Hunsberger;  ap- 
propriation 975.  This  is  a  new  mission  and  the  prospects  are 
good.    The  appropriation  we  think  will  not  long  be  needed. 

Paulding  County,  Tiffin  Classis.    Is  now  vacant. 

GermanOf  Eastern  Ohio  Classis.    Is  now  self-sustaining. 

Marshallsvilley  Tuscarawas  Classis.  By  supply  arrangemenU 
this  point  receives  no  appropriation  this  year. 

BriCj  Michigan,  St.  Joseph  Classis.  Served  by  Bev.  R.  Kel- 
ler; appropriation  S50.  It  is  still  worthy  of  the  fostering  care 
of  Classis. 

I\>int8  of  Prospect. 

Port  Wayne,  Ind.,  and  Cleveland,  O.,  still  weigh  heavily 
upon  the  Board,  and  whenever  the  support  of  the  cause  of  mis- 
sions will  warrant,  the  Board  is  inclined  to  make  vigorous  ef- 
forts to  plant  English  churches  in  these  cities.  The  prospects 
at  Fort  Wayne  are  especially  good,  but  no  small  amount  of 
money  will  answer  even  to  begin  with.  We  therefore  are  com- 
pelled to  wait  for  the  help  of  the  Church,  in  greater  liberality 

than  we  have  hitherto  received. 

Other  points  have  applied  for  aid,  and  it  is  contended  that 
they  are  worthy  the  support  of  the  Board  ;  but  hitherto  we 
were  compelled  to  deny  their  requests. 

Hindrances  to  the  Work. 

The  lack  of  funds  is  of  course  the  chronic  hindrance.  The 
improvement  in  our  benevolent  contributions  the  last  two  years 
must  not  be  overlooked.  Were  the  Board  free  of  debt  this  in- 
crease would  be  of  great  service,  as  it  largely  is,  even  under 
the  circumstances.  The  Board  feels  constrained  <<  to  cry  aloud 
and  spare  not  "  till  every  minister  of  the  church  is  awake  to 
his  duty. 

A  second  hindrance  is  the  refusal  of  the  strong  to  bear  with  the 
weak.  By  an  equitable  policy  of  reconstruction  of  charges, 
there  would  need  b^  ions  less  in  the  State  of  Ohio, 
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reqairiDg  our  funds  so  largely  needed  in  the  West.  We  almost 
despair  of  the  day  of  grace  ever  reaching  this  much  needed  re- 
generation of  the  spirit  of  our  stronger  charges. 

A  third  hindrance  is  the  want  of  hearty  co  operation  of  all 
the  classes  in  this  great  work.  Local  difficulties  are  allowed  to 
set  aside  the  claims  of  the  Synod  in  many  of  her  most  gener- 
ous enterprises. 

TloiiS  of  Help  in  the  Support  of  Mis^Hons. 

The  Board  still  feels  that  much  of  the  discouraging  aspect  of 
our  work  could  be  overcome  by  thorough  organization.  To  this 
end  it  requests  Synod  again  to  enjoin  the  organization  of  mis- 
sionary societies  in  the  congregations  in  the  Ohio  Synod;  and 
second,  it  recommends  the  election  of  a  Sy nodical  Missionary 
Superintendent  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Board  submits  to  the  consideration  of  Synod,  a  com- 
munication from  the  German  Synod  o^the  East,  soliciting  our 
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co-operation  in  the  formation  of  a  plan  for  establishing  an 
^^Emigrant  Mission''  in  New  York  city.  Said  plan  to  be  submit- 
ted to  the  next  G-eneral  Synod  for  ratification. 

The  Board  awaits  the  instruction  of  Synod  on  this  subject. 

Inasmuch  as  the  necessary  traveling  expenses  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  is  such  in  amount  that  the  members  do  not 
feel  able  to  sustain  these  expenses,  therefore  the  Board  asks 
Synod  to  authorize  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  to  pay  such  nee- 
essary  traveling  expenses  as  the  records  of  the  Board  will  re- 
veal. 

The  Synod  is  reminded  that  the  term  of  membership  of  the 
Revs.  H.  Hilbish  and  T.  J.  Bacher  of  Board  of  Home  Missions 
expires  at  this  Synod. 

Circulation  of  Missionary  Papers. 

The  Board  is  much  pleased  with  these  publications,  known 
as  the  '* Missionary  SentineV  and  "Eeformed  Missionary  Herald." 
We  consider  the  Missionary  Sentinel  as  very  useful  in  its  sphere 
and  commend  it  to  the  Synod  as  worthy  of  further  recognition. 

The  Herald  we  recognize  as  an  able  paper,  and  although  it  is 
an  eastern  paper,  yet  it  subserves  a  good  purpose  in  the  church 
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and  ought  to  be  circulated  at  large.     We  commend  it  with 
the  Sentinel  to  the  support  of  the  brethren  of  Synod.

3.     Report  of  Board  of  Church  Erection. 

The  Board  of  Church  Erection  would  respectfully  submit 
the  following  report : 

The  organization  of  the  Board  continues  the  same  that  it 
was  last  year :  Rev.  P.  C.  Prugh,  President;  Rev.  S.  B.  Yockey, 
Secretary  ;  and  Rev.  Dr.  I.  fl.  Reiter,  Treasurer. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  Miami  Classis  the  Greenville 
Reformed  Church  was  taken  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Board  oi 
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Charch  Ereotion  and  placed  nnder  the  care  of  the  tmslees  of 
Classis.  It  was  thought  best  to  do  this  for  the  reason,  that 
^lassis  having  assumed  the  debt  of  the  church,  had  already  in- 
structed the  Board  to  have  the  deed  for  the  property  transferred 
to  its  trustees.  The  debt  however  remains  still  unpaid;  and 
unless  the  apportionment  made  by  Classis  be  soon  met,  there  is 
great  danger  of  losing  the  whole  interest. 

The  Board  gave  permission  to  Bev.  D.  J.  Greenwald  to  col- 
lect money  for  the  Sabetha,  Kansas,  mission.  Having  been  en- 
gaged in  this  work  but  a  short  time,  his  success  has  been  some- 
what limited. 

In  our  last  report  we  called  the  attention  of  Synod  to  inter- 
est due-$700«-on  money  borrowed  from  Heidelberg  College  and 
Rev.  Dr.  Williard.  This  amount  was  apportioned  among  the 
different  Classes.  How  much  of  it  has  been  paid  we  presume 
the  Treasurer's  report  will  show.  Some  provision  should  be 
again  made  to  meet  interest  now  due  on  the  same  notes,  the 
amount  being  $120. 

From  this  report  Synod  will  see  how  little  has  been  done  in 
the  important  work  of  Church  Erection  during  the  year.

II.     Beport  of  Committee  on  Home  Misbsons. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Missions  submitted  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  received  and  together  with  the  foregoing 
reports  adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : 

Your  Standing  Committee  on  Missions  would  submit  the  fol- 
lowing: 

The  papers  submitted  to  us  are,  (1)  the  report  of  the  Board 
of  Home  Missions,  (2)  the  report  of  its  Treasurer,  (3)  the  re- 
port of  the  Board  of  Church  Erection,  and  (4)  the  report  of  its 
Treasurer. 

These  reports  show  a  decided  improvement  in  this  import- 
ant interest  of  the  Synod,  benevolent  enterprises  are  inaugur- 
ated, and  increased  success  in  the  labors  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions and  tho  several  missions  under  their  care. 
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We  are  glad  to  learn  that  two  of  these  missions  have  become 
self-sustaining  daring  the  last  year,  viz :  Hiawatha,  Kansas, 
and  Germane  of  the  Eastern  Ohio  Glassis. 

Several  items  of  interest  and  also  certain  recommendations 
of  the  BoUrd  claim  the  attention  of  the  Synod,  as  follows  : 

Wherias,  Fort  Wayne,  Ind.,  has  become  a  point  of  special 
interest  and  bright  in  prospect  for  the  English,  and  central  in 
its  location ;  therefore, 

Resolved^  That  the  Board  of  Missions  be  instructed  to 
place  an  English  missionary  in  that  field  as  early  as  possible, 
and  in  case  a  Missionary  Superintendent  be  elected,  he  also  be 
respectfully  urged  to  use  all  proper  influence  in  that  behalf. 

We  learn  of  an  increasing  demand  for  a  Missionary  Su- 
perintendent, and  therefore  respectfully  ask  the  Synod  to  elect 
such  superintendent  daring  the  sessions  of  the  present  Synod. 

As  there  is  a  prevailing  German  element  in  the  Beformed 
membership  on  our  western  frontiers,  and  that  element  is 
gravitating  towards  the  English,  and  in  order  that  both  these 
elements  may,  as  far  as  possible  be  held  together;  therefore, 

Resolved^  That  the  Board  be  requested  to  place  missionai  ies 
at  work  in  the  West  who  are  able  and  willing  to  use  both  lan- 
guages in  their  ministrations,  except  in  such  cases  where  posi- 
tively the  use  of  but  one  language  is  demanded. 

Resolved^  That  Synod  repeats  its  request  for  the  organi- 
zation of  Congregational  Missionary  Societies,  and  asks  all  the 
Classes  that  have  not  yet  done  so,  to  take  the  necessary  meas- 
ures in  this  direction. 

Resolvedj  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Home 
Missions  be  instructed  to  pay  the  necessary  traveling  expenses 
of  the  members  of  the  Board  upon  their  presenting  official  or- 
ders from  the  Board. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  unites  with  the  German  Synod 
of  the  East  in  praying  the  General  Synod  of  the  Beformed 
Church  in  the  United  Strtes  to  authorize  its  Board  of  Home 
Missions  to  establish  missions  among  the  emigrants  of  New 
York  city  and  elsewhere,  pursuant  to  such  plans  as  the  Board 
may  devise. 

Resolved,  That  the  foregoing  reports  be  adopted  by  Synod.

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The  election  of  the  Missionary  Saperinteadent,  on  motion, 
was  held  daring  the  afternoon  session  of  the  last  day  -of  the 
sessions.  Revs.  Daniel  J.  Greenwald  and  Reaben  Keller  were 
appointed  tellers,  who  received  and  counted  the  ballots.  The 
election  resulted  in  the  choice  of  Rev.  Simon  P.  Myers,  of 
Anna,  Illinois,  as  Missionary  Superintendent 

Then,  on  motion,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  the  question  of  salary  of  the  Missionary  Su- 
perintendent be  left  with  the  Board  of  Missions.

1.  The  Board,  immediately  after  the  close  of  the  sessions  of 
Synod  at  Goshen,  May  13,  1879,  met  and  organized  by  the  elec- 
tion of  Kev.  David  Winters.  D.  D.,  President,  Mr.  Gideon  G. 
Pragh,  Secretary,  and  Rev.  Isaac  H.  Reiter,  D.  D.,  Treasurer. 
Several  meetings  were  held  during  the  year. 

2.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  at  Dayton,  Ohio,  October 
13th,  1880,  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  adopted: 

Whereas,  There  have  been  no  additions  made  to  the  en- 
dowment of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Tiffin  for  some  years, 
bat  during  this  time  losses  have  been  sustained ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Trustees  of  said  Seminary,  in  view  of  the 
facts  stated,  find  it  difficult  to  meet  the  salary  of  the  professors; 
therefore, 
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Resolved,  That  the  Ohio  Synod  be  and  is  hereby  respectfully 
overtared  to  adopt  measures  to' increase  the  endowment  faod 
of  the  Seminary.  ' 

Also,  with  the  view  of  a  more  definite  understanding  in  re- 
gard to  the  prerogatives  and  duties  of  the  Trustees,  the  follow, 
ing  action  was  adopted. 

Resolved^  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  do 
hereby  respectfully  request  the  Ohio  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Church  to  define  the  powers  and  duHes  of  said  Trustees. 

3.  The  members  of  the  Board  whose  term  expires  at  this 
Synod  are  Revs.  Dr.  Isaac  H.  Reiter  and  Henry  M.  Herman. 

4.  For  the  financial  condition  of  the  Seminary  the  Synod  is 
referred  to  our  efficient  Treasurer,  whose  report  will  be  duly 
submitted.

The  Treasurer,  becaase  of  a  want  of  funds,  has  not  been  able 
to  meet  the  professors*  salary  as  promptly  as  desired  for  the 
last  two  quarters.  There  was  due  and  owing  to  the  professors 
for  the  quarter  ending  August  1,  1880,  the  sum  of  S471.43. 
This  deficit  is  owing  to  the   shrinkage  of   the   endowment. 
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caased  by  the  reduction  of  $3,000  on  the  amount  of  the  sale  of 
the  "StudenU'  Home  '*  property  at  Tiffin,  and  the  unavoidable 
losses  otherwise  sustained  on  notes  and  interest,  as  weli  as  to 
the  fact  that  for  some  years  there  have  been  no  additions  made 
to  the  endowment  fund.  With  the  resources  now  available,  it 
will  be  difficult  to  meet  the  salary  of  the  professors  as  it  be- 
comes due.  This  is  a  matter  that  demands  the  special  atten- 
tion of  the  Synod,  and  some  measures  should  be  adopted  to  in- 
crease the  endowment  of  the  Theological  Seminary.

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3.    Report  of  the  Board  of  Education.  ' 

The  Board  of  Education  most  respectfully  offers  the  follow- 
ing as  its  annual  report: 

The  Board  was  reorganized  bj  the  election  of  Rev,  Eeuben 
Good  as  President,  and  Kev.  Lewis  H.  Kefauver,  D.  D.,  Sec- 
retary and  Treasurer.  It  affords  us  pleasure  to  state  that  the 
Theological  Seminary  at  Tiffin  is  in  a  prosperous  condition, 
and  is  successfully  accomplishing  the  work  for  which  it  was 
designed.  The  following  named  persons  were  admitted  as  stu- 
dents at  the  commencement  of  the  present  seminary  year, viz: 
Messrs.  Wm.  H.  Shults,  John  L.  Bretz,  John  A.  Seitz,  Edward 
M.  Beck,  Jacob  M.  Kerstetter,  Wm  From,  Geo.  A.  House,  Geo. 
H.  Sender,  John  F.  Winter,  G.  W.  Hemagen  and  Wm.  A  Long. 
These,  in  connection  with  Messrs.  Mudison  C.  Peters,  Paul 
Barringer,  Albert  Gonser,  A.  K.  EoUbou-ser,  and  James  H.  B. 
Lippard  constitute  the  students  of  the  Seminary  at  present. 
The  following  named  persons  we-re  regularly  dismissed  from 
the  Seminary  and  recommended  for  licensure,  viz:  Messrs. 
Idaiah  S.  Hahn,  Wm.  A.  Miller,  Lewis  B.  C.  Lahr,  John  D. 
Naff,  John  W.  Kauch  and  Wm.  Smith.  These  gentlemen  were 
graduated  on  the  18lh  of  May,  1880,  at  which  time  the  com- 
mencement exercises,  which  were  very  creditable,  were  held. 
The  examinations  of  the  students  proved  satisfactory,  compar- 
ing favorably  with  those  of  former  years.  The  professors  bear 
testimony  to  their  good  deportment  and  studious  habits. 

Education. 

There  are  now  eleven  beneftciary  students  receiving  support 
from  the  Board.  Seven  of  this  number  were  received  during 
the  last  year.  Ail  are  paid  the  full  appropriation  (9100)  with 
but  two  exceptions,  who  are  receiving  $50  each.  Our  benefi- 
ciary students  generally  are  prosecuting  their  studies  with 
commendable  zeal,  and  their  deportment  is  praiseworthy.  Th 
Board  has  not  been  able  to  pay  the  students  their  full  appro- 
priation from  the  moneys  received  by  its  treasurer,  and  conse- 
quently was  obliged  to  borrow  8142  to  meet  its  obligations. 
This  sum,  in   connection  with   a  balance  on   a  note  of  8150, 
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given  last  year/  makes  the  indebtedness  of  the  Board  $275. 
This  indebtedness  would  not  exist  if  all  the  pastoral  charges 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Synod  would  do  only  a  part  of  their 
duty.  From  the  report  of  the  treasurer  it  will  be  seen  that 
many  prominent  congregations  are  doing  nothing  for  this  wor- 
thy cause. 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  was  incorporated  under  the 
title  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Ohio  Synod  of  the 
Eeformed  Church  in  the  United  States  This  was  necessitated 
by  the  bequest  of  the  late  Miss  Sarah  Brinlser,  who  donated  to 
the  Board  the  sum  of  91,500  to  be  properly  invested  and  the  in- 
terest to  be  devoted  to  the  cause  of  education.  It  is  also  grati- 
fying to  the  Board  to  have  learned  that  the  late  Miss  Sarah  A. 
Hivling  of  Xenia,  O.,  has  remembered  this  Board  by  bequeath- 
ing to  it  the  sum  of  $1,000,  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  used 
in  the  education  of  indigent  young  men  having  the  ministry 
in  view. 

At  its  last  annual  meeting,  the  Synod  requested  the  Board  to 
prepare  a  constitution  and  by-laws  for  its  government,  indicat- 
ing the  powers  belonging  to  it,  and  the  duties  required,  and  re- 
port the  same  to  the  next  Synod  for  consideration  and  approval. 
We  submit  to  your  reverend  body  a  copy  of  a  constitution,  &c. 
for  your  consideration,  which,  if  approved,  shall  be  our  guide 
in  our  future  deliberations. 

We  would  remind  the  Synod  of  the  fact  that  two  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board,  viz :  Kevs.  C.  W.  Good  and  H.  Hilbish,  have 
removed  from  the  bounds  of  the  Synod,  and  suggest  that  the 
vacancies  occasioned  by  their  removal  be  filled.  Praying  that  the 
blessing  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  may  rest  upon  all 
who  are  connected  with  our  Theological  Seminary  and  upon 
their  labors.    This  our  annual  report  is  respectfully  submitted.

I.      CONSTITUTION. 

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  Ohio  Synod  is  an  incor- 
porated  body,  and  the  following  Articles  of  Incorporation  shall 
be  its  ConstitT**'' 
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First  The  name  and  title  of  this  corporation  shall  be  "  J^e 
Board  of  Education  of  the  Ohio  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  the  United  States." 

Second.  The  principle  place  of  business  of  this  Board  shall 
be  at  Tiffin,  Seneca  County,  Ohio. 

Third.  The  object  of  this  Board  shall  be  to  obtain  funds  by 
gifts,  bequests,  collections  and  otherwise,  for  the  education  of 
pious  but  indigent  young  men  for  the  gospel  ministry  in  the 
Reformed  Church  fn  the  United  States. 

Fourth.     This  body  js  formed  for  purposes  other  than  profit. 

Fifth.  All  the  property  of  the  corporation,  real,  personal 
and  mixed,  shall  be  managed  by  the  Trustees  in  trust  for  the 
Board  of  Education. 

Sixth.  The  following  persons  shall  be  the  Trustees:  fiev.  Mich- 
ael Loucks  for  one  year,  Rev.  Reuben  Good  for  two  years,  and 
Rev.  Lewis  H.  Kefauver,  D.  D.,  for  three  years.  Rev.  Jeremiah 
H.  Gvjod,  D.  D.,  for  four  years  and  Rev.  Herman  Rust,  D.  D.,  for 
five  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  chosen. 

Seventh.  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Education  shall  be 
elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Ohio  Synod  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  the  United  States  according  to  its  own  rules 
and  regulations. 

Eighth.  The  mode  in  which  the  income  of  the  Board  shall 
be  applied  to  reach  the  end  in  view,  and  the  conditions  under 
which  it  shall  be  given  shall  be  regulated  by  the  By-Laws  and 
Rules  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

11.      BY-LAWS. 

1.  The  Board  of  Education  shall  also  be  a  Board  of  Visitors 
of  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  this  Constitution  and  these 
By-Laws  shall  have  reference  to  it  in  both  these  capacities. 

2.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of  a  President,  a 
Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  first 
meeting  of  the  Board  after  each  annual  meeting  of  Synod. 

3.  The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  hold  their  offices 
permanently,  that  is,  until  they  resign  or  cease  to  be  members 
of  the  Board,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected. 
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4.  T^be  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings 
and  attend  to  the  correspondence  of  the  Board.  He  shall  pre- 
pare an  annual  ^report  to  Synod  (to  be  first  laid  before  the 
Board  or  Executive  Committee,  if  possible,)  and  whenever  the 
funds  of  the  Board  shall  need  replenishing,  it  shall  be  his  datj 
(in  connection  with  the  President)  to  make  appropriate  efforts 
to  obtain  additional  funds.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  require 
the  signature  of  each  beneficiary  student  when  taken  on  the 
Board  to  two  copies  of  the  Rules  of  the  Boards  one  to  be  kept 
by  the  student  and  one  to  be  deposited  with  the  Secretary. 

5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive,  hold  and  disburse  all  funds 
according  to  the  regnlaiions  and  directions  of  the  Board. 

6.  The  Board  shall  hold  two  annual  meetings:  one  at 
Synod,  at  8  a.  m.  after  the  day  of  their  election,  for  the  purpose 
of  organising,  electing  a  President  and  Executive  Committee; 
and  one  at  4  p.  m.  on  the  day  of  the  annual  commencement  of 
the  Theological  Seminary. 

7.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  profes- 
sors in  the  Seminary,  together  with  such  members  resident  in 
Tiffin  and  vicinity  as  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Board,  and  shall 
hold  their  office  until  their  successors  are  appointed.  The  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  shall  have  power  to  attend  to  all  business 
ad  interim,  when  such  becomes  necessary. 

8.  As  a  Board  of  Visitors  the  Board  shall  attend  the  ex- 
aminations in  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  shall  attend  to 
such  further  duties  as  the  Synod  may  from  time  to  time  assign 
to  it. 

9.  In  their  report  to  Synod  the  officers  of  the  Board  shall 
make  two  separate  reports:  (1)  Detailing  their  work  during  the 
year  as  a  Board  of  Education,  and  (2)  detailing  their  work 
during  the.year  as  a  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Seminary. 

10.  These  By-Laws  may  from  time  to  time  be  Altered  or 
amended  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  provided  such 
amendments  be  submitted  in  writing  at  a  previous  meeting. 

11.  At  any  regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  Board,  fiv 
members  present  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business.

12.  Whenever  rendered  necessary  the  President  and  Sec- 
retary, or  the  Executive  (/ommittee,  may  call  a  special  meeting 
of  the  Board. 

13.  The  following  shall  be  the  Rules  of  the  Board  with 
reference  to  the  young  men  assisted  for  the  ministry,  which 
shall  be  printed  and  strictly  enforced: 

III       RULES   OF   THB   BOARD. 

1.)  Every  young  man,  applying  for  aid  in  the  prosecution 
of  his  studies  for  the  holy  ministry,  must  give  the  Board  satis- 
factory evidence  that  he  has  given  the  subject  serious  and 
prayerful  consideration,  and  has  come  to  the  settled  conclusion 
that  he  has  been  called  of  God  to  this  work,  and  that  he  will 
remain  fixed  in  his  present  purpose. 

2.)  Young  men  applying  for  aid  must  furnish  satisfactory 
testimonials  from  their  Pastors  and  the  Consistories  of  the  con- 
gregations to  which  they  belong,  of  good  standing  as  to  their 
moral  and  Christian  character,  and  aptness  to  learn. 

3.)  It  is  required  that  all  the  beneficiaries,  receiving  aid 
from  this  Board,  place  themselves  under  the  care  of  one  of  the 
Classes  of  the  Synod  of  Ohio,  to  which  they  must  report,  at 
least  once  a  year,  either  in  person,  or  in  writing,  so  that  the 
Classes  may  be  informed  of  their  moral  character  and  standing 
in  their  studies. 

4.)  This  Board  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  several 
Classes  of  the  conduct  of  students  under  their  special  care. 

5.)  All  the  young  men  under  the  care  of  the  Board  are  ez 
pected  to  maintain  an  upright  and  Christian  deportment;  to 
give  due  attention  to  their  studies  and  recitations  ;  to  be  punc- 
tual in  their  attendance  upon  the  religious  services  connected 
with  the  College  and  Seminary ;  absolutely  to  refrain  from  such 
tricks  and  improprieties  as  are  calculated  to  weaken  the  moral 
force  of  the  Institution,  and  injure  the  cause  of  beneficiary 
education.  Any  one  disregarding  these  requirements,  or  ab- 
senting himself  repeatedly  from  the  regular  religious  services 
of  the  chapel,  without  being  excused  by  the  President  of  the 
College,  or  of  the  Seminary,  shall  forfeit  his  appropriation. 

6.)     The  young  gentlemen  under  the  care  of  this  Board  are 
enjoined  to  exercise  strict  economy  and  self-denial,  so  as  to 
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make  it  apparent  that  they  really  need  the  sapport  they  re- 
ceive. They  are  to  contract  no  debts  which  they  have  no 
means  to  pay,  and  to  indulge  in  no  unnecessary  or  expensive 
habits,  such  as  the  use  of  tobacco,  buggy  or  sleigh-riding,  fre- 
quent attendance  upon  concerts,  and  places  of  amusement,  and 
such  things  as  would  not  be  approved  of,  by  at  least  a  very 
large  number  of  those,  who  contribute  the  funds  with  which 
they  are  supported. 

7.)  Any  one  finding  it  necessary  to  absent  himself  from  the 
College,  or  Seminary,  so  as  to  raise  funds,  by  teaching  or  other- 
wise, to  help  him  along  in  his  studies,  shall  obtain  permission 
from  the  Faculty  before  leaving,  and  shall  report  during  bis 
absence  from  time  to  time. 

8.)  Every  beneQciary,  on  receiving  his  appropriation  sball 
sign  the  following  obligation,  which  shall  remain  in  the  bands 
of  the  Treasurer  for  safe  keeping  : 

« No 

One  day  after  date,  for  value  received,  I  promise  to  pay  to 
EEV.  H.  L.  KEFAUVER,  D.  D.,  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of 
Education  of  the  Ohio  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States,  or  to  his  successor  in  office,  or  order,  the  sum  of 
Dollars. 

9.)  Every  beneficiary  shall  regard  it  as  his  sacred  duty  after 
he  enters  the  ministry,  to  collect  funds  every  year  for  this 
Board,  and  the  one  half  of  the  amount  of  such  funds  as  are 
sent  in  by  him  shall  be  credited  upon  the  above  notes  as  a  dis- 
charge thereof  to  that  extent. 

10.)  Every  beneficiary  can  also  discharge  the  above  obliga- 
tions by  entering  upon  the  service  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 
For  every  year  engaged  in  the  missionUry  work  be  shall  be 
credited  with  S50. 

11.)  Any  young  man  under  the  care  of  the  Board,  whoiliay 
voluntarily  abandon  his  purpose  to  prepare  himself  for  the 
ministry,  or  who  may  be  discontinued  in  consequence  of  a  fail- 
ure to  comply  with  the  rules  of  the  Board,  shall  be  required  to 
pay  back  at  once  the  amount  he  may  have  received. 

12.)  The  young  men  under  the  care  of  this  Board,  are  earn* 
estly  requested  not  to  enter  into  matrimonial  engagements,  at 
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« 

least  in  the  early  part  of  their  course.  If  any  one  shall  enter 
the  noarried  state,  during  his  course,  his  appropriation  shall 
cease. 

13.)  Every  beneficiary  under  the  care  of  this  Board  is  en 
joined  to  regard  it  as  an  object  of  primary  importance  to  grow 
continually  in  a  spirit  of  enlightened  devotion,  and  fervent 
piety,  deeply  impressed  with  the  sentiment  that  without  this^ 
all  other  acquisitions  will  be  of  comparatwely  little  worth  either 
to  himself,  or  to  the  Church.  It  is,  therefore.  aflTectionately  re- 
commended to  each  one  that  he  give  himself  to  the  diligent 
study  of  the  scriptures  and  the  use  of  the  means  of  ^race,  so 
that  while  he  is  advancing  in  his  studies,  he  may  at  the  same 
time  grow  in  the  knowledge  and  grace  of  the  Lord,  and  so  be 
an  example,  in  word  and  in  doctrine. 

14.)  Every  young  man  on  being  received  under  the  care  of 
this  Board,  shall  subscribe  to  these  rules,  and  promise  to  con- 
form himself  to  them,  and  also  use  his  influence  to  get  all  his 
fellow-students  to  do  the  same. 

IV.      RULES   OF   THE   BOARD   OF   VISITORS. 

The  following  shall  be  the  JRules  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  with 
reference  to  admissions  into  the  Seminary  : 

1.  Every  person  wishing  to  enter  the  Theological  Semin- 
ary with  the  view  of  preparing  for  the  ministry  in  the  Eeform- 
ed  Church,  must  have  an  adequate  preliminary  education, 
equivalent  to  that  of  the  classical  or  scientific  course  of  Heid- 
elberg College ;  except  in  special  cases,  of  which  the  Board  or 
the  Executive  Committee  must  judge. 

2.  He  must  present  testimonials  as  to  his  religious  and 
moral  character,  and  that  he  is  a  member  of  the  Keformed 
Church,  or  of  some  other  evangelical  church,  in  good  standing. 

3.  He  must  pledge  himself  that  his  conduct  and  life  shall 
be  consistent  with  the  holy  ministry  which  he  has  in  view. 

4.  He  cannot  absent  himself  from  recitations,  or  from  the 
institution,  without  permission  from  the  president  or  one  of  the 
professors  of  the  Seminary, 
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5.  He  is  not  allowed  to  preach,  or  to  supply  the  palpit  of 
any  minister,  without  express  permission  of  the  president  of 
the  Seminary.

II.    HspoRT  OF  Committee  on  Theological  Seminabt. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Theological  Seminary  sab- 
mitted  their  report,  which  was  received,  amended,  and  togeth- 
er with  the  preceding  reports,  adopted  ;  and  it  is  as  iolows : 

The  papers  presented  to  your  Committee  reveal  a  very  pros- 
perous condition  of  things  in  the  Seminary  at  Tiffin. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Education  reveals  great  fidelity  od 
the  part  of  the  professors  in  the  same,  for  which  this  Synod 
ought  to  be  very  grateful. 

The  students  are  also  reported  as  diligent  and  exemplary. 

The  whole  number  of  students  connected  with  the  Seminarf 
during  the  sy nodical  year  was  twenty- two.  Eleven  of  these 
were  partially  supported  by  the  Board,  showing  a  very  com- 
mendable spirit  of  benevolence  in  this  part  of  our  church 
work. 

Six  students  were  dismissed  from  the  Seminary,  some  to  the 
active  duties  of  the  ministry  and  others  are  awaiting  calls. 

The  Board  of  Education  holds  bequests  to  the  amount  of 
$1500  as  endowment  fund,  from  a  most  worthy  sister  in  oar 
church,  whose  name  might  be  committed  to  posterity  with  grati- 
tude and  kindly  remembrance.  This  name  is  Miss  Sarah 
Brinker,  of  New  Lisbon,  Ohio. 
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The  Synod  is  reminded  that  the  Board  is  again  in  debt  to 
the  amount  of  8471.43.  Upon  this  subject  the  committee 
recommends  the  following  i 

Resolved^  That  the  ministry  of  the  Ohio  Synod  be  reminded 
of  the  importance  of  this  branch  of  the  Christian  benevolence 
of  our  church,  and  that  each  Glassis  be  urged  to  diligence  in 
commending  the  claims  of  this  work. 

Finances  of  the  Seminaty. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  the  Synod  must  learn  of  a  deficit 
in  the  available  income  of  the  endowment  fund  of  the  Theolog- 
ical Seminary. 

It  is  proper  to  notice  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  in  no  wifie 
responsible  for  the  decline  in  funds,  and  that  the  Board  has  un- 
der the  circumstances  acted  quite  judiciously  and  wisely  in  the 
management  of  these  funds. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  no  effort  for  some  years  has  been  made 
to  increase  the  endowment  fund  of  the  Theological  Seminary. 
Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  requests  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Seminary  to  secure  if  possible  a  portion  of  the  time  of  Elder 
Henry  Leonard,  agent  of  Heidelberg  College,  to  operate 
throughout  the  church  in  behalf  of  the  endowment  fund  of 
the  Theological  Seminary  at  Tiffin,  Ohio;  or  in  case  such  ar- 
rangement cannot  be  made  to  secure  if  possible,  some  other  live 
agent  to  do  this  important  work. 

Insbmctions  to  Board  of  Trustees, 

The  Trustees  ask  for  instruction  as  to  their  powers  and  duties. 
With  reference  to  this  your  committee  suggest  the  following : 

That  the  Trustees  have  nothing  to  do  with,  nor  are  they  respon- 
sible for,  any  of  the  internal  management  of  the  Seminary,  such 
as  the  supervision  of  the  professors,  or  students  in  said  semin- 
ary, either. as  to  teaching  or  conduct,  but  that  these  duties  prop- 
erly devolve  on  the  Board  of  Education. 

But  that  the  duties  of  the  Trustees  are  restricted  to  the  man* 
agement  of  the  property,  finances,  legacies,  &c.,  these  duties 
usually  devolving  on  such  Boards.

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ARTICLE  XV. 

HEIDELBEBG  COLLEGE. 
The  following  reports  were  received  and  considered  by  Synod: 

I.    The  Annual  Bepokts. 
1.    Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Board  in  preBenting  its  annual  report  to  the  Synod  would 
embrace  in  it  merely  Buch  itemB  aB  are  of  general  interest.  It 
has  endeavored  to  be  faithful  to  the  trust  committed  to  it,  in 
watching  over  the  interests  of  the  college,  and  iB  glad  to  say 
that  it  has  enjoyed  a  good  degree  of  prosperity  during  the  year, 
maintaining  its  character  for  efficiency  and  sound  learning. 
There  were  71  students  in  the  college  proper  and  108  in  the 
academical  department,  making  179  for  the  year  1879  and  '80. 
The  examinations  gave  evidence  that  the  professors  and  stu- 
dents had  given  themselves  fully  to  their  work,  and  were  credi- 
table to  all  concerned.  Twenty-one  young  gentlemen  and  la- 
dies were  graduated  at  the  commencement  in  June  last,  which 
was  the  largest  class  in  the  history  of  the  College. 

Dr.  Ephraim  M.  Epstein  not  having  laid  his  complaints  of  in- 
efficiency against  the  College  before  the  Board,  as  directed  by 
the  Synod  at  Goshen,  the  Board  not  willing  to  let  the  matter 
rest  called  a  special  meeting  on  the  17th  of  December,  1879, 
and  gave  him  due  notice  thereof.  He  appeared  before  the  Board 
and  made  a  full  statement  of  his  case,  which  was  patiently 
heard  and  duly  considered,  after  which  the  Board  decided 
that  the  complaints  were  not  sustained,  and  requested  him  to 
resign  his  position  inasmuch  as  be  had  destroyed  bis  useful 
ness  by  the  unwise  course  he  had  pursued.  He  withdrew  ac- 
cording to  the  action  of  the  Board  on  the  Ist  of  January,  1880, 
but  claimed  bis  salary  for  the  entire  year.  This  the  Board  de- 
clined to  do.     The  case  was  recently  compromised  and  settled. 

But  little  was  done  during  the  year  for  the  increase  of  the 
endowment  of  the  College.  The  agent,  Henry  Leonard,  has 
found  it  difficult  to  get  any  territory  in  which  to  operate,  the 
most  of  the  congregations  of  the  Synod  having  already  been 
canvassed.    Ho  has  therefore  given  what  time  he  has  devoted 
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to  bis  agency  to  the  collection  of  interest  due  on  notes  given 
years  ago. 

The  entire  outlay  of  the  College  for  the  year  ending  in  June, 
1880,  was  96,840.74,  being  an  increase  of  about  |500  over  the 
preceding  year ;  which  is  accounted  for  by  the  increase  oi  the 
teaching  force.  The  deficiency  in  the  contingent  fund  at  the 
close  of  the  year  was  $1133.21,  which  would  be  more  than  paid 
if  all  who  are  in  arrears  for  interest  due  would  remit  the  same, 
more  than  half  of  which  is  due  from  the  Synod  itself. 

The  Board  would  call  the  special  attention  of  Synod  to  the 
fact  that  no  interest  has  been  paid  on  the  note  of  S1200  which 
the  Synod  authorized  the  Board  of  Church  Erection  to  assume 
a  few  years  ago,  the  interest  of  which  is  now  nearly  $700.  The 
Synod  should  make  some  definite  arrangement  for  the  payment 
at  least  of  the  interest  due,  as  the  College  cannot  afford  to  have 
so  much  of  its  endowment  lie  inactive. 

The  Board  takes  pleasure  in  notifying  the  Synod  of  a  bequest 
of  $3,000  left  the  College  for  the  increase  of  the  library j'by  Mrs. 
B.  W.  Shawhan  of  Tiffin,  Ohio,  who  died  about  six  months  ago, 
the  bequest  to  become  available  at  the  death  of  her  husband. 
This  bequest  coming  from  a  devoted  member  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  of  Tiffin,  is  peculiarly  gratifying,  as  it  gives  proof  of  the 
estimation  in  which  the  College  is  held  in  the  place  where  it  is 
located. 

The  undersigned  would  also  state  for  the  information  of  the 
Synod,  although  the  case  has  not  been  formally  reported  to  the 
Board,  that  Miss  Sarah  A.  Hivling,  of  Xenia,  Ohio,  who  died 
on  the  29th  of  last  August,  at  the  residence  of  the  president  of 
the  College,  has  left  the  sum  of  $10,000  to  go  towards  the  estah- 
lishment  of  a  professorship,  to  be  called  the  Hivling  Professor- 
ship, in  memory  of  her  deceased  father,  Col.  John  Hivling. 
This  is  the  largest  donation  given  the  College  thus  far  by  anj 
single  individual.  It  should  be  a  matter  of  devout  gratitude  to 
God  that  these  two  estimable  ladies  should  remember  the  Col- 
lege as  they  have  done.  Long  may  their  memories  be  cherish- 
ed in  the  church  for  what  they  have  done. 
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About  one  hundred  volumes  have  been  added  to  the  College 
library  during  the  year  by  the  efforts  of  the  president. 

The  Board  would  also  state  as  a  matter  of  interest  to  the 
Synod  that  a  full  history  of  the  College  had  been  written  and 
published  during  the  year  by  the  president,  the  circulation  of 
which  in  the  families  of  the  church  cannot  but  have  a  good  ef- 
fect on  the  College  itself. 

No  changes  of  importance  have  been  made  in  the  curriculum 
of  the  College  other  than  that  the  study  of  the  G-erman  has  been 
made  obligatory  for  two  years  on  all  students  wishing  to  grad- 
uate, unless  excused  by  the  faculty  for  special  reasons. 

There  is  much  that  might  and  ought  to  be  done  for  the  Col- 
lege. The  endowment  is  not  what  it  should  be.  As  it  is  the 
College  is  barely  able  to  make  ends  meet.  There  are  a  number 
of  improvements  that  ought  to  be  made  in  the  campus.  The 
College  ought  to  have  a  new  building  to  meet  its  present  wants, 
the  old  one  having  served  its  day. 

If  the  Synod  can  inaugurate  any  measures  by  which  these 
wants  can  be  met,  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  efficiency  of 
the  College  will  be  promoted  thereby.  The  church  should  be 
pTOud  of  her  institutions  in  view  of  what  they  have  done  in  the 
past,  and  the  prospect  of  still  greater  usefulness  in  the  future. 
And  it  is  believed  that  if  an  earnest  and  united  effort  was  made 
in  behalf  of  our  institutions  all  their  wants  could  be  met  in  a 
short  time. 

More  should  also  be  done  to  increase  the  nu  nber  of  students, 
which  while  encouraging  under  the  circumstances.is  not  what 
it  might  or  should  be.  Instead  of  having  179  students  in  attend- 
ance for  the  year,  if  a  proper  interest  were  felt  in  the  education 
of  the  youth  of  the  church,  the  number  should  be  at  least  300. 

In  conclusion  we  would  ask  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the 
Synod,  and  pray  that  the  blessing  of  God  may  rest  on  our  uni- 
ted effort  to  make  the  College  a  power  for  good.

meacement  ezeroisoB  and  attendiiig  the  examination  of  differ- 
ent  olasseB,  foand  these  examinations  satisfactory  and  the  gen- 
eral working  of  the  College  in  a  good  condition,  exhibiting  a 
commendable  degree  of  diligence  and  progress  on  the  part  o^ 
the  students,  and  of  indastry  and  fidelity  on  the  part  of  the 
professors.  It  was  evident  that  substantial  results  had  been 
achieved,  and  that  the  College  merited  the  continued  and  lib- 
eral patronage  of  the  church.

Whxbsas,  The  Board  of  Visitors  of  Heidelberg  College  was 
instructed  by  the  Ohio  Synod  at  its  late  annual  meeting  to  pre- 
pare a  constitution  and  by-laws  for  its  government,  but  could 
not  see  its  way  clear  to  do  so ;  and 

Whibsas,  This  Board  is  rather  advisory  and  ornamental 
than  authoritative  and  useful  in  its  functions  and  working;  and 

Whekxas,  a  competent  committee  of  the  trustees  of  the  Col- 
lege can  better  subserve  the  end  desired  ;  therefore, 

Resolvekj  That  the  office  of  Board  of  Visitors  of  Heidelberg 
College  be  and  is  hereby  abolished  and  annulled. 

Besolved,  That  the  Synod  hereby  respectfully  recommends  to 
the  trustees  of  Heidelberg  College  the  propriety  of  appointing 
a  committee,  to  be  known  as  The  Committee  on  Instruction, 
which,  including  their  present  committee  on  examination,  shall 
supersede  the  Board  of  Visitors.

II.    Report  of  Cohhittsb  on  Heidblbebq  College. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Heidelberg  College  submitted 
their  report,  which  was  received,  and,  together  with  the  pre- 
ceding reports,  adopted ;  and  is  as  follows : 

Your  Standing  Committee  on  Heidelberg  College  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  following  report: 

From  the  reports  placed  in  our  possession  we  learn  that  our 
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inslitation  at  Tiffin,  Ohio,  is  enjoying  the  usual  patronage  of 
the  church,  and  that  things  of  special  interest  are  set  forth  io 
the  reports. 

From  the  financial  agent^s  report  we  learn  that  a  good  por- 
tion of  his  time  has  been  spent  in  looking  after  delinquenU; 
which  has  necessitated  much  traveling,  and  considerable  outlay 
of  money ;  which  can  be  avoided  if  those  who  are  indebted  to 
the  College  would  make  earnest  effort  to  liquidate  their  indebt- 
edness. 

Prom  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Board  of  Visi- 
tors we  are  pleased  to  learn  that  the  College  has  enjoyed  a  good 
degree  of  prosperity ;  and  that  the  general  working  of  the  Col- 
lege is  in    a  very  good  condition. 

These  facts  deserve  particular  notice  ;  which  will  commend 
the  institution  to  the  church  at  large,  and  thereby  secure  a 
larger  attendance  of  students. 

The  liberal  donations  reported  by  the  President  of  Heidel- 
berg College  are  examples  worthy  of  imitation,  and  may  they 
seal  to  us  the  interest  of  Heidelberg  College  so  that  the  endow- 
ment fund  may  be  largely  increased  at  an  early  day. 

1.  Your  Committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  action 
presented  to  this  Synod  by  the  Board  of  Visitors  having  refer, 
ence  to  the  dissolution  of  the  Board  of  Visitors. 

2.  In  view  of  th3  immediate  need  of  the  interest  (S700)  on 
the  91,200  assumed  by  the   Board   of  Church   Erection,  yoar 
committee  recommends  that  the  sum  of  S200  be  apportioned  to 
the  various  Classes  toward  the  liquidation  of  this  debt 

3.  In  view  of  the  donations  made  during  the  year  to  the 
College  and  Library,  your  committee  recommends  the  adoption 
of  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  holds  in  grateful  rememberance 
the  memory  of  these  donors,  and  hopes  that  in  the  providence 
of  God  many  more  may  be  led  to  make  bequests  to  our  institn- 
tioiis, 

4.  Resolved^  That  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  the 
case  of  Dr.  £phraim  M.  Epstein  be  sustained. 
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5.     Resolved^  That  the  reports  of  the  Agent,  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, and  Board  of  Visitors  be  adopted.

I.    Beport  of  Board  of  Sunday  Schools. 

The  *Board  of  Sunday-schools  submitted  their  annual  report, 
which  was  received  and  referred,  and  is  as  follows  : 

The  Board  of  Sunday  schools  of  the  Ohio  Synod  would  sub- 
mit their  fiflh  annual  report : 

Undoubtedly  the  work  intrusted  to  your  committee  is  im- 
portant, and  as  such  should  receive  the  earnest  aud  prayerful 
attention  of  the  church.  The  Synod  felt  this  when  it  organiz- 
ed the  present  Board,  five  years  ago. 

Since  then  your  Board  has  annually  met  and  elected  its  offi- 
cers, passed  a  few  resolutions,  and  earnestly  urged  the  attention 
of  members  of  Synod  and  the  church  to  act  in  harmony  with 
Synod's  instructions. 

To  arrange  a  programme  for  Synod  is  about  all  that  is  done. 
Surely  more  is  required  of  us  than  that.  Last  year  the  Synod 
at  Goshen  requested  every  Glassis  to  organize  a  Sunday-school 
Convention  within  its  bounds.  If  this  has  been  done  we  cannot 
report  it,  as  we  know  nothing  officially.  No  reports  from  the  con- 
ventions as  requested  by  Synod  has  been  forwarded  to  the 
board. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Sunday  school  Convention  of  St.  Jo- 
seph's Glassis  sends  a  detailed  report  from  c  nly  five  schools 
within  its  bounds.  The  Secretary  complains  that  the  brethren 
though  notified  by  him  failed  to  heed  Synod's  request. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Tuscarawas  Sunday-school  Convention 
gives  no  statistics  whatever,  but  suggests  the  following : 
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Resolved,  "  That  the  Synod  of  Ohio  through  its  Board  on 
Sanday-schools  prepare  a  blank  statistical  form  for  the  use 
of  the  Sanday-school  associations  throaghoat  its  bounds." 

From  eleven  Glasses  with  145  ministers  only  five  ministers 
reported  to  their  associations  as  requested,  and  only  two  classi- 
cal associations  noticed  the  Synod's  board  or  recognized  the 
Synod's  request. 

Your  Board  would  renew  the  request  made  last  year,  and 
also  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  the  issuing  of  a  blank  form 
for  the  use  of  Sunday-school  associations  by  which  a  uniformity 
of  report  may  be  had  from  all. 

Tour  Board  would  suggest  that  Saturday  ev^ening  be  set 
apart  for  a  Sunday-school  service  in  which  the  members  of 
Synod  shall  take  part  in  brief  addresses,  not  exceeding  ten 
minutes.

1.  Tour  Committee  would  therefore  respectfully  suggest 
that  the  several  Glasses  be  requested  to  inform  Synod  whether 
they  have  complied  with  the  wishes  of  Synod  in  organizing 
Sunday-school  Associations. 

2.  That  each  Giassis  be  requested  to  prepare  an  abstract  of 
their  proceedings  anually  for  Synod. 

3.  That  the  Sunday-school  Board  be  instructed  to  prepare  a 
statistical  blank  in  order  to  secure  uniformity  in  the  reports 
which  may  be  presented. 

4.  In  reference  to  catechization  it  is  the  opinion  of  your 
Gommittee  that  it  is  inadvisable  to  use  the  supplemental  les- 
sons of  the  catechism  in  connection  with  the  International 
Lessons,  but  recommend  that  wherever  practicable,  that  the 
pastor  organize  a  catechetical  class  in  the  Sunday-school.

Cjrng 
Cort  in  a  communication  received,  calls  the  attention  of  Synod 
to  its  action  at  Delaware,  Ohio,  in  1869,  in  regard  to  himself, 
asking  for  a  redress  of  his  grievances  in  some  way. 

The  subject  matter  of  these  items,  which  were  adopted,  wag 
referred  to  a  special  committee,  consisting  of  Kevs.

The  said  first  party  is  to  allow  said  second  party  or  assigns  to

Said  second  party  further  agrees  that  the  price  for  said 
*' Hymnal/'  shall  not  exceed  twelve  (S12)  dollars  per  dozen  for 
common  size  and  style,  and  other  sizes  and  styles  to  be  propor- 
tionate in  price.

Church  in  the  United  States  has  caused  these  presents  to  he 
executed  and  its  corporate  seal  to  be  attached  by  its  proper  offi- 
cers, and  the  said  second  party  have  hereunto  set  their  hands 
this  29th  day  of  July,  1880.

That  while  the  position  of  this  Synod  has  always  been  against 
this  and  every  other  sin,  yet  in  view  of  the  enormity  of  the 
evil  here  referred  to,  stripping  as  it  does  the  unfortunate  ine- 
briate of  hie  manhood  and  bringing  shame,  disgrace,  and  finan- 
cial ruin  upon  those  associated  with  him,  would,  nevertheless, 
call  the  special  attention  of  the   ministers  and  congregations 
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within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod  to  this  subject  in  the  hope  that 
all  proper  and  legitimate  means  be  jadiciously  and  energeti- 
cally employed  for  its  suppression.  To  this  end  we  would  re-

Illinois  Classis  in  refusing  Hev.  Joshua  H.  Derr  his  certificate 
of  dismissal  to  the  West  Susquehanna  Classis,  would  report  that 
they  have  fully  investigated  the  matter,  in  the  light  of  all  availa- 
ble facts  in  the  case,  and  unanimously  agree  in  the  following 
conclusions : 

Ist.  That  the  allegations  of  Northern  Illinois  Classis  against

Synod  to  erase  from  its  minutes  all  that  pertains  to  matters  be- 
tween Rev.  William  Hansen  and  the  Classis,  for  the  reasons  as- 
signed. Kespecting  this  request  the  following  action  was  adopt- 
ed by  Synod :

Whbbeas,  There  is  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  ministers  and 
elders  to  leave  the  sessions  of  Synod  before  its  close,  and  in  this 
way  seriously  interfere  with  the  business  of  Synod  ;  therefore, 

Resolved^  That  the  different  classes  be  directed  to  call  the 
special  attention  of  their  ministers  and  elders  to  the  necessitj 
of  being  in  attendance  upon  the  meetings  of  Synod  as  far  as 
practicable. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  emphatically  disapproves  and  dis- 
courages the  general  withdrawal  of  its  members  toward  the 
close  of  the  sessions,  and  that  in  the  opinion  of  this  Synod  every 
member  should  remain  until  the  final  adjournment,  unless  called 
home  on  account  of  sickness  or  death.

The  following  reports  were  received,  considered,  and  adopted 
by  Synod : 

I.   BSPORT  OF  THE  BOABD  OP  PUBLIOATGH. 

The  Board  of  Publication  organized  by  the  election,  of  Rev. 
I.  H.  Beiter,  D.  D.,  as  president,  and  Bev.  H.  M.  Herman,  sec- 
retary. Afterward  Dr.  Seiter  resigned  as  president,  and  S.  B. 
Yockey  was  elected  to  the  position. 

The  Christian  World  passed  into  the  hands  of  a  receiver, 
James  C.  Reber,  a  member  of  the  First  Reformed  Church,  Day- 
ton,  Ohio,  November  12,  1879.  November  25,  ^879,  Messrs. 
Geo.  N.  Whipp  and  Geo.  W.  Shearer  purchased  the  same.    On 
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the  same  day  Dr.  S.  Mease  offered  his  resignation  to  the  Board, 
which  was  accepted,  and  to  take  effect  four  months  after  that 
date— viz :  on  the  first  of  April,  1880. 

March  15, 1880,  Dr.  1.  H.  Beiter,  having  purchased  the  interest 
of  Geo.  N.  Whipp  in  the  Christian  World,  was  ananimoasly 
elected  editor  by  the  Board  until  the  meeting  of  this  Synod,  and 
he  assumed  the  editorial  management  of  the  paper  April  1st. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Christian  World  has  passed 
through  a  year  of  more  than  ordinaay  trial.  The  Board,  to- 
gether with  those  who  are  more  immediately  connected  with  its 
publication,  have  labored  diligently  and  earnestly  to  maintain 
its  good  standing  before  all  the  people,  for  all  felt  that  if  the 
Church  lost  confidence  in  the  ability  o^the  Board  to  sustain  the 
paper,  our  loss  must  be  so  great  as  to  materially  cripple  the 
usefulness  of  the  paper.  It  is  hardly  necessary  for  us  to  say 
that  the  paper  is  published  with  the  utmost  economy,  and  all 
patrons  are  assured  that  the  strictest  attention  will  be  given  to 
all  matters  of  business,  and  prompt  credits  entered  on  the  re- 
ception of  ail  remittances. 

The  following  action  is  suggested  for  the  adoption  of  Synod  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Publication  respectfully  requests 
Synod  to  define  the  Board's  relation  to  the  Christian  World. 

ResolvedyThdii  the  Board  of  Publication  suggests  the  propriety 
of  Synod  requesting  the  publishers  of  the  Christian  World  to 
have  the  paper  published  by  one  of  the  publishing  houses  of  our 
Church,  or  that  the  Synod  procure  a  publishing  house  of  its 
own. 

Resolved^  That  the  Board  of  Publication  entertains  the  most 
implicit  confidence  in  the  proprietors  and  editor  of  the  Chris- 
tian World,  and  commend  them  to  the  most  cordial  and  liberal 
support  of  the  Church. 

Resolved^  That  the  Board  recommends  that  the  Synod  en- 
dorse its  action  by  electing  the  present  editor,  ai  interim,  to  the 
position  permanently.

The  Committee  on  Overtures,  daring  the  morning  sessioii  of 
the  third  day  of  the  seBsions,  reported  in  item  3  that  in  a  com- 
manication  received  from  certain  members  of  the  Tuscarawas 
Glassis,  presented  the  claims  of  the  '<  Wadsworth  Steam  Print- 
ing House "  for  the  consideration  of  Synod.  The  item  was 
adopted,  and  the  subject  involved  was  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Publication.

OPBNIKG  OF  SYNOD. 

The  Ohio  Synod  of  the  Beformed  Churoh  in  the  United 
States,  according  to  appointment,  convened  in  general  conven- 
tion in  the  Beformed  Church  iii  MiamiBburg,  Ohio,  October  19, 
A.  D.,  1881,  the  president,  Bev.  Samuel  6.  Yockey,  being  in  the 
chair,  and  who,  after  singing  and  reading  of  scripture,  consti- 
tuted the  synod  with  prayer ;  then  the  synod  proceeded  to  effect 
a  permanent  organization  by  the  enrollment  of  its  members 
and  the  election  of  its  officers. 

The  synodioal  sermon  was  preached  by  the  retiring  president, 
Bev.  Samael  B.  Yockey,  on  Thursday  evening,  from  Isaiah  55 : 
10,  11 :  "  For  as  the  rain  cometh  down,  and  the  snow  from 
heaven,  and  returneth  not  thither,  but  watereth  the  earth,  and 
maketh  it  bring  forth  and  bud,  that  it  n^ay  give  seed  to  the 
sower  and  bread  to  the  eater :  so  shall  my  word  be  that  goeth 
forth  out  of  my  mouth  :  it  shall  not  return  unto  me  void,  but  it 
shall  accomplish  that  which  I  please,  and  it  shall  prosper  in  the 
thing  whereto  I  sent  it."

ARTICLE  XIL 
RELIGION  AND  MORALS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  and  Sta- 
tistical Reports,  during  the  last  day  of  the  sessions,  presented' 
the  following  report,  which  was  adopted  : 

It  is  most  becoming  first  of  all  to  make  ftall  acknowledge- 
ment of  the  goodness  and  love  of  God  to  us  during  the  past 
year.  Each  classical  report  on  this  matter  comes  burdened 
with  expressions  of  gratitude  for  the  beneficence  of  the  heaven- 
ly Father.  Life  and  health  among  the  ministry  were  objects  of 
divine  care;  only  one  of  oar  numbers  having  fallen, — Prof.  O. 
A.  S.  Hursh,and  in  this  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Heidelberg 
College  has  presented  suitable  action  for  Synod's  adoption, — 
while  the  health  has  been  generally  so  good  that  few  were  com- 
pelled to  discontinue  their  usual  labor. 
I 
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It  is  iMutly  potBible  for  any  one  to  give  a  report  of  the  real 
eondition  of  the  Church,  by  reading,  however  carefally,  the 
reports  from  the  different  daasee.  Statements  and  even  figures 
are  sometimes  deceptive.  There  may  be  sabstantial  progress, 
yet  numbers  remaining  the  saihe ;  for  if  there  is  gain  in  the 
better  equipment  of  the  membership  in  all  Christian  virtues 
and  graces,  that  church  is  not  standing  still.  Majoritiee  are  of 
small  significance.  More  emphasis  should  be  laid  upon  build- 
ing not  of  wood,  hay,  and  stubble,  but  of  gold,  silver,  and  pre- 
cious stones.  A  superstructure  of  such,  resting  not  on  the  sand, 
but  on  the  tried  stone,  is  indestructible,  and  can  not  but  be  a 
power  for  good.  To  accomplish  this,  each  report  bears  fair 
testimony  of  the  faitfifulness  in  the  preaching  of  the  word. 
With  propriety  we  may  rejoice  that  we  have  been  delivered 
from  all  erroneous  teachings,  and  defended  against  all  hereby ; 
for  while  we  have  made  additions  we  have  not  lowered  the 
standard  of  church-discipline,  nor  made  Bible-doctrine  bend  to 
suit^he  ever-changing  sentiment  and  wish  of  the  world. 

A  disposition  is  manifest  to  ding  closely  to  the  land-marks  of 
the  fathers,  and  make  prominent  the  customs  of  the  past — an 
indication  of  the  large  conservative  element  which  prevails  in 
the  Church,  showing  strength  and  confidence.    There  should 
be  a  wise  discrimination  here,  however ;  for  if  the  past  with  its 
best  achievements  and  its  brightest  victories  becomes  an  object 
of  idolatry,  detracting  attention  and  interest  from  present  duty 
and  future  glory,  then  it  is  a  paralyzing  power,  not  only  de- 
structive of  all  progress,  but  a  dry-rot  in  the  heart-core  of  the 
Church,  making  progress  impossible.    The  Church  is  not  rest- 
ing so  much  npon  past  as  upon  living  principles,  susceptible  of 
infinite  expansion  and  application.     We  are  resting  upon  Him 
who  said,  *' Let  the  dead  bury  their  dead:   follow  thou  me.'* 
We  are  under  marching-orders,— not  a  defensive  war,  wherein 
we  are  expected  to  defend  the  post  or  bide  behind  fortifications 
built  by  generations  long  dead.    We  are  in  possession  of  such 
facilities  that  to  stand  still  is  dangerous,  and  to  look  back  satis- 
fied with  the  attainments  of  the  past  is  spiritual  suicide. 

We  have  detected  in  the  matter  of   the  literature  of  the 
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Church  a  want  of  interest,  only  o.ne  report  calling  attention  to 
this  subject.  Every  one  who  loves  to  see  the  Charch  prosper 
can  batUament  this ;  for  it  is  a  vital  point  in  charch  growth. 
The  more  general  any  people  are  instructed  on  all  questions  of 
Christian  activity,  the  more  efficient  do  they  become  as  workers 
in  the  Church.  Eeligious  periodicals  are  an  essential  to  the 
proper  information  of  any  people.  From  the  pulpit  not  every 
subject  may  be  discussed,  though  proper  in  itselt,  for  time  would 
be  wanting.  The  religious  paper  comes  as  an  assistant  to  the 
preacher,  helping  to  instruct  his  people  in  every  duty.  Then, 
too,  as  it  comes  laden  with  reports  of  Christian  activity  the 
i^orld  over,  it  becomes,  in  every  family,  an  incentive  for  good. 

In  connection  with  this  it  may  be  proper  to  call  attention  to 
the  Church's  relation  to  her  literary  institutions.  In  these  there 
should  be  a  deep  interest.  Here  her  ministers  will  be  educated, 
and  many  of  her  people.  What  these  are,  then,  will  largely 
determine  her  future.  With  this  molding-power  belonging  to 
these  places  of  learning,  how  much  of  importance  must  gather 
around  them.  What  the  state  of  the  Gburch  is  in  this  particu- 
lar, it  is  difficult  to  determine.  Yet,  from  the  activity  bearing 
on  the  education  of  our  people,  we  are  led  to  believe  that  we  are 
not  neglecting  this  duty.  Tbat  it  should  receive  all  possible 
attention  all  will  agree.  To  accomplish  a  great  mission  we  can 
not  be  indifferent  here. 

The  weekly  prayer-meeting  has  received  more  attention,  and 
in  tufn  has  become  a  great  power  for  good  among  our  people. 
Prayer  meetings  have  been  established  where  they  have  not 
heretofore  existed,  while  others  have  been  maintained  with 
growing  interest.  No  congregation  can  realize  the  highest 
spiritual  development  without  this  means  of  grace.  It  is  here 
we  may  meet  in  the  spirit  of  the  utmost  humility,  imploring 
heaven's  help.  The  congregation,  going  forward  in  its  work 
supported  by  the  prayers  of  many  devout  hearts,  does  not  fail. 
A  people  ever  near  to  God  in  prayer  are  the  very  salt  of  the 
earth.  If  in  our  annual  conventions  we  can  report  increased 
interest  and  devotion  here,  our  blessed  church  with  all  her  min- 
istrations  for  good  will  ever  be  safe.    Doubtless  it  has  often 
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OOoarred,  unknown  to  us  now,  ttiat  one  Christian  by  the  om- 
nipotenoe  of  prayer  has  saved  a  commanity  from  alter  ruin. 
His  prayer,  though  anheard,  was  neyertheleBS  felt  as  a^nightj 
protest  agaiDSt  the  farther  encroachments  of  sin.  Many  a  one 
on  the  downward  pathway  has  been  arrested  by  the  very 
thoaght  that  one  picas  soul  was  engaged  in  earnest  prayer  for 
his  salvation.  It  is,  too,  the  manifestation  of  that  radical  change 
which  takes  place  in  regeneration,  when  the  world  is  compelled 
to  stop  and  say,  <<  Behold,  he  prays.'* 

The  administration  of  the  sacraments  has  not  been  neglected 
by  the  ministry,  and  the  membership  has  appreciated  their 
yalae  and  importance.  While  the  number  of  members  exceeds 
the  commanicants,  yet  the  discrepancy  is  not  very  large,  and 
perhaps  could  be  accounted  for,  in  part  at  least,  by  sickness. 
Children,  too,  have  been  brought  in  holy  baptism  to  the  Lord; 
and  many  bear  the  sign  of  the  covenant  relation. 

At  the  close  of  this  report  we  would  speak  of  the  benevolence 
of  the  Church.  And  we  can  do  this  with  gratification;  for 
there  has  been  evidently  an  improvement  here,  both  in  the 
spirit  in  which  the  church  has  engaged  in  this  department  of 
Christian  work,  and  in  the  results  obtained.  Quite  a  number 
of  the  reports  speak  most  encouragingly  of  what  has  been  done. 
Others  speak  of  systematic  efforts  in  securing  regular  contribu- 
tions, and  in  some  instances  with  most  commendable  resalts. 
Yet  the  greatest  results  will  only  be  attained  when  both  minis- 
ters and  people  will  fully  realize  that  the  service  of  God's  hoase 
demands  not  alone  our  songs  and  prayers,  but  the  consecration 
of  oar  substance.  Devotion  is  doing  what  we  can  with  Bach 
possessions  as  the  Almighty  has  given  us  for  the  greater  glory 
of  Christ's  kingdom.  Each  with  bis  different  endowment  from 
the  Holy  Spirit,  whether  it  be  in  wisdom  or  in  knowledge  or  in 
faith,  or  if  it  be  one  or  ten  talents,  lays  it  upon  the  altar  dedi- 
cated to  God.  Out  of  this  grows  Christian  benevolence.  '  What 
we  have  has  been  given  us,  and  with  it  we  are  to  honor  the 
Giver.  We  are  to  be  Christ-like.  He  gave  his  love,  his  life. 
In  like  spirit,  if  need  be,  we  are  to  give  our  all.  Our  liberality 
then  is  to  be  measured  not  so  much  by  the  necessities  of  the 
hour,  as  is  so  often  the  case,  but  alone  by  our  ability.  An  ar- 
gent plea  may  secure  a  large  collection,  but  not  a  single  penny 
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given  oat  of  a  proper  motive:  for  it  is  not  given  out  of  A  oon« 
straining  love  Of  Grod  or  to  honor  his  name,  but  to  prevent  a 
shame  which  would  otherwise  be  upon  us.  •  True  benevolence 
is  an  expression  ef  gratitude;  for  while  we  feel  we  can  not  en- 
rich him,  yet  the  Church  in  her  mission  is  the  proper  channel 
through  which  we  may  express  our  sense  of  obligation  to  Him 
who  has  redeemed  us  with  his  own  life.  Then,  too,  this  spirit 
meets  divine  approbation;  for  God  loves  the  cheerful  giver. 
The  invitation  is,  "  Bring  ye  all  the  tithes  into  the  store-bousei 
that  there  may  be  meat  in  mine  house,  and  prove  me  now  here- 
with,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  if  I  will  not  open  you  the  win- 
dows of  heaven,  and  pour  you  out  a  blessing,  that  there  shall 
not  be  room  en'ough  to  receive  it.  *  *  ><<  And  all  nations 
shall  call  you  blessed :  lor  ye  shall  be  a  delightsome  Und,  saith 
the  Lord  of  hosts."

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The  Financial  Agent,  after  some  delay,  entered  upon  his 
datieB,  meeting  with  commendable  succese.  For  reaeona  best 
known  to  the  agent  himself,  he  suddenly  ceased  to  act  in  his 
new  duties,  and  this  part  of  the  work  contemplated  by  synod 
was  not  accomplished  by  him. 

The  Superintendent  of  Missions,  having  been  properly  called 
by  the  Board,  entered  upon  his  duties  January  1,  1881.  His 
labors  have  been  obstructed  by  various  hindrances,  which  we 
regret  to  say  largely  reduced  the  results  hoped  for.  The  rigor 
and  storms  of  winter  seriously  marred  the  programme  of  ap- 
pointments, and  the  health  of  the  superintendent,  during  the 
spring  and  summer,  also  curtailed  his  usefulness  in  this  office. 
Another  hin€h*ance  lies  in  the  fact  that  many  pastors  within 
the  bounds  of  the  Synod  actually  refuse  admission  to  the  super- 
intendent to  their  fields,  alleging  that  local  interests,  either  in 
behalf  of  their  own  field  or  classis, forbid  it.  No  one,  of  course, 
is  judge  of  these  circumstances  save  the  pastor  and  consistory 
of  a  charge,  and  in  the  event  of  a  refusal,  the  work  of  the  su- 
perintendent there  it  at  an  end. 

At  this  point  the  Board  takes  liberty  to  suggest  to  synod  the 
impoitance  of  legislating  upon  this  important  work  at  an  earlier 
part  of  the  sessions  than  is  usually  done,  in  order  that  a  larger 
representation  of  delegates  may  be  more  thoroughly  interested 
in  the  work,  and  in  a  certain  sense,  in  common  with  others, 
become  sponsers  to  synod's  enactments. 

The  superintendetifs  salary  was  fixed  at  eight  hundred  dollars 
($800),  to  be  paid  from  the  Treasury  of  the  Board,  together 
with  one  hundred  additional,  provided  the  superintendent  se- 
cures this  amount  by  way  of  collections  from  unsuppiied  and 
unorganized  mission  points. 

The  results  synod  will  best  ascertain  from  the  report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Missions,  and  these  will  no  doubt  have  in- 
fluence upon  synod's  action  on  this  subject  for  the  future. 

The  finances  of  the  Board  are  in  a  hopeful  condition.  By  the 
kind  donation  of  large  sums  of  two  brethren,  together  with  a 
rather  liberal  patronage  of  the  Board  on  the  part  of  some  class- 
es and  Sunday-schools,  we  are  permitted  to  report  that^he  debt 
has  been  paid. 
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This  oaght  to  be  a  matter  of  great  rejoicing,  and  is  to  the 
^oard  an  omen  of  better  things  to  oome.  May  the  good  Lord 
speak  and  be  heard  by  our  people  all  throagh  the  church,  is  oar 
earnest  prayer. 

MiMiona  under  our  Direct  Obre. 

Brown  County  Mission^  served  by  Rev.  D.  J.  Greenwald,  and, 
because  of  impaired*  health,  assisteid  by  Bev.  A.  B.  Hokhoaser ; 
appropriation,  $150. 

The  mission  is  in  a  very  prosperous  condition,  having  com- 
pleted a  new  church  at  one  of  its  points  since  the  last  synod. 

Salina^  Kansas^  served  by  Rev.  H.  Shumaker;  appropriation, 
$500. 

This  mission  is  reported  as  very  unsatisfactory  in  one  of  its 
congregations,  owing  to  the  unsettled  condition  of  its  member- 
ship.    In  the  other  there  is  fi^ood  hope  of  ultimate  success 

though  great  care  and  sacrifice  lies  between  its'  present  condi- 
tion and  its  final  success. 

New  Easily  ITansas,  served  by  Rev.  S.  Thomas ;  appropriat^n, 
$100. 

Bro.  Thomas  has  met  with  success,  and  has  evidently  labored 
very  hard  in  this  trying  field.  He  was,  during  the  year,  re- 
membered kindly, with  a  box  of  goods,  etc.,  from  the  First  Re- 
formed Church,  Tiffiu. 

Freepor/f  IllindiSj  served  by  Rev.  I.  A.  Sites ;  appropriation, 
$100. 

The  mission  is  hopefully  spoken  of,  but  Bro.  Sites  having  re- 
cently resigned,  leaves  it  without  a  shepherd. 

Altamont,  BL,  served  by  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Bhuford ;  appropriation, 
SI50.  It  has  only  recently  been  taken  under  the  care  of  the 
Board,  and  reorganized  by  the  Superintendent  of  Missions.

R  Keller;  ap- 
proprii^tiaii,  $50.

3.    Report  of  Superintendent  of  Missions. 

To  THE  Kbvbbbnd  Ohio  Stnod: 

Venerable  Fathers  and  Dear  Brethren — At  y*mv  last  meeting 
yoa  elected  me  to  baperintend  the.  miBHionary  work  within  the 
boundn  of  this  synod's  territory.  SubHcquently  your  Board  of 
Missions  tendered  me  a  regular  caII  to  this  work.  A^ter  due 
consideration  I  accepted  the  call,  and  entered  upon  the  work 
January  1,  1881. 
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It  at  once  became  apparent  that  it  was  impoBfiible  to  arrange 
&nd  carry  forward  the  work  with  that  Bystem  which  it  so  much 
demandR,  while  a  number  of  classes  were  not  acting  with  the 
JBoard,  but  undertaking  missionary  points  themselves  and  con 
ducting  them  according  to  their  own  legislation. 

This  plan  of  classes,  acting  independent  of  synod's  Board, 
may,  in  itself,  be  a  good  one,  but  when  brought  face  to  face 
^w^ith  synod's  legislation  through  its  Board  and  the  work  of  a^ 
general  superintendency,  it  at  once  throws  a  barrier  in  the  way 
xyf  properly  organizing  and  carrying  forward  the  missionary 
Tvork.  I  do  not  make  this  statement  for  the  purpose  of  finding . 
fault,  but  with  the  view  of  pointing  out  one  of  the  great  diffi- 
culties in  the  way  of  the  missionary  work  of  this  synod,  and 
ivhich  makes  it  difficult  to' labor  in  the  capacity  of  a  General 
Sup^intendent. 

The  work  to  which  you  called  me  was  one  in  which  I  had 
no  experience;  and  having  no  means  at  hand  by  which  I 
could  inform  myself,  tbere  was  no  other  way  left  me  than  to 
learn  by  experience;  hence  much  of  the  work  may  have  seem- 
ed slow  and  tedious  to  the  church,  while  to  me  it  was  burden- 
some and  difficult. 

With  the  close  of  this  report  I  have  spent  nine  months  in 
your  service  as  Missionary  Superintendent.  This  period  of 
time  was  divided  as  follows : 

1.  Four  months  were  devoted  to  collecting  funds. 

2.  Three  months  to  pastoral  work  in  the  various  points  ex- 
plored. 

3.  Two  months  were  consumed  in  bad  weather  and  sickness. 

SoLioiTiNQ  Funds. 

Most  of  the  canvassing  for  funds  was  done  in  the  classes  of 
Shelby,  Northern  Illinois,  St.  Joseph,  and  Tiffin.  The  main 
difficulty  in  this  part  of  the  work  was  to  arrange  for  continuous 
work.  It  frequently  was  the  case  that  it  was  not  suitable  for 
pastors  to  receive  me  into  their  pastoral  charges,  or  they  were 
so  situated  that  they  could  not  accompany  me  in  a  canvass  of 
their  fields.    To  overcome  these  difficulties  took  time  and  pa- 
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tience.  Where  these  difficaUieB  were  Dot  in  the  way,  the  work 
moved  on  very  pleasantly  and  with  sacceRS.  The  following  is 
the  resalt  of  the  canvass  in  the  various  charges  canvassed  :

Pastoral  Work. 

The  three  months  spent  in  pastoral  work  were  devoted  to 
visiting  vacant  fields  and  points  not  yet  organized.  The  fol- 
io wing  is  the  result  of  the  work  done  : 

Altamont  Mission.    The  first  place  visited  was  the  Altamont 
charge  in  Shelby  Classis.     This  field  had  been  vacant  for  four 
and  a  half  years.     The  field  consisted  of  three  regular  organ- 
ized congregations.     Two  of  these  had  good  church-houses  and 
free  from  debt ;  the  other  had  the  privilege  of  a  good  school- 
house  in  which  to  hold  its  services.    The  membership  of  the 
entire  field  was  about  fortv.     The  membership  was  very  much 
diHCOuraged,  insomuch  that  they  were  not  very  anxious  to  try 
again.     The  town  congregation  was  considering  the  propriety 
of  transfering  their  membership  to  a  sister  denomination.    We 
visited  them  and  preached  for  th^m,  at  the  same  time  urging 
them  to  call  a  pastor.     This  they  finally  agreed  to  do,  with  the 
understanding  that  the  man  sent  them  should  be.  received  on 
trial.    Accordingly  Rev.  Julius  E.  Shuford,  of  North   Carolina 
Classis,  was  invited  to  visit  them  and  serve  as  suf^ply  for  three 
months.    At  the  expfration  of  this  time   I  again  visited  the 
field  to  ascertain  the  result  of  this  plan.    1  was  much  grati- 
fied to  learn  that  the  membership  was  much  encouraged.     The 
attendance  at  the  regular  services  on  the  Lord's  day  was  good, 
and  the  public  seemed  to  have  confidence  in  the  success  of  the 
enterprise. 

When  the  membership  was  called  on  to  instruct  the  joint 
consistory  on  the  question  of  calling  Rev.  J.  H.  Shuford  as  their 
regular  pastor,  the  vote  was  unanimously  in  favor  of  calling 
him  as  their  pastor.  Bro.  Shuford  was  regularly  called,  and 
entered  upon  his  work  in  this  field,  his  time  beginning  with  the 
time  he  began  to  supply  them,  apd  has  continued  to  labor 
among  these  people,  with  entire  acceptance,  up  to  the  present 
time. 
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The  town  congregation  lately  repaired  their  charch-hoUfiC, 
which  adds  very  much  to  its  appearance,  all  of  which  has  beeo 
paid  for.  The  contribution  of  this  field  to  home  missiODs  was 
939.13. 

SJuinnon,  Illinois,  The  second  place  visited  was  Shannoo 
in  Northern  Illinois  ClaBsis.  This  is  a  town  of  about  fifteen 
handred  inhabitants.  It  is  situated  about  fifteen  miles  from  our 
nMssion,  in  Freeport,  Illinois.  It  was  served  by  Eev.  L  A.Su<» 
during  the  past  year^in  connection  with  the  Freeport  Mission. 
At  Shannon  we  have  a  number  of  members  and  conaiderable 
available  material  for  members,  but  no  organisation.  I  visit- 
ed this  point  at  two  different  times  for  the  purpose  of  organiz- 
ing, but  was  prevented  each  time  by  the  severe  snow  storms 
which  prevailed  in  that  section  of  the  country  at  that  time. 
This  is  a  good  point  and  deserves  attention.  There  is  a  good 
church-building  at  this  pUce  which  can  be  used  by  our  people 
if  they  will  furnish  regular  preaching  by  an  acceptable  man. 

Freeport,  Illinois.  This  mission  is  in  Northern  Illinois  GUss- 
is.  We  spent  two  Sabbaths  in  this  mission.  The  membership 
is  small,  but  all  of  them  are  worthy  and  reliable.  There  is  in  the 
city  of  Freeport  much  good  material  for  the  Keformed  Church. 
I  believe  that  a  good  missionary  could  soon  make  the  mission 
self -sustaining.  The  mission  contributed  S11.25  tu  the  cause  of 
home  missions.  The  regular  services  have  thus  far  been  held 
in  the  church-house  belonging  to  the  German  congregation. 

Chicago^  Illinois,  Nearly  one  week  was  spent  in  looking  op 
our  prospects  for  an  English  interest  in  Chicago,  Illinois.  There 
was  no  effort  made  to  organize  or  arrange  for  regular  preach- 
ing. The  aim,  mostly,  was  to  ascertain  our  prospects  and  leara 
the  best  course  to  be  pursued  in  building  up  an  interest  there. 
To  build  up  an  interest  in  Chicago  would  require  the  services  of 
one  of  our  best  men.  It  would  require  from  six  to  eight  hno- 
dred  dollars  missionary  aid  per  annum  for  a  number  of  years, 
after  which  a  reduction  of  one  or  two  hundred  dollars  might  he 
made  every  year,  until  finally  no  aid  would  be  needed,  but  this 
could  be  counted  On  only  in  case  the  best  of  success  would  at- 
tend the  enterprise. 
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Again,  from  three  to  foar  thonsand  dollars  would  be  required 
to  erect  a  chapel  in  which  to  hold  services.  The  cost  of  estab- 
lishing and  carrying  forward  an  English  interest  in  Chicago 
would  be  equal  to  the  expense  of  establishing  and  carrying  for- 
ward four  or  five  missions  in  so  many  of  the  smaller  towns  or 
villages  of  the  West.  Bni  one  interest  well  established  and 
carried  forward  in  Chicago  would  be  of  as  much  benefit  and 
good  influence  in  establishing  ourselves  in  the  West  as  ten 
points  established  in  small  towns  or  villages.  Besides,  one  point 
in  Chicago  would  require  only  one  man,  while  ten  points  in  the 
small  towns  or  villages  would  require  nearly  so  many  men,  and 
in  legislation  on  this  matter  it  is  well  to  keep  \n  mind  that  we 
are  short  of  men  as  well  as  funds.  Our  prospects  are  good 
enough  in  Chicago  to  warrant  an  effort  there. 

Jjima,  Ohio.  My  attention  was  directed  to  this  place,  and  1 
was  invited  to  visit  the  parties  desiring  an  English  interest.  I 
found  a  number  of  members  who  were  afazious  to  have  English 
services  and  considerable  material  for  an  English  interest  From 
the  circumstances  of  this  point,  I  did  not  think  best  to  organ- 
ize for  the  present.  I,  however,  made  arrangements  to  fur- 
nish regular  preaching  for  these  people.  Geo.  W.  Eemagen  and 
W.  H.  Shults,  from  the  senior  class  of  the  Seminary  at  Tiffin 
preach  alternately  for  them,  giving  them  services  every  two 
weeks.    The  work  was  placed  under  the  pastoral  care  of  Rev. 

John  J.  M.  Gruber. 

• 

Hume^  Ohio.    This  is  a  point  eight  miles  south  west  of  Lima, 

Ohio,  and  has  received  some  attention.  Here  we  have  ten 
members  organised  into  a  congregation.  Rev.  A.  Gonser 
preached  at  this  point  during  his  senior  year  at  the  Seminary, 
and  succeeded  in  awakening  quite  an  interest,  and  at  the  same 
tHpe  gathering  quite  an  interesting  catechetical  class.  Rev.  J. 
J.  M.  Gruber  had  also  interested  himself  in  this  point,  and  did 
much  good.  Geo.  W.  Kemagen  and  W.  H.  Shuhz,  from  the  Sem- 
inary at  Tiffin,  Ohio,  preach  for  these  people  on  the  same  day 
they  preaclt  at  Lima,  Ohio.  This  point  was  also  placed  under 
the  pastoral  care  of  Rev.  J.  J.  M.  Gruber.

Kentland^  Indiana,  This  point  has  material  for  two  congre- 
gatioDR.  One  in  Kentland,  which  is  the  county  seat  ot  New- 
ton  County,  Indiana,  and  one  about  five  miles  from  town.  The 
latter  point  I  organized  into  a  congregation.  At  this  point 
they  are  making  an  effort  to  builfl  a  church-house.  Their  pros- 
pects for  success  are  good.  The  material  at  these  two  points  ij 
mostly  composed  of  persons  who  were  catechized  and  confirmed 
in  our  congregations  in  Pennsylvania,  and  afterward  moved 
West  A  number  of  them  are  among  the  most  prominent  and 
influential  citizens  of  that  section  of  country.  Since  this  point 
was  explored,  Hev.  Aaron  H.  Leiss  has  been  serring  them  is 
supply. 

I  deem  it  proper  to  say  that  in  exploring  these  points  men- 
tioned there  were  many  difficulties  in  the  way;  yet  I  feel  as 
though  the  Lord  had  blessed  my  labor,  and  I  feel  it  my  duty 
to  especially  urge  upon  synod  to  continue  this  part  of  the  work 
with  an  increased  interest.  After  having  given  the  work  of 
home  missions  within  our  synod'^  bounds  a  careful  considera- 
tion, I  will  submit  the  loUowing  recommendations  for  synod's 
adoption : 

1.  That  this  synod  make  an  assessment  on  each  of  its  com- 
municant members  of  twenty  cents,  and  that  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Board  of  Home  Missions  be  instructed  to  make  oat  the  ap- 
portionment of  each  pastoral  charge,  according  to  the  member- 
ship reported  in  this  synod^s  statistical  table,  and  send  the  ap- 
portionment to  the  pastors*  of  the  various  pastoral  charges  in 
synod's  bounds. 

2.  That  this  synod  urge  upon  its  pastors  to  do  ail  in  their 
power  to  collect  this  assessment  as  soon  as  possible,  and  pay  it 
over  to  the  Treasurer  oL  the  Board  of  Home  Missions. 

3.  That  synod  instruct  the  Board  to  give  credit  to  the  dif- 
ferent classes  for  the  amount  appropriated  to  the  various  mission 
points  under  the  care  of  such  classes. 

This  direction  is  to  be  construed  that  the  Board  is  not  to  as- 
sume any  classical  debt,  but  only  to  give  credit  for^he  appor- 
tionment made,  but  not  yet  due,  to  the  missionaries  under  the 
direction  of  such  classes.

It  Will  be  seen  from  this  statement  that  the  8900.00  appor- 
tioned by  synod  among  the  classes,  only  8178.03  have  been  paid.

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silent  figures.     The  time  is  here  when  something  decisive  is  im- 
peratively demanded.     As  such  the  whole  matter  is  referred  to 
the  earnest  consideration  of  synod.

II.    Report  of  Goaihittse  on  Home  Missions. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Missions  submitted  their  report, 
which  was  received,  and,  as  amended,  together  with  the  fore- 
going reports,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 
To  THE  Reverend  Ohio  Synod  : 

JDear  Brethren — We  submit  our  report  upon  the  important 
subject  intrusted  to  our  consideration,  with  profound  gratitude 
to  God,  who  has  prospered  our  work  in  this  direction  in  the 
past  and  the  earnest  of  whose  Spirit  is  the  sure  pledge  of  suc- 
cess in  the  future. 

In  the  light  of  the  years  gone  by  we  have  made  the  most 
commendable  progress.  Out  of  comparative  disorder  we  have 
effected  a  system  that  has  demonstrated  its  utility  in  the  gener- 
al advancement  of  all  the  departments  of  mission  work.  A 
diffusion  of  knowledge  upon  the  subject,  an  increase  of  revenue, 
and  the  conquest  of  new  fields  for  the  church  of  our  love  and 
the  Lord,  our  Savior,  testify-to  the  strength  of  the  Reformed 
Church,  when  exerted  but  vl  degree.  To  estimate  the  harvest, 
if  our  whole  duty  was  done  in  this  divine  enterprise,  would  be 
a  task  not  of  small  proportion.  Much  as  we  have  done,  how- 
ever, it  is  as  the  drift  from  a  great  continent,  pointing  to  an 
almost  unknown,  but  moat  desirable  possession ;  for  it  is  writ- 
ten, ''the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  shall  be  given  unto  him 
for  a  possession." 

For  the  work  in  detail,  its  condition  and  its  promise^  we  refer 
you  to  the  very  full  reports  of  the  Missionary  Superintendent, 
and  of  the  President  of  the  Board.  In  these  reports,  as  you  no 
doubt  observed  in  the  reading  of  them,  there  is  special  consid- 
eration of  each  point  now  occupied,  and  also  unoccupied  places 
commended.    Our  home  misssion  work  19  receiving  much  more 
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consideration  at  the  hands  of  the  clergy  and  laitj  at  the  pre!)- 
ent  time,  than  in  the  past  So  firmly  Js  the  sense  of  obligation 
fixed  npon  the  mind  and  conscience  of  the  church,  that  it  has 
become  a  shame  to  that  people  who  neglect  the  privilege,  and 
ignore  the  duty  of  promoting  the  mission  work  of  the  charcb ; 
for  we  mean  not  that  ye  be  burdened  and  others  eased,  but  that 
out  of  your  liberality  their  extremity  be  relieved,  so  that  they 
may  minister  unto  you  that  there  be  an  equality,  and  to  this 
end  we  suggest : 

1.  That  the  Treasurer  make  an  estimate  of  the  amount  need- 
ed for  carrying  forward  the  work  now  undertaken,  and  that  to 
it  be  added  such  a  sum  as  will  enable  the  synod  to  extend  iu 
operations  to  a  reasonable  degree  at  least,  and  that  it  be  appor- 
tioned among  the  various  classes. 

2.  Inasmuch  as  the  office  of  Financial  Agent  of  the  Board 
of  Missions  has  not  proved  a  success,  we  recommend  that  it  btf 
left  vacant  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  We  recommend  to  your  fieverend  Body  the  election  of  s 
Missionary  Superintendent  for  the  ensuing  year. 

4.  That  in  the  present  condition  of  our  mission  interesu 
the  labors  of  the  Missionary  Superintendent  be  divided  between 
the  canvassing  for  funds  and  tl|e  {exploring  of  new  fields  and 
the  encouraging  of  missions  and  measures,  as  the  Board  in  their 
judgment  and  the  existing  cireumstances  from  time  to  time  may 
seem  to  direct.  * 

5.  We  recommend  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Board  and  Super- 
intendent of  Missions  for  their  faithful  services  during  the  pa^i 
year. 

6.  That  the  overture  of  Iowa  Classis  be  referred-  to  the  Board 
of  Missions,  and  their  attention  directed  to  the  request  of  the 
said  classis. 

7.  We  also  commend  to  our  people  the  eastern  and  western 
missionary  periodicals. 

S.  The  importance  and  usefulness  of  Ladies*  Missionary  Si)- 
cieties  are  fully  recognized,  and  we  request  the  various*  classes 
to  efTect  the  organization  of  such  societies  in  all  of  their  con- 
gregations. 
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9.  We  have  audited  the  Treasurer's  report,  and  have  found 
it  correct. 

10.  The  Board  be  requested  to  make  an  appropriation  of  six 
hundred  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  missionary  work  in  Chicago, 
Illinois,  and  secure,  if  possible,  a  suitable  man  for  the  work. 

11.  That,  as  synod  has  set  apart  Saturday  evening  in  the 
interest  of  missions.  Rev.  J.  J.  Leberman  make  the  opening  ad- 
dress, and  that  Dr.  U.  Bust  and  Bev.  J.  G.  Shoemaker  follow 
with  short  addresses,  and  that  Rev.  O.  E.  Lake  conduct  the  ser- 
vices, 

Ckurch' Erection, 

As  a  part  of  our  report  on  the  kindred  subject  of  missions, 
namely,  Church- Erection,  we  are  compelled  to  deplore  the  lame 
condition  of  this  branch  of  our  trust,  and  must  put  ourselves  on 
record  as  derelict  in  duty ;  for  instead  of  advancing  we  have 
retrograded,  and  are  more  deeply  in  debt  than  a  year  ago. 
Surely,  something  is  wrong  somewhere  when  the  most  vital  in- 
terests of  the  Church  are  disregarded  in  this  manner.  That 
we  may  put  ourselves  into  a  condition  to  do  something  in  this 
<iirection  that  may  be  honorable  and  praiseworthy,  we  must 
demonstrate  our  sincerity  by  paying  our  debts ;  therefore. 

Resolved^  That  there  be  an  apportionment  of  9108.00  made 
among  the  classes  to  pay  the  balance  of  interest  due  on  the  in- 
debtedness of  'the  Board  of  Church-Erection,  and  that  the 
Hynod  insist  upon  the  early  payment  of  this  amount. 

Resolved^  That  the  attention  of  the  classes  be  called  to  this 
new  apportionment,  and  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of 
Church  Erection  is  hereby  instructed  to  notify  delinquent  class- 
es  concerning  the  previous  apportionment,  and  urge  upon  them 
the  speedy  payment  of  the  same. 

Foreign  Missions. 

Upon  the  subject  of  foreign  missions  nothing  came  into  the 
hands  of  your  committee,  but  we  remember  that  we  have  mis- 
sionaries engaged  in  the  foreign  work,  and  that  they  are  in  need 
of  both  our  prayers  and  support.     We  therefore  recommend, 
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1.  That  synod  requeBt  the  classes  to  see  that  a  collection  is 
lifted  daring  the  year  in  each  of  the  congregations  within  their 
bounds  for  foreign  missions. 

2.  That  we  commend  to  our  people  the  importance  of  prayer 
for  missions ;  for  Paul  may  plant  and  Apollos  may  water,  bat 
God  givjdth  the  increase ;  therefore,  whatsoever  ye  ask  in  my 
name,  it  shall  be  given  unto  you.

The  Committee  on  Missions,  in  item  3  of  their  report,  recom- 
mended the  election  of  a  Superintendent  of  Missions,  and  after 
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considerable  diBCUBsion  in  regard  to  the  office  and  the  work  to 
be  done,  and  defining  the  general  duties  refeired  to  in  item  4  of 
said  report,  daring  the  afternoon  session  of  the  last  day  of  the 
sessions,  it  was,  on  motion, 

Mesolved,  That  the  synod  now  proceed  to  the  election  of  a 
Missionary  Superintendent. 

Bevs.  Beaben  Keller  and  John  M.  Kendig  were  appointed 
tellers.  The  election  was  held  by  ballot,  and  resulted  in  the 
choice  of  Bev.  Simon  P.  Myers;  and,  on  motion,  his  election 
was  declared  unanimous. 


On  motion,,  the  following  action  was  adopted  : 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  year  following  the  synod  hold  at 
Goshen,  Indiana,  in  1879,  there  wan  no  superintendent  of  mis-

The  fioard  of  TrusteeB  of  the  Theological  Seminary  submitted 
the  following  report : 

After  the  meeting  of  synod,  held  at  Columbiana,  Ohio,  1880. 
the  Board  organised  by  the  election  of  Bev.  David  Winters,  D* 
D.,  President;  Mr.  Gideon  G.  Prngb,  Secretory  :  and  Rev.  iHaac 
H.  Seiter»  D.  D.,  Treasurer. 

Two  vacancies  will  occar  in  the  Board,  as  the  time  of  Rev. 
Dr.  D.  Winters  and  Mr.  G.  G.  Pragh  expires  with  this  synod. 

The  seminary  is  in  good  working  order,  and  doing  a  good 
work  for  the  church  in  furnishing  excellent  young  men  for  her 
ministry.  And  yet  the  Board  has  not  been  able,  for  want  ot 
funds,  to  pay  the  piH>fessor8  salaricK  as  they  become  due,  which 
ought  not  to  be. 

The  Board  at  its  last  meeting  passed  the  following  resolutions: 

Whbrsas,  Because  of  ccrtainshrinkageand  losses  over  which 
the  Board  has  had  no  control,  the  Board,  for  want  of  funds,  i> 
unable  to  meet  the  salaries  of  the  professors;  and,  Whereas,  it 
is  important  that  the  salaries  be  promptly  paid ;  therefore, 

Resolved^  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Sem  • 
inary  hereby  respectfully  and  earnestly  request  the  Ohio  Synod 
to  instruct  all  the  pastoral  charges,  through  their  respective 
pastors,  to  take  up  special  collections  before  the  close  of  the 
year,  and  thereafter  continue  to  raise  such  collections  once  a 
year  for  this  purpose. 

The  Treasurer  will  report  the  condition  of  the  finances,  both 
lor  endowment  and  immediate  use  of  the  seminary.

W,     Jleport  ef  the  Board  of  Education, 

Another  synodical  year  having  passed  away^  it  becomes  oar 
duty,  as  a  Board,  to  report  our  labors  and  their  results,  which 
ai:f3  as  follows : 

1.  Education,  The  Board  has  under  its  care  at  present  the 
following  named  young  men  as  beneficiary  students :  Kufas  C. 
Zartman,  David  A.  Parks,  Edward  M.*  Beck,  Jacob  P.  Stnhl, 
Prank  S.  Houser,  Geo,  W.  Remagen,  George  B.  Metger,  Wm. 
II.  Shultz,  and  William  H.  Tussing.  John  L.  Bretz  and  John 
A.  Seitz,  of  the  Tuscarawas  Classis,  and  Charles  S.  Rhodes, 
while  they  are  not  under  the  immediate  care  of  the  Board,  re- 
ceive their  appropriation  through  its  Treasurer.  These  young 
men  are  prosecuting  their  studies  with  a  zeal  which  makc» 
them  worthy  of  the  material  support  they  are  receiving  from 
the  church.  Their  moral  character  and  social  habits  are  con- 
HJstent  with  their  Christian  profession,  and  they  comply  cheer- 
fully with  the  requirements  of  the  rules,  adopted  one  yea^  ago 
-by  the  synod,  for  their  regulation. 

We  regret  to  be  compelled  to  report  that  the  executor  of  the 
will  of  the  late  Sarah  Brinker,  who  bequeathed  91,500  to  the 
Board,  was  sued,  and  that  we  will  not  realize  more  than  about 
•^800  from  this  bequest. 
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The  wish  of  the  late  Miss  Sarah  A.  Hivling,  of  Xeoia,  Ohio, 
who  gave  to  the  Board  $1,000  in  her  last  will  and  testamenb 
has  been  oarried  oat,  and  we  are  now  in  the  possession  of  twen- 
ty  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Columbus  and  Xenia  Rail- 
way Company,  whiph  bears  a  little  over  8  per  cent  interest. 
For  this  liberal  donation  to  so  good  a  cause,  the  Board  has  re- 
corded upon  its  minute  book  a  suitable  resolution  of  thanks, 
which  is  also  deserving  the  gratitude  of  the  ChurcU  ;  but,  not- 
withstanding the  revenue  from  these  sources  and  a  few  liberal 
donations  from  individuals,  the  amount  received  from  the  pas- 
toral charges  has  scarcely  covered  our  expenses  of  the  last  year, 
— much  less  enabled  us  to  cancel  our  debt  of  $275  or  any  part 
of  it.  In  order  that  the  Board  may  meet  its  old  liabilities  and 
not  be  embarrassed  financially  in  the  future,  the  following  reso- 
lution was  passed  by  its  Executive  Committee : 

Resolved,  That  the  synod  be  requested  to  apportion  S2,000 
annually  among  the  different  classes  for  beneficiary  education, 
with  the  request  that  each  minister  raise  as  much  as  possible 
over  and  above  his  particular  apportionment. 

2.  Theological  Seminary,  The  Board  takes  pleasure  in  say- 
ing that,  as  far  as  the  state  of  the  finances  allow,  the  seminary 
is  accomplishing  its  work  as  fully  as  it£  friends  could  expect. 
The  examinations  of  the  students  show  that  our  professors  are 
earnestly  striving  to  prepare  their  pupils  for  the  high  office  they 
have  in  view.  The  utmost  harmony  prevails  between  the  pro- 
fessors and  students,  which  fact  grows  out  of  the  wholesome 
government  administered  by  the  professors  and  the  Christian 
courtesy  of  the  students. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  seminary  year,  the  following  named 
i^ontlemen  were  regularly  dismissed  to  take  charge  of  pastoral 
fields,  and  are  now  engaged  successfully  in  the  ministerial  work : 
Madison  C.  Peters,  Albert  Gonser,  Paul  Barringer,  Jaines<  H.  . 
B.  Lippard,  and  Allen  K.  Holshouser.  Those  received  at  the 
beginning  of  the  present  year  are  Franks.  Houser,  Samoei  L. 
Runkel,  and  Eufus  C.  Zartman,  all  graduates  of  Heidelberg 
College.  At  present  there  are  thirteen  students  io  tke  Semi- 
nary, ten  of  whom  are  in  the  senior  and  three  io  t&e  junior-- 
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dasH.  Wo  commend  this,  oilr  school  of  the  prophets,  to  the 
synod  for  its  liberal  pati*onage  and  earnest  prayers,  that  its  effi- 
ciency may  be  increased  by  a  larger  corps  of  professors  aod  a 
greater  number  of  students. 

The  time  for  which  Revs.  S.  C.  Goss,  M.  Loucks,  D.  Winters. 
I).  D.,  and  B.  Good  were  elected  as  members  of  the  Board,  ex- 
pires with  this  meeting  of  synod,  and  the  vacancies  should  be 
tilled.  The  transfer  of  the  Bev.  D.  J.  Meese  to  the  Presbyterian 
Church  also  makes  a  vacancy  which  should  be  observed  by  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Nominations.

II.     Report  of  Committee  on  THEOLOoirAi.  Sbhikaby*. 

The  Standing  Committee  oii  the  Theological  Seminary  sub- 
mitted their  report,  which  was  received,  and,  together  with  the 
preceding  reports,  adopted.     It  is  as  follows  : 

Your  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary  would  respectfully 
report : 

From  the  papers  coming  into  our  hands  we  learn  the  follow- 
ing facts:  That  the  Theological  Seminary  is  in  a  prosperous 
condition,  and  accomplishing  the  work  designed  by  the  church. 
The  professors,  we  are  told,  have  the  confidence  and  respect  of 
the  students,  and  are  thus  enabled  to  go  forward  with  the  ut- 
most harmony  in  the  important  work  of  preparing  the  young 
men  for  the  gospel  ministry. 

The  seminary  has  at  present  thirteen  students  of  theology, 
nine  of  whom  are  under  the  direct  care  of  the  Board  and  re- 
ceiving aid  from  the  church.  These  young  men  are  all  worthy 
.  to  receive  the  support  of  the  church,  inasmuch  as  their  morals 
are  irreproachable  and  their  deportment  consistent  with  their 
Christian  calling  and  profession.  The  rules  for  the  guidance  of 
the  students  of  the  seminary,  adopted  by  synod  one  year  ago, 
are  cheerfully  complied  with,  showing  proper  respect  for  au- 
thority coming  from  the  church. 

The  Board  of  Education  has  the  pleasure  of  announcing  to 
.  this  synod  the  receipt  of  twenty  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of 
the  Columbus  and  Xenia  Eailway,  valued  at  $1,000,  as  a  bequest 
from  the  late  Miss  Sarah  A,  Hivling,  of  Xenia,  Ohio.  For  this 
kind  and  Christian  act,  the  church  will  ever  hold  her  name  in 
grateful  remembrance.     *  ' 
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■ 

Though  the  Board  has  received  several  bequests  aud  has  been 
assisted  by  friends  who  contributed  toward  the  support  of  bene- 
ficiary students,  they  have  been  somewhat  embarrassed,  and 
have  not  been  able  to  liquidate  any  part  of  the  debt  resting 
upon  the  Board.  Besides  this,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Seminary 
has  not  been  able  to  pay  the  entire  salary  of  the  professors  be- 
cause of  shrinkage  and  loss  in  the  endowment  fund,  over  which 
the  Beard  of  Trustees  had  no  control.  The  professors  need 
their  salaries,  and  ought  to  be  paid  when  due.  It  is  the  earnest 
desire  of  the  Board  of  Education,  as  well  as  the  Trustees  of  the 
Seminary,  that  some  suitable  action  be  taken  by  this  synod 
whereby  the  deficiency  may  be  made  up,  and  a  united  effort  be 
made  throughout  the  synod  to  at  once  raise  sufficient  funds  to 
meet  all  present  wants  and  necessities  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion and  the  professors  of  the  seminary.  Your  committee  re- 
commend the  following  resolutions : 

m 

Resolved,  TJhat  the  ministers  be  urged  to  seek  out  such  young 
men  in  their  charges  who  will  be  willing  to  consecrate  them-* 
selves  to  the  gospel  ministry,  and  urge  them  to  attend  the 
Theological  Seminary  at  Tiffin. 

Resolved,  That  two  thousand  dollars  be  assessed  among  the 
different  classes  annually  for  the  use  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

Resolved^  That  special  collections  be  taken  up  in  each  con- 
g^regation  during  the  year  for  the  present  use  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Seminary ;  and  that  the  Trustees  of  the  Seminary  be 
authorized  to  appoint  an  agent  to  increase  its  endowment. 

Resolved,  That  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  of  its 
Treasurer,  and  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Seminary  and 
of  their  Treasurer,  be  adopted  by  synod.

Dear  Brethren — Fi*om  the  papers  that  have  come  into  our 
hands,  we  learn  ''  that  the  college  has  been  going  on  in  its  nBoal 
way,  doing  the  work  assigned  it/\  The  total  attendance  daring 
the  year  was  167  in  both  college  and  academy,  showing  that 
the  college  is  receiving  the  same  patronage  as  in  former  yean. 
The  college  is  in  good  working  condition,  and  proper  discipline 
is  being  administered  to  disorderly  stadents  with  good  effect 
While  the  church  has  reason  to  feel  gratified  over  the  present 
condition  of  the  college,  we  regret  to  state  that  the  receipts  of 
the  contingent  fund  do  not  meet  the  expenses  of  the  college. 

From  the  Financial  Agent's  report  we  find  that,  as  in  former 
years,  his  time  has  been  spent  with  his  usual  success  in  making 
additions  to  both  the  contingent  and  endowment  funds.

The  Standing  Committee  on  Overtures,  daring  the  afternoon 
session  of  they  second  day  of  the  sessions,  reported  in  item  3 
that  a  letter  had  been  received  from  Re> .

would  offer  the  following  report : 

From  the  report  of  the  superintendent,  the  action  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  placed  in  '^  as  well  as  from  other 
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sooroes  of  information,  we  learn  that  St.  Paul's  Orphans'  Home 
at  Butler,  Pa.,  is  under  excellent  management,  doing*an  import- 
ant work,  and  is  most  deservijig  of  the  aid  and  co-operation  of 
this  synod.  The  action  of  the  late  General  Synod,  in  an  earn- 
est way,  advises  the  several  synods  to  ^engage  in  establishing 
orphanages  of  their  own,  or  actively  co- operate  with  other 
synods  in  support  of  those  already  established.  Since  this 
synod  has  no  such  home  under  its  care,  and  since  every  advan- 
tage is  oflfered  and  every  inducement  is  at  hand  to  claim  the 
activity  and  charity  of  our  congregations  in  behalf  of  orphans

Resolved,  That  synod  would  commend  the  St.  Paul's  Orphans'

I.    Report  of  Board  of  Sunday  Schools. 

The  Board  of  Sunday-schools  submitted  their  annual  report, 
which  was  received  and  referred,  and  is  as  follows : 
Your  Board  beg  leave  to  present  the  following  report: 
Only  one  paper  has  come  into  our  hands,  viz.,  a  statistical  re- 
port  from  Eastern  Ohio  Classis.  The  material,  therefore,  out 
of  which  to  prepare  our  paper  is  very  limited,  yet  the  Sunday- 
school  work  is  none  the  less  interesting,  though  receiving  undae 
attention.  We  are,  however,  prepared  to  say  that  there  has 
been  not  a  little  work  done  by  our  people  in  this  particular  field 
of  Christian  activity.  While  the  Sauday-school  and  Church 
have  come  near  together,  yet  the  results  of  Sunday-school 
work  should,  in  a  separate  way,  appear  in  our  minutes  year  by 
year.     The  Sunday-school  has  a  right  to  see  itself  recognized 
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before  the  charch.  The  results  of  its  work  and  progress  should 
be  also  acknowledged. 

li  an  address  bearing  upon  Sunday-schools  could  bo  deliv- 
ered before  synod  at  its  annual  meeting  to  secure  such  recogni- 
tion of  its  importance,  as  it  indeed  demands,  we  think  that  its 
untility  might  be  enhanced.  Through  it  there  miiy  be  room 
for  large  missionary  work.  Let  synod^  therefore,  make  promi- 
nent this  field  of  Christian  activity  by  giving  it  all  proper  at- 
tention and  pastoral  care.

The  Standing  Committee  on  Sanday-schools  and  Catechiza- 
tion  submitted  their  report,  which  was  received,  and,  together 
with  the  report  of  the  Board,  adopted  : 

Tottr  Committee  on  Sanday-schools  and  Catechization  would 
respectfally  sabmit  the  following  report  for  consideration  : 

The  material  apon  which  the  committee  reports  is  the  report 
coming  to  as  from  the  Sanday-Bchool  Board.  From  this  source 
we  are  sorry  to  learn  that,  though  synod  at  its  last  session  took 
action  requiring  the  classes  to  send  reports  of  their  Sunday- 
schools  and  conventions  to  synod's  board,  only  two  out  of  the 
eleven  classes  complied  with  synod's  request  on  this  subject. 

It  is  very  much  to  be  regretted  that  there  is  not  a  full  and 
uniform  report  from  each  of  the  classes  composing  this  synod. 
From  the  surface  considerations  one  would  be  forced  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  classes  are  derelict  in  their  duties  upon  this 
branch  of  church  work,  which  actually  is  not  the  case ;  but 
there  is  a  fault  somewhere,  else  synod  would  now  be  in  posses- 
sion of  far  more  satisfactory  information  pertaining  to  this  foun- 
dation work  of  the  Church  -^  for  the  Sunday-school  must  be  sol- 
emnly <^n8idered  as  the  Church  in  one  of  her  most  impoitant 
working  forms. 

Concerning  the  subject  of  catechization,  so  fundamental  in 
the  Eeformed  cultus,  there  are  no  papers  or  documents  coming 
to  us.  This  old,  time-honored  custom  of  our  Church  should  be 
more  and  more  emphasized  by  the  synod,  and  wherever  practical 
classes  should  be  formed  and  thoroughly  indoctrinated.  If  cate- 
chization could  be  successfully  carried  on  and  our  own  church 
literature  would  be  entirely  or  principally  used  in  the  Sunday- 
schools,  a  more  denominational  life  and  character  would  certain- 
ly follow,  and  with  most  gratifying  results.  With  the  object  in 
view  of  obtaining  more  satisfactory  knowledge  of  the  Sunday- 
school  work  of  our  synod,  your  committee  would  respectfully 
suggest : 

That  synod  call  the  attention  of  the  classes  to  its  action  on 

this  subject  taken   at  Columbiana.     (M.inutes  1880,  page  61, 
item  1.) 
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That  each  classis,  throagh  the  Seoretary  of  its  Sunday-school 
ConveDtion,  prepare  an  abstract  of  its  proceedings,  also  a  full 
statistical  report,  and  send  the  same  to  the  President  of  the 
Sanday-schooi  Board.

COMPLAINTS. 

The  Northern  Illinois  Classis,  as  reported  in  item  9  of  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Classes,  complained 
against  the  action  of  synod  in  the  case  of  Rev.  Joshua  H.  Berr. 
The  item  was  adopted,  and  the  subject  matter  thereof  referred 
to  a  special  committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  Dr.  Lewis  fl.  Ke- 
fauver,  Reuben  Good,  and  Elder  Joseph  F.  Kemp.  This  com- 
mittee, during  the  afternoon  session  of  the  last  day  of  the  ses- 
sions, presented  their  report,  which  was  received  and  adopted : 
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Your  committee  appointed  to  consider  item  9  of  the  report 
on  olassioal  minutes,  whioh  has  reference  to  grievances  of  the 
Illinois  Glassis  with  the  action  of  this  synod  at  its  last  annual 
meeting  in  the  dismissal  of  Rev.  J.  H.  Derr  to  the  West  Sus- 
qaehana  Classis,  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  report : 

The  Aforesaid  Classis  Complains: 

1.  That  the  synod  mentioned  its  request  with  reference  to 
the  dismissal  of  the  Be  v.  Joshua  H.  Berr. 

2.  ,  That  the  synod  did  not  examine  the  documents  laid  be- 
fore  it. 

3.  That  synod's  deliverance  in  declaring  the  action  of  classie 
unconstitutional  to  be  incorrect. 

4.  That  synod  has  no  avUthority  to  imperatively  instruct  a 
classis  hQW  to  vote,  which  it  did  in  this  case. 

With  reference  to  the  above  items,  one,  two,  and  four,  your 
committee,  in  view  of  the  absence  of  the  original  documents, 
can  not  arrive  at  any  definite  conclusions  as  to  any  irregularity 
in  the  proceedings  of  this  body  last  year,  of  which  the  Illinois 
Classis  complains,  and  the  synod  can  only  express  its  regrets 
that  its  action  should  have  caused  any  unpleasant  feelings  to  a 
classis  under  its  care. 

With  respect  to  item  two,  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee 
that  the  classis  is  in  error  in  saying  that  its  documents  were 
not  brought  before  the  synod.  Upon  our  personal  knowledge 
of  the  fact,  it  may  be  stated  that  voluminous  documents  were 
placed  in  the  hands  of  synod's  special  committee  to  whom  this 
matter  was  referred.

Kksults  of  the  Peaob  Movement. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes,  during  tbe 
afternoon  session  on  Saturday,  reported  in  item  14  some  refer- 
ance  to  the  *'  Peace  Movement."  The  item  was  adopted  and 
referred  to  a  special  committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  Jesse  Steiner, 
Orange  £.  Lake,  and  Elder  Andrew  H.  Baughman.  This  com- 
mittee, during  the  morning  session  on  Monday,  presented  the 
following  report,  which^was  received  and  adopted: 

The  special  committe  to  whom  the  result  of  the  ''  Peace 
Movement*'  waR  referred  would  respectfully  submit  the  follow- 
ing paper  for  the  consideration  and  adoption  of  this  synod : 

Whereas,  In  the  church,  in  her  militant  j^tate,  we  must  look 
for  lights  and  shadows, — for  periods  in  her  history  when  the 
tendency  to  diverge  and  to  converge  vill  alternately  prevail — 
for  times  and  seasons  of  sadness  and  gloom,  and  of  peace  and 
joy;  and. 

Whereas,  It  has  pleased  the  great  Head  of  the  Church,  in 
his  wise  and  inscrutable  providence,  to  lead  our  own  beloved 
Zion  into  the  wilderness,  and  for  the  space  of  more  than  a  quar- 
ter of  a  century,  to  subject  her  to  the  scathing,  fiery  trials  of 
strife,  dissension,  and  alienation  ;  and, 

Whereas,  It  has  been  the  good  pleasure  of  our  kind  and  heav- 
enly Father  to  move,  by  his  Spirit  upon  the  minds  and  hearts 
of  his  servants,  both  to  earnestly  desire  and  also  to  inaugurate 
a  movement  towards  peace  ;  and, 

Wiereas,  He  has  also  given  to  them  grace,  to  prosecute  in  his 
fear  and  with  his  blessing  the  good  work,  until  it  was  consum- 
mated and  ratified ;  and, 
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Whereas^  All  the  difficujties  that  existed  were  amicably  ad- 
justed, and  the  great  blessing  of  harmooy  and  peace  were  re- 
stored without  sacrificing  any  of  the  doctrines,  the  cultas,  the 
government,  the  sacraments,  the  rites  and  worship  of  the 
Church ;  therefore, 

Resolved^  That  we  hail  in  the  great  joy  of  our  hearts  and 
with  profound  gratitude  to  the  great  Head  of  the  Church,  the 
grand  result  which,  with  God's  blessing,  has  been  achieved  bj 
the  *'  Peace  Commissioners." 

Resolvedy  That  all  the  pastors  of  churches  and  charges  within 
the  bounds  of  this  synod  be  requested,  at  their  earliest  conven- 
ience, to  preach  a  sermon  on  the  great  theme  of  Peace,  and  on 
that  occasion  to  direct  in  a  special  manner  the  attention  of  their 
audiences  to  that  harmony  and  peace  which  God,  in  his  abun- 
dant mercy  and  love,  has  once  more  vouchsafed  to  our  beloved 
Zion. 

Resolved^  That  to  make  this  peace  real  and  permanent,  there 
must  be  an  oblivion  of  the  past,  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the 
bond  of  peace,  one  faith,  one  baptism,  one  God  and  one  Father 
of  all,  who  is  above  all  and  through  all  and  in  all.

Relation  of  Minister  and  Elder  to  Synod,  &c. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Overtures,  in  item  2,  reported 
during  the  afternoon  session  on  Friday,  that  Rev.  Siegfried 
Thomas  asked  to  be  excused  for  non-attendance  upon  the  ses- 
sions of  the  synod.  The  motion  to  excuse  was  laid  en  the  table. 
Then,  on  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  two  ministers  and  one  elder  be 
appointed  to  report  on  the  relation  that  a  minister  and  delegate 
elder  sustains  to  the  Ohio  Synod,  convened  as  a  general  con- 
vention. 
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The  committee  consists  of  Bevs.  Peter  C.  Pmgh,  John  M. 
Kendig,  and  Elder  Andrew  H.  Baaghman.  This  committee, 
daring  the  morning  session  on  Monday,  presented  their  report, 
which  was  considered  item  by  item,  and  adopted: 

The  special  committee  to  whom  was  referred  item  2,  of  the 
Report  .on  Overtures,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  foUowitig  report : 

The  question  raised  by  the  item,  and  referred  to  this  commit- 
tee is,  '<  What  relation  does  the  minister  and  delegated  elder 
sustain  to  the  Ohio  Synod,  when  convened  as  a  general  conven- 
conTention."     The   question  was  raised  when  a  request  was 
made  by  certain  brethren,  through  the  Committee  on  Overtures, 
asking  to  be  excused  for  their  absence  from  synod.     It  was 
held  by  some  that  the  power  to  excuse  and  censure,  lies  imme- 
diately in  the  synod  when  sitting  in  general  convention,  but  by 
another  part  it  was  held  that  all  requests  for  excuse  should  be 
referred  to  classes.     The  action  of  this  synod  does  not  seem  to 
have  been  regular :  and  we  learn  that  for  many  years  the  ques- 
tion has  been  debated.  It  is  proper  that  synod  should  determine 
once  for  all,  so  far  as  its  own  action  is  concerned,  this  relation 
of  members  to  itself,  and. the  extent  of   its  authority  over  its 
own  members.     But  it  is  manifestly  proper  also,  that  no  action 
should  be  taken  hastily  in  the  matter,  for  it  is  proposed  to  estab- 
lish a  rule  for  our  future  conduct  in  the  case.     With  the  infor- 
mation at  hand,  and  in  view  of  the  irregular  practice  in  the 
past,  also  because  of  the  limited  time  at  disposal  to  consider  the 
question,  your  committee  are  not  prepared  to  report  positively 
to  this  Synod.  In  order  to  dispose  of  the  question  for  the  present, 
we  recommend  the  following  action : 

Resolved^  That  synod,  without  expressing  an  opinion  on  the 

merits  of  the  question,  pass  upon  all  aplications  for  excuse  that 

may  be  made. 

Resolved,  That  a  special  committee  be  appointed  to  investigate 

the  question  and  report  to  synod  at  its  next  annual  meeting.

Your  conunittee  to  whom  was  referred  the  request  of  Cincin- 
nati Classis  to  be  released  of  a  portion  of  the  assessment  made 
upon  said  classis  in  1880  (p.  74,  75),  would  respectfully  report 
as  follows : 

The  history  of  the  case  for  the  last  two  years  shows  that  in 
1879  Cincinnati  Classis  complained  to  the  synod  at  Goshen  of 
an  unequal  assessment.  At  the  same  synpd,  Cincinnati  Classic 
was  provisionally  dismissed  for  the  purpose  of  entering  into  the 
formation  of  a  new  synod,  and  it  seems  that,  consequently,  do 
assessment  was  made  that  year  upon  said  classis  for  any  pur- 
pose whatever.  In  1880,  Cincinnati  Classis  (still  continuing  iU) 
relation  to  this  synod)  was  placed  under  an  assessment  for  the 
two  years  of  1879  and  1880. 
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Xhis  assessmeDt  your  committee  finds  to  be  just  iitid  equit' 
able,  bat  yet  in  the  light  of  all  the  faots  in  the  case,  Cincinnati 
Clarssis  should  be  relieved  to  the  extent  of  $50.00,  bat  efficiently 
nr^ed  to  make  every  payment  of  the  balance.  *

The  following  reports  having  been  received,  were  considered 
and  adopted  by  synod  : 

I.    Report  of  the  Board  of  PuBiiicATioN. 

Dear  Brethren: 

The  Board  of  Publication  be^  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report: 

The  Board  met  at  Columbiana,  Ohio,  last  October,  and  organ- 
ized by  electing  the  following  officers,  Bev.  M.  Loucks,  presi- 
dent, and  Rev.  P.  C.  Prugh,  secretary.  No  business  was  tran- 
sacted at  the  meeting  of  organization. 

1.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  publication  interests 
have  attained  a  permanent  and  prosperous  condition.  During 
the  year  that  old  friend  iknd  fireside  companion  and  comforteryjhe 
Christian  Worlds  made  its  weekly  visits  wherever  the  door  was 
thrown  open.  It  came  laden  with  the  choicest  and  most  whole- 
some reading  matter  for  the  old  and  young.  The  various  de- 
partments of  the  paper  compare  very  favorably  in  point  of 
ability  and  general  merit  with  other  religious  periodicals.  As 
a  paper  for  the  family  and  home,  it  comes  seeking  a  place  in 
every  home  of  the  Church,  and  well  deserves  a  large  and  liberal 
patronage.  It  should  be  a  welcome  visitor  because  no  Christian 
home  is  complete  without  a  religious  paper,  and  our  own  per- 
iodicals should  have  the  preforance  within  our  own  families. 
We  fear  too  many  do  not  appreciate  its  merits,  and  the  labors 
of  the  editors  and  publishers. 
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2.  During  the  ye^  one  change  has  been  made  in  the  addition 
of  a  new  member  to  the  firm  and  editorial  staff.  Bev.  Edward 
Herbruck,  formerly  of  Canton,  Ohio,  purchased  one  half  of  ail 
the  publications,  January  21s.t,  1881,  and  since  April  1st,  has  as- 
sisted in  the  practical  work,  and  rendered  acceptable  service  in 
the  editorial  department.  We  have  reasons  to  hail  with  pride  the 
advance  that  is  being  made  in  all  the  intricate  workings  of  so 
important  an  enterprise. 

The  circulation  of  the  Christian  World  is  encouragingly  large, 
but  has  abundant  room  for  a  wider  circulation.  During  the 
year  about  five  hundred  new  subscribers  were  added  to  the  list 
True  there  has  also  been  a  falling  off,  which  is  natural  and  ic* 
expected.  Because  of  this,  renewed  efforts  should  be  made 
everywhere  to  swell  the  number  of  subscribers,  and  thus  enable 
the  publishers  to  advance  still  higher  and  make  the  work  a 
greater  success  and  power  in  the  Church,  for  in  proportion  to 
the  support  will  be  the  advance  in  the  publication  interests. 

3.  The  Sunday-school  Publications,  The  Instructor,  Lesson 
Quarterly  J  and  Leaves  of  Light,  have  also  been  regularly  issued, 
and  from  the  encouraging  circulation  seem  to  meet  with  rather 
general  favor.  These  also  deserve  a  wider  circulation,  and  should 
be  found  in  every  school  where  they  can  possibly  be  introduced. 
Too  many  forget  that  lo  make  our  own  equal  to  others  we  should 
not  only  support  them  in  our  own  church,  but  endeavor  to  have 
them  circulated  in  union  schools. 

Some  of  our  schools,  encouraged  perhaps  by  the  pastor,  still 
cling  to  other  papers  and  lesson  helps,  because  a  trifie  cheaper, 
not  thinking  that  the  best  is  always  the  cheapest. 

1.  Another  matter  of  regret  in  regard  to  the  subscription  to 
the  various  periodicals  is  the  delay  on  the  part  of  so  many  not 
to  pay  their  dues  promptly.  This  is  a  matter  of  great  impor- 
tance, and  we  recommend  a  special  resolution  to  be  spread  upon 
the  minutes  calling  special  attention  to  this  duty. 

2.  We  further,  in  view  of  the  relation  that  Rev.  B.  Herbruck 
sustains  to  the  publishing  and  editorial  interests  of  the  paper 
recommend  that  he  be  associate  editor. 

3.  We  further  recommend  that  an  increased  effort  be  made 
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by  all  the  pastors  and  people  to  swell  the  nnmber  of  sabscribers, 
and  labor  diligentlj  for  the  snooess  and  fiitare  prosperity  of 
the  pnblioation  interests. 

4.  We  farther  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  time  of  the 
following  members  of  tHe  Board  expires  with  this  synod,  and 
new  meitibers  shoold  be  elected,  viz :  £evs.  H.  IL  Herman,  and 
8.  B.  Tookey. 

5.  We  anew  commend  the  management  and  efficient  labors 
of  the  editors  and  publishers  to  the  confidence  of  the  people, 
and  with  the  managers  express  oar  gratitude  for  past  favors, 
asking  a  continuance  of  the  same  for  the  future.  By  order  of 
the  Board.

Resolved,  That  the  committee  tender  their  hearty  thanks  to 
Mr.  Jacob  Detweiler  for  his  generous  hospitality,  together  with 
his  thoughtfulness  in  directing  the  attention  of  synod  to  this 
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property,  whioh  under  other  ciroamstancee  might  have  been 

made  oonduoiye  to  great  good  to  the  Church.

Of  the  Ohio  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States^  convened  in  general  convention  in  Orace  Re- 
formed Church  at  Akron^  Summit  County^  Ohio^  on  Wed- 
nesday^ the  eighteenth  day  of  October^  at  seven  o'* clock  in 
the  evening^  in  the  year  of  our  Lord^  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty-twOy  and  closed  its  sessions  on  the  fol- 
lowing Monday  afternoon  at  half  past  three  o'clock. 


ARTICLE  I. 
OPENING  OF  SYNOD. 

The  Ohio  Sviiod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  convened  in  general  conven- 
tion in  Grace  Refonned  Church  at  Akron,  Ohio,  on  Wednes- 
day, October  18,  A.  D.  1882,  at  7  o'clock  in  the  evening.  The 
president,  Rev.  Michael  Loucks,  being  in  the  chair,  conducted 
the  opening  religious  services,  consisting  of  singing  and  read- 
ing of  Scripture,  and  the  synod  was  then  constituted  with 
prayer  by  Rev.  Isaac  H.  Reiter,  D.  D.  Thereupon  the  synod 
proceeded  to  effect  a  permanent  organization  by  the  enroll- 
ment of  its  members  and  the  election  of  its  officers. 

Tlie  synodical  vsermon  was  preached  by  the  retiring  presi- 
ident,  Rev.  Michael  Loucks,  on  Thursdav  evening,  from  Dan. 
vi:  10:  "Now  when  Daniel  knew  that  the  writing  was  signed, 
he  went  into  his  house ;  and  his  windows  being  open  in  his 
chamber  toward  Jerusalem,  he  kneeled  upon  liis  knees  three 
times  a  day,  and  prayed,  and  gave  thanks  before  his  God,  as 
he  did  aforetime."

ARTICLE  XIL 

RELIGION  AND  MORALS. 

The  Standing  C>ommittee  on  the  State  of  Religion  and  Statis- 
tical Roports,  during  the  afternoon  session  of  the  last  day  of 
the  sessions,  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  re- 
ceived and  adopted: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren — ^Time  hurries  us  onward  Uke 
a  resistless  and  unremitting  stream,  and  w^e  are  again  sen- 
sibly impressed  that  another  year  has  been  numbered  with  the 
past.  J^very  thing  of  good  or  evil  wliich  has  transpired  dur- 
ing this  period,  is  recorded  in  the  histoiy  of  the  world  and  is 
carefully  written  in  the  records  of  the  great  Judge  of  all  the 
earth.  For  all  this  we  shall  give  a  faithful  and  true  account 
before  God;  and  hence  it  is  with  sadness  as  well  as  gladness 
that  a  year's  doings  may  be  reviewed. 

We  carefully  endeavored  to  gather  the  gems  of  truth  and 
words  of  comfort  from  the  reports  on  the  state  of  religion  and 
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morals  within  the  lx)unds  of  the  several  classes  composing  this 
synod.  It  would  be  impossible  to  give  an  extended  view  here 
of  the  actual  condition  in  each  classis,  but  we  endeavor  to 
present  the  facts  as  they  are,  in  common. 

1.  The  first  and  important  feature  is  the  universal  acknowl- 
edgement of  God's  great  goodness  and  mercy  vouchsafed  to 
the  respective  portions  of  the  church.  Every  w^here  the 
spirit  of  thanksgiving  and  praise  for  the  mercies  of  the  pa^t 
year  is  manifest.  Nothing  is  more  becoming  than  the  ac- 
knowledgement of  God's  care  and  the  feeling  sense  of  hi< 
nearness. 

An  expression  of  gratitude  ascended  from  all  the  classes  .for 
the  measure  of  success  that  ha.s  crowned  their  labors,  and  for 
the  evidence  of  prosperity  in  their  midst.    Joy  ascended  from 
every  sanctuary  for  the  saving  power  of  God's  word  in  the 
conversion  of  sinners  and  in  the  comfort  of  saints.    Though 
in  some  places  clouds  and  sunshine  intermingled,  and  sickne^- 
and  sorrow  depressed,  yet  each  seems  comforted  to  know  that 
beyond  all  this  is  the  silver-lining  and  the  golden  sunlight  of 
heaven.    Though  the  number  of  additions  is  not  so  great  as 
might  be  expected,  yet  there  is  joy  to  know  that  the  work  of 
grace  is  moving  silently  and  steadily  in  the  church,  which  will 
finally  diffuse  itself  through  the  whole  body.    As  one  of  the 
reports  says,  "Though  assailed  from  w^ithout,  and  annoyed 
from  within  with  indifference,  yet  evidence  is  not  wanting 
that  the  Lord  of  Hosts  is  with  us  to  fight  our  battles  for  us." 
That  the  church  is  extending  is  seen  from  additions  made  to 
older  congregations,  and  a  number  of  new  congregations  have 
been  organized  with  bright  prospects  before  them.    The  mis- 
sionary work  in  the    various    classes    has   been   faithfully 
prosecuted,  so  that  the  missionary  fields  are  mostly  supplied 
with  the  stated  means  of  grace,  all  which  are  cheering  indica 
tions  of  the  gradual  growth  and  advancement  of  the  church. 

2.  Coupled  with  this  external  evidence  of  prosperity  is  als«> 
the  internal,  which  becomes  apparent  from  the  way  and  man 
ner  in  which  the  ordinances  and  sacraments  of  the  church  are 
esteemed.  In  most  reports  is  seen  an  increased  reverence  and 
regard  for  the  Lord's  Supper  and  baptism.  Only  in  propor- 
tion as  these  are  regarded  have  we  a  healthy  developement  in 
the  Christian  life.  Hence,  as  most  reports  speak  flatteringly 
in  regard  to  this,  we  are  justified  in  concluding  that  a  deeper 
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piety  and  spirituality  pervade  the  church.  Some  complain  of 
a  growing  indifference  in  some  localities,  respecting  the  bap- 
tism of  infants  and  the  attendance  of  children  upon  the 
means  of  grace  and  catechetical  instruction. 

3.  Notwithstanding  that  some  complain  of  this  indifference 
the  majority  of  the  reports  are  encouraging,  and  speak  of  a 
growing  interest  in  this  branch  of  Christian  activity.  The 
hope  may  be  expressed  that  where  catechetical  instruction  is 
a  thing  of  the  past  it  may  be  speedily  resurrected  and  faith- 
fully prosecuted.  One  report  very  aptly  says,  ''The  church 
that  properly  cares  for  and  feeds  the  lambs,  will  always  have 
sheep  in  the  fold."  Another  report  says,  "We  have  been 
pained  to  note  the  apparent  neglect  and  disregard  to  the  rule 
of  the  church  to  catechise  and  indoctrinate  the  youth  accord- 
ing to  our  honored  custom." 

4.  The  prayer-meetings  seem  every  where  to  receive  more 
general  patronage,  and  the  family  altars  are  becoming  more 
numerous.  These  are  cheering  evidences  of  spiritual  advance- 
ment. 

5.  The  Sunday-school  is  receiving  more  attention,  the  im- 
portance of  the  work  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  church  in  this 
way,  forcing  itself  upon  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the  pastors 
and  people.  Through  this  door  many  have  been  gathered  into 
the  church.  This  truly  is  a  means  to  a  glorious  end,  and  every 
available  opportunity  should  be  taken  advantage  of  to  ad- 
vance the  interest  of  this  cause. 

Sunday-school  conventions  have  been  organized  in  most 
classes,  and  are  accomplishing  great  good.  In  other  portions 
of  the  church  there  needs  to  be  a  great  revival  in  order  to  te- 
come  thoroughly  awake  to  the  demands  of  the  hour. 

6.  Benevolence  is  in  a  healthy  condition  generally,  though 
if  we  would  particularise,  some  might  hang  their  heads  with 
shame.  The  spirit  of  benevolence  is  evidently  laying  a  (leei)er 
liold  upon  the  minds  and  hearts  of  Gh)d's  people.  Hence,  for 
the  advance  that  has  been  made,  we  must  be  thankful,  and 
trust  that  God  in  his  wise  providence  may  of^en  the  eyeH  of 
the  benevolently  blind,  that  they  may  see  the  vast  fields  of 
usefulness  where  their  means  might  ac'complish  much  in  the 
salvation  of  man  and  in  the  christianization  of  the  world* 

7.  Educational  matten  are  r<;mving  due  attention*  Not 
only  is  our  own  college  well  n\\\i\Hfr\4H\  and  emxiuraged^  but 
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ommendations  of  said  classis.  Its  prospects  are  reported  as 
highly  flattering,  and  it  is  hoped  that  assistance  will  not  be  re- 
quired after  the  first  year.      Two  congregations,  89  members, 

8.  Neriah^   Mirh,     Appropriation,  $50;    vacant.     Under 
care  of  St.  Joseph  Classis. 

9.  FreeporU  III  Appropriation,  $300.  Rev.  F.  W. 
Brown  accepted  a  commission  to  this  field  early  in  the  sum- 
mer, but  after  residing  there  awhile  expressed  a  desire  to  be 
relieved.  This  was  granted,  so  that  the  mission  is  vacant 
The  mission  began  under  the  auspices  of  Northern  Illinois 
Classis,  and  was  by  it  transferred  to  the  Board.  The 
prospects  are  not  flattering,  and  it  is  a  question  whether  it 
ought  to  be  continued,  unless  some  arrangements  can  be  made 
to  assist  in  the  erection  of  a  house  of  worship.  If  this  could 
be  done,  then  those  acquainted  with  the  field  are  of  opinion 
that  it  is  a  point  as  hopeful  as  any  other  city  of  equal  size. 
Its  continuance  depends  entirely  an  future  exploration,  and 
a  willingness  on  the  part  of  the  people  to  lay  hold  of  the  en- 
terprise. 

10.  AltamonU  III-  Appropriation,  $100;  pastor.  Rev.  J. 
H.  Shufoid. 

This  is  in  a  gi-owing  condition.  The  pastor  reports,  progress, 
even  amidst  circumstances  unfavorable  to  the  interests  of  the 
mission.  Houses  of  woi*ship  have  been  improved,  and  addi- 
tions are  being  made  to  the  membership. 

11.  Holtatu  Kansas.  Appropriation,  $500;  Rev.  H.  Shu- 
maker,  pastor. 

Bro.  Shumaker  was  transferred  from  Salina  to  this  point 
Has  an  organization  in  Holton,  with'prospects  favorable  for 
the  establishment  of  other  points  in  the  vicinity.  Help  will 
be  needed  to  erect  a  house  of  worship  ere  long,  which,  it  is 
hoped,  will  be  extended  by  the  church. 

12.  New  Basil,  Kansas,  Appropriation,  $100;  Rev.  A. 
BoUiger,  formerly  of  Hiawatha,  pastor.  Rev.  S.  Thomas,  for- 
mer pastor,  went  to  a  new  point,  further  west  in  Kansas,  and 
the  New  Ba^il  Mission  earnestly  besought  Rev.  BoUiger  to 
come  to  them.    He  thinks  that  a  year  or  two  longer  help  w^ill 

render  it  a  self-supporting  charge.    One  congregation,  

members. 

13.  Lyons,  Kansas.  Appropriation,  $300;  Rev.  A.  R. 
Holshouser,   pastor.    This   is    part    of  what    was    formerly 
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known  as  Salina  Mission.  Bro.  Shumaker,  who  labored  in  the 
field  for  several  years,  regarded  Lyons  as  the  most  prominent 
and  hopeful  point.  For  tliis  reason  the  missionary  was  trans- 
ferred to  Lyons.  It  is  hoped  that  new  organizations  will  be 
effected,  and  thus  the  mission  strengthened.  The  pastor  is 
now  engaged  in  gathering  funds  to  erect  a  church.  One  con- 
gregation, twenty  members. 

14.  Kentlafidy  Ind.  Appropriation,  $200;  Rev.  William 
From,  pastor.  This  is  also  a  new  mission  organized  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Missions.  The  prospects  are  reported  as 
hopeful.  One  congregation  is  organized  and  one  or  more 
will  be,  it  is  hoped,  during  the  coming  year.  One  congrega- 
tion, sixteen  members. 

Brown  County  Mission^  Kansas^  reported  last  year,  with  an 
appropriation  of  $150,  has  become  self  sustaining.  Hiawatha 
and  Wathena,  former  missions  of  the  Board,  have  also  become 
self-sustaining.  On  account  of  reconstruction  of  these  two 
charges,  whereby  three  instead  of  two  pastors  will  be  em- 
ployed, a  part  of  this  field  may  be  taken  as  a  new  mission 
center.  The  congregations  of  the  charge  are  extended  over 
four  counties  in  two  States.  The  congregations  in  Nemaha 
Co.,  Kan.,  and  one  or  two  in  Nebraska,  will  constitute  a  charge 
as  now.  Hiawatha,  by  the  incorporation  of  a  country  point, 
will  be  alone,  and  will  require  services  in  (4erman  and  Eng- 
lish. Wathena,  in  Doniphan  Co.,  Kan.,  will  thus  be  left  to  be 
provided  with  a  pastor.  The  work  in  Northeastern  Kansas, 
the  original  mission  ground  in  the  State,  seems,  on  the  whole, 
in  a  hopeful  condition. 

Ft.  Waj/ne^  ImL  In  accordances  with  repeated  instruction 
from  synod,  we  tried  faithfully  to  organize  an  English  mission 
in  this  city.  Explorations  were  made  with  satisfactory  re- 
sults. Calls  were  extended  to  several  brethren,  but  with  no 
acceptance.  Quite  a  number  more  were  written  to,  but  up 
to  this  time  we  have  failed.  Whilst  various  reasons  are  as- 
signed, the  Board  feels  that  one  great  obstacle  in  the  way  of 
securing  experienced  pastors  to  enter  that  work  lies  in  the  in- 
adequate 8Upix)rt  offered.  The  Board  appropriated  $600  for  the 
tirst  year— a  less  amount  that  congregation  might  pay.  In  one 
instance  the  figures  were  placed  at  $700.  But  we  fear  that 
more  must  be  given  if  we  are  to  enter  into  city  work  with  any 
degree  of  success.     We  are  impressed  with  the  necessity  of 
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entering  into  several  of  our  large  cities,  and  as  men  and  means 
are  found  we  hope  to  do  so. 

Another  obstacle  in  the  way  is  in  the  w^ant  of  houses 
of  worshij).  A  mission  can  not  long  exist  in  rented 
halls  or  in  the  occasional  use  of  houses  belonging  to  sister 
churches.  A  house  must  soon  be  furnished.  This  is  always  a 
source  of  much  trial  to  a  mission  struggling  for  existence. 
When  the  church  shall  help  the  Board  of  Church  Erection,  so 
that  help  may  be  extended  in  the  erection  of  buildings,  then 
we  shall  l>e  able  to  advance  as  we  have  been  doing  heretofore. 

What  has  been  said  concerning  Ft.  Wayne,  is  applicable  to 
Cleveland,  Chicago,  Indianapolis  and  Louisville,  all  of  which 
have  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board,  either  by  synod 
or  I'rom  other  sources.  How  soon  we  shall  occupy  these  cities, 
and  in  so  doing  rescue  not  only  our  own  material,  but  much 
from  the  world — depends,  we  presume,  entirely  on  the  in- 
terest the  church  takes  in  missions. 

Finanrps.  It  affords  us  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that 
as  a  nile  the  missionaries  have  received  their  appropria- 
tions as  they  became  due.  This  much  at  least  ought  to  be 
given  them.  If  we  can  not  give  them  what  justice  seems  to 
demand  we  ought  at  least  to  be  prompt  in  paying  what  is 
promised. 

The  income  for  the  year  shows  a  decided  falling  off.  Last 
year  the  receipts  from  all  sources  amounted  to  $3,820.^ :  this 
year  only  to  $2,894.18.  Certainly  this  ought  not  to  be.  With  a 
field  constantly  increasing  there  ought  to  be  no  diminution  in 
our  charities. 

C/Ounting  ui)on  the  present  basis  of  apportionments  the 
Board  will  re([uire  no  less  than  $4,000.  This  assumes  the  sup- 
ply of  the  missions  now  vacant,  the  proposed  mission  in  Ft. 
Wayne,  and  tlie  salary  and  traveling  expences  of  the  Super- 
intendent. If  new  points  are  to  be  occupied  much  more  must 
be  provided. 

We  recommend  that  synod  take  such  action  as  will  bring 
the  matter  prominently  before  the  people,  and  also  that  such 
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amount  as  synod  may  deem  pmdent  be  apportioned  among  the 
vanous  clavsses. 

Our  work  is  slowly  arriving  at  that  point  towards  which 
sj^nod  has  been  directing  its  steps  for  a  number  of  years.  We 
refer  to  the  concentration  of  missions  under  the  care  and  gen- 
eral oversight  of  your  board. 

Two  more  classes,  during  the  year,  have  dissolved  their 
boards  and  have  transferred  their  missions  to  our  care.  An- 
other, thougli  not  we  believe  formally  dissolving  its  board, 
is  doing  its  work  through  us.  Only  one  yet  remains  which 
retains  control  of  their  mission  work.  Whilst  this  transfer  has 
occurred,  several  classes  have  wisely  maintained  mission  com- 
mittees, by  whose  advice  we  have  frequently  been  guided. 
This  seems  right,  and  we  trust  will  result  in  good.  Our  oper- 
tions  during  the  year  have  been  exceedingly  pleasant,  because 
of  the  harmony  and  good  feeling  prevalent  among  all  with 
whom  we  labor.         • 

Some  little  difficulties  have  arison  from  the  various  meth- 
ods of  keeping  account  of  funds.  As  a  considerable  portion 
is  paid  to  missions  through  classical  treasurers,  without  render- 
ing an  account  to  synod's  treasurer,  it  is  feared  that,  perhaps, 
inaccuracies  may  arise  for  whicli  our  treasurer  can  not  be 
made  responsible.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  all  these  mat- 
ters will  adjust  themselves  speedily  as  we  proceed. 

Concerning  the  superintendent  and  his  work  we  respectfully 
refer  synod  to  his  report. 

We  have  also  to  announce  that  the  tenns  of  Rev.  S.  0.  Goss 
and  Elder  R.  Bell  expire  at  this  synod. 

The  overture  from  Iowa  Classis  to  the  last  svnod  and  refer- 
red  to  the  Board  of  Missions  (see  page  36)  was  not  brought 
before  the  Board  in  such  a  way  as  to  enable  us  to  act.  The 
missions  have  been  taken  under  the  care  of  the  Tri-Synodic 
Board.    In  behalf  of  the  Board.

Venerable  Fathers  and  Dear  Brethren ;»— In  the  providence 
of  God  I  have  been  permitted  to  labor  another  year  in  the  ca- 
pacity of  your  Superintendent  of  Missions. 

During  the  last  year  the  interest  in  missions  has  been  grad- 
ually increasing,  and  with  this  growth  of  interest  the  respon- 
sibilties  and  labors  of  the  work  have  also  developed  them- 
selves. 

As  pastors  and  pastoral  charges  came  forward  in  the  mis- 
sionary work,  and  suggested  plans,  it  naturally  would  devolve 
on  me  to  assist  in  maturing  these  plans  and  suggestions  in  such 
a  way  as  to  have  them  result  in  something  tangible  to  the 
work.  A  very  large  part  of  this  work  was  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  took  time  and  energy,  while  it  can  not  be  brought  into 
the  compass  of  a  report. 

The  greater  part  of  the  year  was  spent  in  exploring  new 
mission-points,  and  settling  pastors  over  them,  encouraging 
those  points  already  explored  and  having  pastors,  and  build- 
ing up  broken-down  congregations. 

POINTS  RECEIVING   ATTENTION. 

I  began  the  work  for  the  past  synodical  year  at  Lima,  Ohio. 
Near  the  close  of  last  synodical  year  I  gave  this  place  some 
attention,  and  arranged  to  have  regular  preaching  there  by 
two  students  of  the  senior  class  from  the  Theological  Seminary* 
at  Tiffin,  and  placed  the  mission  under  the  pastoral  care  of 
Rev.  J.  J.  M.  Gruber.  I  soon  learned  that  this  would  not 
work.  Their  preaching  was  acceptable,  but  it  became  evident 
that  there  must  be  pastoral  work  connected  with  the  labors  in 
the  pulpit  This  these  brethren,  situated  as  they  were  at 
school,  could  not  give;  and  Bro.  Gruber's  pastoral  labors  in  his 
own  field  were  so  great  that  he  could  not  give  it  attention. 
After  trying  in  vain  for  s-ome  time  to  secure  a  man  to  take 
charge  of  that  mission,  I  found  it  necessary  to  take  charge  of 
it  myself.  I  served  as  regular  pastor  of  the  mission  for  seven 
months,  preaching  every  Sabbath,  with  a  few  exceptions. 
During  this  time  I  gathered  a  membership  of  fifteen — all  heads 
of  families,  save  two.  I  organized  a  Sunday-school,  which 
has  a  regular  attendance  of  about  twenty-five. 

There  is  considerable  material  which  mav  be  made  available 
to  the  mission  in  the  course  of  time.    The  consideration  in  the 
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minds  of  this  material  is,  they  wish  to  wait  and  see  whether 
the  mission  will  succeed.  If  the  work  is  pushed  forward  so  as 
to  warrant  a  permanent  success,  we  can  dei>end  on  this  ma- 
terial. 

The  Pi-esbvterians  have  veiT  kindlv  ffiven  us  the  use  of 
their  mission-chapel,  free  ol'  charges. 

In  connection  with  Lima  I  served  Hume,  a  small  village 
eight  miles  from  Lima.  Here  we  had  an  organization  of  ten 
members.  During  the  seven  months  I  received  four  more, 
making  in  all  fourteen.  The  services  were  held  in  a  school- 
house. 

This  will  make  a  membership,  in  the  entire  mission  of  twen- 
ty-nine. In  June  the  Licentiate  W.  A.  Long,  of  the  senior 
class  of  the  seminary  at  Tiffin,  Ohio,  was  commissioned  as  the 
missionary  to  this  mission,  with  an  appropriation  of  |3()0.  , 

Upper  Sandufik}/^  Ohio.  Learning  that  there  was  a  demand 
for  an  English  mis^Won  at  this  place,  I  visited  it  m  Febniary, 
and  learned  that  there  was  quite  a  demand  for  an  English 
congregation.  Some  of  the  members  desiring  the  creation  of 
an  English  interest,  had  already  taken  steps  toward  creating 
one.  Finding  it  judicious  to  wait  and  see  the  development  of 
the  plan,  I  did  so.  In  the  latter  part  of  March  I  visited  the 
place  again,  and  found  things  were  working  quite  well.  The 
English  membership  demanded  an  English  Sunday-school,  and 
English  services  at  a  regularly  appointed  time. 

In  the  latter  part  of  April  I  visited  the  place  for  the  third 
time,  and  found  the  Sunday-school  in  operation,  with  an  at- 
tendance of  about  seventy-five,  and  arrangements  made  for 
English  services  under  the  direction  of  an  English  consistoiy. 
The  English  services  are  supplied  by  the  regular  pastor.  Rev. 
E.  D.  Miller. 

I  am  under  many  obligations  to  the  pastor,  Bro.  Miller,  for 
the  kindness  and  hospitality  with  which  he  treated  me  while 
on  my  visit>«  to  this  place. 

Ziofi^s  Bhom,  This  is  a  congi*egation  once  belonging  to  the 
Heidelberg  charge.  Learning  that  this  charge  was  without  a 
pastor,  I  visited  them,  and  found  that  Rev.  J.  J.  M.  Gruber 
had  taken  charge  of  the  Salem  congregation  which  was  only 
six  miles  from  Ada,  Ohio,  while  the  Zion's  Bloom  congrega- 
tion still  remained  unprovided  for.  The  congregation  has  a 
neat  frame  church-house,  free  from  debt  and  well  furnished. 
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In  connection  with  this  congregation  I  visited  a  point  east  of 
Carey,  known  as  the  Berr>'^  School-house,  and  found  it  a  good 
place  to  start  a  congregation.  Rev.  T.  J.  Bacher  has  preached 
at  this  point  ever  since 

I  also  visited  Carey,  and  found  that  we  have  some  prospects 
here.  These  three  points  would  form  an  excellent  mission. 
Taking  Carey  as  a  center,  it  would  be  six  miles  to  Zion's 
Bloom,  and  five  miles  to  Berry's  School-house.  These  three 
points  could  raise  about  $300  toward  the  support  of  a  pastor. 
The  difficulty  in  the  way  of  placing  a  man  here  has  been  the 
want  of  a  proper  man. 

SovieraeU  Ohio.  This  is  a  point  in  Lancaster  Classis,  and  is 
well  known  to  many  of  the  brethren  of  the  synod.  Lancaster 
Classis  has  called  my  attention  to  this  mission.  In  the  lat- 
ter part  of  May  I  visited  these  people,  and  preached  for  them. 
I  found  a  good  church,  with  a  small  debt  of  about  $250  resting 
on  it.  The  people  were  anxious  to  have  regular  preaching. 
In  July  I  visited  the  mission  again,  and  held  a  series  of  meet- 
ings, closing  with  the  communion.  I  held  a  congregational 
meeting,  and  urged  upon  them  to  unite  with  the  Jerusalem 
Mission.  This  they  opposed  on  the  ground  that  such  an  ar- 
rangement would  make  the  work  too  heavy  for  one  man. 
After  further  urging  it,  I  succeeded  in  gettirg  their  consent. 
Since  then  they  have  been  regularly  supplied  by  Rev.  J.  R. 
Skinner,  of  Bremen,  Ohio. 

Jeruaaleni  Mission,  When  the  Somerset  Mission  was  at- 
tached to  the  Jenisalem  Mission,  with  the  \iew  to  be  served 
by  their  pastor,  the  Jerusalem  Mission  objected.  I  found  it 
necessary  to  visit  the  Jerusalem  Mission,  which  I  did.  I 
found  them  laboring  under  a  wrong  impression.  When  I  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  them  to  understand  the  true  nature  of  the 
arrangement,  they  agreed  to  it. 

The  Jenisalem  Mission  has  made  commendable  progress 
under  the  faithful  pastoral  labors  of  Rev.  J.  R.  Skinner. 
They  have  purchased  a  good  parsonage  in  the  town  of  Bremen, 
Ohio,  at  a  cost  of  $800,  and  have  it  paid  for. 

Paulding  County  Mission,  This  mission  has  been  organ- 
ized for  some  time.  I  can  not  give  its  early  history.  I  visited 
this  point  the  latter  part  of  June  and  met  the  joint  consistory 
which  was  just  arranging  to  call  the  Licentiate  A.  F.  Krout  of 
Pennsylvania^  to  bec()me  their  pastor.    Brother  Krout  served 


them  <m  week-days,  and  pi-each  lor  them,  in  ease  a  conj^ 
siation  is  orjranized.  In  the  near  future  I  expect  to  visit  tlie 
l)hice   apiin,   and  l)rin^  aboul  an  organization  if  the  way  \< 

OJKMl. 

Fn't/forfn  ///ifioift.  This  mission  was  under  the  dire<*ti(Hi 
oT  Northern  Illinois  Classis  for  a  number  of  vear>.  Latelv 
it  was  taken  under  the  dii"eetion  of  the  Board.  Rev.  F.  W. 
Brown  was  conunissioned  as  missicmary  last  June,  and  entemi 
u[)on  the  work  at  once.  I  visited  this  field  and  found  that 
Hro.  Brown  had  done  all  he  eoidd  do;  ]>ut  owin^  to  the  fad 
that  the  mission  had  no  suitable  place  of  worship,  the  iiiiv 
sion  ])vm^  unable  to  secure  one,  and  there  Ijeing  no  funtl^ 
available  in  the  treasur\'  of  the  Boanl  of  (^hnrch -Erection, 
with  which  to  Iniild  a  chapel,  he  deemed  it  his  duty  to  tender 
his  resi<i'nation.  In  the  nature  of  the  case,  I  ivconnnendt^l 
the  acceptance  of  his  resignation  by  the  Boanl,  which  wa> 
done. 

Kvifthmfi^  Indiana,  This  is  a  new  mission,  situated  in 
Newton  County,  Indiana,  and  is  composed  of  two  points — one 
in  the  countn'  about  .six  miles  fmm  Kentland,  and  tlie  other 
in  tiic  town  of  Kentland,  which  is  the  county  seat  of  Newton 
County.  The  i)oint  in  the  country  is  organized,  and  ha>  a 
membership)  of  fifteen,  and  holds  services  in  a  church-houst* 
of  a  sister  denominaticm,  free  of  i^ent.  In  the  town  there  is  n*- 
oriianization,  but  there  is  good  material  which  will  l)e  organ 
ized  into  a  congregation  in  the  near  futui-e.  At  this  place  tlu- 
services  aiv  held  in  the  Presbyterian  church,  which  is  at  the 
l)res(Mit  time  without  a  pastor.  The  church  is  used  free  of 
rent ;  and  in  addition  to  this  they  promised  to  give  us  their 
symi)athy,  and  encourage  us  in  the  supiK)rt  of  our  pastor. 

The  Licentiate  Wm.  From  is  serving  this  field  with  giiM! 
accei)tance.  The  point  in  the  country  will  erect  a  chunh 
houst*  in  the  near  future.  The  town  does  not  stand  in  need  o\ 
one  with  the  present  arrangements.  The  mission  pays  |:^«» 
towanl  the  supi)ort  of  Bro.  From.  This  mission  has  very  fair 
X)rospe<*ts  before  it. 

A/ f  anion  f^   I  Hi  no!  H,    This  mission  has  been    in  successful 
operation  during  the  past  year  under  the  pastoral  care  of  Rev 
J.  H.  Shuford.    They  have  repaired   two  of    their    chun-h 
liouses,  at  a  considera])le  coat,  and  have  added  to  the  meml^er 


shiji.    I  visited  the  miKKion,  and  gave  Bro.  Shu  ford  all  the  as- 
sistance he  needed. 

Tayln^rmlU^  Illifwh,  This  place  is  the  county-seat  of 
Christian  County,  Illinois.  I  visited  this  place,  and  found 
that  we  have  quite  a  numl>erof  members  here  who  should  be 
taken  care  of  in  the  near  future.  Thev  are  men  of  wealth 
and  influence.  What  the  av^xilable  material  outside  of  this 
membership  is,  I  am  not  prepared  to  say,  but  think  it  good. 

PASTORAL   CHARCiES    VISITED. 

During  the  year  I  visited  the  following  pastoral  charges, 
and  made  collections :  Port  Jetterson,  Basil,  Thorn ville,  Stouts- 
ville,  Union,  Lil)erty  Center,  Mt.  Olivet,  Springfield,  Forreston, 
Orangeville,  Shelby  ville,  Altaniont,  Mt.  Zion,  and  Damascus. 
The  amount  collected  in  these  charges,  has  l)een  reported  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  Board,  and  will  appear  in  his  report  to 
this  svnod. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Boanl  I  attended  the  annual  meet- 
ings of  the  following  classes,  and  presented  the  claims  of 
missions:  Miami,  Lancaster,  Tiffin,  Northern  Illinois,  and 
Shelby. 

At  all  these  meetings  the  cause  of  missions  received  the 
jiroper  attention  and  encouragement. 

woman's  missionary  societies. 

These  societies  have  l)een  carried  forward  with  a  commend- 
able zeal  in  many  of  the  pastoral  charges  within  synod's 
bounds.  Much  good  has  been  done  by  thevse  societies,  and  they 
should  l)e  encouraged.  Proper  steps  should  be  taken,  by 
which  they  might  be  organized  into  classical  Woman's  Mis- 
sicmary  Societies,  and  thus  open  the  way  for  still  greater  use- 
fulness. The  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  First  Re- 
formed (yhurch  of  Dayton  has  pledged  it.self  to  support  the 
Paulding  (^ounty  Mission  with  an  appropriation  of  $150.  They 
have  more  than  half  of  the  money  raised,  and  unquestionably 
will  be  good  for  the  balance. 

Since  at  the  meeting  of  this  synod,  I  received  a  letter  fn)m 
Uev.  G.  H.  Leonard  of  the  Basil  charge,  pledging  his  charge 
to  support  a  mission  at  an  appropriation  of  $150.00. 

In  the  way  of  a  general  report  I  will  say  the  past  year  has 
lieen  one  of  hard  work,  and  the  usual  difficulties  attended  it. 


m 

To  work  new  fields^  to  put  old  and  broken  down  fiel<is  on  f()»>t. 
and  to  give  the  cause  of  missions  encouragement  in  a  freneral 
way,  is  no  small  matter.  While  to  you  it  may  have-seenie<l 
slow  work,  to  me  it  was  a  hard  and  difficult  ta«k. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  used   Th^  Mis^i^n^n/  Sentin*! ^ 
to  a  good  advantage  in  my  work.    In  reply  to  its  \isiti*  I  have 
received  much  cheering  news. 

The  spirit  of  missions  has  increased  at  a  commendable  rate 
within  synod's  bounds  during  the  past  year.  Much  good  ha* 
l)een  done,  but  much  more  remains  yet  to  be  done.  We  have 
much  material  in  Ohio,  Indiana,  and  Michigan,  which  has  m» 
attention.  The  West  is  also  before  us.  In  the  nature  of  the 
case  we  must  provide  the  means  of  grace  for  the  membership 
we  have  throughout  this  tenitor>%  or  lose  them  from  our 
ranks. 

Much  ci-edit  is  due  many  of  the  brethi-en  of  this  synod  tor 
the  assistance  they  rendered  me  in  ni}'^  lators  during  the  pa<i 
vear.    I  have  been  kindlv  received  w^herever  I  have  l^een. 

In  conclusion  I  will  sav  that  God  has  been  verv  gracious  to 
me  in  my  labors,  to  whom  I  commend  the  further  prose<*uti(»n 
of  this  great  work.

RECAPITULATION. 

Oi"  tlie  J|5787.f>l  i-eceived  during  the  past  year,  not  includinj^ 
t  lie  V>alance  of  $608.54  on  hand,  $289.4()  were  in  payment  of 
the  synodlcal  apportionment  in  behalf  of  the  claim  of  Heidel- 
berg College,  and  $498.21  for  the  Greenville  church  debt  paid 
by  Miami  Classis. 

It  may  l)e  added  that,  since  Miami  Classis  assumed  the  debt 
<m  the  (rreenville  church  in  1879,  and  now  through  its  Trustees 
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legally  holds  the  pn)i)ei'ty  in  trust  for  the  congregation,  the 
classis  has  raised  for  this  puqiose  during  each  of  the  past  four 
synodical  years  the  following  amounts:  In  1S70,  $145.21;  in 
1880,  $195.40;  in  1881,  $297.4H;  in  18S2,  $498.21,  makin.s  a 
total  of  $1,186.28.  The  debt,  which  in  the  aggregate  wsis 
$2,380,  has  been  i-educed  within  the  last  year  $1,130,  vnih  the 
prospect  of  liquidating  the  balance  in  tA'o  years. 

The  several  synodical  api)ortionments  of  the  church  erection 
debt  assumed  by  the  synod  in  1875,  and  being  in  favor  of 
Heidelberg  (./ollege,  has  been  paid  only  in  part.  It  is  there- 
fore deemed  important  to  give  a  restatement  thereof,  to- 
gether with  the  amounts  paid  and  unpaid,  and  thus  brijig  the 
whole  matter  in  an  intelligent  manner  before  all  whom  it  may 
concern,  and  stir  up  the  "  i)ure  mind  '■  of  delinquent  classes  t<i 
meet  the  requirement  of  synod.

II.      REPORT  OF  ('OM.MITTEK  ON   HOME  MISSIONS. 

The  standing  Committee  on  Missions  submitted  their  rexK)rt, 
which  was  received,  discuvssed,  amended,  and,  with  the  fore- 
going reports,  adopted.    It  is  as  follows : 

Your  committee  respectfully  reports  that  the  reports  of  the 
Board,  Treasurer,  and  Superintendent  of  missions,  together 
with  that  of  the  Treasurer  of  Church-Erection,  have  been  re- 
ferred to  it,  and  in  the  main  are  encouraging,  and  give  eviden<*e 
of  progi-ess  made  in  their  resj)ective  departments  during  the 
past  year. 


Froul  th€»se  reiK)rts  we  learn  that  the  Board  has  under  its 
care  fourteen  missions.  It  has  established  two  new  ones,  and 
several  others  are  l^eing  worked  up  with  the  view  of  locatin^j; 
missionaries.  One  mission  became  self-supportinii  durin«r  the 
year,  while  several  others  will  become  so  in  the  near  future. 
While  the  Board  has  been  ham[)ere>d  in  its  work  for  want  of 
suitable  men  and  means,  it  has  yet  been  able  to  i>ay  her  mis- 
sionaries promptly.  The  field  is  large  and  ever-widening,  and 
demands  fi-om  your  body  more  earnest  thought  and  sincere 
consecration  to  the  work.  For  further  details  vour  bodv  is  re- 
sl>ectfully  refeiTed  to  the  respective  reports. 

Your  conmiittee  offers  for  your  consideration  the  followin^c 
resolutions: 

I.  Iieitolve(K  That  while  we  reco«cuize  the  earnest  work 
done  by  the  Missionar>'  Superintendent  this  last  year,  yet  in- 
asmuch as  the  funds  for  our  missionarv  work  are  now  secured 
by  the  apportionment  system  of  synod  through  the  classes  up- 
(m  the  consrregations;  and  inasnnich  as  the  present  missionary 
receipts  do  not  warrant  such  a  large  expenditure  as  is  neces- 
sar\'  to  maintain  a  missionary  superintendent ;  and  inasnnich 
a»<  the  most  pressing  necessity  now  upon  us  is  to  fill  some  of 
these  imixM-tant  ])oint8  already  open  to  us,  and  where  a  mis- 
sionary must  ])e  established  soon  if  at  all;  therefore,  we 
recommend  the  discontinuance  of  the  Missionaiy  Suj>erint en- 
dent  for  the  present,  and  that  we  request  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions to  commission  the  present  superintendent  to  such  mis- 

si(marv  field  as  mav'l>e  mutuallv  and  satisfactorilv  determined 
•  •  •  • 

between  them. 

:i.  licHolveih  That  every  classis  be  and  is  hereby  instructed 
to  look  after  and  work  up  missionary  interests  in  its  own 
bounds  with  the  greatest  possible  zeal  and  efficiency;  and  that 
all  the  classes  be  instructed  to  appoint  missionaiy  committees 
to  work  with  the  Board  of  Synod,  and  that  in  such  classes 
where  there  are  no  such  committees  at  present,  the  officers  of 
said  classes  are  hereby  constituted  the  missionary  committee, 
until  one  is  duly  appointed  by  each  classis  itself. 

o.  HeftolrefL  That  the  Finan<e  (^ommittee  be  directed  to 
ai)portion  the  sum  of  .t4,()0().(K)  among  the  different  classes  of 
svnod. 

4.     JiesnJrrH^  That  tlie  classes  l)e  directed  '    '  ^heir  ap- 
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cluctioii  in  the  rate  of  interest,  and  some  unexi)efteil  losi^es  Ik?- 
yond  tlie  contml  of  the  Board  of  Tnistees,  it  has  beeomi*  im- 
possible for  the  Boanl  to  pay  the  pmfessoi-s  their  salaries  with 
any  de^;ree  of  )m>inptness. 

The  Board  is  very  anxious  to  pay  these  salaries,  (1)  beeanse 
they  wish  to  meet  pn)mptly  every  obligation  of  synod,  wiiirh 
is  a  religious  Ixnly,  and  should  set  an  example  in  promptly 
paying  its  debts;  (2)  bec*ause  they  wish  properly  to  recom- 
pense the  professors  for  their  la)x)r8,  ''as  the  laboi'er  is  worthy 
of  his  hii'e;''  (;^)  bec-ause  the  deficiency  ought  not  to  be  al- 
lowed to  grow,  lest  it  may  embarrass  the  syncKl  hereafter. 

The  matter  was  dulv  considered  bv  the  Ohio  Svnod  at  Mianiiv

burg,  in  1881,  and  the  following  action  was  adopted: 

liemlved^  That  spenaJ  rolhctions  he  Uiken  in  ea<*h  comfreffa- 
Itoa  dnrhuf  the  }ffar^  for  the  present  use  of  the  Trejisurer  of 
the  seminarv,  and  the  Tnistees  of  the  seminan'  \w  authorized 
to  appoint  an  agent  to  increase  the  endowment. 

We  desire  now  to  call  the  attention  of  ea<*h  and  et^er*/  jHUf- 
for  to  this  synodiciil  action.  In  united  acticm  there  is  strength. 
If  each  pastor  will  present  the  cause  to  each  of  his  congregji- 
tions,  the  deficiency  can  easily  l)e  met.  The  work  should  l)e 
commenced  at  once,  and  be  finished  in  all  the  ccmgregations 
within  the  lx)unds  of  svnod  before  the  close  of  the  vear,  or  at 
farthest  by  the  next  annual  meetings  of  the  classes. 

With  respect  to  the  inci'ease  of  the  endowment,  the  Boanl 
has  not  yet  l)een  able  to  decide  on  the  best  metlunl  of  raising 
it.  We  suggest  to  the  pastors  that  possibly  they  may  be  able 
to  find  some  li])eral-minded  membei"s  who  will  donate  $50()  or 
.i5l,00().  This  would  save  the  trouble  of  employing  an  agent. 
If  this  can  not  l)e  done,  the  Board  will  have  to  try  and  seinire 
the  services  of  an  agent,  according  to  the  action  of  synod. 

Now,  believing  that  you  have  the  interest  and  welfare  of 
the  Theological  Seminarj'^  at  heart,  and  that  the  membership 
of  the  church  will  l>e  ready  to  respond  if  the  matter  is  proper- 
ly presented,  we  ask  you  to  act  promptl}'^;  and  after  taking  u)> 
collections  in  your  congregations,  send  the  amount,  l)e  it  large 
or  small,  to  the  treasurer.

A  statement  of  the  facts  in  the  ease  was  also  published  in 
the  ChrtMiaih  WryrM  by  the  Treasurer.  But,  sad  to  relate, 
after  all  the  efforts  put  forth,  out  of  128  charges  with  802  con- 
gregations reported  at  last  meeting  of  synod,  only  10  charges 
including  nineteen  congregations  have  responded  to  the  re- 
queBt  of  synod,  by  paying  in  the  total  $132.20.  This  sum  is 
entii*ely  inadequate  to  meet  the  just  claim  of  the  professoi-s' 
salary. 

The  endowment  fund,  tecause  of  certain  losses,  is  too  small, 
and  should  be  increased  $10,000  to  $15,000.  The  interest  ac- 
cniing  from  the  present  available  invested  funds,  which  at 
most  do  not  exceed  $22,(KK),  because  of  the  losses  referred  to, 
is  insufficient.  Hence  the  imperative  necessity  of  raising  col- 
lections for  immediate  use,  until  the  endowment  fund  is  ma- 
terially inci-eased.  The  financial  condition  is  in  a  pitiable  con- 
dition— a  dishonor  to  the  Church. 

If  the  Symxl  will  not  make  provision  for  the  support  of  the 
professors,  the  seminary  had  better  be  closed.  As  it  is,  it  is  a 
pmmise  to  pay,  without  anj^  intention  of  fulfilling  the  promise. 

The  treasurer  has  been  efficient  in  his  endeavors  to  pay  the 
])rofessors'  salary  as  it  became  due.  To  this  end  he  wrote 
iihout  one  hundi'ed  and  fifty  lettei*s  during  the  past  year,  stir- 
ring up  delinquents  and  urging  the  importance  of  raising  col- 
lections. But  without  giving  him  the  contwl  of  an  adequate 
amount  of  funds,  neither  he,  nor  any  other  financier,  can  meet 
this  just  claim  of  the  prnfessors. 

Now,  what  will  the  syiuKl  do  in  the  premises^  Will  it  adopt 
measures  to  meet  the  contingencies'^  Discussions  and  resolu- 
tions are  useless  unless  we  intend  to  act,  and  act  pix)mptly.  A 
crisis  is  at  hand.  Will  ihis  synod  avert  it^  Or  shall  the  j)ro- 
fessors  ])e  starved  out  and  the  seminarv  abandoned  if 

There  is  now  due,  ()ctol)er  1st,  1SS2,  Professor  J.  H.  (iocxl 
$012.54  and  Professor  II.  Rust  $010.58,  with  no  funds  to  pay 
them.  There  is  elocpience  in  these  figures.  If  the  seminary 
is  to  continue  and  go  forward  in  the  work  assigned  it,  then  it 
nuist  ])e  ])etter  sustained  bv  the  Church.  Either  the  endow- 
ment  nnist  be  increased  $10,000  or  $liV)(K),  or  a  sufficient 
amount  be  se<*ured  by  s[)ecial  collections.  One  or  the  other 
must  be  done  if  we  would  keep  the  seminaiy  in  operation  and 
save  tlie  ( 'hurch  from  disgra(*e.

8.     /Report  of  Board  of  Eduration. 

The  Board  of  Education  respectfully  offer  the  following  as 
their  annual  report: 

The  Boanl  was  reorganized  by  electing  its  former  officei> : 
namely.  Rev.  R.  (lood  President^  and  Rev.  L.  H.  Kefauver, 
I).  I).,  Serretav}/  and  Treasurer.  During  the  last  synodical 
year  it  received  under  its  care  for  support  Frederick  Mayer. 
Francis  M.  Shults  and  (leorge  W.  Donibach.  These,  in  con- 
nection with  Ruf  us  C  Zartman,  David  A.  Parks,  William  H. 
Tussing,  Frank  S.  Ilouser,  Jacob  P.  Stahl,  and  George  E.  Met- 
ger,  constitute  the  list  of  Ijeneficiar}'  students.  Four  of  these 
are  prosecuting  their  studies  in  the  Theological  Seminary,  four 
in  Heidellierg  (\)lleg(»,  and  one  in  the  Academy.  Their  moral 
ccmduct  and  studious  habits  commend  them  to  the  patronage 
of  tlie  church. 
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But  a  small  amount  of  the  $2,000  apportioned  to  the  classes 
at  the  last  meeting  of  the  synod,  with  the  view  of  enabling 
the  Board  to  cancel  its  indebtedness,  has  vet  been  realized. 
This  may  be  owing,  in  part,  to  the  fact  that  the  apportionment 
did  not  reach  the  classes  in  an  official  way  before  the  time  of 
their  annual  meetings  which  were  held  last  spring.  Yet  this 
does  not  fully  excuse  the  delinquency  we  complain  of.  And 
the  Boaixi  hereby  calls  the  attention  of  the  synod  again  to  its 
wants,  which  will  be  met  if  the  action  of  one  year  ago  be  en- 
forced. The  Treasurer's  report  will  show  to  what  extent  the 
wishes  of  the  svnod  were  earned  into  effect. 

The  Board  takes  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  professors  in 
the  Theological  Seminary  are  deeply  interested  in  their  work, 
notwithstanding  the  number  of  students  is  Jiot  as  encouraging 
as  it  might  be.  This  is  owing  doubtless  in  a  large  measure  to 
the  fact  that  the  ministers  do  not  present  to  the  youth  of  the 
church  the  claims  that  the  gospel  ministry  has  upon  them. 
There  is,  however,  but  little  falling  otl'  in  the  number  of  last 
vear. 

Isaiah  N.  Burger,  George  C.  Gerlach,  Francis  M.  Shults  and 
John  D.  Thomas,  graduates  of  Heidelberg  College,  and  Nero 
8.  Peters,  John  C.  Sehaaf,  Frederick  Mayer,  and  W.  F.  Harp- 
ster  were  received  as  students  into  the  seminary,  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  present  seminary  year.  These,  in  connection  with 
Frank  S.  Houser,  Sanuiel  L.  Runkel  and  Rufus  C.  Zartman, 
constitute  the  roll  of  students  in  the  seminar}^  at  the  present 
time.  The  Board  at  their  own  request  regularly  dismissed 
Edward  M.  Beck,  John  L.  Bretz,  William  From,  George  A. 
House,  William  A.  Long,  George  W.  Remagen,  John  A.  Seitz, 
George  H.  Souder,  William  H.  Shult.s,  and  John  F.  Winter, 
after  ha^^ng  stood  an  approved  examination  in  the  studies  laid 
dowm  in  the  curriculum  of  the  seminary.  All  the  students 
were  examined  in  the  various  branches  taught  in  the  seminaiy, 
in  the  presence  of  the  Board,  by  the  professors,  nearly  all  of 
whom  acquitted  themselves  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the 
Board.  We  again  commend  this  school  of  the  prophets  to  the 
church,  «and  ask  for  its  teachers  the  moral  and  material  sup- 
port they  deserve,  with  the  hope  that  a  generous  response 
will  come  from  all  quarters  of  the  church.

II.      REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Theological  Seminary  sub- 
mitted their  report,  which  was  received,  and,  together  with 
the  preceding  reports,  adopted.    It  is  as  follows: 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

We  have  received  for  examination  reports  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Theological  Seminary,  the  Treasurer  of  same 
Board,  the  Board  of  Education,  and  the  treasurer  thereof,  and 
recommend  their  adoption. 

From  these  documents  we  learn  that  nine  students  are  re- 
ceiving financial  aid  in  the  prosecution  of  their  studies,  in  the 
college  and  seminary;  that  eleven  students  are  attending  the 
eeminary;  that  a  class  of  ten  were  graduated  from  the  sem- 
inary last  May,  nearly  all  of  whom  are  in  the  work  of  the  min- 
istry ;  that  the  professors  of  the  seminary  are  deeply  interested 
in  the  work  of  teaching  our  students  for  the  ministry.  All 
these  are  facts  that  ought  to  bring  deep  and  earnest  feelings 
of  gratitude  to  our  hearts,  and  encourage  us  to  press  on  in  our 
support  of  this  school. 
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Not  so  encouraging  are  some  other  statements.  Thus  we 
are  solemnly  warned  that  there  is  a  decided  falling  oiBT  in  can- 
didates for  the  ministry ;  that  the  funds  for  wliich  synod  leg- 
islated last  year  for  beneficiary  education  have  not  been 
forthcoming  as  they  ought  to  be ;  and  especially  that  there  is 
an  alarming  deficit  in  the  income  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  seminary. 

In  regard  to  the  support  for  the  Board  of  Education  your 
committee  would  remind  the  svnod  of  its  action  last  year,  or- 
dering  an  annual  apportionment  of  $2,000  for  their  use.  The 
treasurer  is  of  the  opinion  that  if  this  be  continued  their  want? 
will  be  met.  We  therefore  recommend  that  this  amount  be 
again  apportioned. 

Much  more  serious  is  tlie  deficit  reported  by  the  Trustees  of 
the  seminary.  Your  committee  have  meditated  seriously  u\y- 
on  this  point.    The  deficit  is  now  $1,823.12. 

At  this  rate  it  is  impossible  to  continue.  The  deficit  i^^  ac 
counted  for  bv  the  lower  rates  of  interest  at  which  the  Boanl 
is  compelled  to  invest  its  funds,  by  the  synod's  reduction  u: 
$3,000  on  the  original  amount  of  sale  of  the  ^^'Student-' 
Home"  property,  and  by  certain  losses  of  funds  arising  fwm 
a  few  unfortunate  investments.  Greater  care  is  now  exer 
cised  by  the  Board  in  accepting  securities  for  funds  loaned,  ^' 
that  no  danger  is  apprehended  in  the  future.  But  this  doe^ 
not  meet  the  present  deficiency. 

To  assist  in  liquidating  the  debt,  your  committee  suggest  the 
following : 

1.  That  an  apportionment  of  the  sum  of  $2,500  be  madt- 
among  the  various  classes. 

2.  That  the  Stated  Clerk  of  synod  give  immediate  not  ire 
to  the  presidents  of  the  several  classes  of  such  apportionment, 
with  instructions  to  said  presidents  that  they  bring  the  matter 
before  the  pastors  in  their  respective  classes  at  as  early  a  date 
as  possible,  so  that  the  congregations  may  have  opportunity  t« 
contribute  for  the  immediate  use  of  the  seminary, 

3.  That  the  Committee  on  Finance  be  and  hereby  is  in 
structed  to  make  such  apportionment  of  $2,500.

ARTICLE  XV. 

HEIDELBERG  COLLEGE. 

The  following  reports    were  received  and  considered  by 
synod: 

I.      THE  ANNUAL  REPORTS. 

1.     Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Heidelberg  College  would  respect- 
fully report  to  the  synod : 

That  the  educational  work  of  the  college  is  progressing  fa- 
vorably, the  attendance  of  students  being  about  the  same  it 
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has  beeA  for  several  years  past.  Nine  gentlemen  and  one 
lady  were  graduated  at  the  last  commencement  of  the  college. 
The  present  senior  class  is  the  largest  we  have  thus  far  had. 
The  number  enrolled  in  the  colle^i^e  is  a  little  larger  than  usual. 
while  that  of  the  academy  is  somewhat  less,  which  maybe 
attributed  to  the  usual  variations  that  occur  in  this  respect. 

The  conduct  of  the  students,  as  reported  by  the  faculty,  has 
been  commendable,  there  having  been  nothing  that  occurred 
to  call  for  the.  exercise  of  discipline  during  the  year. 

The  board  has  been  compelled  to  exercise  the  greatest  econ- 
omy in  regard  to  the  finances  of  the  college  so  as  to  provide 
for  the  current  expenses.  The  endowment  is  not  sufficient  at 
the  present  rate  of  interest  to  meet  the  annual  exi)enditure  of 
the  college,  the  consequence  of  which  is  that  some  things 
which  ought  to  be  done,  and  some  improvements  which  ought 
to  be  made,  are  not  attended  to.  There  is  reason,  however,  to 
hope  for  an  improvement  in  this  respect  in  the  future  as  the 
finances  of  the  college  are  slowly  getting  into  a  better  shape. 

Nothing  has  been  done  during  the  year  to  increase  the  en- 
dowment as  the  eiforts  of  the  president  and  agent  have  been 
with  special  reference  to  the  new  building,  which  is  for  the 
present  the  most  pressing  interest,  and  should  be  provided  for 
before  anythmg  else  is  undertaken.  The  board  feels  grateful 
to  the  church  for  the  liberality  thus  far  evinced  in  reference 
to  the  project  of  the  new  building  towards  which  about  $15,- 
000  have  been  subscribed  by  the  church  at  large,  and  hopes  the 
full  amount  of  the  $25,000  will  soon  be  secured.  We  are  also 
glad  to  give  the  assurance  that  the  city  of  Tiffin  will  raise  the 
$15,000  expected  of  it  in  a  short  time,  so  that  the  prospect  now 
is  that  the  erection  of  the  new  college  building,  so  much 
^eeded,  will  soon  be  begun. 

The  t)oard  would  again  call  the  attention  of  synod  to  its  in- 
debtedness which  amounts  to  about  $1,000  interest  on  the 
money  borrowed  for  the  benefit  of  the  Hamilton  church, 
which  ought  to  be  paid  at  once. 

The  board  has  done  the  best  it  could  with  the  funds  at  its 
command  to  make  the  college  in  the  facilities  it  offers  for  ob- 
taining a  good  liberal  education  equal  to  most  of  the  other 
colleges  of  the  state,  and  takes  pleasure  in  presenting  it? 
claims  to  the  church  as  worthy  of  its  hearty  support,  and  lil)- 
eral  patronage.    There  is  no  reason  why  the  attendance  of 
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students  should  not  be  much  larger  than  it  really  is,  if  all  the 
friends  of  the  college  would  exert  themselves,  as  they  should 
in  its  behalf.  The  membei-ship  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
the  West  is  yearly  increasing,  so  that  the  number  of  students 
in  our  college  should  also  increase.  A  cordial  and  united 
effort  to  place  the  college  on  a  sound,  financial  basis  and  add 
to  its  efficiency  and  usefulness  would,  no  doubt,  be  attended 
with  the  happiest  results,  and  should  be  sought  for  by  all  its 
friends.

2.    Report  of  the  Financiul  Agent 

This  year  again  my  experience  has  been  varied,  sunshine 
and  clouds.  In  the  main,  however,  I  have  found  our  members 
glad  to  see  and  entertain  the  "fisherman,"  and  as  a  general 
thing  willing  to  contribute  for  the  new  college  building. 
Those  who  refused  to  give  were  the  exception.  Then,  the  best 
of  all,  I  had  uninterrupted  good  health. 

It  is  now  almost  twenty-six  years  since  I  entered  upon  this 
work,  and  I  have  learned  that  this  giving  of  our  substance  to 
the  Lord's  cause  in  the  right  spirit  is  as  much  a  gift  or  grace, 
as  it  is  to  pray  acceptably  to  our  heavenly  Father.  I  have 
heard  earnest  ministers  say,  "  If  I  could  only  once  get  my  peo- 
ple to  see  and  realize  that  what  they  give  to  the  Lord's  cause, 
that  is,  for  the  upbuilding  of  Christ's  kingdom  at  hon^e  and 
abroad,  that  it  is  given  out  of*  love  to  God  and  his  cause." 
Yes,  only  then,  can  the  giver  realize  the  force  of  the  Savior's 
words  that  ''it  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive." 

Mv  labors  this  vear  were  almost  exclusivelv  devoted  to  re- 
ceiving  subscriptions  for  the  new  building,  with  the  exception 
of  hunting  up  delinqi:jents.  In  this  work  I  was  compelled, 
mainly,  to  canvass  a  territory  that  had  been  previously  fished 
by  the  president,  Dr.  Williard,  or  myself. 

I  am  glad,  too,  to  report  that  the  plan  of  raising  the  means 
from  the  Sunday-school  children  and  young  people,  that  is,  to 
purchase  the  "brick  placed  in  the  wall,"  meets  with  favor.  I 
have  already  the  amount  subscribed  (and  partly  paid  in)  that 
will  place  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  thousand  and  three 
hundred  "bricks in  the  wall "  (126,300.)     But  it  will  now  read- 
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ily  be  seen  that  we  must  have  larger  donations  soon  if  we  ex- 
pect to  l)egin  to  build  the  coming  spring.  It  is  well  known 
that  our  people  have  the  means,  and  many  are  abundantly 
able  to  give  one  hundred  dollars,  and  some  three  hundred,  and 
even  live  hundred  dollars.  How  easilv  this  could  be  done,  if 
the  will  was  there. 

I  would  be  glad  if  all  the  ministers  in  Our  church,  especially 
the  alumni,  w^ould  talk  up  this  matter  with  their  wealthy 
friends  and  members  to  give  liberally  to  this  great  work. 

I  traveled  during  the  year  3,395  miles.  Total  miles  traveled 
since  the  22d  day  of  January,  1857,  ninety -three  thousand  five 
hundred  and  sixty-six  miles,  (93,566).

II.      REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  HEIDELBERG  COLLEGE. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Heidell)erg  College  submitted 
theij  report,  which  was  received  and  together  with  that  of  the 
Financial  Agent  adopted.    It  is  as  i'ollows : 

Bespt'cted  Brethren — The  following  facts  are  gleaned  from 
papers  coming  into  the  possession  of  the  committee.    *'  Tlie 
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educational  work  of  the  college  is  progressing  favorably,"  and 
it  seems  to  be  done  as  well  and  as  thoroughly  as  in  most  other 
institutions  of  a  similar  character.  The  number  of  students 
in  attendance  is  well  up  to  the  average  of  other  years — the 
number  matriculated  in  the  college  this  year  being  somewhat 
greater,  and  that  in  the  academy  somewhat  less.  The  number 
to  graduate  at  the  coming  commencement  willl  be  the  largest 
in  the  history  of  the  college.  The  conduct  of  students  during 
the  year  seems  to  have  been  commendable.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  urges  upon  the  church  the  claims  of  the  college  as 
being  worthy  of  its  hearty  support. 

In  the  matter  of  finance  the  board  has  been  compelled  to 
exercise  the  greatest  economy  in  order  to  meet  the  current  ex- 
penses of  the  institution.  This  is  attributed  to  the  fact  of  a 
shrinkage  of  interest  on  the  endowment  fund  which  of  itself 
is  altogether  too  small.  Neither  has  anything  been  done  dur- 
ing the  year  to  increase  the  endowment,  as  the  efforts  of  the 
president  of  the  college  and  the  financial  agent  have  been 
turned  in  another  direction.  There  is  reasons  to  hope,  how- 
ever, that  in  this  respect  an  improvement  will  be  made  in  the 
future.  To  this  end  the  committee  respectfully  suggests  that 
as  the  general  agent  has  been  largely  successful  in  gathering 
in  the  "  crumbs,"  he  make  still  more  vigorous  efforts  in  the  fu- 
ture to  gather  in  the  loaves  as  well. 

The  prospective  college  building  is,  for  the  present,  the  most 
pressing  interest  claiming  synod's  attention.  That  such  a 
building  is  needed  is  hardly  questioned  by  any  one.  Forty 
thousand  dollars  is  the  amount  named  with  which  to  erect  it. 
Of  this  amount  about  fifteen  thousand  dollars  has  already 
been  subscribed  by  the  church  at  large,  whilst  the  city  of 
Tiffin  also  gives  assurance  that  the  amount  of  fifteen  thousand 
dollars,  expected  from  it,  will  be  raised  in  a  short  time.  As 
about  ten  thousand  dollars  are  still  expected  from  the  church  at 
large,  to  meet  the  full  amount,  we  reiterate  synod's  action  of 
last  year  in  "  recommending  the  project  to  the  prayerful  con- 
sideration and  liberal  patronage  of  the  church." 

The  Board  of  Trustees  again  calls  the  attention  of  synod  to 
its  indebtedness,  which  amounts  to  about  one  thousand  dollars 
interest  on  money  borrowed  for  the  benefit  of  the  Hamilton 
church.  In  view  of  this  indebtedness  to  the  board,  be  it 
therefore 
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Resolved^  That  as  $500  were  apportioned  last  year,  there  be 
$500  more  apportioned  this  year  by  the  Finance  Committee 
among  the  several  classes.

RELATION  OF  MINISTER  AND  DELEGATED  ELDER  TO  SYNOD,  ETC. 

During  the  morning  session  of  the  second  day  of  the  ses- 
sions, the  Standing  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes,  in  item 
5,  reported  that  a  committee  had  been  appointed  to  report  to 
this  synod  on  the  question :  "  What  relation  does  a  minister  and 
a  delegated  elder  sustain  to  the  Ohio  Synod,  when  convened 
as  a  general  convention  ? " 

Thereupon  this  committee  submitted  tlie  following  report, 
which  was  received  and  adopted : 

The  committee  appointed  by  synod  during  its  annual  meet- 
ing in  1881,  to  report  in  regard  to  the  question,  "What  rela- 
tion does  a  minister  and  delegated  elder  sustain  to  the  Ohio 
Synod  when  convened  as  a  General  Convention,"  would  submit 
the  following  report: 
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According  to  Article  59,  of  the  Constitution,  a  synod  con 
sist8  of  the  ministerial  and  lay  delegates  of  the  several  clas?^ 
embraced  in  its  prescribed  geographical  limits  or  district. 
Accoi-ding  to  Article  60,  a  synod  constituted  (or  oi^anized  f<ir 
work)  may  be  constituted  by  delegates  elected  in  acoordanci^ 
with  Article  59,  or  may  be  composed  of  all  the  ministers  with- 
in its  bounds  and  one  elder  from  each  pastoral  charge. 

It  seems  plain,  therefore,  that  in  both  cases  (whether  com 
posed  of  delegates  elected  by  the  classes,  or  of  all  the  minis- 
ters and  one  elder  Irom  each  pastoral  charge)  the  ministers  and 
elders  are  the  representatives  of  the  classes,  and  that  the  re- 
lation of  the  synod  to  them  is  precisely  the  sanie  in  both  ca^<. 
It  is  simply  a  question  of  a  large  or  a  small  delegation;  and  it 
is  simxjly  a  difference  in  the  manner  of  election,  not  in  tbt- 
matter  of  rei)resentation.  In  other  words,  by  the  action  of 
the  previous  synod  all  the  ministers  and  chosen  elders  are  bv 
the  constitution  made  delegates  for  that  particular  ca^je.  in- 
stead of  a  limited  number  elected  bv  the  classes.  Therefore, 
we  sav,  the  relation  of  the  svnod  to  them  must  be  the  same  in 
both  cases. 

IVow  it  is  a  conceded  principle  in  all  parliamentary  practiie. 
that  a  body  (in  this  case  the  synod)  has  the  right  to  judge  <»!' 
the  qualifications  of  its  own  nieml)ers,  to  give  them  leave  ol 
absence,  to  excuse  them  when  they  can  not  attend,  etc.  At 
the  same  time  it  must  be  admitted,  that  the  ministers  and  del- 
egated elders  owe  it  as  a  duty  to  the  classes  they  represent  to 
be  prompt  in  attendance,  and  in  case  of  failure  they  lay  them- 
selves open  to  censure  from  the  body  they  represent. 

In  order  to  establish  a  uniform  rule  that  shall  cover  both 
these  principles,  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Resolved^  That  when  the  synod  is  convened  in  general  con- 
vention it  is  the  duty  of  all  the  ministers,  and  all  the  delegated 
elders  to  attend ;  and  if  circumstances  prevent  them  from  do- 
ing so,  it  is  their  duty  to  forward  their  excuses  to  the  synod 
thus  convened,  and  this  body  has  the  power  to  decide  in  re- 
spect to  the  same. 

liesolved^  That  where  there  are  absentees  who  have  neg- 
lected to  forward  their  excuses,  the  synod  (convened  in  gen- 
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eral  convention)  shall  refer  their  names  to  the  respective 
classes  and  consistories  for  such  action  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary.

THE  PROPOSED  CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  CHXJRCH. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes,  during  the 
the  morning  session  on  Thursday,  in  item  6,  reported  that  a 
committee  had  been  appointed  to  report  on  the  proposed  Re- 
vised Constitution  of  the  Reformed  Church,  "and  that  the 
report  be  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  the  first  morning  ses- 
sion." Accordingly,  this  committee  submitted  the  following 
report,  which  was  received,  discussed,  and  adopted : 

Your  committee,  appointed  one  year  ago  to  examine  the 
proposed  new  and  revised  constitution  of  the  church,  beg 
leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 

1.  We  recommend  that  the  Ohio  Synod  respond  to  the  request 
of  the  General  Synod  by  saying  that  it  is  decidedly  opposed  to 
all  that  part  of  the  proposed  new  constitution  which  involves 
anntial  instead  of  tri-ennial  meetings  of  the  General  Synod, 
for  the  following  reasons  : 

a.  Largely  increased  expenses  would  thereby  be  imposed 
upon  the  church.  For  example,  the  synod  held  at  Tiffin  cost 
the  treasury  $1,805.70.  The  239  members  at  an  average  of 
$10  each,  $2,3f)0.  This  makes  a  total  of  $4,285.70.  Hence, 
every  three  years  there  would  be  an  increased  expenditure  of 
at  least  $8,000  over  present  expenditures. 

h.  It  would  tend  to  diminish  the  interest  and  value  of  the 
district  synods,  which  are  now  efficient  and  have  most  im- 
portant interestxS  committed  to  their  care. 

c.  It  would  involve  an  unnecessary  amount  of  absences  on 
the  part  of  pastors  from  their  charges. 

2.  We  are  also  just  as  decidedly  opposed  to  the  election  of 
tlie  delegates  by  the  synod,  instead  of  the  classes,  for  the  fol- 
lowing reasons: 

a.  We  can  think  of  no  good,  solid  reason  for  such  a  change. 

b.  It  will  tend,  more  than  the  present  mode,  to  throw  the 
election  of  delegates  under  the  influence  of  parties,  and  to  de- 
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prive  a  large  number  of  mimnters  from  ever  being  elected 
delegates  to  the  General  Synod. 

<\  Just  as  in  the  state,  the  members  of  congress  are  not 
electcnl  by  states,  but  by  single  districts,  so  the  principle  seems 
to  us  sound,  that  the  delegates  to  the  (General  Synod  be  elect- 
ed by  the  smaller  judicatories. 

3.  We  are  also  just  as  decidedly  opposed  to  those  parts  of 
the  new  constitution  which  propose  to  concentrate  the  work  of 
the  church  in  boards  appointed  by  the  General  Synod.  While 
we  think  it  might  be  judicious  to  place  the  great  work  of 
home,  and  foreign  missions  in  the  hands  of  boarfs  appointed 
by  the  General  Synod,  in  respect  to  other  departments  of 
church-work,  as  publication,  education,  seminaries,  colleges, 
etc.,  we  think  the  change  would  be  disastrous,  and  lead  to 
endless  differences  and  difficulties. 

P^inally,  in  respect  to  the  new  constitution  as  a  whole,  while 
we  regard  it  as  a  great  improvement  on  the  present  one,  yet 
we  respectfully  request  the  General  Synod  not  to  adopt  it,  nor 
to  submit  it  to  the  classes  for  adoption,  before  it  has  l)een 
carefully  revised  by  a  competent  committee,  nor  until  the 
above  very  objectionable  features  have  been  eliminated.

I.     REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  PUBUCATION. 

The  Board  of  Publication  would  beg  leave  to  offer  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

The  Board  held  a  meeting  in  the  office  of  the  Christian 
Worlds  Dayton,  Ohio,  when  the  following  officers  were  elected : 
President,  Rev.  P.  C.  Prugh ;  Secretary,  Rev.  H.  M.  Herman. 
At  a  meeting  held  at  Tremont  City,  May  26th,  1882,  Rev.  H. 
M.  Herman  was  elected  Treasurer;  and  steps  were  also  taken 
looking  toward  the  incorporation  of  the  board. 

At  the  meeting  of  March  14, 1882,  Rev.  Isaac  H.  Reiter,  D. 
D.,  tendered  his  resignation  as  editor  of  the  Christian  Worlds 
assigning  as  the  reason  for  so  doing  that  he  had  sold  his  interest 
in  the  paper  to  Rev.  M.  Loucks,  A.  M.,  and  desired  to  plac.e 
the  entire  publication  interests  into  the  hands  of  the  new  firm. 
The  resignation  was  accepted,  and  a  resolution,  expressive  of 
appreciation  and  gratitude  to  Dr.  Reiter  for  his  efficient  serv- 
ices rendered  as  editor  of  the  Christian  Worlds  was  adopted.* 


♦With  the  view  of  preserving  the  facts  and  transactions,  historically, 
the  resignation  of  Rev.  Dr.  Reiter  and  the  action  Of  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lication are  here  annexed  in  a  foot-note ;  namely, 

RESIGNATION. 
To  the  Board  of  Publication: 

Dear  Brethren  : — About  two,  years  since  the  Board  of  Publication 
intrusted  me  with  the  editorship  of  the  Chri^tinn.  Worlds  and  that  ac- 
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tion  was  afterward  unanimously  confirmed  by  the  Ohio  Synod  of  the 
Reformed  Church,  and  veiy  generally  indorsed  by  the  people.  My  con- 
stant aim  and  effort  have  been  daring  this  time  to  do  faithful  and  hoa- 
est  work,  however  far  short  I  may  have  come  in  the  practical  execution 
thereof.  The  duties  and  labors  of  the  position  are  much  to  my  taste 
and  liking,  though  the  required  work  at  times  proved  rather  heavy  for 
me  physically ;  and  as  on  the  8th  of  February  I  disposed  of  my  interest 
in  the  papsr  with  the  view  of  opening  the  way  for  starting  a  printing 
establishment!  I  now  desire  to  give  back  the  trust  committed  to  me. 

I  therefore  hereby  tender  my  resignation  as  editor  of  the  Christian 
World  to  the  Board  of  Publication,  and  through  it  to  the  Ohio  Synod, 
to  take  effect  April  Ist,  1882. 

In  returning  to  the  board  and  the  synod  the  interest  committed  to  my 
charge,  I  am  pleased  to  be  enabled  to  state  that  the  Christian  World  is 
entirely  free  from  debt,  has  become  more  firmly  established  in  the 
affection  and  confidence  of  the  Church,  and  according  to  numerous 
letters  received  is  giving  general  satisfaction  in  regard  to  its  manage- 
ment and  contents.  And  for  the  confidence  and  appreciation  mani- 
fested, and  for  the  mutual  co-operation  and  generous  support  given,  I 
hereby  return  my  hearty  thanks  to  the  board  and  the  synod,  as  well  as 
to  the  friends  and  patrons  of  the  Christian  World,  with  my  best  wishes 
for  the  future  prosperity  and  success  of  the  paper.

ACTION  OF  BOARD. 

On  motion,  after  some  discussion,  his  resignation  was  accepted  by  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Publication  of  the  Ohio  Synod  of  the 
Reformed  Church  with  much  reluctance  does  hereby  accept  the  resigna- 
tion of  Dr.  I.  H.  Reiter. 

Then,  on  motion,  the  following  preamble  and  resolution  were  unan- 
imously adopted: 

Whereas,  Rev.  Isaac  H.  Reiter,  D.  D.,  has  served  the  Church  in  the 
capacity  of  editor-in-chief  of  the  Christian  World  for  two  years,  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  board,  and  to  the  general  acceptance  of  our 
people,  the  paper  meantime  gaining  the  entire  confidence  of  the 
church;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  in  this  official  manner,  in  behalf  of  the  synod 
which  we  represent,  express  our  appreciation  of  his  ability  and  faithfnl- 
ness  in  the  work  intrusted  to  him,  and  of  the  valuable  services  which 
he  has  rendered  to  the  church  generally,  and  that  we  pray  for  God's 
blessing  to  rest  upon  him  in  all  his  future  labors,  wherever  God  in  his 
providence  may  call  him  to  work. 

Rev.  Edward  Herbnick,  A.  M.,  the  associate  editor,  was  re- 
quested to  take  charge  of  the  paper  from  the  first  of  April, 
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until  the  next  meeting  of  synod.  The  new  firm,  Herbruck, 
Xioucks,  and  Blum,  entered  upon  their  work  with  energy  and 
commendable  zeal.  The  old  quarter  were  found  to  be  too 
limited,  and  feeling  that  the  child  had  been  under  the  foster- 
ing care  of  strangers  long  enough,  it  was  concluded  to  turn  it 
out  to  care  for  itself,  after  providing  for  it  a  suitable  home 
and  outfit.  The  new  firm  organized  for  effective  work  under 
the  title  and  name  of  the  '''* Reformed  Publishing  Company^ 
A  suitable  building  with  power  attached  was  secured,  presses 
and  type  were  purchased,  an  office  furnished,  and  the  services 
of  Mr.  John  Blum  of  Canton,  Ohio,  as  foreman,  obtained. 

The  new  firm  entered  upon  active  work  about  the  latter 
part  of  April  last.  The  first  issue  of  the  Christian  World 
under  its  new  parentage,  bearing  date  May  4th,  1882,  made  its 
appearance  in  a  bright  and  cheerful  garb  of  the  young  man 
having  attained  his  majority.  Its  salutatory  was  cheerful  and 
hopeful.  The  future  was  big  with  promise ;  and  the  board  is 
glad  to  say  that  the  paper  has  thus  far  more  than  redeemed 
every  promise  made  by  the  new  firm.  The  church  may  well  be 
proud  of  its  organ,  and  with  a  new  impulse  go  forward  to  en- 
large its  sphere  of  usefulness  by  securing  new  subscribers, 
besides  helping  the  firm  to  secure  such  other  encouragement 
as  it  may  desire. 

The  present  publishei's  have  invested  about  four  thousand 
dollars.  With  tliis  they  have  secured  all  that  is  necessary  to 
carry  forward  the  publishing  of  the  Christian  Worlds  Sunday- 
school  publications  and  such  job  work  as  they  were  able  to  se- 
cure thus  far.  As  to  the  result  of  their  labors  the  church  is 
able  to  judge.    The  financial  condition  of  the  new  firm  is  good. 

The  board  is  also  glad  to  say  that  not  only  has  the  World 
been  improved  in  appearance  and  matter,  but  that  it  has  been 
appreciated  by  the  church.  About  two  hundred  and  fifty  new 
subscribers  have  been  added  to  the  list  since  last  March ;  and 
there  is  every  reason  to  hope  and  believe  that  by  the  end  of 
another  year  the  subscription  list  will  be  increased  to  five 
thousand.  It  ought  to  be  larger  even  than  that  Its  merits 
and  mission  should  serve  as  a  stimulus  to  our  ministry  and 
laity  to  work  for  a  larger  list  of  patrons. 

The  report  of  the  publishers  is  full  of  hope  and  encourage- 
ment. The  board  congratulates  synod  on  the  results  of  last 
year's  work  in  this  department  of  its  work.    We  have  now  a 
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publishing  establishment  in  the  city  of  Dayton,  an  able  corps 
of  editors,  and  a  church-paper  that  will  compare  favorably 
with  the  leading  church-papers  of  our  land. 

The  publishers  have  also  in  contemplation  the  publishing  of 
two  additional  papers  for  the  Sunday-school,  namely.  Golden 
Words^  a  paper  of  same  size  and  price  as  Leaves  of  LighU  and 
Little  Pearls^  a  paper  for  the  infant  department,  containing 
the  lesson  simplified.  The  board  also  calls  attention  to  the 
reduction  in  the  prices  of  Leaves  of  Lights  Scholars'^  Quarter- 
lies^ and  Lesson  Leaves^  so  as  to  have  these  publications,  in 
the  matter  of  cost,  compare  with  other  publications  of  similar 
character. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  our  church  and  Sunday-schools  will 
hereafter  patronize  our  own  publications,  since  they  areaf^ 
cheap  and  certainly  better  adapted  to  our  wants  as  a  church 
than  other  publications  possibly  could  be. 

1.  The  board  would  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  term 
of  Rev.  P.  C.  Prugh  and  Elder  A.  H.  Baughman  expires  with 
the  meeting  of  this  synod,  and  as  Rev.  P.  C.  Pnigh  has  re- 
moved beyond  the  bounds  of  this  synod,  that  another  member 
should  be  elected  in  his  stead ;  and  Rev.  M.  Loucks  tendered 
his  resignation  as  member  of  the  Board,  which  was  accepted. 

2.  The  board  would  recommend  that  Rev.  Edward  Her- 
bruck,  A.  M.,  and  Rev.  Michael  Loucks,  A.  M.,  be  elected  ed- 
itors of  the  Christian  World, 

3.  The  board  further  suggests  that  since  a  new  departure 
has  been  made  in  our  publishing  interests,  renewed  efforts  be 
made  by  all  the  pastors  and  people  to  increase  the  number  of 
subscribers  to  our  church-paper,  and  to  advance  the  interests 
of  our  publications  in  every  way  possible. 

4.  The  board  commends  the  management  and  eflScient 
labors  of  the  editors  and  publishers  to  the  confidence  of  the 
church.

II.      REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON   PUBLICATION. 

The  standing  Committee  on  Publication,  during  the  morn- 
ing session  on  Monday,  submitted  the  following  report,  which 
was  received  and  adopted: 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Publication  would  submit  the 
following  report : 

The  papers  coming  into  our  hands  were  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Publication  and  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee 
to  define  the  relation  of  the  svnod  and  Board  of  Publication 
to  the  Christian  World. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Publication  is  one  whose  general 
tenor  and  spirit  is  the  most  cheerful  and  hopeful  that  has 
come  before  sj^nod  for  many  years.  In  examining  the  Board's 
report  the  encouraging  fact  of  a  more  permanent  character 
and  prosperous  condition  of  our  publications  is  emphasized. 
We  are  otficiallv  made  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  new  firm 
during  the  year  has  organized  ior  more  effective  work,  in  the 
publication  department  of  our  church-work,  under  the  title  of 
the  "Reformed  Publishing  Co.-'  During  the  year  two  new 
Sunday-school  papers — Golden  Words  and  Little  Pearls — 
have  been  added  to  our  Sunday-school  literature.  Having 
their  own  publishing  house  the  publishers  have  been  en- 
abled to  reduce  the  cost  of  their  Sunday-school  publications, 
so  that,  as  to  matter  and  expense,  these  periodicals  commend 
themselves  to  us  in  our  church-work  as  worthy  and  meriting 
our  united  effort. 

With  regard  to  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  to  de- 
fine the  "Relation  of  Synod  and  Board  of  Publication  to  the 
Christian  TFarZrf,"  we  would  offer  the  following:  That  the 
relation  of  the  synod  and  board  to  the  Christian  World  is, 

1.  That  this  synod  claims  the  right  of  electing  the  editors 
of  the  Christian  World. 

2.  That  synod  extends  its  goodwill  to  the  editors  and  pub- 
lishers without  in  any  wise  making  itself  responsible  for  it«

financial  management  and  rcsponsibility,  which  now,  as  in  the 
past,  it  leaves  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  editors  and  pub- 
lishers. 

We  recommend  that  Rev.  Edward  Herbrack,  A.  M.,  and 
Rev.  Michael  Loucks,  A.  M.,  be  elected  editors  of  the  Chris- 
tian World. 

We  commend  the  eflbrtxS  of  the  Reformed  Publishing  Com 
pany  to  the  confidence  of  the  church,  and  that  the  pastors  be 
urged  to  labor  for  the  introduction  of  our  own  church-literature 
into  the  Sunday-schools  and  families. 

We  recon\mend  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Publication.

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  came  into  our  hands 
which  we  have  examined  and  found  correct,  and  are  gratified 
to  tind  that  at  least  one  of  our  treasurers  has  a  surplus  of 
funds  to  the  amount  of  $332.49.  The  treasurer  suggests  the 
same  apportionment  for  contingent  expenses  as  that  of  last 
year,  which  we  have  thought  too  large  in  view  of  the  surplus 
on  hands  and  so  much  to  be  apportioned  for  other  pur- 
poses.

ARTICLE  XXIV. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 

DELIVERANCE  ON  TEMPERANCE. 

During  the  afternoon  session  on  Thursday,  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Overtures  reported,  in  item  6,  that  a  communi- 
cation was  received  from  the  Ohio  Womens'  Christian  Tern- 
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perance  Union.  This  was  referred  to  a  special  committee, 
consisting  of  Revs.  Jesse  Steiner,  Samuel  B.  Yockey,  Dr.  Her- 
man Rust,  John  H.  Buser  and  Elder  Gottlieb  Burry.  This 
committee,  soon  after  the  opening  of  the  morning  session  on 
Saturday,  presented  their  report,  which  was  received,  consid- 
ered item  by  item,  and  adopted  as  a  whole.  It  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

The  Special  Committee  on  Temperance  would  respectfully 
represent  to  this  synod  that  several  documents  on  the  subject 
of  temperance  were  placed  in  our  hands  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Overtures,  purporting  to  come  from  the 
W omens'  Christian  Temperance  Union  of  Ohio. 

With  this  as  our  basis  we  would  respectfully  present  to  your 
consideration  and  adoption  the  following  preamble  and  reso- 
lutions, viz : 

Whereas,  In  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  this  is  the 
time  when  the  deliverance  of  this  synod,  on  the  subject  of  the 
manufacture,  traffic  and  indulgence  in  strong  drink,  as  a  bev- 
erage, ought  to  be  clear,  definite  and  positive ;  and 

Whereas,  Our  large  and  populous  cities  and  growing  towns 
and  rural  districts  are  rapidly  becoming  the  places  of  distiller- 
ies, breweries,  saloons  and  dens  of  corruption  and  iniquity, 
and  since  the  traffic  in  strong  drink  is  rapidly  assuming  alarm- 
ing proportions  and  is  even  now  a  powerful  evil  in  the  land ; 
and 

Whereas,  Those  engaged  in  the  iniquitous  traffic  have  med- 
dled in  our  politics,  essayed  to  corrupt  our  legislators,  bribed 
our  juries  and  assailed  our  laws;  an^l 

Whereas,  The  liquor  traffic  has  arrayed  itself  in  antagonism 
to  the  Church  of  Christ  and  become  hostile  to  our  most  sacred 
institutions,  and  filled  our  alms-houses  with  paupers  and  our 
jails  and  penitentiaries  with  convicts  and  our  scaffolds  with 
victims;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  filled  our  land  with  widows  and  orphans, 
wrecked  the  fondest  hopes,  blighted  the  greatest  genius  and 
made  happy  homes  desolate,  demoralizing  our  youth  and  cor- 
rupting society ;  and 

Whereas,  Moral  suasion  and  temperance  societies  of  them- 
selves have  not  been  able  to  suppress  the  wicked  traffic ;  and 

Whereas,  To  tax  the  sale  for  purpose     "         nue  would  be 
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to  do  evil  that  might  accrue,  or  to  raise  revenue  from  an  in- 
quitous  traffic  would  be  to  legalize  iniquity;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  a  maxim  not  only  in  materia  medicsu  but 
also  in  morals,  'Hhat  violeAt  diseases  demand  efficient  rem- 
edies," and  since  that  time  has  come,  when  eveiy  true  friend 
of  temperance  should  take  his  stand  in  favor  of  the  cause  of 
temperance;  therefore, 

Resolved^  That  this  synod  in  its  wisdom  and  judgment,  both 
pronounce  and  declare  that,  as  the  case  now  stands,  the  only 
true  and  proper  remedy  for  the  gigantic  evil  of  intemperance 
in  its  most  common  form  of  intoxication,  is  prohibition. 

Resolved^  That  the  constant  and  only  aim  of  all  true  f  riends^ 
of  temperance,  as  the  end  of  all  their  efforts,  should  be  the 
suppression  of  its  manufacture,  its  traffic  and  use  of  strong 
drink  as  a  beverage. 

Resolved^  That  the  way  by  which  this  prohibition  is  to  or 
may  be  attained,  whether  by  legislative  enactments,  by  sub- 
mitting it  to  a  vote  of  the  people,  or  by  educating  public  sen- 
timent, is  a  matter  that  ought  to  be  left  to  the  discretion  and 
judgment  of  the  members  of  this  synod  to  decide  for  them- 
selves. 

Resolved^  That  we  solemnly  pledge  ourselves  before  God 
that  we  will  avail  oui'selves  of  every  proper  opportunity  to 
bear  swift  witness  against  this  iniquitous  traffic  and  use  all 
legitimate  efforts  for  its  suppression.

ACTION  RESPECTING  PLEASAKTVILLE  COLLEGIATE  INSTITUTE. 

Lancaster  Classis,  as  reported  by  the  Standing  Committee 
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on  Minutes  of  Classes,  in  item  4,  during  the  morning  session 
on  Friday,  requested  synod  to  recognize  I^leasantville  Colleg- 
iate Institute,  located  within  the  bounds  of  said  classis  and 
under  its  care,  as  an  institution  of  the  Ilefonned  Church. 
This  request  was  referred  to  a  special  committee  consisting  of 
Revs,  Samuel  B.  Yockey,  Amos  Casselman  and  Elder  WiDiam 
Kefauver.  Tliis  committee,  during  the  morning  session  on 
Saturday,  submitted  their  report,  which  was  received  and 
adopted ; 

The  special  committee  appointed  to  present  a  paper  to  this 
synod  on  Pleasantville  Collegiate  Institute,  respectfully  re- 
ports: 

That  tliis  institution  came  into  the  possession  of  Lancaster 
Classis  of  the  Ohio  Synod  by  the  bequest  from  the  Trustees  of 
the  Fairfield  County  Union  Academy.  The  property  is  esti- 
mated as  worth  forty  thousand  dollars,  consisting  of  four  acres 
of  land,  ornamented  with  trees  and  shrubbery,  two  large  and 
sul  slantial  buildings,  well  adapted  for  educational  purposes, 
philosophical  api)aratus,  two  good  libraries,  together  with  the 
confidence  of  the  community  in  which  it  is  located.  The  in- 
stitution has  three  professors,  the  presidency  being  filled  by 
Ilev.  Jerome  B.  Henry,  A.  M.,  a  classical  graduate  of  Heidel- 
berg College,  and  the  general  management  being  under  the 
control  of  a  Board  of  Directors,  elected  by  the  Lancaster 
Classis,  so  that  it  is  an  institution  of  the  church. 

We  therefore  most  cordially  commend  it  to  the  confidence 
and  liberal  i>atronage  of  our  people,  believing  it  an  efficient 
auxiliary  to  the  more  general  dissemination  of  useful  knowl- 
edge.

MONUMENT  TO  THE  MEMORY  OF  OLEVIANUS.

Dr.  Geoi^  W.  Williard,  Jesse 
Steiner,  and  Elder  Nelson  L.  Brewer,  Esq.  This  committee, 
during  the  morning  session  on  Monday,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  received  and  adopted. 

The  Special  Committee  to  whom  the  item  respecting  the 
erection  of  a  monument  to  the  memory  of  Casper  Olevianus, 
was  referred,  would  report : 

That  the  projedt  is  one  that  ought  to  commend  itself  to  the 
Reformed  Church,  in  view  of  the  important  part  he  took  in 
the  formation  of  our  excellent  symbol  of  faith,  the  Heidelberg 
Catechism.  Our  brethren  of  the  German  Synod  of  the  East 
deserve  commendation  for  their  efforts  in  this  direction,  and 
deserve  the  co-operation  of  the  church  at  large. 

We  would  therefore  commend  the  project  as  worthy  of  sup- 
port, and  urge  the  ministers  and  members  of  this  synod  to  aid 
in  the  enterprise.

188^^.  at  7  o'clock. 
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On  motion,  during  the  moniing  session  on  Friday,  Revs. 
William  A.  Hale,  Emil  P.  Herbruck,  and  Elder  Jacob  Klee 
were  appointed  a  Committee  'on  Leave  ol*  Absence,  through 
whom  all  applications  for  leave  of  absence  are  to  l>e  made. 
The  committee,  through  the  chairman,  Rev.  Wm.  A.  Hale, 
reported  near  the  close  of  the  sessions,  and  the  report  was  ac- 
cepted, and  the  recommendations  contained  therein  approved 
bv  svnod. 


On  motion,  during  the  morning  session  on  Thursday,  liev, 
Edwin  R.  Williard  was  appointed  reporter  to  furnish  an  ab- 
stract of  the  proceedings  of  synod  for  the  Akron  Dally  News^ 
which  appointment  he  tilled  with  fidelity  and  satisfaction  to 
the  svnod. 


On  motion  the  following  action  was  adopted: 
RcHolmd^  That  the  officers  of  synod,  together  with  the  pas- 
tor loci  at  WevSt  Alexandria,  be  a  committee  to  prepare  a  pro- 
gramme of  exercises  for  the  next  annual  meeting  of  synod, 
and  to  appoint  and  notify  the  speakers  in  i-egard  to  their  re- 
spective topics  at  least  three  months  in  advance.

XoT>:. — ^From  this  comparative  statistical  statement,  it  will  be  seen 
that  there  has  been  some  decrease  in  1882  in  the  number  of  ministers, 
congregations,  members,  communicants,  Sunday-schools  and  scholars, 
as  well  as  in  the  contributions  for  benevolent  and  congregational  pur- 
poses. This,  however,  must  be  accounted  for  from  the  fact  that  Cincin- 
nati Classis  was  dismissed  in  1881  to  unite  with  other  classes  in  the  for- 
mation of  the  Central  Synod.  There  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the 
( >liio  Synod  respecting  the  several  facts  referred  to.  It  will  be  noticed 
when  the  additions  and  losses  of  members  are  compared,  (not  includ- 
ing the  dismis.sions),  that  there  has  been  a  net  gain  of  members  in  1879 
of  2,083,  in  1880  of  1,091,  in  1881  of  1,06(>,  and  in  1882  of  761.  The  real 
loss  may  have  beeaa  little  larger  than  iioted  in  this  tabular  statement, 
and  the  net  gain  somewhat  less,  as  it  is  not  definitely  known  how  many 
members  have  been  dismissed  to  congregations  beyond  the  bounds  of 
the  Ohio  Synod,  nor  how  many  may  haye  changed  their  church  rela- 
tions. But  the  numbers  given,  in  regard  to  loss  and  gain,  are  at  least 
approximately  correct,  and  present  the  interesting  fact  of  the  progress 
made. 

There  has  also  been  a  fair  proportion  of  increase  in  the  membership 
of  the  Sunday-school,  but  there  has  not  been  a  corresponding  increase 
of  students  for  the  ministry,  nor  of  abounding  free-will  offerings  to  the 
r.ord.  This  fact  calls  for  more  consecration,  more  spirituality,  and 
more  self-denying  liberality.  Stated  Clerk. 
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
